To  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
of  Southbridge: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen 
herewith  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  of  their  activ- 
ities of  this  Department 
for  the  year  of  1967. 

The  Board  organized  under 
date  of  March  6,  1967,  Ar- 
mand  O.  Bellerive  was  ap- 
pointed Chairman  of  the 
Board,  Raymond  J.  Lataille, 
newly  elected  Selectman, 
was  appointed  Clerk  and 
Dr.  Armand  O.  DeGrenier 
was  appointed  third  member.    Other  appointments  of  the 
Board  maybe  found  in  the  Town  Report  immediately  follow- 
ing the  list  of  duly  elected  officers. 

In  addition  to  regular  meetings,  which  were  held  on  Mon- 
day evening  of  each  week  at  7:00  P.M.  in  the  Selectmen' s 
Office,  numerous  conferences ,  public  hearings  and  special 
meetings  were  held  as  occasions  demanded. 

We  initiated  the  movement  for  Control  Signals  at  the  inter- 
section of  Charlton  and  Mechanic  Streets  and  plans  are 
in  order  for  Traffic  Control  Signals  at  the  intersection  of 
Main,  Central  and  Elm  Streets;  once  this  has  been  accom- 
plished we  shall  be  able  to  arrange  and  reconstruct  the 
streets  in  these  sections  which  will  eliminate  much  of  the 
traffic  congestion  on  Main  Street  and  in  the  Flat  Sections 
of  the  Town. 

Reconstruction  of  School  and  Franklin  Streets  were  effected 
this  year.  Park  Street  was  made  a  "One  Way"  street  thus 
alleviating  the  traffic  congestion  in  that  area.  We  ap- 
proved the  construction  of  a  Field  House  on  Morris  Street 
Field  to  be  used  for  Storage ,  etc.  ,  and  appointed  a  School 
Building  Needs  Committee  to  study  further  school  needs 
and  report  to /the  Selectmen. 

Southbridge  citizens  accepted  the  plans  to  build  a  Southern

SWIMMING  POOL  DIRECTOR  -  19  67 


The  Southbridge  Swimming  Pool  opened  on  Saturday, 
June  24,  1967,  and  remained  open  for  a  ten  week  period, 
closing  on  Friday,  Sept.  1  ,  19  67.  Weather  permitting, 
the  pool  was  open  to  the  public  between  the  hours  of  1:00 
P.M.  and  8:00  P.M. 

ATTENDANCE:  The  total  number  of  different  people  using 
the  pool  during  this  period  was  rather  difficult  to  esti- 
mate, as  many  individuals  returned  to  the  pool  several 
times  during  the  course  of  a  single  day,  or  week.  How- 
ever, it  is  estimated  that  on  a  good  day  600-700  diffe- 
rent people  made  use  of  the  pool.  This  number  dropped 
to  below  250  on  a  colder  day. 

PERSONNEL:  The  pool  was  supervised  by  a  staff  of  seven 
guards.  Five  were  on  duty  between  the  hours  of  1:00 
P.M.  and  4:30  P.M.  and  three  between  4:30  P.M.  and 
closing.  Once  again,  the  outstanding  safety  record 
achieved  at  the  pool  gives  testimony  to  the  excellent  job 
performed  by  the  staff. 

RESCUES:  The  importance  of  proper  supervision  was  well 
demonstrated  during  the  19  67  season.  Seven  youngsters 
were  helped  to  shore  by  members  of  the  staff.  Some  of 
these  could  well  have  resulted  in  fatalities  had  it  not 
been  for  the  alertness  of  our  personnel. 

INSTRUCTION:     The  duties   of  the   staff  were  those  of 
supervision  and  not  of  instruction.     However,  a  formal 
program  in  swimming  instructions  and  water  safety  was 
conducted  for  a  five  week  period  during  the  morning  hours 
by  the  Southbridge  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross. 
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OTHER  USES:  In  addition  to  the  Red  Cross  making  use 
of  our  facilities,  other  groups  using  the  pool  to  carry  on 
various  programs  were  the  Boy  Scouts  and  the  Southbridge 
Fire  Dept. 

DRILLS:  On  August  fourth,  a  practice  drill  was  held  in 
order  to  coordinate  the  efforts  of  the  pool  personnel, 
fire  department  and  police  department  in  the  event  of  an 
emergency.  The  entire  drill  went  off  smoothly.  The  sup- 
posed victim  had  been  brought  to  shore,  resuscitation 
had  been  applied  by  the  pool  staff,  the  victim  had  been 
placed  in  the  ambulance  stretcher,  resuscitation  had 
been  shifted  over  to  the  ambulance  resuscitator  and  the 
victim  was  on  his  way  to  the  hospital.  This  entire  pro- 
cedure took  less  than  five  minutes. 

HEALTH  CARE:  The  quality  of  pool  water  was  controlled 
by  a  continuous  flow  of  town  water  into  the  pool  during 
the  hours  that  the  pool  was  in  use .  In  addition  to  this , 
chlorine  was  added  to  the  water  periodically.  Examina- 
tions of  pool  water  by  the  firm  of  Metcalf  and  Eddy  Engi- 
neers found  the  water  to  be  suitable  for  swimming. 

RECOMMENDATIONS:  The  following  recommendations 
are  offered  for  your  consideration: 

1.  Relocate  the  guard  chair;  that  is,  from  a  position 
between  the  stairs  and  the  beach  to  a  new  location 
half  way  between  the  stairs  and  the  beach. 

2  .  Add  a  fourth  guard  chair  in  the  vicinity  of  the  diving 
tower.  (This  is  the  area  where  most  incidents  occur 
that  require  quick  attention  by  the  guards.) 

3 .  Installation  of  a  chlorinating  device  at  the  source 
of  our  water  supply. 

4 .  Construction  of  a  wading  pool  somewhere  in  the 
beach  area  for  the  very  young  children. 

5.  Investigate  the  possibility  of  installing  one  or 
more  springboards. 

6.  Salary  increases  for  the  six  guards.

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SUMMER  RECREATION  PROGRAM  FOR  THE  MENTALLY 
AND  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 


The  summer  recreation  program  for  the  mentally  and 
physically,  handicapped  can  be  considered  a  success. 
Under  the  capable  leadership  of  Mr.  Johnson,  the  handi- 
capped actively  participated  in  such  activities  as  arts 
crafts,  swimming,  picnicing,  hiking,  and  numerous  field 
trips  . 

Beginning  the  day  with  arts  and  crafts,  the  children 
were   able  to  improve  many  of  their  manipulitive  skills . 
With  an  excellent  supply  of  materials,  they  completed 
such  items  as  tile  mosaics,  plaster  molds,  leather  work, 
clay  molding,  and  plastic  casting.     They  also  learned 
how  to  take  care  of  their  materials,  shop  areas,  and  them- 
selves.    They  were   given  a  choice  as   to  the  arts  and 
crafts   they  wanted  to  work  on.     The  only  problem  en- 
countered was  the  damp  musty  environment,  and  the  lack 
of  a  sink  for  cleaning.   We  were  also  unable  to  lock  the 
double  door  to  the  outside.   An  attempt  was  made  to  im- 
provise a  sink,  and  a  flimsy  set  up  was  established  by 
removing  the  old  toilet.     We  feel  that  a  good  sink  is 
needed  for  the  following  reasons: 

1 .  as  a  water  supply  for  the  many  mixtures  required 

a.  dilute  tempera  paints 

b.  to  make  plaster  of  paris  molds 
c  .  to  use  with  water  colors 

d.  to  dilute  water  base  glue 

2.  in  order  to  wash  brushes,  tools,  and  equipment  and 
benches . 

3  .    so  that  the  handicapped  can  easily  clean  up,  before 
leaving  the  area 

Because  the  windows  were  jammed,  we  were  unable  to 
ventilate  the  shop  area  during  the  night.  With  a  little 
effort  the  cellar  area  can  be  made  into  an  excellent  shop, 
craft,  and  art  area. 

After  arts  and  crafts  we  prepared  for  our  daily  field  trip 
to  many  points  of  interest.  The  following  is  a  list  of 
some  of  the  areas  we  visited: 

1.    Bigelow  Hollow  State  Park 
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2  .  Brimfield  Dam  Recreation  Area 

3.  Howe  State  Park,  Spencer 

4  .  Little  Elm  Beach  Area 

5.  Military  Museum,  Sturbridge 

6.  Armory  in  Worcester 

7  .  Old  Sturbridge  Village 

8.  Benson's  Animal  Farm 

9.  Brimfield  State  Forest 

10.  Purgatory  Caves 

11.  American  Bowling  lanes     (free  of  charge,  courtesy 
of  Skarani  Bros  . ) 

Other  activities  included  such  sports  as  kick  ball, 
croquet,  relays,  and  swimming.  We  found  that  many  of 
the  younger  children  were  unable  to  perform  many  of  the 
skills  required  for  the  more  sophisticated  games  .  In  such 
cases,  we  adapted  and  simplified  the  game,  so  that  most 
of  the  children  could  participate . 

Once  a  week  we  had  a  grand  cook-out.  A  typical  menu 
included  hot  dogs,  hamburgers,  potato  chips,  ice  cream, 
and  soda. 

Again  this  year,  transportation  was  no  problem.  The 
bus,  driven  by  Peter Nasse,  picked  us  up  in  the  morning, 
took  us  to  many  interesting  places,  and  returned  us  home 
in  the  afternoon. 

I  think  the  town  of  Southbridge  can  be  proud  of  an  out- 
standing recreation  program  for  its  handicapped.

LASSIE  LEAGUE  1967 

The  Lassie  League  opened  its  tenth  season  this  year 
with  128  girls  between  the  age  of  10  and  15  years  parti- 
cipating. There  were  24  adults  who  helped  to  make  this 
10th  year  of  Lassie  Ball  in  Southbridge  it' s  most  success- 
ful year  of  all . 

Back  in  1957,  Roland  Hetu  and  Wilfred  Forcier  became 
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aware  of  Lassie  League  softball  for  girls.  They  then 
got  in  touch  with  the  National  Office  which  fortunately 
was  located  only  in  Worcester.  The  national  president 
Mr.  Larry  Bacon,  Mr.  Hetu  and  Mr.  Forcier  joined  to- 
gether with  the  sponsorship  of  The  Leonide  J.  Lemier 
Post  605  5  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  of  Southbridge  to 
organize  Lassie  League  ball  in  this  town.  Mr.  Hetu  be- 
came the  first  president  and  Mr.  Forcier  it's  first  com- 
missioner. The  following  have  served  as  president  since 
then:  Raymond  A.  Brodeur,  Joseph  Emery,  Robert  Bous- 
quet  and  Gerard  Archambault. 

In  1959,  Lassie  Ball  became  so  well  accepted  that  it 
was  felt  to  have  it  only  for  the  daughters  of  members  of 
the  V.F.W.  would  have  been  selfish  on  the  part  of  this 
group.  They  then  approached  the  town  of  Southbridge 
and  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $500  and  have  the  re- 
creation committee  take  over  Lassie  League  with  the 
leadership  of  the  V.F.W.  running  the  project.  This 
arrangement  has  been  a  very  successful  one  in  the  last 
8  years . 

This  project  cost  the  town  $4.70  per  girl  to  play  one 
whole  season.  We  pay  no  outside  help  for  this  and  at 
the  end  of  the  season  the  V.F.W.  gives  the  girls  a  ban- 
quet at  no  cost  to  the  town.  They  also  provide  the  All 
Star  Team  with  a  light  lunch  after  every  home  game. 
Many  of  the  teams  hold  outings  and  have  other  types  of 
wholesome  recreation  provided  to  them  without  a  cent 
of  town  money . 

I  would  like  to  conclude  by  stating  that  in  the  last 
ten  years  over  1,200  girls  have  participated  in  Lassie 
League.  The  committee  wishes  to  thank  the  Southbridge 
V.F.W.  and  the  town  of  Southbridge  for  bringing  this 
wonderful  recreation  to  all  of  these  girls.

DIRECTOR  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE

Gentlemen: 

The  Department  of  Civil  Defense  has  operated  effective- 
ly throughout  the  past  year. 

The  Fallout  Shelter  Program  has  been  of  primary  concern 
in  conjunction  with  State  and  Federal  planning.  We  have 
a  committee  appointed  to  work  with  the  State  Shelter 
planning  officer  This  committee  pinpoints  the  particu- 
lar problems  of  the  community  and  jointly  works  out  the 
solutions.  It  is  expected  that  within  two  years  the  com- 
plete program  will  be  operational  and  will  afford  protec- 
tion from  radioactive  fallout  for  the  entire  population  of 
our  community  in  the  event  of  an  enemy  attack. 

All  other  Departments  of  Civil  Defense  have  carried  out 
their  regular  scheduled  training  programs  effectively  and 
of  particular  interest  is  the  volunteer  hours  logged  by  the 
Auxiliary  Police  and  Fire  Departments  along  with  our 
Communications  Department.  The  Auxiliary  Police  unit 
has  logged  a  total  of  3,841  manhours  for  the  past  year. 
Of  significance  simply  because  it  is  done  on  a  volunteer 
basis  by  civic  minded  men,  of  whom  this  community  has 
every  right  to  be  proud. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  personnel  who 
have  volunteered  their  time  and  efforts  to  the  Southbridge 
Civil  Defense  Unit  in  the  past  and  hope  that  we  shall 
continue  to  work  as  well  in  the  future.  A  special  thanks 
to  Mr.  Alphonse  W.  Mominee  for  his  outstanding  work. 
Thanks  to  the  many  persons  of  other  Town  Departments 
for  their  cooperation  with  Civil  Defense .

The  expenditures  for  programs  administered  by  this  agency 
during  the  year  1967  were  $907 , 861.41.  This  amount  in- 
cludes maintenance  grants  to  recipients.  Medical  Assis- 
tance expenses ,  administration  expenses,  equipment  and 
repairs.  We  had  an  increase  of  $174  ,  241 . 48  over  the 
19  66  expenditures.  This  increase  was  due  to  the  broad- 
ening of  the  Medical  Assistance  Program  on  June  1,  1967. 

We  aided  an  average  of  672  cases  per  month.  Reimburse- 
ments received  from  the  Federal  and  State,  refunds  and 
recoveries  totalled  $657,531.00. 

We  appointed  on  July  1  ,  19  67,  a  Social  Work  Supervisor, 
two  Social  Workers  and  one  additional  Junior  Clerk-Sten- 
ographer. The  staff  at  the  present  time  consists  of:  one 
Director  of  Public  Assistance,  one  Social  Work  Super- 
visor, four  Social  Workers,  three  Junior  Clerk-Steno- 
graphers and  two  Junior  Clerk -Typists . 
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On  October  3,  19  67,  Governor  Volpe  signed  an  Act  re- 
organizing the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  This 
Act  abolishes  local  welfare  departments  and  the  State 
will  assume  the  entire  welfare  cost  as  of  July  1,  1968. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincerest  thanks  to  the  various 
groups  and  individuals,  too  numerous  to  list  in  this  re- 
port, who  throughout  the  year  provided  extras  to  the  re- 
cipients .

We  had  ten  regular,  and  one  special  meeting.  Monthly 
T.B.  or  chest  X-Ray  clinics  were  held  at  the  Harrington 
Memorial.Hospital  duringthe  year,  excluding  the  months 
July  and  December.  No  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were 
discovered  during  the  year.  At  present  we  have  no  pa- 
tients in  the  Sanatorium. 

There  is  no  financial  obligation  for  these  X-Rays  and  it 
is  extremely  important  that  every  person  have  periodic 
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chest  examination.  Many  advanced  cases  of  tubercu- 
losis can  be  avoided  if  early  symptoms  are  attended  to 
at  once.  Therefor  it  is  wise  to  visit  your  family  physi- 
cian when  in  doubt  and  request  an  X-Ray  for  your  wel- 
fare. A  more  detailed  account  of  the  activities  of  the 
department  can  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  personnel 
of  the  Board. 

We  thank  all  who  have  been  instrumental  in  helping  with 
ourwork  and  ask  for  cooperation  and  assistance  to  make 
our  town  a  cleaner,  healthier  and  happier  place  to  live.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health 
Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1967. 

The  following  clinics  were  conducted  as  part  of  our  pre- 
vention program:  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Pertussis 
clinics  for  infants,  pre-schoolers  and  school  children. 
The  public  is  well  aware  of  the  importance  of  these  pre- 
ventive measures  and  so  attendance  at  the  clinics  was 
very  gratifying.  Three  hundred  and  eighty-four  were 
given  a  booster  and  thirty-seven  received  a  series  of 
three  injections  at  monthly  intervals.  All  school  child- 
ren attending  the  clinics  received  Diphtheria  and  Teta- 
nus only.  Two  clinics  were  conducted  for  the  distribu- 
tion of  Tri-Valent  Oral  Polio  Vaccine  to  children  entering 
kindergarten  or  first  grade  during  the  year  and  for  infants  . 
Forty-three  completed  the  series  of  two  drinks  and  fifty- 
nine  were  given  a  booster  feeding,  and  fourteen  children 
received  only  one  drink  in  the  series.  In  the  spring  two 
Measels  Vaccine  clinics  were  conducted  for  infants  and 
preschoolers.  Two  hundred  and  seventeen  attended.  A 
series  of  Measles  Vaccine  clinics  were  also  conducted 
in  all  elementary  schools  in  November.  One  hundred  and 
ninety-seven  were  eligible  for  the  vaccine.  It  is  the  goal 
of  the  State  Health  Department  to  eradicate  measles  in 
the  state  by  April  19  68  thru  immunization  of  all  suscep- 
tible children.  Tuberculosis  services  included  chest 
x-ray  clinics  every  third  Wednesday  of  the  month,  ex- 
cluding July  and  December.  These  clinics  are  sponsored 
jointly  by  the  local  board  and  the  Worcester  County 
Health  Association,  made  possible  through  the  sale  of 
TB  Christmas  seals.  Patients  are  referred  to  the  clinics 
by  their  private  physician  who  receives  a  report  of  the 
x-ray  findings .  Ex-San  patients  and  their  contacts  are 
also  followed-up  at  these  clinics  which  are  supervised 
by  a  physician  from  the  Worcester  County  T.B.  Sana- 
torium now  known  as  the  Worcester  County  Hospital . 
Two  hundred  and  forty-five  were  x-rayed  and  sixty-four 
were  given  either  a  Tine  orMantoux.  Out-patient  clinics 
are  still  held  at  the  Worcester  County  Hospital  on  Tues- 
day and  Thursday  mornings  for  those  unable  to  attend 
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local  clinics.  Home  visits  were  also  made  as  part  of  the 
follow-up  program .  There  are  no  patients  at  the  Wore  .  Co . 
Hospital  at  the  present  time. 

Registrationof  first  graders  was  held  at  the  Mary  E.  Wells 
Jr.  High;  this  project  being  sponsored  by  the  local  board 
and  by  the  school  health  department .    Physicals  were  done 
by  the  school  physician  in  grades  2,4,6  and  8.  Special 
foot  examinations  by  the  Podiatrist  were  also  conducted 
in  these  grades.   Vision  and  hearing  tests  were  given  to 
all  pupils  from  grades  1  through  12.   A  total  of  fourteen- 
hundred  were  screened  and  parents  of  students  failing  the 
vision  or  hearing  tests  were  notified  by  mail  to  seek  pro- 
fessional services.   Follow-up  of  referrals  show  that  the 
parents  are  most  cooperative  in  seeking  treatment.  Home 
visits  made  when  indicated  for  health  conferences  as  well 
as  numerous  personal  interviews  and  telephone  calls.  Pu- 
pils in  the  fifth  grades  were  given  prophylaxis  and  fluoride 
application  at  clinics  held  in  the  Board  of  Health  offices. 
Pupils  needing  extractions  or  fillings  were  referred  to  their 
own  dentist.  Two-hundred  and  sixteen  were  treated  during 
the  year.    Results  of  a  survey  of  sixth  graders  conducted 
by  the  State  Dental  Hygienist  showed  that  this  was  indeed 
a  worthwhile  project.    Reports  of  all  clinics  and  school 
services  rendered  were  tabulated  and  sent  to  the  State 
Health  Dept.  List  of  handicapped  children  in  all  parochial 
schools  was  compiled  and  is  also  sent  to  the  St.  Dept.  by 
the  Public  School  Dept.  along  with  their  report.  Serving 
on  Santa's  Fund  Committee  again  this  year  proved  a  grat- 
ifying experience  and  taking  part  in  the  Lions  Club  Eye 
Conservation  program  for  four  year  olds  was  just  as  reward- 
ing.   In-service  programs  sponsored  for  Public  Health 
Nurses  by  the  District  Health  Office  were  attended  during 
the  year,  as  well  as  meetings  of  the  Central  Youth  Guid- 
ance in  Southbridge .    The  school  cniid  should  be  health 
minded  and  it  is  our  aim  to  help  him  become  aware  of  this 

Two  Nursery  and  Kindergarten  Schools  have  been  licensed 
by  the  State  and  these  were  visited  twice  during  the  year 

A  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  school  personnel  and  parents 
for  their  cooperation.  My  appreciation  also  to  everyone 
who  in  any  way  helped  make  the  programs  successful.

On  the  health  record  cards,  these  problems  are  listed  as 
specific  conditions,  and,  at  the  time  of  the  examination, 
recommendations  are  often  made  to  improve  the  foot  health 
of  the  child  involved. 

Parents  were  notified  of  their  children's  foot  problems  on 
the  State  form  provided  and  in  a  few  cases,  personal  con- 
tact by  the  Board  of  Health  nurse,  Mrs.  Jolicoeur,  was 
deemed  advisable. 

It  has  been  very  gratifying  to  note  the  interest  and  response 
of  both  the  parents  and  the  children.  We  also  are  pleased 
at  the  increased  awareness  of  the  importance  of  foot  health 
to  the  well-being  of  the  child  and  we  take  every  opportun- 
ity to  educate  the  children  in  the  proper  care  of  their  feet 
in  a  program  of  preventive  podiatry.

REPORT  OF  TREE  WARDEN 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Southbridge,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  Tree  Warden  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  December  31,  19  67. 

Great  care  is  given  to  the  selection  of  trees  to  be  planted 
on  the  various  streets.  They  should  enhance,  beautify 
and  protect.  It  is  not  enough  to  plant  a  tree;  it  must  re- 
ceive care  after  it  is  in  the  ground .  This  in  part  is  the 
work  of  your  Tree  Department.  Twenty  shade  trees  were 
planted  on  new  streets  and  where  dead  trees  were  removed. 

General  tree  maintenance  practices  were  carried  out;  dead- 
wood,  storm-damaged  and  low  limbs  were  removed  out  of 
trees.    Fifteen  dead  trees  were  removed  and  four  stumps. 
One  severely  damaged  oak  tree  on  Charlton  Street  was 
cabled  and  braced. 

A  great  aid  to  your  Tree  Department  is  the  Skyworker. 
Those  who  have  seen  this  machine  in  operation  have  mar- 
veled at  the  ease  with  which  dangerous  limbs  have  been 
removed  in  hazardous  places.  The  removal  of  deadwood 
out  of  trees  and  dangerous  trees  is  accomplished  with  ease 
and  safety,  thanks  to  this  machine. 

Trees  on  main  streets  were  fertilized.  The  application  of 
fertilizers  improves  the  appearance  and  condition  of  trees 

A  dormant  spray  is  applied  each  year  to  our  elms  to  help 
control  the  Elm  Bark  beetle.    The  insecticide  provides  re- 
sidual control  of  the  Elm  Bark  beetle,  the  insect  respons- 
ible for  spreading  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease.   This  is  applied 
to  elm  trees  prior  to  bud-break,  with  a  hydraulic  sprayer. 
In  June  and  July  a  foliar  spray  is  applied  to  hold  in  check 
various  leaf-eating  insects  and  the  Elm  Leaf  beetle.  The 
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Elm  Leaf  beetle  feeds  exclusively  on  leaves  and  when  it 
is  abundant  the  leaves  become  brown  and  fall  off,  such 
defoliation  weakens  the  trees . 

Sanitation  practices  were  carried  out ,  deadwood  out  of  elm 
trees  were  removed,  24  dead  and  dying  elm  trees  were  re- 
moved and  destroyed  and  4  elm  stumps. 

For  mosquito  control,  insecticide  was  applied  to  swamps 
and  low  lying  areas  with  excellent  results . 

The  past  year  as  many  as  possible  Town  owned  trees  and 
wooded  areas  were  sprayed  with  insecticide  for  Insect 
Pest  Control,  moth  extermination.  In  sprayed  areas  in 
infestation  has  been  kept  down  with  good  results.

This  office  is  located  in  rooms  12  and  14  of  the  Town  Hall 
and  is  open  daily  from  9:00  a.m.  to  1:00  p.m.  and  2:00 
p.m.  to  5:00  p.m.,  Monday  through  Friday.  The  office 
is  also  open  Monday  night  from  7:00  to  8:00  p.m.  and  is 
available  to  all  veterans  of  Southbridge  and  their  depend- 
ents seeking  information  pertaining  to  their  rights  and  ben- 
efits under  Federal  and  State  Laws . 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  department  to  aid  and  inform  all 
eligible  veterans  and  their  dependents  how  to  obtain  ben- 
efits within  the  limits  of  the  laws  governing  each  agency. 

Photostatic  copies  of  discharges  are  being  developed  for 
Southbridge  veterans.    In  addition,  copies  of  marriage,

VETERANS'  SERVICES 
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Claims  were  filed  with  the  Veterans  Administration  and 
other  branches  of  the  government  pertaining  to  education, 
training  subsistence  allowance,  insurance  payments, 
medical  treatment,  hospitalization,  compensation  and 
pension  for  veterans  and  their  dependents ,  re-employment 
rights,  employment  difficulties,  unemployment  compen- 
sation, as  well  as  numerous  telephone  calls  and  letters. 

Upon  the  enactment  of  the  Cold  War  G.I.  Bill  (S .  9 ,  89th 
Congress)  this  office  was  flooded  with  calls  and  inquiries 
by  discharged  servicemen  as  to  their  eligibility  to  entitle- 
ment to  schooling  and  home  loans  and  also  to  V.A.  ser- 
vices relative  to  hospitalization  and  other  benefits. 

This  new  Cold  War  G.I.  Bill  has  made  hundreds  of  men  in 
Southbridge  who  had  been  on  active  duty  for  more  than 
180  days  since  January  31,  1955,  or  has  a  service  con- 
nected disability,  eligible  to  receive  benefits  that  prior 
to  enactment  of  this  bill,  they  were  not  eligible  to  re- 
ceive .

Under  Chapter  115  and  it' s  amendments ,  each  application 
for  Veterans'  Benefits  submitted  to  the  Town  after  thorough 
investigation  by  this  office  is  forwarded  to  the  office  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services,  Boston,  Mass- 
achusetts for  approval,  as  under  this  chapter  the  state 
agrees  to  reimburse  the  town  for  one-half  of  all  aid 
granted . 

An  investigator  for  the  State  office  periodically  checks 
the  local  agent's  office  in  addition  to  personally  con- 
tacting the  recipient  of  Veterans  '  Benefits. 

Under  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth,  if  a  veteran  or  his 
dependents,  meet  all  requirements  of  eligibility  and  he 
falls  in  need  of  financial  assistance  through  no  fault  of 
his  own,  he  is  granted  Veterans'  Benefits.  The  amount 
varies  and  is  dependent  upon  the  particular  needs  of  the 
individual  case.  Any  amount  received  from  federal  bene- 
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fits  or  other  financial  grants  is  deducted  from  the  amount 
that  is  allowed  by  this  department,  therefore  helping  to 
reduce  that  which  must  be  expended  by  the  town. 

As  of  December  31,  1967,  there  were  90  active  cases  on 
file,  aiding  128  people.  In  addition,  many  cases  were 
pending  and,  as  a  result,  constant  follow-up  service  is 
maintained  and  reviews  and  appeals  are  requested  where 
awards  are  considered  unfair  or  insufficient. 

For  a  list  of  expenditures  and  reimbursements  of  this  de- 
partment, please  refer  to  report  of  the  Town  Accountant. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  town  depart-

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


During  construction  and  renovation  the  library  never  did 
close  down  completely.  From  time  to  time  the  public  was 
discouraged  from  using  the  library  when  it  was  hazard- 
ous for  them  to  enter  or  seating  space  was  practically 
nonexistent.  The  staff  worked  a  full  schedule  and  used 
time,  ordinarily  spent  on  public  service,  weeding,  re- 
placing, and  reclassifying  the  book  collection. 

We  were  unable  to  give  the  usual  class  instruction  to 
5th  and  8th  grades.  There  were  no  story  hours,  film 
showings^  adult  instruction  sessions,  or  summer  read- 
ing clubs . 

As  many  children's  books  as  possible  were  housed  in 
various  schools.  Our  only  customary  activity  for  child- 
ren was  the  annual  Creative  VYiting  Contest  in  Novem- 
ber. The  response  to  thatwas  below  standard  indicating 
that  we  had  lost  touch  with  too  many  children.  During 
the  summer  Three  Headstart  Groups  visited  the  library  as 
well  as  two  groups  of  children  from  Charlton  who  parti- 
cipated in  the  Title  I  program  there.  The  only  special 
offering  for  adults  was  a  book  repair  session  in  August. 

Mrs.  Petrelli,  Mrs.  Little,  and  Mrs.  Constantine  studied 
cataloging,  reference,  and  interlibrary  loan  methods  at 
various  workshops  sponsored  by  the  Central  Regional 
System  in  Worcester. 

I  participated  in  a  panel  discussion  on  library  building  for 
Bay  Path  Library  Club  and  attended  the  annual  Regional 
meeting  in  Fitchburg  and  the  American  Library  Association 
Meeting  in  San  Francisco.  I  also  acted  as  consultant  for 
the  new  library  at  Sacred  Heart  School  and  was  appointed 
to  the  Scholarship  Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Library 
Association. 
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Book  or  library  talks  were  given  to  Sturbridge  Home- 
makers,  National  Secretaries  Association,  Business  and 
Professional  Women,  Webster-Dudley  Historical  Society, 
and  Sturbridge  Evening  Women's  Club. 

Stephen  Kochoff,  a  student  page,  directed  a  drive  to  col- 
lect funds  at  the  library  for  aid  to  flooded  Florentine 
libraries . 

Many  generous  gifts  were  made  to  the  library.  Dr.  Pioppi 
gave  us  coat  racks  and  a  large  coffee  maker  in  addition 
to  a  generous  sum  for  furnishing  the  new  staff  room,  an 
unanticipated  luxury. 

The  National  Secretaries  Association  planted  a  shrub  by 
the  new  wing.  Many  memorial  books  and  recordings  were 
added  to  our  collection . 

"From  New  England,  Portrait  of  a  Town, "  a  film  of  South- 
bridge  history  made  by  Hanna  Roman,  was  a  gift  of  United 
Lens  Co.  Mr.  George  Webber,  a  retired  sea  captain  in 
his  90's,  gave  his  handmade  model  of  the  schooner,  The 
Thomas  W.  Lawson,  to  the  Children's  Room. 

Columbia  Broadcasting  Company  sent  us  a  large  number 
of  new  recordings.  The  V.  V.  McNitt  collection  of  books 
on  fine  printing  was  donated  by  his  son,  Frank  A.  McNitt. 
Business  firms  supplied  us  with  printed  bookmarks  and 
plastic  book  bags .  The  Dirlam  Collection  on  the  Arctic 
and  Whaling  continued  to  grow  under  the  guidance  of  its 
donor,  Peter  Dirlam. 

As  has  been  his  custom  for  years,  Edward  Zuiss  spent 
countless  hours  maintaining  the  extensive  back  file  of 
periodicals  and  also  gave  a  collection  of  books  to  the 
Children's  Room. 

Moving  books  and  equipment  into  the  new  wing  was  a 
heavy,  dirty  job.  It  was  accomplished  by  the  following 
men  who  contributed  their  time:  T.  Francis  Little,  Frank 
Hmay,  Clifford  Shaw,  Jay  Labelle,  Louis  Brodeur,  Vin- 
cent Walsh,  Homer  Demers ,  Leonard  Trifone,  and  Edward 
Zuiss.   The  staff  is  thankful  to  them. 

The  year  ended  on  a  sad  note,  the  death  of  Dr.  Pioppi,  a 
trustee  since  1943  and  chairman  since  1951.  His  wise 
guidance  of  library  policy  and  his  many  kindnesses  to 
the  staff  assure  library  progress  for  the  future.   We  are 
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grateful  to  have  had  his  counsel  these  many  years. 

The  year  also  ended  on  a  hopeful  note  when  a  group  in- 
terested in  local  history  met  in  the  new  library  history 
room  to  organize  into  a  historical  society  that  holds  much 
future  promise . 

Thanks  are  always  due  to  a  dedicated  staff,  cooperative 
Fire  and  Police  Departments ,  and  the  generous  support 
of  the  newspapers  and  the  radio  station. 

19  68  will  be  a  year  of  hard  work  in  reestablishing  the 
place  of  the  library  in  Southbridge  and  in  using  the  poten- 
tial offered  by  our  new  facilities .

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ADVISORY  BOARD  OF  REVIEW 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Southbridge,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

After  meeting  with  representatives  of  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments,  and  viewing  budget  salary  requests  of  all 
other  departments,  and  after  careful  study  of  all  other  in- 
formation available  to  us,  we  believe  the  following  sal- 
ary recommendations  are  reasonable  and  fair  to  the  tax- 
payer, the  employee,  and  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town. 

Our  recommendations  are: 

1)  A  four  percent  general  increase  to  all  employees  of  our 
Classification  Plan  designated  as  Exhibit  B-1 ,  Exhibit 
B-2,  Exhibit  B-3,  and  Exhibit  B-4 . 

2)  An  increment  increase  to  all  part  time  appointed  em- 
ployees paid  under  the  Classification  Plan  designated  as 
Exhibit  B  (Reference:   PT-Sl  thru  PT-S8). 

3)  Change  the  designated  Classification  of  the  Building 
and  Wire  Inspector  from  PT-S4  to  PT-S5  to  allow  an  in- 
crease for  these  two  positions. 

4)  We  also  recommend  salary  increases  to  the  elected 
positions  of  Moderator,  Board  of  Health,  Sewer  Commis- 
sion, Selectmen,  Board  of  Welfare ,  and  Treasurer,  and 
Assessors . 
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5)  All  increases  to  be  effective  in  19  68. 

With  the  above  mentioned  increases,  the  total  salaries 
of  Municipal  employees  is  reaching  approximately 
$800,000  yearly,  exclusive  of  Teachers'  salaries.  Be- 
cause of  this  substantial  cost,  and  because  of  new  State 
regulations  whereby  Municipal  employees  can  join  to- 
gether to  form  a  Collective  Bargaining  Unit,  which  has 
to  be  recognized,  we  feel  the  Advisory  Board  of  Review 
is  an  organization  not  fully  able  to  cope  with  such  a 
situation. 

Earlier,  we  publicly  stated  that  perhaps  a  Study  Com- 
mittee should  be  formed  to  look  into  the  organization  of 
a  Personnel  Board  to  replace  the  Advisory  Board  of  Review. 
This  Personnel  Board  should  have  knowledge  or  records  of 
all  the  employee  fringe  benefits,  such  as  insurances, 
sick  leave,  vacations,  pension  plans,  or  any  other  per- 
tinent facts  needed  to  evaluate  what  our  Municipal  em- 
ployees are  compensated,  and  therefore  be  in  a  better 
position  to  meet  with  employee  representation  and  dis- 
cuss salaries  and  wages.  Also,  we  feel  this  Personnel 
Board  should  have  at  least  a  part  time  administrator  to 
properly  gather  these  facts,  and  also  watch  for  new  de- 
velopments taking  place  on  State  levels  .  However,  since 
this  statement  was  released,  we  are  aware  that  another 
study  committee  is  being  formed  to  study  possible  changes 
in  the  organization  of  our  Town  Government .  Not  to  have 
duplication  of  effort  we  feel  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce sponsored  Study  Committee  could  also  study  how 
a  Personnel  Board  can  best  serve  our  community  and  its 
employees . 

The  Advisory  Board  of  Review  feels  that  with  the  increas- 
ed salaries  that  are  being  given  by  the  Taxpayers  of 
Southbridge,  in  return  the  employees  of  this  community 
should  make  every  effort  to  work  with  the  best  of  their 
ability,  and  do  so  in  a  kind,  courteous,  tolerant  and 
dignified  manner.  However,  on  the  other  hand.  Town 
employees  must  be  respected  as  responsible  citizens  who 
are  qualified  experienced  workers  performing  necessary 
tasks  for  the  betterment  of  our  community. 

The  Advisory  Board  of  Review  appreciated  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  Department  Heads,  the  Employees  and  their 
representatives.  Selectmen,  and  Finance  Committee.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  USE  AND  IMPROVEMENT  OF  ALUMNI  FIELD

Dear  Sir: 

Activities  Held  at  Alumni  Field  during  19  67 

During  the  past  year,  the  recreational  facilities  at  Alumni 
Field  have  been  used  for  a  wide  variety  of  sports  pro- 
grams. Some  of  the  major  activities,  listed  by  the  groups 
involved,  are  as  follows: 

1 .    High  Schools 

Alumni  Field  was  used  by  Marianhill  High  School  as  its 
home  field  for  a  full  schedule  of  baseball  games  during 
the  spring.  In  addition,  Marianhill  shared  the  field  with 
Southbridge  High  for  all  baseball  practice  sessions. 

During  the  fall  months.  Alumni  Field  was  used  extensive- 
ly by  the  Marianhill  High  School  soccer  team,  both  for 
practice  sessions  and  a  full  schedule  of  games. 

2  .    Summer  Playground 

The  field  was  again  selected  for  the  Recreational  Com- 
mittee's Summer  Playground  Program  for  its  acticities . 

3  .    Organized  Baseball  Leagues 

During  the  summer  months,  Alumni  Field  was  used  exten- 
sively by  the  Minor  League,  Little  League,  and  Inter- 
mediate League  Baseball  teams.  These  teams  used  the 
area  for  regularly  scheduled  games  on  all  week  nights, 
as  well  as  holding  practice  sessions  there  on  Saturdays. 
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4 .  Miscellaneous 


a.  The  New  York  Mets  selected  the  field  as  the  site  of 
their  Major  League  tryouts  in  this  area,  in  which 
baseball  players  from  Mass.,  Connecticut,  and 
Rhode  Island  participated. 

b.  A  local  Puerto  Rican  baseball  team  was  allowed  to 
use  the  baseball  diamond  for  practice  sessions  as 
well  as  for  scheduled  games  with  other  teams  from 
the  surrounding  towns . 

c.  Again  this  year,  the  local  competition  for  the  Punt, 
Pass,  and  Kick  Contest  sponsored  by  the  Ford  Motor 
Company  was  held  at  Alumni  Field,  with  about  175 
boys  from  ages  8  to  13  participating. 

Most  importantly,  in  addition  to  the  organized  activities 
listed.  Alumni  Field  was  used  almost  constantly  by  people 
living  in  the  area,  both  adults  and  children. 

Improvements  Made  to  Alumni  Field  in  1967 

In  addition  to  performing  normal  maintenance,  such  as 
mowing  the  grass,  a  great  deal  of  additional  work  was 
done  on  Alumni  Field  this  past  year,  including  the  fol- 
lowing projects: 

1.    Painting  the  Little  League  Fences 
2  .    Painting  the  Field  House 

3.  Erecting  and  painting  new  grandstand  on  West  St. 
side  of  the  field . 

4 .  Recutting  and  Resurfacing  the  entire  Little  League 
baseball  diamond  and  outfield. 

5.  Recutting  and  resurfacing  the  base  paths  on  the  reg- 
ular baseball  diamond,  as  well  as  leveling  the  in- 
field area  and  rebuilding  the  pitcher's  mound. 

6.  Loaming  and  seeding  the  gravel  bank  on  the  South 
St.  side  of  the  field. 

7 .  Installing  new  wire  and  repairing  the  backstops  on 
both  baseball  diamonds. 

8.  Installing  a  new  swing  set  in  playground. 

9 .  Building  a  new  cement  foundation  under  the  storage 
shed  used  for  storing  playground  equipment. 

10.  Laying  out  and  maintaining  a  soccer  field  for  the 
Marianhill  High  School  soccer  team.  It  became 
necessary  here  to  repair  the  soccer  goals,  due  to 
their  being  bent  out  of  shape  by  vandals.

11 .  Installing  macadam  walk  in  front  of  the  Little  League 
bleachers,  to  reduce  maintenance  and  make  it  easier 
walking,  and  also  in  front  of  the  toilets. 

The  Alumni  Field  Sub-Committee  wishes  to  thank  all  those 
concerned  with  using  the  field,  such  as  the  various  man- 
agers and  coaches,  for  their  continued  cooperation.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Southbridge,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

The  Cemetery  Committee  met  and  organized  on  April  2 , 
1967.  Stavre  Yanka  was  elected  chairman,  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  are  Willard  Stark  and  Lectance 
Landry.  Seaver  Rice  was  appointed  superintendent  and 
clerk  of  the  board.  On  October  1st  Mr.  Rice  resigned 
and  Richard  Harwood  was  appointed  to  the  post  of  super- 
tendent. 

During  the  year  work  more  or  less  of  a  routine  nature  was 
carried  out,  such  as  upkeep  of  gravel  roads,  filling  in 
sunken  graves  and  straightening  gravestones  .  Of  course 
the  burial  of  deceased  persons  occupied  considerable 
time  of  the  cemetery  personnel,  and  mowing  of  grass  was 
perhaps  the  most  time  consuming  project  of  all.  In  1968 
it  is  proposed  to  repair  the  tomb  and  an  article  has  been 
submitted  for  the  warrant  of  the  annual  Town  Meeting. 

Also  a  diseased  elm  tree  should  be  removed.  Otherwise 
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the  cemetery  equipment  and  property  is  in  good  condition 
and  with  care  should  not  need  replacement  for  the  next 
two  or  three  years .

Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator,  Willard  R. 
Stark  at  7  P.  M. 

It  certainly  was  a  pleasure  to  have  with  us  this  evening, 
our  moderator,  Willard  R.  Stark. 

After  making  a  short  address  he  asked  to  be  relieved  of 
his  duties  for  the  meeting  because  of  his  illness. 

In  accordance  to  Chapter  39,  Section  14  of  the  General 
Laws,  on  motion  of  Vincent  T.  Walsh,  duly  seconded,  it 
was 

VOTED:  (Unanimously)  That  Raymond  C.  Pervier  be  nom- 
inatedas  a  temporary  moderator  for  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing . 

Mr.  Pervier  referred  to  Article  III  of  the  By-Laws  and  quot- 
ed several  sections  and  expressed  that  all  sections  would 
be  adhered  to. 

VOTED:  That  the  reading  of  the  warrant  by  the  Town  Clerk 
be  dispensed  with. 

Officer's  return  was  read  by  Town  Clerk,  Clare  P.  Boyer. 

The  Moderator  announced  the  following:  "Recommenda- 
tions of  the  Finance  Committee  are  to  be  considered  as 
motions  and  said  motions  duly  seconded.  Substitute  mo- 
tions may  be  presented  from  the  floor. " 

The  moderator  recognized  Raymond  Brousseau,  Chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee . 

Mr.  Brousseau  commented  on  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Finance  Committee.  Personally  thanked  his  sub-com- 
mittees, the  Selectmen,  the  Advisory  Board  of  Review, 
Town  officials  and  department  heads  for  their  fine  coop- 
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eration  during  budget  discussions. 


He  also  stated:  "It  is  my  sincere  wish  that  you  will  all 
abide  by  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee  . " 

The  moderator  called  for  a  report  from  the  Regional  Voca- 
tional School  Committee.  Mr.  Vincent  Boniface,  Chair- 
man of  the  committee  read  the  following  report: 

REPORT  OF  THE 
REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 

The  Regional  District  Vocational  Planning  Committee  had 
a  very  full  and  productive  year  in  19  66. 

The  first  half  of  the  year  was  a  continuation  of  the  efforts 
of  19  65,  in  that  we  met  monthly  and  completed  the  final 
draft  of  the  Agreement  or  Constitution  under  which  the 
school  would  be  governed.  This  was  submitted  to  var- 
ious state  agencies  for  their  approval. 

During  November  and  December  details  of  the  program 
were  presented  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Tri-Com- 
munity Chamber  of  Commerce.  The  Chamber  publicly  en- 
dorsed the  proposal  and  formed  an  advisory  committee  to 
assist  in  developin9  a  program,  to  explain  the  needs  of 
establishing  a  Regional  Vocational  School. 

The  school  plan  was  unanimously  endorsed  in  Southbridge , 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Finance  Committee,  the 
School  Committee,  the  Clergy,  and  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce . 

The  Committee  spent  considerable  time  speaking  to  civic 
organizations  throughout  the  five  town  area  ,  issuing  news 
articles  and  preparing  radio  and  newspaper  advertising 
in  order  to  provide  Southbridge  voters  with  the  complete 
information  necessary  to  render  a  discussion  at  the 
Special  Town  Meeting. 

On  December  5,  1966,  Special  Town  Meetings  were  held 
in  each  of  the  five  towns  and  the  following  vote  was  re- 
corded:

00  for  the  purpose  of  refunding 
to  the  Town  Treasury  the  amount  already  expended  for  con- 
structing, originally  equipping  and  furnishing  an  addition 
to  the  Jacob  Edwards  Memorial  Library,  that  to  meet  said 
appropriation,  said  sum  shall  be  raised  from  the  19  67  tax 
levy,  this  Article  to  be  acted  upon  only  in  the  event  that 
Articles  3  and  4  are  not  acted  upon  favorably  and  if  acted 
upon  favorably,  to  go  into  effect  only  in  the  event  the 
Legislature  does  not  act  favorably  upon  the  Act  referred  to 
in  Article  3  . 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate, 
borrower  transfer  the  sum  of  $188.00  to  enable  the  Sealer 
of  Weights  and  Measures,  Roland  A.  Varin  to  attend  The 
National  Conference  on  Weights  and  Measures  sponsored 
by  The  National  Bureau  of  Standards  in  Washington,  D.C.

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SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING      JUNE  12,  1967 


Place  of  meeting:   Town  Hall  Auditorium. 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator,  Willard  R.  Stark 
at  7:30  P.M. 

Mr.  Stark  informed  us  that  his  general  health  was  improving 
but  his  physician  advised  him  not  to  serve  as  moderator 
this  evening. 

He  commented  how  Mr.  Raymond  Pervier  had  served  as 
moderator  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1967  without 
charge  to  the  Town  and  publicly  thanked  Mr.  Pervier  for 
a  job  well  done.  I  am  happy  to  nominate  Mr.  Raymond 
Pervier  as  acting  moderator  for  this  Special  Town  Meeting 
this  evening.  There  were  no  other  nominations.  Nomina- 
tions declared  closed.  On  motion  of  Armand  O.  Bellerive, 
duly  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:    (Unanimously)  That  Raymond  Pervier  be  elected 
as  a  temporary  moderator  for  this  Special  Town  Meeting. 

Mr.  Pervier  referred  to  Article  III  of  the  Town  by-laws  and 
quoted  several  sections  and  stated:    "That,  that  all  sec- 
tions would  be  adhered  to.    However,  I  personally  hope 
that  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  me  to  enforce  Sec.  7." 

VOTED:  That  the  reading  of  the  warrant  by  the  Town  Clerk 
be  dispensed  with. 

Officer's  return  was  read  by  Town  Clerk,  Clare  P.  Boyer. 

The  moderator  announced  the  following:  "Recommendations 
of  the  Finance  Committee  are  to  be  considered  as  motions 
and  said  motions  duly  seconded.  Substitute  motions  may 
be  presented  from  the  floor." 

Mr.  Edmund  A.  Ryan  raised  a  point  of  order  and  referred 
to  Article  III,  Section  4  of  the  Town  By-Laws,  and  questioned 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  said  Section  4.  Chairman  A 
Bellerive  stated:  "That  there  had  been  no  time  to  get  the 
recommendations  printed  and  that  the  meeting  itself  was 
a  hurried  thing."  The  moderator,  R.  Pervier  offered  Mr 
Ryan  a  copy  of  the  recommendations.    Mr.  Ryan  declined 

Article  1 .    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  fol 
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lowing  bequest  of  Arthur  Philip  Proulx  of  Southbridge  by 
way  of  his  last  will  and  Testament  dated  February  11, 
195  6:  Scholarships  of  $200.00  each  payable  every  other 
year  to  the  most  deserving  student  in  the  graduating  class 
of  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School,  Southbridge,  Mass.  ,  to  be 
known  as  the  Francis  E.  Kirby  Scholarship,  said  bequest 
being  in  the  amount  of  $8,  000. 00.  In  consideration  of  the 
acceptance  of  such  bequest,  the  Town  does  hereby  re- 
lease and  forever  discharge  the  said  Lillian  P.  Nieder- 
meyer.  Executrix,  of  the  above  estate  from  all  debts  and 
liability  whatsoever  to  said  Town. 

Mr.  C.  Bastien  questioned  the  change  of  name  of  the  High 
School,  and  would  it  affect  the  bequest  of  Mr.  A.  P. 
Proulx. 

The  Town  Counsel  was  asked  to  explain  the  various  legal 
technicalities  involved  in  Articles  1  and  2  pertaining  to 
the  bequests  of  Mr.  Arthur  Proulx  to  the  Town  of  South- 
bridge.  The  Town  Counsel  explained  that  if  the  Town  were 
to  expect  these  bequests  that  it  would  be  bound  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  for  which  the  bequests  were  made,  name- 
ly to  be  held  for  purpose  of  scholarships. 

The  Town  Counsel  further  explained  that  whereas  the  be- 
quest was  made  to  Mary  E.Wells  High  School,  that  under 
a  doctrine  referred  to  in  the  legal  profession  as  the  Cy  Res 
Doctrine,  that  it  would  be  for  the  court  to  administer  the 
fund  as  nearly  as  possible  according  to  the  testator's  in- 
tent where  the  situation  was  one  where  the  bequest  could 
not  be  carried  out  exactly  in  the  manner  provided  in  the 
will . 

It  was  the  Town  Counsel's  opinion  that  there  would  be  no 
difficulty  in  having  the  court  interpret  the  bequest  in  such 
a  fashion  as  to  preserve  the  gift  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Southbridge  High  School,  inasmuch  as  the  gift  was  clear- 
ly intended  to  go  to  the  high  school  of  the  Town. 

He  stated  further:  "That  it  would  be  necessary  to  have 
this  gift  accepted  by  the  Town  before  he  could  approach 
the  Probate  Court  for  such  a  ruling.  " 

There  being  no  further  questions  or  discussions  on  this 
matter,  the  question  was  put  to  a  vote. 

On  motion  of  Finance  Committee,  duly  seconded,  it  was 
VOTED:   In  the  affirmative  . 
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Article  2  .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  fol- 
lowing bequest  of  Arthur  Philip  Proulx  of  Southbridge  by 
way  of  his  last  will  and  Testament  dated  February  11, 
1956:  To  Mary  E  .  Wells  High  School ,  Southbridge ,  Mass  .  , 
scholarships  of  $200.00  each,  payable  every  other  year, 
to  be  given  to  the  person  with  the  highest  rating  in  Art, 
known  as  the  Arthur  P.  Proulx  Scholarship,  said  bequest 
being  in  the  amount  of  $7,000.00.  In  consideration  of  the 
acceptance  of  such  bequest,  the  Town  does  hereby  re- 
lease and  forever  discharge  the  said  Lillian  P.  Nieder- 
meyer.  Executrix,  of  the  above  estate  from  all  debts  and 
liability  whatsoever  to  said  Town. 

On  motion  of  Finance  Committee,  duly  seconded,  it  was 
VOTED:    In  the  affirmative. 

Article  3  .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  fil- 
ing of  a  bill  in  the  General  Court,  said  bill  being  entitled: 
An  Act  to  authorize  the  Town  of  Southbridge  to  borrow  the 
sum  of  $66,000.00,  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  Town  for 
the  purpose  of  refunding  to  the  Treasury  the  amount  already 
expended  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  originally  equip- 
ping, and  furnishing  an  addition  to  the  Jacob  Edwards 
Memorial  Library,  said  notes  to  be  paid  in  not  more  than 
five  (5)  years  from  its  date,  and  said  funds  to  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  all  other  funds  to  be  borrowed  for  said 
library  construction. 

After  reading  Article  3  the  moderator  there -after  called 
upon  the  Town  Counsel  to  explain  the  legal  aspects  per- 
taining to  the  article.  The  Town  Counsel,  with  the  per- 
mission from  the  moderator,  explained  the  legal  techni- 
calities involved  in  all  three  articles,  namely,  articles 
III,  IV  and  V. 

In  his  explanation,  he  stated:  "That  the  reason  for  the 
necessity  for  such  local  legislation  at  this  time  was  a  re- 
sult of  an  over-draft  of  $66,000.00.  He  also  stated  that 
this  over-draft  was  a  result  of  the  fact  that  the  Town  paid 
out  of  its  treasury  this  sum  in  anticipation  of  revenue  to 
be  received  on  a  bond  but  that  it  was  illegal  to  have  paid 
out  this  amount  of  money  prior  to  having  the  money  from 
the  loan  in  hand.  The  Town  Counsel  stated  further  that  in 
preparing  the  three  articles  on  this  subject,  that  he  had 
conferred  with  the  State  House  Counsel,  H.  Colton,  the 
Worcester  County  National  Bank  assistant  Vice  President, 
of  the  Municipal  Department,  L.  Harrard,  the  Director  of 
the  Bureau  of  Accounts,  A.  H.  MacKinnon  and  lastly  Rep- 
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resentative  Paul  Corriveau  and  Senator  P.  Quinn." 

The  Town  Counsel  went  on  to  explain  the  articles  to  the 
Townspeople  in  detail  stating  that  articles  one  and  two 
were  to  be  actually  considered  as  one,  inasmuch  as  one 
without  the  other  would  be  of  no  practical  use.  He  ex- 
plained that  article  three  would  authorize  the  state  legis- 
lature to  enact  special  legislation  allowing  the  Town  to 
borrow  the  sum  of  money  already  expended.  Also,  that 
a  five  year  limitation  had  been  inserted  with  the  realiza- 
tion that  this  would  be  the  maximum  number  of  years  that 
the  legislature  would  allow  the  Town  to  pay  back  the 
funds  borrowed. 

He  explained  further  that  the  purpose  and  necessity  of 
article  four  was  to  authorize  the  Town  to  borrow  this 
money  in  the  event  the  legislature  were  to  allow  us  to  do 
so.  In  this  way,  the  Town  would  not  have  to  refer  this 
question  to  another  special  Town  Meeting  in  order  to  put 
into  effect  the  legislative  inactment  sought  in  article  3. 

In  conclusion,  the  Town  Counsel  explained  that  article 
5  was  necessary  in  the  event  article  3  and  4  were  not 
passed  or  in  the  event  the  legislature  did  not  act  favor- 
ably upon  Article  3,  assuming  the  Townspeople  did. 

Lastly,  he  explained  that  the  essence  of  article  5  was  to 
raise  and  appropriate  that  sum  from  the  19  67  tax  levy. 

Selectman,  A.  Bellerive  explained  the  chronological  order 
of  events,  and  how  the  deficit  came  into  being. 

The  Town  Clerk  was  recognized  by  the  moderator,  and 
was  given  the  floor  in  order  to  speak  on  Article  3,  and  in 
so  doing  the  moderator  relinquished  her  seat  as  secre- 
tary, and  in  her  stead  suggested  to  the  moderator  that  he 
have  the  assistant  TownClerk,  Mrs.  Claire  Y.  Coughlin, 
assume  her  duties  as  secretary  for  that  period  of  time. 
The  moderator  so  ruled  and  at  this  time  the  Town  Clerk 
roused  to  speak  on  Article  3  while  the  assistant  Town 
Clerk  assumed  the  duties  as  secretary. 

"All  of  us  present  here  this  evening  have  been  reading 
and  discussing  for  the  last  three  weeks  the  lack  of  a 
bond  or  bonds  for  the  addition,  maintenance,  etc.  of  the 
Jacob  Edwards  Memorial  Library. " 
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"I  would  like  at  this  time  to  personally  comment  upon 
news  media  relevant  to  this  matter  concerning  the  Town 
Clerk. " 

"You  have  heard  the  chairman  of  Selectmen  tell  you  what 
happened  and  it  was  very  well  done.  But  he  does  blame 
the  Town  Clerk  for  not  performing  her  duties.  " 

"At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  October  24 ,  1966,  we 
voted:  That  the  vote  passed  under  Article  49  at  the  1966 
Annual  Town  Meeting  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

VOTED:  (Unanimously)  1.  That  the  sum  of  $  155  , 000  .  00 
be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  construc- 
ting, originally  equipping  and  furnishing  an  addition  to 
the  Jacob  Edwards  Memorial  Library,  said  sum  to  be  in 
addition  to  and  used  in  conjunction  with  the  sum  of 
$50 ,  000  . 00  allotted  for  such  purposes  from  Federal  Funds 
under  Title  II  of  the  Library  Services  and  Construction 
Act  and  a  sum  of  money  (not  less  than  $58 , 150  .00)  avail- 
able for  such  purposes  from  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of 
the  Board  of  Library  Trustees: 

2.  That  to  meet  the  foregoing  appropriation  of  $  155  ,  000  .00 
the  sum  of  $10,000.00  shall  be  raised  in  the  1966  tax 
levy  and  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Select- 
men, be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
$145,000.00  at  one  time  or  from  time  to  time,  under 
authority  of  Chapter  44,  section  7,  Clause  3  of  the  G.L. 
and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefore,  each 
issue  of  such  bonds  or  notes  to  be  payable  in  not  more 
than  10  years  from  its  date." 

"On  October  25,  19  66,  I  forwarded  copy  of  Article  1  and 
action  taken  thereon  to  Mrs.  Betty  Flynn,  Mass.  Div.  of 
Library  Ext.,  648  Beacon  Street,  Boston,  Massachusetts." 

"On  December  9,  19  66,  the  Town  Treasurer  delivered  in 
hand  to  me  a  letter  from  the  Worcester  County  National 
Bank.  This  letter  was  dated  December  8,  19  66.  The 
letter  was  two  pages  long,  it  was  itemized.  There  were 
four  items  and  supposingly  one  enclosure .  Said"  enclo- 
sure was  not  attached.  The  letter  was  signed  by  L.  A. 
Herrard,  Assistant  Vice  President  of  the  Municipal  De- 
partment. " 

"The  State  Election  was  November  8,  19  66,  and  a  Special 
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Town  Meeting  was  held  December  5,  1966.  I  was  work- 
ing on  both  of  these  meetings  when  the  Treasurer  brought 
in  the  bank's  letter.  I  was  tr/ing  to  make  the  deadline 
for  the  Annual  Report,  the  1967  budgets,  preparing  the 
Town's  political  calendar  for  1967,  preparing  supple- 
mentF  .o  the  voting  lists,  naming  assistant  registrars  for 
January  1  ,  1967,  and  by  now  the  work-load  seems  unsur- 
mountable .  At  this  point  I  am  working  three  and  four 
nights  a  week  and  also  Saturdays  in  order  to  complete 
said  work  in  accordance  to  the  General  Laws  . " 

"In  the  interim  the  Treasurer  stops  in  my  office  with 
Note  #1161  for  the  amount  of  $250  ,  000  .  00  for  Anticipa- 
tion Revenue  Loan.  This  note  is  dated  January  5,  19  67. 
At  this  time  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  he  never  fol- 
lowed-up  their  letter  either.  If  I  had  received  a  follow- 
up  I  would  have  immediately  taken  care  of  it. " 

"Having  devoted  so  much  extra  time  and  effort  in  my 
office  and  my  office  staff  cooperating  and  performing 
their  tasks  in  this  manner  my  responsibilities  were  dis- 
pensed with  efficiently.  I  could  not  attend  the  Finance 
Committee's  meeting  of  June  5th  (nor  was  I  asked  to)  I 
had  to  work  that  evening.  I  do  not  know  what  transpired 
at  the  meeting,  but  I  did  not  appreciate  reading  the  Wor- 
cester Telegram  of  June  6th.  I  would  like  to  quote  the 
headline  'Girouard  blames  the  Town  Clerk  for  the  South- 
bridge  deficit. " 

"On  January  10,  1967,  The  Emergency  Finance  Board  did 
authorize  the  library  project  with  the  provisions  of  Chap- 
ter 74  of  the  Acts  of  1945,  as  amended." 

(Note  date  of  foregoing.) 
"Again  the  Town  Treasurer  did  not  follow-up  the  letter 
from  the  Worcester  National  Bank  relevant  to  the  bond 
for  the  library.    You  all  know  how  important  follow-up 
letters  are .  " 

"In  concluding,  I  would  like  to  make  it  crystal  clear  that 
the  Town  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  purchase  bonds  or 
notes  for  the  Town  in  accordance  to  Chapter  74  of  the 
Acts  of  1945,  as  amended." 

Upon  the  Town  Clerk  relinquishing  the  floor  she  re -assum- 
ed her  duties  as  secretary. 

Finance  Committee's  motion  was  approval  of  Article  3, 
and  it  was  duly  seconded. 
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Mr.  Lucien  Duff  presented  the  following  substitute  motion 
To  indefinitely  postponed.  His  substitute  motion  was 
duly  seconded . 

Mr.  Duff  stated  why  he  wanted  indefinite  postponement. 
"The  Town  does  not  even  own  the  library.  This  is  not  a 
question  of  a  few  days  -  this  has  been  since  1917.  We 
have  appropriated  three  quarters  of  a  million  dollars  to 
this  library."  The  moderator  asked  Mr.  Duff  have  you 
got  authentic  proof  to  back  your  statement  -  that  the  Town 
does  not  own  the  library?  Mr.  Duff  presented  the  mod- 
erator with  a  1940  Finance  Committee  recommendation 
report  and  asked  the  moderator  to  read  the  recommenda- 
tion on  Article  17.    The  moderator  did  read  it. 

"Recommendation:  Annual  Town  Meeting.  .  March  11,  1940 
Re.  Article  17.  That  the  Town  accept  the  bequest  made 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Trustees  of  Jacob  Edwards  Memorial 
Library  under  the  twenty-fifth  clause  of  the  will  of  Grace 
M.  Edwards,  to  accept  all  conditions  therein  stated,  and 
vote  to  authorize  The  New  England  Trust  Company  of  Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts,  and  Richard  C.  Paige,  of  South- 
bridge,  Massachusetts,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  to  ap- 
point four  (4)  Trustees  of  Jacob  Edwards  Memorial  Library , 
and,  in  the  event  the  Town  increases  the  number  of  Trus- 
tees of  said  Library,  then  to  authorize  the  said  New  Eng- 
land Trust  Company  and  the  said  Richard  C.  Paige,  and 
the  survivor  of  them,  to  appoint  at  all  times  a  majority  of 
the  Trustees  of  said  Jacob  Edwards  Memorial  Library,  all 
as  provided  in  said  will;  also  voted  that  the  Town  fix  the 
number  of  Trustees  at  seven  (7)  as  heretofore,  three  of 
said  Trustees  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  fol- 
lows: one  to  serve  for  three  years  and  to  be  appointed  on 
or  before  April  1st,  1940,  by  the  Selectmen  elected  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  of  1940;  two  to  be  appointed  on  or 
before  April  1st,  1941,  by  the  Selectmen  elected  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  of  1941;  one  to  serve  for  one  year 
and  one  for  three  years;  and  one  Trustee  to  be  appointed 
on  or  before  April  1st,  1942,  and  each  year  thereafter,  by 
the  Selectmen  elected  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  to 
serve  for  three  years  . "

Mr.  Edmund  Ryan  was  recognized  by  the  moderator,  and 
was  given  the  floor  in  order  to  speak  on  Article  3.  Mr. 
Ryan  stated:  "The  library  trustees  meet  behind  closed 
doors  .  They  do  not  abide  to  the  open  meeting  law. "  He 
read  Atty.  Snyder's  ruling  relevant  to  the  open  meeting 
law.  "Of  the  four  trustees  appointed  by  the  bank,  three 
are  from  Sturbridge . " 

"Who  owns  the  library  ?  We  spent  over  $40,261.00  for 
the  library  last  year,  and  we  don't  even  have  control. " 

"Cost  per  head  is  $2.00  to  run  this  library.  Sturbridge 
comes  down  -  609  of  them  free  of  charge. " 

"The  trustees  have  three  sources  to  draw  money  from. 
Christmas  time,  help  is  given  time  off.  Relevant  to  Re- 
tirement, they  made  exceptions  in  one  case.  Unused 
appropriations  are  not  transferred  to  the  E  &  D  Account. 
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They  run  a  little  house  of  their  own. " 

"The  library  is  a  mess  like  the  high  school  was  a  mess, 
and  the  library  addition  is  also  a  mess." 

"Only  the  treasurer  can  borrow  money,  the  library  bor- 
rowed / 7,  600.00  last  year.  They  are  not  authorized  to 
do  it.  At  an  annual  town  meeting  the  townspeople  voted 
not  to  spend  $395.00  to  remove  a  tree  that  was  touching 
the  library,  they  spent  their  own  money  anyway." 

"Overdrafts  are  not  new  to  the  board  of  selectmen  or  the 
town  treasurer.  In  1964  we  had  one  of  $12,000.00  (Mr. 
Ryan  referred  to  the  Annual  Town  Report,  pp.224,  para- 
graph #5)  when  Girouard  was  town  treasurer.  Does  he 
blame  the  town  clerk  for  this  overdraft?  The  town  clerk 
does  not  write  checks  .    The  treasurer  does  . " 

"The  library  trustees  have  met  three  times  since  the 
library  addition  began.  The  board  meets  at  Favreau's 
and  eats  off  the  town.  Once  they  didn't  even  have  a 
quorum  but  they  met  anyway,- and  they  transacted  busi- 
ness. At  the  next  meeting  they  had  a  quorum  and  ap- 
proved the  business  of  the  previous  meeting.  " 

Mr.  Ryan's  closing  remark  was:    "Vote  Article  3  down." 

Town  Counsel,  Donald  C.  Cournoyer  stated:  "The  ques- 
tion was  raised,  who  is  the  owner  of  this  library?  If  you 
will  refer  to  the  1940  bequest  of  the  library  you'll  find 
the  answer."  He  further  stated:  "That  the  board  was  a 
legal  board,  that  the  money  for  this  library  was  in  form 
of  a  bequest  and  the  terms  of  the  bequest  had  to  be  met 
or  the  town  is  liable  to  suit.  That  the  trustees  serve  as 
a  judiciary  capacity .  They  do  not  have  to  be  from  South- 
bridge  and  they  are  not  subject  to  the  open  meeting  law 
because  they  are  not  an  elected  board.  Relevant  to  the 
ruling  of  Atty.  Snyder,  our  former  Town  Counsel,  Atty. 
Cournoyer  stated  that  his  ruling  was  correct. " 

R.  C.  Harwood  moves  the  question,  and  it  was  duly 
seconded. 

The  moderator  announced:  "Now  we  shall  act  on  Mr. 
Duff's  substitute  motion  which  has  been  duly  seconded." 

The  moderator  announced:  "Two  (2)  votes  in  the  affirma- 
tive.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  and  the 
Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

I  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools .    This  is  the  seventy- 
sixth  in  a  series  of  such  reports . 

This  report  will  present  both  in  word  and  picture  form  the 
curriculum,  the  enrollment,  the  building,  and  the  auxil- 
iary services.    The  first  section  will  deal  primarily  with 
the  situation  at  the  elementary  level. 

ELEMENTARY 

This  year  over  one  thousand  students  attend  the  four  el- 
ementary schools  .  With  thirty-three  classrooms  to  accom- 
modate this  enrollment,  the  teacher-pupil  ratio  is  too  large. 
In  order  to  approach  the  standard  recommended  by  the 
Willis-Harrington  Report  and  supported  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education  (40  classrooms  for  every  1000  el- 
ementary students)  Southbridge  needs  seven  additional 
classrooms.    The  State  Department  of  Education  has  man- 
dated kindergartens  by  the  year  1973  for  all  cities  and 
towns  in  Massachusetts.    If  space  is  to  be  made  avail- 
able in  Southbridge ,  seven  or  eight  additional  classrooms 
will  be  necessary.    At  the  present  time,  libraries,  small 
conference  rooms,  and  teacher  work  areas  are  not  avail- 
able at  the  elementary  level.    Thus,  in  order  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  present  enrollment  at  this  level  the  following 
space  must  be  found: 

1.  Seven  regular  classrooms 

2.  Seven  or  eight  kindergarten  classrooms 

3.  Three  library  areas 

4.  Three  conference-work  areas. 

The  elementary  schools  have  made  progress  this  past  year. 
The  school  day  was  lengthened  in  order  to  meet  the  physi- 
cal education  requirements  established  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education.    Eastford  Road  and  West  Street 
Schools  initiated  a  cold  lunch  program.    In  order  to  eval- 
uate the  utilization  of  the  auxiliary  personnel  the  School 
Committee  voted  to  hire  three  aids  to  work  at  Eastford 
Road  on  a  Pilot  Project.    This  June  a  full  report  will  be

submitted  to  the  School  Committee  so  that  they  can  decide 
whether  to  increase  or  terminate  the  use  of  aids  in  the 
schools.    The  Continuous  Progress  Plan  in  Reading  was 
started  this  fall.    Nearly  three-fourths  of  the  elementary 
teachers   completed  a  course   in  the  Spaulding  Reading 
Method  either  last  spring  in  Southbridge  or  last  summer 
at  Assumption  College .  Charlton  Street  School  held  a  work- 
shop for  the  parents  of  first  graders  early  in  the  school 
year.    The  Eastford  Road  School  P.T.A.  presented  a  pro- 
gram entitled  the  Spaulding  Reading  Method  for  the  entire 
community.    A  group  of  first  grade  students  performed 
under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Josette  Dupuis.    The  program 
ended  with  an  authority  from  the  Lexington  School  System 
answering  questions  from  the  audience.  It  is  too  early  to 
evaluate  this  program;  however,  the  present  progress  in- 
dicates that  expansion  in  this  field  deserves  serious  con- 
sideration.    The  School  Committee  has  established  work 
shops  for  the  coming  year.    The  main  objective  of  these 
workshops  will  be  to  develop  a  continuous  curriculum  study 
in  all  subject  matter  areas  for  grades  one  through  twelve 
Copies  of  this  schedule  are  available  in  the  office  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools.

The  art  teach- 
er, Mrs.  Marilyn  Mills,  helped  the  teachers  and  students 
immeasurably  this  year.    This  has  been  a  welcomed  add- 
ition to  the  staff.

The  Reading  teacher,  Mrs.  Pauline  Baker,  works  only  at 
the  Eastford  Road  and  West  Street  Schools.    In  the  few 
months  this  teacher  has   been  working,  the  student  im- 
provement has  been  phenominal.    Her  dedication  and  en- 
thusiasm has  encouraged  many  students  to  like  school  for 
the  first  time .    The  other  elementary  schools  have  read-

ing  teachers  under  a  Title  I  Federal  Project.  The  new  music 
teacher  added  to  the  staff  allowed  Mrs .  Rubenstein  to  de- 
vote her  full  time  to  grades  one  through  five.    The  first 
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and  second  grade  students  have  music  under  a  supervisor 
for  the  first  time  in  many  years . 

Federal  programs  affecting  the  elementary  schools  during 
this  year  are: 

1.  Title  I,  Remedial  Reading,  under  the  capable 
direction  of  Mrs  .  Dintini .  Students  from  the  Charl- 
ton Street,  Pleasant  Street  Schools,  the  MaryE. 
Wells  Junior  High  School,  and  after  3  P.M.  students 
from  the  Sacred  Heart  School  have  received  help 
under  this  program.  During  the  summer,  students 
from  all  schools  received  help  in  both  mathematics 
and  reading  under  a  Title  I  Grant. 

2.  A  Head  Start  Program,  under  the  supervision  of 
Mr.  Flanagan,  had  another  successful  year.  Many 
volunteers  participated  both  in  and  out  of  school  to 
complement  the  paid  staff.  The  Vista  girls  started 
a  reading  program  for  students  with  a  bilingual  back- 
ground. Many  interested  adults  gave  freely  of  their 
time  to  help  these  children. 

3.  A  Social  Studies,  Title  III  Project,  under  the 
guidance  of  Mr.  Puracchio  was  initiated.  Many 
audi-visual  aids  were  purchased  under  this  plan. 

4.  A  Title  II,  library  expansion  program,  helped  to 
purchase  needed  library  and  reference  materials  for 
all  schools.  Mrs.  Grebb,  the  high  school  librarian 
along  with  the  various  principals  coordinated  this 
program .

Over  six  hundred  students  are  enrolled  at  the  junior  high. 
This  building  has  been  used  for  students  in  all  grades  in 
the  past;  however,  this  year  we  have  grades  six,  seven, 
and  eight,  three  special  classes,  and  one  Non-English 
speaking clas s  .  Without  science  laboratories,  gymnasium, 
conference  rooms ,  teacher  work  areas ,  learning  centers , 
or  adequate  language  laboratory  facilities,  improving  the 
quality  of  instruction  has  been  difficult.  The  School  Com- 
mittee approved  the  following  changes  which  has  increased 
the  efficiency  of  the  staff  and  has  increased  the  curricu- 
lum offerings  to  the  student. 

1.   A  student  newspaper  under  the  guidance  of  Miss 
DeAngelis . 

2  .   A  start  on  a  school  library 

3.  An  increase  in  music  offerings 

4.  A  Home  Economics  program  for  all  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  girls 

5.  A  program  for  the  non -English  speaking  students 

6.  An  expansion  of  the  French  and  Industrial  Arts 
Programs 

7  .   A  formation  of  a  Student  Council 

8 .  A  formation  of  a  Junior  National  Honor  Society 

9.  A  formation  of  a  Science,  Mathematics  and 
Social  Studies  Fairs 

10.   A  placement  of  many  teachers  in  their  major  sub- 
ject matter  areas. 
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LIBRARY 


STUDENT  COUNCIL 
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The  Junior  High  School  participated  in  three  Federal  Proj- 
ects.   The  first  project  was  a  third  year  N.  D.E.A.  Title 
III  program  in  science.    Many  pieces  of  equipment  were 
purchased  under  this  plan.  The  second  project  was  a  Title 
V,  Guidance  program.    Furniture  and  test  materials  were 
purchased  with  these  funds.    The  third  project  was  a  Vo- 
cational program  for  eighth  grade  boys .   Between  twelve 
and  fifteen  boys  were  sent  to  Cole  Trade  under  the  direct- 
ion of  Mr.  Learned  to  develop  basic  skills  in  the  trades. 
As  a  result  of  the  success  of  this  project,  a  more  sophis- 
ticated program  will  be  started  this  next  year.  The  Junior 
High  also  participated  in  the  Title  II,  Library  Program,  and 
the  Title  I,  Remedial  Reading  Program.

HIGH  SCHOOL  BAND 
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The  high  school  was  built  to  accommodate  five  hundred 
and  fifty  students  according  to  the  1961  plans.  At  the 
present  time  over  six  hundred  students  are  attending  the 
high  school.  To  be  considered  efficient  a  school  should 
be  used  eighty-five  percent  of  the  school  day.  However, 
the  Southbridge  High  School  is  operating  at  over  ninety 
percent  utilization .  The  school  needs  the  following  spaces 
at  the  present  time: 

1 .    Eight  additional  classrooms 

2  .   A  learning  center 

3  .    Individual  study  corals 

4.  Storage- areas 

5.  Expansion  of  the  library 

6.  Conference  rooms  for  Heads  of  Departments 
7  .  Band  and  choral  areas  . 

A  five  year  follow-up  study  has  been  completed  on  the 
19  62  graduates  by  the  Guidance  Department.    The  study 
revealed  that  seventy-two  percent  of  the  Southbridge  High 
School  1962  graduates  entering  a  four  year  degree  grant- 
ing college  completed  their  studies  and  received  their  de- 
grees.  In  a  report  by  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education,  about 
50%   of  the  1962  high  school  graduates  throughout  the 
country  that  entered  college  failed  to  complete  their  work. 
Thus,  Southbridge  can  be  proud  of  the  fact  that. a  larger 
percentage  of  their  graduates  continue  on  to  post-second- 
ary work  and  that  our  students  have  the  background  and 
drive  to  complete  their  educational  goals.

In  addition,    our  collection  totals  approximately  6,500 
hardbound  books. 

The  average  circulation  in  1967  was  49  books  per  day.  Av- 
erage student  attendance  was  171  students  per  day,  all  of 
whom  were  engaged  in  assigned  research  or  were  using  the 
facilities  of  the  library  for  independent  study. 


Many  projects  this  year  were  completed  by  the  students 
under  the  guidance  of  their  instructors  at  Cole  Trade  High 
School: 

1.  A  new  central  office  was  completed  at  Cole  Trade. 

2.  One  large  classroom  was  divided  into  two  class- 
rooms at  Cole  Trade. 

3.  A  new  roof  shelter  was  installed  outside  the  high 
school  gymnasium. 

4.  A  new  loading  platform  was  constructed  at  Cole 
Trade . 


5 .    New  lighting  was  installed  at  Mary  E .  Wells  Junior 
High.

10.    Many  other  projects  too  numerous  to  list. 


MECHANIC  STREET  RENOVATIONS 

The  Pilot  project  was  expanded  under  the  leadership  of 
Mr.  Learned.  In  late  January  or  early  February  twenty- 
eight  to  thirty  eight  grade  students  will  attend  the  Mechanic 
Street  School. 

This  past  summer  six  to  eight  Cole  Trade  students  worked 
in  the  schools  doing  minor  repair  work.  Federal  Funds  were 
used  to  pay  their  salaries.    A  project  has  been  submitted 
to  continue  the  work-study  program,  but  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment has  not  funded  the  program.  Another  project,  that 
of  establishing  a  maintenance  department,  will  be  submit- 
ted in  the  near  future.     Under  this  program  a  small  group 
of  students  will  work  with  a  maintenance  instructor  to  de- 
velop basic  skills  in  the  custodial  field. 

With  the  formation  of  a  new  Regional  Vocational  School, 
the  present  sophomores  may  be  the  last  class  to  graduate 
from  Cole  Trade.

OTHER  SPECIAL  AREAS 

A  total  of  169  students  participated  in  the  Southbridge  High 
School  Summer  Program;  134  were  residents  of  Southbridge 
and  35  were  out-of-town  students.  Out-of-town  students 
came  from  Charlton  (5),  Oxford  (6),  Dudley  (10),  Webster 
(11),  Woodstock  (1)  and  Sturbridge  (2). 

Thirty-four  Southbridge  High  School  students  (Academic 
Division)  elected  one  or  two  subjects  for  credit.  Twenty- 
eight  met  the  subject  requirements  and  received  credit  for 
subjects  elected.    Six  failed  to  meet  requirements  and  re- 
ceived no  credit. 

The  1967  Summer  School  Program  appeared  to  be  the  most 
successful  yet.  It  had  the  largest  enrollment  -  169  as 
compared  to  108  in  1965  and  115  in  1966.  More  teachers 
were  added  to  the  staff.  A  total  of  nine  teachers  were 
needed  to  staff  the  school.  Six  new  courses  were  also 
added  to  the  offerings  of  previous  years.  Our  enrichment 
course  called  GREAT  BOOKS  OF  THE  WORLD  was  a  real 
success . 

The  third  Summer  School  Program  under  the  School  Depart- 
ment sponsorship  was  held  at  the  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior 
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High  School  for  pupils  from  Grades  1  through  8. 

A  total  of  60  pupils  enrolled  for  Summer  Classes  in  basic 
reading,  English,  math.    Some  of  these  pupils  were  enroll- 
ed in  more  than  one  course,  thereby  representing  participa- 
tion in  87  classes . 

The  Summer  School  Program  for  Grades  1  through  8  is  prin- 
cipally designed  to  help  pupils  with  difficulties  in  basic 
subject  areas ,  to  strengthen  foundations  in  major  subjects, 
to  prepare  pupils  for  the  following  school  year,  and  to  help 
bring  up  to  grade  any  non-promoted  pupils . 

The  continuation  of  this  program  should  definitely  be  sup- 
ported since  the  results  have  been  very  encouraging  and 
definitely  show  a  noticeable  improvement  in  the  pupils' 
school  work  the  following  school  year. 

SAFETY  PROGRAMS 

Safety  Education  is  a  serious  concern  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment. Under  the  guidance  of  Officer  Jacob  Gouin,  student 
and  adult  Safety  Patrols  are  organized.  Officer  Gouin  also 
sets  up  safety  assemblies  in  the  school  to  keep  all  stu- 
dents informed  of  the  many  responsibilities  and  cautions 
inherent  in  a  safety  program.  The  Fire  Department  officials 
under  the  direction  of  Chief  Alva  Gregoire  continued  with 
their  fire  prevention  program.  This  program  was  one  of  the 
first  in  the  country,  and  many  cities  and  towns  have  pat- 
terned their  programs  after  the  model  established  here  in 
Southbridge .  The  Police  and  Fire  Departments  deserve  the 
appreciationof  the  Community  for  their  cooperation  in  mak- 
ing the  safety  programs  a  success.

SPECIAL  CIASSES 

Four  special  classes  are  in  operation  at  the  Mary  E.  Wells 
Junior  High  School;  two  classes  for  the  Educables,  one 
class  for  the  Trainables  , and  one  class  for  the  Non-English 
speaking  students.  The  supplies  and  equipment  for  these 
areas  are  still  below  the  state  standards.  However,  the 
School  Committee  has  included  in  their  1968  budget,  money 
to  investigate  Federal  Programs  that  will  help  to  upgrade 
these  programs . 


SPECIAL  CLASSES 
ADULT  EDUCATION 

Adult  classes  under  the  Director,  Mr.  Frank  Skinyon,  were 
held  at  Southbridge  High  School  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  Two  classes  in  Furniture  Refinlshing 

2.  Two  classes  in  Rug  Braiding 
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3.  Six  classes  in  Sewing 

4.  Two  classes  in  Cake  Decorating 

5.  One  class  in  Machine  Shop  Practice 

6.  One  class  in  Typing 

7.  One  Art  Class 

8.  One  Cabinet  Making  Class 

A  total  of  320  adults  attended  these  classes. 


At  the  Mary  E  .Wells  Junior  High,  Mr.  David  O'Brien  super- 
vised classes  in  Adult  Basic  and  Adult  Civic  Education.  A 
total  of  90  students  attended  these  classes.    This  past 
year  we  had  our  first  graduate  from  the  Adult  Basic  Educa- 
tion Program.    These  classes  have  been  most  successful, 
and  we  have  every  hope  that  they  will  continue  and  also 
be  expanded  in  the  future.    Adults  living  in  Southbridge 
can  be  assured  that  if  a  new  course  is  requested  we  will 
do  everything  possible  to  include  the  course  in  the  evening 
program . 


The  School  Lunch  Program  was  expanded  to  include  the 
Pleasant  Street  School  in  the  Federal  Lunch  Program.  Food 
is  prepared  at  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior  High  and  transported 
to  the  Pleasant  Street  School  by  trailer.  The  high  school 
feeds  on  the  average  of  eight  hundred  and  fifty  students 
with  about  two  hundred  and  eighty  meals  being  transported 
to  the  Charlton  Street  School.  Because  of  the  cost  of  food 
and  the  cost  of  labor,  the  price  of  each  meal  was  increased 
five  cents  for  students  in  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools . 
The  price  at  the  elementary  school  'remains  at  twenty-five

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cents  perineal.  The  West  Street  and  Eastford  Road  Schools 
are  presently  offering  a  Cold  Lunch  Program .  However,  by 
removing  the  mileage  limits  the  majority  of  the  students 
do  bring  their  lunch  which  has  reduced  the  student  traffic 
problem  during  the  busy  hour  of  12:00  P.M.  and  1:00  P.M. 
Again,  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Edith  Freeman,  the 
hot  lunch  and  milk  programs  proved  successful.

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COUNCILS 

There  are  three  new  councils  that  have  been  organized  to 
better  serve  the  community  and  the  students  of  Southbridge  . 
The  first  is  the  Southbridge  Education  Council.  It  was  or- 
ganized to  perform  a  civic  service  to  the  educational  in- 
terest of  the  community.  Any  person  wishing  to  take  an 
active  interest  in  the  educational  welfare  of  the  commun- 
ity can  become  a  member.  Under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Mason  C.  Cos,  the  president  of  the  council,  many  pro- 
grams have  been  studied  and  initiated  this  year. 

The  second  council  is  the  Southbridge  Teachers  Council. 
One  teacher  from  each  building  meets  once  or  twice  each 
month  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.      Mr.  John 
Hopkins  was  elected  chairman  of  the  council.   A  few  of 
the  topics  under  discussion  this  year  are:  Teacher-Orien- 
tation Programs,  Teacher-Aids,   Evaluation  of  teachers, 
In-Service  Course,   Merit  Pay,    Tutorial  Programs,  and 
many  others.  This  group  presently  has  a  few  ideas  under 
study  that  could  bring  the  Town  of  Southbridge  well  de- 
served recognition. 


SOUTHBRIDGE  TEACHERS  COUNCIL 

The  third  council  is  the  Southbridge  Administrative  Coun- 
cil. Once  or  twice  each  month  the  administrators  meet 
in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  This 
group  studies  all  of  the  problems  of  the  school  system  and 
makes  recommendations  as  to  possible  solutions.  This 
council  is  responsible  for  the  wonderful  educational  cli- 
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mate  found  in  Southbridge .  Their  real  value  to  the  South 
bridge  School  System  cannot  be  overemphasized. 


SOUTHBRIDGE  ADMINISTRATIVE  COUNCIL 

SCHOOL  BUILDING  PROBLEM 

At  the  1967  Town  Meeting  an  article  to  establish  a  South- 
bridge  School  Building  Needs  Committee  was  authorized 
An  organizational  meeting  was  held  on  May  1,  1967  and 
Mr.  Ralph  Miller  was  elected  chairman  of  the  committee 
Since  that  date  the  committee  has  met  many  times  to  dis- 
cuss and  study  the  present  school  needs  in  order  to  form- 
ulate and  recommend  possible  solutions  to  the  entire  com- 
munity by  the  196  8  Town  Meeting  date.  Before  the  March 
11,  1968 meeting  the  committee  will  have  a  written  report 
available  for  everyone  to  study. 

This  report,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Bernard  Devine 
will  list  all  the  possible  alternatives  studied  by  the  com 
mittee  along  with  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of 
each  plan.  It  is  their  hope  that  you  will  review  their  re 
port  carefully  and  attend  the  Town  Meeting .  The  committee 
members  deserve  the  praise  and  gratitude  of  the  community 
for  their  untiring  effort  in  trying  to  find  a  solution  to  a 
most  complex  problem.

Selectmen's  Report 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  herewith  submit  the  following  report 
of  their  activities  of  this  Department  for  the  year  of  1968. 

The  Board  organized  under  the  date  of  March  A,  1968, 
Raymond  J.  Lataille  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Board, 
Albert  J.  Bishop,  newly  elected  Selectman,  was  appointed 
Clerk  and  Dr.  Armand  O.  DeGrenier  was  appointed  third 
member.  Other  appointments  of  the  Board  may  be*  found  in 
the  Town  Report  immediately  following  the  list  of  duly 
elected  officers. 

In  addition  to  regular  meetings,  which  were  held  on  Monday 
evening  of  each  week  at  7:00  P.M.  in  the  Selectmen's  Of- 
fice, numerous  conferences,  public  hearings  and  special 
meetings  were  held  as  occasions  demanded. 

We  initiated  Automatic  Voting  Machines  for  the  first  time 
in  Southbridge,  and  at  a  substantial  savings  to  the  town, 
over  the  paper  ballot  system. 
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Traffic  Control  lights  are  being  proposed  for  Main  and 
Marcy  Street  intersection.  Preliminary  steps  have  been 
taken  for  Traffic  Control  lights  at  Main,  Elm  and  Central 
Street  intersection. 

Reconstruction  of  West  Street  was  effected  this  year,  as 
well  as  resurfacing  of  the  Main  Street  downtown  area. 

The  Guelphwood Road  Project  was  started,  and  next  spring 
should  see  its  completion.  Contracts  for  Nuisance  Brook 
Project  will  be  given  out  in  the  spring. 

The  Board  has  petitioned  the  State  to  straighten  curves  in 
the  Sandersdale  area  of  Route  131.  Studies  of  this  project 
are  under  way  by  the  State.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHBRIDGE    GOVERNMENT  ORGANIZATION 


COMMITTEE 

INTRODUCTION 
The  growth  and  complexity  of  modern  town  functions  re- 
quires that  responsible  citizens  look  at  their  town  organ- 
izations to  insure  that  existing  methods  of  local  govern- 
ment offer  all  the  benefits  and  services  due  them  in  the 
most  efficient  manner.    Costs  of  town  government  have 
risen,  along  with  other  costs,  so  that  today  the  operation 
of  expanded  municipal  functions  is  big  business.  Here 
in  Southbridge,  we  allocate  and  spend  over  3  1/2  million 
dollars  per  year  for  municipal  services. 

In  many  towns ,  the  organization  of  municipal  government 
has  not  kept  pace  with  its  growth.  We  note  outmoded  and 
inefficient  methods  trying  to  direct  and  control  modern 
needs .  The  voters  of  Southbridge  recognized  that  such  a 
condition  might  exist  here  and  approved  the  formation  of 
a  Government  Organization  Committee  at  the  March  11, 
1968  Annual  Town  Meeting.  This  Committee  was  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  investigating  the  advisability 
of  change  in  town  government  and  to  report  its  findings 
and  recommendations  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Committee  met  throughout  the  year  holding  discuss- 
ions with  representatives  from  other  areas  that  have  other 
forms  of  municipal  government;  with  outside  experts  in 
the  field  of  municipal  government;  with  local  town  officials; 
and  among  its  own  members . 

The    information  gathered  from  these  discussions  was 
used  to  compare  the  present  status  of  municipal  govern- 
ment in  Southbridge  to  similar  conditions  in  other  areas 
and  what  changes  were  made  in  these  other  areas  to  im- 
prove the  effectiveness  of  town  government. 


PRESENT  SOUTHBRIDGE  GOVERNMENT  STRUCTURE 

The  present  structure  of  Southbridge  Town  Government 
evolved  over  many  years  through  town  meeting  and  state 
government  action.  As  the  need  presented  itself  a  new 
department,  a  board  or  commission  was  established  to 
deal  with  a  particular  function  of  the  town. 
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Some  of  these  added  functions  were  handled  by  elected 
bodies  while  others  were  by  appointment.  Appointed  off- 
ices usually  reported  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  while 
those  elected  were  self-regulating,  reporting  directly  to 
the  voters. 

The  present  structure  of  Southbridge  Town  Government  is 
as  follows:

Some  of  the  officials  and  bodies  are  full  time  and  some 
are  part  time.  There  are  some  bodies  which  have  both  full 
time  and  part  time  members.  Some  part-time  bodies  have 
direct  operating  control  and  responsibility  for  full  time 
departments. 

The  great  number  of  offices  listed  indicates  the  complexity 
of  town  functions  and  the  problems  of  coordinating  these 
functions.  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  the  town's  main 
administrative  body,  is  limited  in  its  effectiveness  be- 
cause of  the  large  number  of  offices  it  must  supervise 
directly;  the  lack  of  authority  over  many  operating  func- 
tions now  controlled  by  elected  officials;  the  lack  of  time 
to  fully  consider  each  area  and  problem  in  its  jurisdiction; 
and  the  basic  fact  that  the  board  is  a  part-time  office 
trying  to  cover  administrative,  legislative  and  policy  mak- 
ing functions  of  the  town. 

The  complex  and  fragmented  structure  of  Southbridge  town 
Government  can  result  in  weaknesses  such  as: 

—  The  average  citizen  does  not  know  which  town  official 
or  office  deals  with  specific  problems. 
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—  Many  town  offices  operate  independently  and  there- 
fore, have  no  interest  in  other  town  problems  outside 
their  immediate  function. 

—  Lack  of  cooperation  between  town  functions,  because 
of  personalities  and  indefinite  lines  of  authority. 

—  Duplication  of  facilities,  equipment,  personnel  and 
functions . 

—  Delays  caused  by  referral  of  matters  among  several 
town  agencies,  requiring  a  meeting  of  each  agency  to 
act. 

—  Inequalities  in  employment  practices  and  work  assign- 
ments. 

—  Lack  of  preparatory  and  preventive  action  before  prob- 
lems occur. 

—  Lack  of  adequate  attention  to  state  and  federal  avail- 
able aid. 

Without  specifying  any  particular  form  of  town  government, 
the  Committee  believes  that  the  present  structure  of  South- 
bridge  Town  Government  can  be  improved  to  better  handle 
the  expanded  municipal  functions.  It  needs  the  mechanics 
for   authoritative    central   administration   and  efficient, 
speedy  service  to  its  citizens. 

APPLICABLE  FORMS  OF  MUNICIPAL  GOVERNMENT 

There  are  many  possible  revisions  that  could  be  incorp- 
orated into  Southbridge  town  government.  Revisions  could 
be  as  little  as  merely  formalizing  by  means  of  a  charter 
the  existing  structure  or  could  be  as  extensive  as  chang- 
ing to  a  city  form  of  government. 

Among  the  main  types  of  basic  municipal  government  struc- 
tures studied  by  the  committee  are: 

—  City  Government,  characterized  by  the  use  of  city 
councils  as  the  legislative  bodies  rather  than  voters 
as  at  town  meetings.  The  administrative  head  can  be 
either  a  mayor,  a  commission,  a  city  manager  or  a 
combination  of  these.  City  type  government  is  a  ne- 
cessity in  large  population  municipalities  as  it  is  a 
representative  type  of  structure.

Southbridge  is  qualified  to  become  a  city  if  it  desires; 
but  its  population  is  such  that  it  can  operate  quite 
well  as  a  town. 

Strong  Selectmen  -  Town  Manager  Form ,  characterized 
by  a  strong  administrative  manager  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  on  a  paid,  full-time  basis.  The  Town  Man- 
ager is  given  the  authority  to  appoint  most  of  the  town 
department  heads  and  boards  of  an  operating  nature. 
Independent  elected  boards  are  very  limited  under  this 
form  and ,  therefore ,  town  operations  are  controlled 
largely  by  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Manager. 

The  Town  Manager  form  of  municipal  government  offers 
the  advantages  of  full-time  professional  administra- 
tion of  town  operations  with  responsibility  directly 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Town  Manager  form 
under  a  good  town  charter  is  probably  the  most  cen- 
tralized and  most  encompassing  form  of  town  govern- 
ment, giving  Selectmen  full  authority  of  town  admin- 
istration through  an  expert  subordinate. 

Disadvantages  of  this  form  revolve  mainly  about  the 
individual  town  manager  that  is  appointed.  A  capable 
and  effective  person  will  give  citizens  good  service 
and  good  value  for  taxes  paid.  A  poor  choice  can  harm 
town  services,  town  employee  morale  and  town  fi- 
nances. Much  authority  is  in  the  hands  of  one  person 

Stxmq  Sgl^gtmgn-E?^ecutive  Secretary  Form  .  character- 
ized by  an  assistant  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  who 
would  carry  out  the  administrative  duties  of  the  town 
and  act  for  the  selectmen  in  the  operation  of  town 
departments  and  functions.  The  main  difference  be- 
tween this  form  and  the  town  manager  form  is  that  the 
executive  secretary  does  not  have  any  appointive 
powers.  All  appointments  would  be  made  by  liie  Select- 
men. 

This  form  of  municipal  government  has  the  same  ad- 
vantages as  the  town  manager,  namely, the  centraliza- 
tion of  authority  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  pro- 
fessional management  working  for  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. 
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The  disadvantages  of  the  Strong  Selectmen-Executive 
Secretary  form  is  primarily  that  the  Executive  Secretary 
might  be  required  to  coordinate  and  supervise  depart- 
ment heads  and  boards  who  were  not  his  choice.  This 
weakens  his  direct  supervisory  power  as  he  has  no 
re -appointment  authority ,  he  only  recommends  to  the 
Selectmen. 

—  Weak  Selectmen-  Executive  Secretary  Form ,  this  form 
wo\ild  be  basically  what  is  now  in  existence  in  South- 
bridge  with  the  addition  of  a  full-time  paid  profession- 
al assistant  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  various  independent  elected  boards  and  offices 
would  remain  as  is,  thereby ,  limiting  the  scope  of  the 
Executive  Secretary's  function  to  only  those  areas  that 
are  now  directly  under  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  advantages  of  this  plan  is  the  addition  of  a  paid 
professional  administrator  to  carry  out  the  functions 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  under  its  delegation. 

The  main  disadvantage  of  this  plan  is  that  there  is  no 
centralization  of  the  many  independent  boards  and 
offices,  which  would  appear  to  be  a  major  considera- 
tion. 

Over  and  above  the  basic  forms  of  government,  the  word- 
ing of  a  town  charter  can  be  instrumental  in  the  amount  of 
authority  that  can  be  delegated.  A  charter  may  be  quite 
explicit  as  to  procedures,  organization  and  rules  or  it  may 
be  quite  skeletal,  allowing  by-laws  to  determine  details, 

The  establishment  of  a  town  charter  outlines  the  operating 
organization  and  procedures  of  the  town  in  one  document 
and  allows  the  town  to  regulate  itself,  with  a  minimum  of 
state  intervention  within  the  confines  of  the  charter.  Such 
a  charter  could  be  to  merely  formalize  the  existing  town 
government  structure  or  to  make  extensive  revisions. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 
The  Government  Organization  Committee  feels  that  South 
bridge  would  benefit  by  improving  its  government  structure 
through  the  establishment  of  a  town  charter  which  would 
clearly  define  responsibility;  centralize  and  increase  the 
operating  authority  of  the  Selectmen;  provide  professional 
paid  assistance  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  and  re-structure 
existing  town  functions  for  more  efficiency  and  effective 
ness. 
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To  accomplish  these  objectives,  the  charter  commission 
would  consider  the  incorporation  of  the  following  options: 

The  function  of  Selectmen  would  be  strengthened  by 
concentration  of  more  appointive  authority  for  various 
boards  and  offices  that  are  now  elected  posts,  or 
would  the  function  of  Selectmen  be  left  as  is  with  in- 
dependent elected  boards? 

—  What  type  of  professional  paid  full-time  assistance 
would  be  provided  to  the  Selectmen? 

—  The  number  of  selectmen  would  remain  at  3, or  be  in- 
creased? 

The  Selectmen's  terms  of  office  would  remain  as  is, 
or  be  increased? 

—  Would  Selectmen  have  automatic  representation  on  the 
School  Committee? 

—  Which  of  the  present  elected  boards  be  appointive? 

—  Which  of  the  present  separate  town  functions  would 
be  consolidated? 

—  Open  town  meetings  would  continue  to  be  the  main 
legislative  body  or  would  a  representative  form  be  in- 
corporated ? 

—  Town  Elections  would  continue  as  at  presenter  would 
changes  be  incorporated? 

—  Elections  would  be  Partisan  or  Non- Partisan? 


This  list  is  by  no  means  intended  to  be  complete  but  mere- 
ly an  indication  of  the  type  of  considerations    that  will 
be  covered  by  a  Charter  Commission. 

The  Government  Organization  Committee  with  the  help  of 
local  organizations  has  filed  a  qualified  petition  to  have 
the  Charter  Commission  question  come  before  the  voters 
at  the  1969  Annual  Town  Election.  It  is  hoped  that  such 
a  Charter  Commission  will  be  approved  and  elected  by 
the  voters  so  that  Southbridge  will  have  more  autonomy 
in  conducting  its  town  affairs  with  minimal  state  interven- 
tion. 
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It  is  also  hoped  that  the  Charter  Commission  will  discharge 
its  duties  well  and  incorporate  into  the  new  Charter,  what- 
ever improvements  in  town  government  structure  would 
be  beneficial  to  the  citizens  of  Southbridge.  This  new 
Charter  would  be  presented  to  the  voters  for  acceptance 
or  rejection  at  the  March,  1970  Annual  Town  Meeting » 

The  presentation  of  this  report  at  the  1969  Annual  Town 
Meeting  completes  the  function  of  the  Government  Organ- 
ization Committee.    The  Committee  is  indebted  to  the 
many  town  officials  and  organizations  which  have  helped 
it  by  supplying  members,  petition  solicitors,  meeting 
space,  literature,  information,  panel  appearances,  etiz. 
The  Committee  is  also  most  grateful  to  the  various  muni- 
cipal officials  outside  of  Southbridge  who  so  graciously 
offered  their  experience  and  knowledge  by  meeting  with 
the  Committee. 

The  Committee  expresses  its  deep  appreciation  to  Pro- 
fessor Robert  J.  M.  O' Hare  of  the  Bureau  of  Public  Affairs, 
Boston  College  for  his  assistance  in  establishing  the  pro- 
gram and  continued  interest  throughout  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  Tree  Warden  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1968. 

Trees  have  been  a  source  of  many  basic  life  necessities 
from  time  immemorial.  They  have  been  highly  prized  for 
their  beauty  and  their  value  in  providing  shade.  When 
trees  are  so  damaged  as  to  no  longer  be  useful,  it  takes 
much  effort  and  often  many  years  to  replace  them.  High 
winds  at  any  season  may  break  the  tops  and  branches.  In 
winter,  deposits  of  glaze,  sleet,  and  wet  snow  may  so 
burden  the  trees  by  their  weight  as  to  cause  failure  of 
limbs,  tops,  and  crotches.  Road  salt  is  very  injurious  to 
trees . 

To  maintain  the  older  trees  in  a  safe  condition  as  possible, 
deadwood,  weak,  or  damaged  branches ,  those  which  are 
dead  were  removed.  Much  of  the  dangerous  deadwood  out 
of  trees,   standing  on  various  streets  menacing  both  veh- 
icles and  passer-by  were  removed  with  available  funds. 
On  Marcy  Street  three  Maple  stumps  were  removed  with  a 
portable  stump-cutter.  On  various  Town  streets  and  roads 
seventeen  dead  trees  were  removed.    General  tree  mainte- 
nance practices  were  carried  out. 

The  fertilizing  of  trees  to  maintain  vigor  and  promote 
healthy  growth  on  main  streets  was  carried  out.  Those 
trees  that  have  a  grass  or  soil  "Tree-Lawn"  were  root  fed. 
Trees  planted  on  cement  sidewalk  with  just  a  small  cut-out 
and  no  grass  setback  were  foliar  fed. 

Twenty  shade  trees  were  planted  on  new  streets,  and  where 
dead  trees  had  been  removed.  Main  St.  ,  Everett  St.  ,  High 
View  Ave.,  High  St.,  Dennison  Drive,  Crestview  Dr., 
Coombs  St.,  Lebanon  Hill,  Woodstock  Rd.  ,  Glenwood 
Ave.  When  shade  trees  were  planted  on  private  land,  said 
owner  or  owners  of  private  land,  released  to  the  Town  all 
their  rights  by  proper  instrument. 

Our  Town  received  State  Aid  for  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease 
Department  in  1968.     On  September  18  and  19  a  State 
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Crew  of  five  men  with  equipment  truck,  winch  and  dump 
trucks  came  down  to  help  take  down  elm  tree  stubs  on 
various  streets  that  had  been  topped  and  left  standing 
because  of  the  limited  amount  of  funds. 

Sanitation  practices  were  carried  out.  Nineteen  dead  elm 
trees  were  removed.  A  dormant  spray  to  help  control  the 
Elm  Bark  Beetle,  and  a  Foliar  spray  was  applied  to  check 
various  leaf  eating  insects  and  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle.  Both 
of  these  sprays  were  applied  with  a  Hydraulic  Sprayer  with 
a  licensed  man  in  attendance  at  all  times,  this  being  a  new 
State  law. 

For  Mosquito  control,  insecticide  was  applied  to  swamps 
and  low  lying  areas,  with  excellent  results. 

The  Gypsy  Moth  is  a  serious  pest  of  trees  and  wooded 
areas,  it  can  be  controlled  most  effectively  with  insecti- 
cides.    The  past  year  as  many  as  possible  Town  owned 
trees  and  wooded  areas  were  sprayed  as  available  funds 
would  allow  to  fight  the  Moth.

Civil  Defense  is  an  organization  of  the  Local ,  State  and 
Federal  Governments.    Our  local  Civil  Defense  Organiza- 
tion is  staffed,  operated,  and  maintained  by  volunteers 
with  aid  and  assistance  from  various  other  town  depart- 
ments . 

In  the  past  year,  the  Civil  Defense  Department  has  con- 
centrated its  efforts  on  fallout  shelters,  both  public  and 
private      the  latter  has  been  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
comprehensive  studies  ever  undertaken  in  connection  with 
fallout  shelters  and  was  entitled  "Home  Fallout  Shelters 
Survey."    The  survey  included  all  homes  with  basements, 
and  property  owners  have  been  notified  of  the  "PF"  (pro- 
tection factor)  and  best  area  of  their  home  to  usefor  shelter 
or  to  construct  one  if  necessary.    The  potential  of  home 
fallout  shelters  combined  with  public  shelters  will  afford 
shelter  for  100%  of  the  population. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  eventful  one.  There  has  been 
an  underwater  rescue  team  formed  and  trained  under  the 
Aux.  Fire  Department.  The  Fire  Department  has  refinished 
a  one  and  a  half  ton  army  surplus  truck  and  with  a  new 
paint  job  we  now  have  another  fine  vehicle  at  a  very  low 
cost. 

The  Aux.  Police  Department  has  carried  out  their  regular 
training  assignments  and  have  formed  a  communication 
section  and  pistol  team.  This  is  new  activity  and  serves 
to  keep  up  the  interest  and  moral.  We  have  maintained 
our  Radio  Communication  with  the  state  and  have  partici- 
pated in  the  national  warning  system  test. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  excellent  co- 
operation of  other  town  departments  and  thank  those  who 
have  extended  their  services  to  the  Civil  Defense  Depart- 
ment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SWIMMING  POOL  DIRECTOR 


The  Southbridge  Swimming  Pool  opened  on  Saturday,  June 
11,  1968,  and  except  for  the  four  days;  July  11,  23,  24, 
and  26,  remained  open  for  a  ten  week  period,  closing  on 
Friday,  August  30,  19  68.  Weather  permitting,  the  pool 
was  open  to  the  public  between  the  hours  of  1:00  P.M. 
and  8:00  P.M. 

ATTENDANCE:  The  total  number  of  people  using  the  pool 
is  rather  difficult  to  estimate,  as  many  individuals  return 
to  the  pool  several  times  during  the  course  of  a  single 
day  or  week.  However,  up  until  the  time  that  the  pool 
was  closed,  it  is  estimated  that  on  a  good  day  600-700 
different  people  made  use  of  the  pool.  When  the  pool  re- 
opened after  the  four  day  closing,  attendance  dropped  to 
below  100  on  some  days,  never  reaching  150  on  the  better 
days. 

PERSONNEL:  The  pool  once  again  was  supervised  by  a 
staff  of  seven  guards.  Five  were  on  duty  between  the 
hours  of  1:00  P.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  and  three  from  5:00 
P.M.  to  closing.  Once  again,  the  outstanding  safety 
record  achieved  at  the  pool  gives  testimony  to  the  out- 
standing job  performed  by  the  staff. 

RESCUES:  The  importance  of  proper  supervision  was  well 
demonstrated  during  the  19  68  season.  Six  youngsters 
were  helped  to  shore  by  members  of  the  staff.  Some  of 
these  could  well  have  resulted  in  fatalities  had  it  not 
been  for  the  alertness  of  our  personnel. 

INSTRUCTION:  The  duties  of  the  staff  are  those  of  super- 
vision and  not  of  instruction.     A  formal  program  in  swim- 
ming instructions  and  water  safety  was  conducted  during 
the  morning  hours  by  the  Southbridge  Chapter  of  the  Amer- 
ican Red  Cross . 

HEALTH  CARE:    The  quality  of  pool  water  was  controlled 
by  a  continuous  flow  of  town  water  into  the  pool  during 
the  hours  that  the  pool  was  in  use.     In  addition  to  this, 
chlorine  was  added  to  the  water  periodically.  Examina- 
tions of  pool  water  by  the  firm  of  Metcalf  and  Eddy  Engi- 
neers found  the  water  to  be  exceptionally  suitable  for 
swimming . 
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CLOSING:    On  Sunday,  July  21,  the  pool  was  the  victim 
of  a  large  fish  kill.     On  Monday,  July  22,  at  about  2:00 
P.M.,    he  Chairman  of  the  Southbridge  Board  of  Health 
ordered  the  pool  closed  until  water  samples  could  be  sent 
to  the  State  Laboratory  in  Lawrence,  Mass.  for  analysis. 
I  sent  a  duplicate  sample  to  the  firm  of  Metcalf  and  Eddy. 
On  Thursday,  July  25,  the  results  of  both  tests  were  re- 
ceived.    The  analysis  of  these  samples  showed  the  bac- 
teria count  to  be  well  below  that  which  is  acceptable  ac- 
cording to  the  bacterial  water  quality  standards  for  public 
bathing  areas  which  has  been  adopted  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Water  Resources  Commission.     According  to  these 
standards,   the  cloiform  bacteria  per  100  ml,  may  not  ex- 
ceed an  average  value  of  1000  during  any  monthly  sampl- 
ing period  nor  2400  in  more  than  20%  of  samples  examined 
during  such  period.    A  water  sample  received  by  Metcalf 
and  Eddy  on  July  2 ,  showed  a  coliform  bacteria  count  of 
less  than  2  per  100  ml.  The  sample  taken  on  July  23,  show- 
ed a  coliform  bacteria  count  of  46  per  100  ml.   After  re - 
ceivingthe  results  of  these  samples  the  pool  was  allowed 
to  re-open  and  did  so  on  Friday,  July  26.    It  was  agreed 
by  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  by  the  swim- 
ming pool  committee  along  with  the  Director,    that  the 
most  probable  cause  of  the  fish  kill  was  the  lack  of  dis- 
solved oxygen  in  the  water  due  to  the  extremely  high  tem- 
perature at  that  time.  The  water  temperature  at  7:00  P.M. 
on  Sunday,  July  21  was  76  degrees.   Another  contributing 
factor  was  the  addition  of  more  chlorine  than  usual  be- 
cause of  the  unusually  large  number  of  people  using  the 
pool  the  previous  week. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1.  Salary  increases  for  all  pool  personnel. 

2.  Relocate  the  guard  chair;  that  is,  from  its  present  pos- 
ition between  the  stairs  and  the  beach  to  a  new  location 
half  way  between  the  stairs  and  the  beach. 

3.  Add  a  fourth  guard  chair  in  the  vicinity  of  the  diving 
tower . 

4.  Installation  of  an  automatic  chlorinating  device  at  the 
source  of  our  water  supply.  This  would  insure  a  uniform 
concentration  of  chlorine  throughout  the  pool. 

5.  Construction  of  a  wading  pool  somewhere  in  the  beach 
area  for  the  very  young  children. 

6.  Request  additional  funds  so  that  the  water  can  be  left 
on  twenty-four  hours  a  day  during  those  periods  when  the 
pool  is  receiving  maximum  use.

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LASSIE  LEAGUE  1968 


The  Lassie  League  opened  its  eleventh  season  this  year 
with  128  girls  between  the  ages  of  10  thru  15  years  parti- 
cipating.   There  were  24  adults  who  helped  to  make  this 
11th.  year  of  Lassie  ball  in  Southbridge  its  most  success- 
ful year  of  all. 

This  year  the  Lassie  League  had  an  overflow  of  60  girls 
between  9  thru  1 1 ,  and  therefore  a  Lassiette   League  was 
formed,   but  due  to  lack  of  funds  had  to  be  suspended  af- 
ter two  weeks  of  play. 

In  1959  Lassie  ball  became  so  well  accepted  that  it  was 
felt  to  have  it  only  for  the  daughters  of  members  of  the 
V.F.W.  would  have  been  selfish  on  the  part  of  this  group. 
They  then  approached  the  Town  of  Southbridge  and  asked 
for  an  appropriation  and  have  the  recreation  committee 
takeover  Lassie  League  with  the  leadership  of  the  V.FoW. 
running  the  project.  This  arrangement  has  been  a  very 
successful  one  in  the  last  nine  years. 

This  project  cost  the  Town  $4.70  per  girl  to  play  one 
whole  season.  We  pay  no  outside  help  for  this  and  at 
the  of  the  season  the  V.F.W.  gives  the  girls  an  outing 
and  banquet,  and  also  awards  trophys  at  no  cost  to  the 
Town.  They  also  provide  the  star  team  with  a  light  lunch 
after  every  home  game.  Many  of  the  team  managers  hold 
outings  and  have  other  types  of  wholesome  recreation 
provided  to  them  without  a  cent  of  Town  money.  We  also 
have  a  six  team  bowling  Lassie  League  during  the  winter 
months . 

The  committee  and  officers  of  the  Lassie  League  wishes 
to  thank  the  Southbridge  V.F.W.  and  the  Town  of  South- 
bridge  for  bringing  this  wonderful  recreation  to  all  of 
these  girls .

REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL 


Our  year  1968  officially  began  on  February  1  ,  1968  when 
the  Superintendent-director  took  office. 

Activities  during  the  months  of  February  and  March  includ- 
ed setting  up  the  office,  electing  representatives  to  serve 
on  our  first  elected  school  committee,  and  sending  the 
superintendent  -  director  to  Washington  to  speak  with  offi- 
cials in  the  Division  of  Vocational  -  Technical  Education 
at  the  Federal  Office  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare. 

On  April  1,  1968,  the  first  elected  school  committee  took 
office.  The  site  subcommittee,  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Yarno  Nesta  from  Oxford,  recommended  the  property  on 
Mugget  Hill  in  Charlton  as  the  site  for  the  regional  voca- 
tional school.  The  plot  consists  of  190  acres  divided  on 
each  side  of  the  road.  The  school  will  be  built  on  one 
side  and  the  land  on  the  other  side  of  Mugget  Hill  Road 
lends  itself  beautifully  to  the  development  of  an  educational 
park  to  be  used  by  all  school  children  in  the  six-town  area. 
This  work  will  be  done  by  the  Forestry,  Conservation  and 
Landscaping  students  attending  the  regional  vocational 
school.    We  now  have  an  option  on  this  piece  of  property. 

The  architect  subcommittee  ,  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Thomas  M.  Bell,  Sr.  from  Oxford,  finalized  the  contract 
with  the  architectural  firm  ofKorslund,  LeNormand  (ScQuann, 
Inc.  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts  during  the  month  of  August. 
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The  committee  felt  that  the  architectural  firm  could  be 
very  helpful  in  assisting  us  to  solve  sewage  and  water 
problems  which  we  might  encounter. 

The  educational  consultant  firm  of  Crabtree,  Dawson  Sc 
Michaels  from  Waltham,  Massachusetts  was  hired  to  as- 
sist the  superintendent  -  director  in  the  development  of 
educational  specifications.    As  of  October  1,    1968,  a 
preliminary  report  was  submitted  to  members  of  the  com- 
mittee for  their  approval.  A  copy  of  the  preliminary  report 
was  sent  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  all  of  the  member 
towns.    On  December  31,  1968,  as  specified  in  his  con- 
tract with  the  committee,  Mr.  Dawson  submitted  to  the 
Southern  Worcester  County  Regional  Vocational  School 
District  Committee  a  completed  set  of  educational  speci- 
fications.    Before  any  actual  drawings  can  begin,  the 
site  must  be  purchased  and  the  educational  specifications 
must  be  accepted  by  the  Bureau  of  Vocational  Education 
and  also  by  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau — both 
State  agencies . 

During  the  fall  of  the  year,  many  hours  were  spent  in 
discussing  the  possibility  of  merging  the  vocational  stu- 
dents in  the  Tantasqua  School  District  with  the  Southern 
Worcester  County  Regional  Vocational  School  District. 
The  Amendment  No.  2  to  our  Agreement  stated  that  at 
least  four  of  the  five  towns  must  agree  to  join,  and 
because  of  the  votes,  this  merger  was  defeated. 

A  tentative  time  schedule  has  been  developed  for  the  year 
1969  in  order  to  enable  us  to  open  the  school  in  September 
1971.  The  schedule  states  that  we  must  start  construction 
in  the  early  fall  of  1969.  In  order  to  do  this,  our  member 
towns  must  be  asked  to  approve  a  bond  issue  sometime 
during  the  month  of  September,  1969.  The  members  of 
this  school  committee  and  the  superintendent  -  director 
will  do  all  in  their  power  to  keep  all  citizens  informed  of 
this  school  as  it  is  being  drawn  and  developed  so  that  the 
need  for  the  passage  of  the  bond  issue  will  be  apparent  to 
all,  come  next  September. 

The  office  of  the  superintendent  -  director ,  at  399  Main 
Street,  Southbridge,  is  always  open  to  anyone  from  the 
member  towns  who  has  a  question  to  ask  or  a  suggestion 
to  make.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

19  68  was  a  lively  library  year.   When  the  last  of  the  car- 
peting was  laid  on  January  9,  the  new  facilities  were  open 
to  the  public . 

New  meeting  rooms  were  used  regularly  by  the  Southbridge 
Historical  Society,  library  trustees,  and  the  League  of 
Women  Voters  . 

Other  groups  meeting  at  the  library,  often  with  especially 
prepared  bibliographies  and  library  exhibits  ,were  Catholic 
Charities,  Young  Women's  Club,  Girl  Scouts,  Fresh  Air 
Committee,  Speed  Reading  Clas ses  ,  Visiting  Nurses,  a 
Sunday  school  class,  and  area  library  trustees. 

Puppet  shows,  film  programs  for  children  and  adults,  story 
hours,  junior  and  senior  summer  reading  clubs,  a  Louisa 
May  Alcott  Centennial  read-in,  and  a  book  repair  work- 
shop were  held. 

The  most  wildly  successful  program  was  a  professionally 
performed  puppet  and  magic  show  on  a  bookish  theme. 
This  was  a  Book  Week  gift  from  a  benefactor. 

Three  separate  open  houses  based  on  teaching  level  were 
held  for  teachers.  The  12th  annual  Creative  Writing  Con- 
test attracted  several  hundred  participants. 

Groups  of  children  were  invited.  Three  nursery  school 
and  three  Head  Start  groups  in  addition  to  eight  elemen- 
tary classes  came  for  stories  and  tours.  Eleven  5th  grades 
and  five  8th  grades  had  instruction  in  library  methods .  An 
especially  interesting  project  was  a  tour  by  a  special 
class  of  slow  students. 

Among  the  many  gifts  was  a  fund  in  memory  of  Dr.  Nerio 
Pioppi  for  medical  and  biological  books  given  by  the  South- 
bridge   District   Medical  Society  and  friends.  Other 
"Friends  of  Dr.  Pioppi"  furnished  the  new  meeting  room, 
now  the  Pioppi  Meeting  Room. 

Ralph  Robbins  willed  a  generous  bequest  to  the  library  in 
memory  of  "his  loving  wife,  Dora  Robbins,"  and  himself. 
It  will  be  used  for  a  program  series . 

The  Arctic  and  Whaling  Collection  continued  to  grow  thanks 
to  Peter  Dirlam.     The  Polish  Youth  Program  again  contrib- 
uted the  cost  of  a  microfilmed  print  of  the  Southbridge 
Evening  News  . 

Yesteryears  Doll  Museum  donated  a  doll  house  to  the 
Children's  Room.    Woman's  Club  established  a  circula- 
ting collection  of  art  prints .     League  of  Women  Voters 
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provided  lists,  "Lasting  Books  1944-1964"  for  distribu- 
tion.   RCA  sent  a  gift  of  more  than  30  recordings. 

Edward  Zuiss  not  only  gave  generously  of  his  time  in 
maintaining  the  magazine  collection  in  good  order  but 
made  generous  contributions  to  the  children's  book  col- 
lection. 

Many  books  about  New  England  were  given  in  memory  of 
Mrs.  David  Hobson,  a  staff  member  for  18  years  .  Many 
other  memorial  books  were  given  as  well. 

Mrs  .Henry  Grzyb  and  Clare  Morrill  volunteered  their  time 
as  story  tellers . 

Local  business  firms  supplied  bookmarks,  cases  for  bor- 
rowers' cards,  and  plastic  book  bags. 

The  librarian  reviewed  books  for  the  Young  Adult  group 
(Eastern  Massachusetts)  and  served  on  the  MLA  Scholar- 
ship Committee. 

The  staff  with  a  trustee,  Mrs.  Nerio  Pioppi,  attended  a 
Bay  Path  Library  Club  meeting  in  Hopkinton.  Mrs.  Little 
attended  classes  in  library  methods  sponsored  by  the  Re- 
gional System. 

Book  circulation  is  steadily  increasing  although  not  yet 
up  to  our  1965,  pre-renovation,  high.  Moving  books  from 
the  stack  area  into  the  browsing  room  on  the  main  floor 
increased  their  use.  History  and  biography  are  still  com- 
paratively neglected  as  adults  hesitate  to  go  into  the 
stacks  for  them. 

The  growing  junior  and  senior  high  school  libraries  are 
gradually  relieving  the  public  library  of  much  routine  book 
servicing  while  teaching  students  to  make  better  use  of 
the  public  library. 

The  library  at  St.  Joan  of  Arc  school  made  unusual  strides 
in  an  area  where  response  to  the  public  library  lagged. 
Previously  there  had  been  little  participation  in  public 
library  programs  despite  urging  by  teachers.     Now  there 
is  increased  public  library  use  by  these  school  library- 
primed  children. 

Eventually  it  would  be  good  for  schools  and  the  public 
library  to  cooperate  on  a  bookmobile  to  provide  a  coordi- 
nated elementary  library  program  during  the  school  year 
and  to  bring  books  to  outlying  areas  in  the  summer. 

Resultant  increased  training  in  bibliographic  tools  and  ac- 
cess to  more  books  could  teach  students  to  discriminate 
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between  the  expert  and  the  medicore.     Hopefully  South- 
bridge  children  would  be  better  prepared  to  contribute  to 
an  iiiCreasingly  complex  society.     The  library  future  in 
Southbridge  could  be  an  exciting  one.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

Your  Board  of  Health  met  on  March  5,  1968  and  organized, 
with  the  following  appointments: 

Arthur  O.  Ballard,  Agent  and  Sanitary  Inspector 
Mrs.  Rachel  Jolicoeur,  Nurse 

Arthur  O.  Ballard,  Plumbing,  Gas,  Milk,  and  Food 

Inspector 
Dr.  Charles  Roy,  Board  Physician 
Alcide  Fournier,  Animal  Inspector 

Retirement  of  Doctor  Raymond  F.  Haling  from  the  Board  was 
noted.  Citizens  of  the  town  have  been  served  for  23  years 
in  a  devoted  manner  by  this  conscientious  physician  and 
public  health  officer. 

Ten  regular  and  two  special  meetings  were  held  during  the 
year.  One  special  meeting  was  devoted  to  problems  of 
swimming  pool  sanitation,  the  other  to  budgetary  needs . 

In  1968,  the  Board  has  made  an  effort  to  extend  the  number 
of  immunization  clinics,  and  to  increase  the  variety  of 
immunizing   procedures.     Under  the  direction  of  Doctor 
Charles  Roy,  a  program  designed  to  eradicate  measles  was 
added  to  the   shots  against  whooping  cough,  diptheria, 
tetanus  ,    and   smallpox  ,  polio  immunization  ,  and  skin- 
testing  for  tuberculosis.     Plans  are  under  way  now  for  a 
program  to  end  the  threat  of  mumps  by  protecting  school 
children  at  appropriate  age  levels  with  the  new  mumps  vac- 
cine. However,  the  number  of  eligible  children  attending 
immunization  clinics  has  steadily  declined  during  the  last 
few  months  of  1968.    This  disappointing  and  dangerous 
response  can  only  be  blamed  on  apathy  of  the  involved 
parents.  These  infectious  diseases  can  be  totally  prevent- 
ed .  This  wonderful  gift  must  not  be  casually  ignored  in  an 
age  when  international  travelers  are  able  to  seed  any  un- 
protected persons  with  diseases  which  were  scourges  in 
the  recent  past.    In  this  light,  the  adult  population  is 
reminded  of  its  need  to  keep  immunizations  renewed  through 
services  of  family  doctors. 
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Physicians  are  not  reporting  contagious  diseases  as  re- 
quired by  law.    It  is  only  through  such  reports  that  the 
State  Department  of  Health  is  able  to  gain  an  accurate 
picture  of  the  health  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  emer- 
gence of  any  special  or  threatening  problems.  Patients 
with  contagious  diseases  are  urged  to  encourage  their  doc- 
tors in  the  making  of  proper  reports. 

Members  of  the  Board  personally  accompanied  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  on  surveys  of  restaurants  this  year.   An  exten- 
sion of  its  activities  to  inspection  of  local  shops  and 
factories  is  planned  with  an  eye  to  industrial  health.  The 
officers  of  local  companies  contacted  thus  far  here  express- 
ed a  gratifying  spirit  of  co-operation. 

The  Board  of  Health  thanks  its  agents  and  representatives 
of  related  town  Boards  for  their  help  in  keeping  Southbridge 
a  healthy  town.

Weekly  death  reports  were  forwarded  to  the  Town  Clerk, 
and  all  reportable  contagious  diseases  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  in  Boston  and  Rutland. 

Six  meetings  of  the  New  England  Association  of  Plumbing 
Inspectors  was  attended  by  the  Plumbing  Inspector,  and 
meetings  of  the  Central  Mass  .Associated  Boards  of  Health 
were  also  attended.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health: 
Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for  the 
year  ending  December  31  ,  1968. 

As  part  of  our  prevention  program,  immunization  clinics 
were  held  for  infants,  pre-school and  school  children.  Fif- 
ty-eight were  given  Smallpox  vaccination;  sixty-three 
Measles  vaccine;    sixty-six  completed  the  Oral  POLIO 
series  and  one  hundred  and  eighteen  were  given  a  booster 
drink;  forty  completed  the  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whoop- 
ing-cough series  and  one  hundred  twenty-three  received 
a  booster.  School  children  received  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  . 
Twenty-one  completed  the  series  with  three  hundred  and 
eighty-one  receiving  a  booster.  A  Tine  test  for  Tuberculo- 
sis was  also  made  available  at  these  clinics  and  two  hun- 
dred and  six  pre-schoolers  received  the  test  and  no  pos- 
itive reactor.     Records  of  all  children  attending  clinics 
are  kept  on  file  in  the  office.    In  March  a  special  Tine 
testing  program  was  conducted  in  grades  one  and  nine  of 
all  local  schools.     Five  hundred  and  fifty  children  took 
part  in  the  program.    The  positive  reactor  from  this  group 
was  x-rayed  as  well  as  close  contacts  .  No  one  was  found 
to  have  positive  tuberculosis.    Chest  x-ray  clinics  were 
conducted  every  third  Wednesday  of  the  month  with  the 
exception  of  July ,  August  and  December .  Patients  referred 
to  the  clinics  by  their  private  physicians  who  receive  a 
report  of  the  x-ray  findings.     These  clinics  are  held  at 
Harrington  Memorial  Hospital  X-Ray  Department  and  are 
jointly  sponsored  by  the  Board  and  Worcester  County  Hos- 
pital.    Three  hundred  and  thirty-three  were  x-rayed  and 
fifty-five  were  given  a  Mantoux  test.    Home  visits  were 
also  made  when  necessary  as  part  of  the  follow-up  pro- 
gram.  We  have  no  patients  at  the  Worcester  County  Hos- 
pital at  the  present  time.     In  order  to  help  personnel  of 
the  school  department  comply  with  the  state  law  requiring 
them  to  have  a  certificate  based  on  a  chest  x-ray  film  or 
on  the  results  of  an  intradermal  tuberculin  test  as  evidence 
of  freedom  from  communicable  pulmonary  tbc .  every  three 
years,  a  special  clinic  was  conducted  for  them.  This  was 
held  in  February  when  a  mobile  x-ray  unit  was  stationed 
next  to  the  town  hall.     Three  hundred  and  sixty  were  x- 
rayed,  including  some  personnel  from  the  Sturbridge  and 
Charlton  schools. 
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Dental  clinics  were  held  weekly  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Board  Dentist,  for  pupils  in  grade  five.  Two  hundred 
and  sixty-four  attended  and  were  given  prophylaxis  and 
topical  fluoride  applications  .  Notices  given  to  those  need- 
ing fillings  or  extractions  as  these  are  to  be  taken  care  of 
by  their  own  dentist. 

Registration  of  first  graders  was  held  in  April.     Two  hun- 
dred and  ninety-one  were  registered  during  the  week  for 
both  parochial  and  public  schools.    This  is  a  joint  project 
of  the  Board  of  Health  and  School  Health  Department.  Some 
of  the  other  school  programs  included  doing  the  Massachu- 
setts Vision  and  Maico  Hearing  tests  on  all  children  in 
grades  one  through  twelve  of  the  parochial  schools  .  Those 
failing  the  first  screening  were  retested  and  if  again  un- 
able to  pass,    parents  were  notified  by  mail  to  seek  fur- 
ther evaluation  and  treatment  when  necessary.  Pupils 
weighed  and  measured.     Personal  interviews  and  numer- 
ous phone  calls  were  made  when  indicated  on  health  mat- 
ters .     Assisted  podiatrist  in  foot  examinations  of  pupils 
in  grades  2,4,6  and  8.     Parents  notified  by  mail  when 
further  treatment  was  indicated.     Reports  of  all  school 
programs  and  immunizations  compiled  and  sent  to  the 
State  Department  of  Health.     Nursery  and  Kindergarten 
schools  were  visited  during  the  year.    Two  have  been  lic- 
ensed by  the  State  Health  Department. 

A  number  of  In-service  programs  were  conducted  for  Pub- 
lic Health  Nurses  and  other  personnel  during  the  year. 
The  following  were  attended.  On  March  14th.  program  re 
"The  Mandatory  Vaccination  and  Immunization  of  School 
Children"  held  at  the  Rutland  V.  A.  Hospital  where  the 
District  Health  Office  is  now  located.     Another  program 
on  Immunizations  was  also  presented  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Central  Mass.  Associated  Boards  of  Health,  held  in  Sut- 
ton on  Nov.  20th.  At  the  Worcester  Foundation  for  Experi- 
mental Biology  in  Shrewsbury  on   May  8th,    an  all  day 
"Nurse  Institute  on  Alcoholism"  was  attended.     At  the 
Massachusetts  Hospital  School  in  Canton  on  Sept.  25th, 
also  an  all  day  program  "Handicapped  Children  in  the 
Community".  A  "Seminar  on  Sex  Education"  was  followed 
through  on  four  consecutive  Monday  evenings  starting  Octo- 
ber 7th  and  held  at  the  David  Hale  Fanning  Trade  High 
School.  This  was  an  extension  program  of  the  University 
of  Massachusetts. 
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I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly  express 
my  appreciation  to  Dr.  Raymond  F.  Haling,  who  retired 
from  this  Board  in  March.  It  was  a  priviledge  and  a  pleas- 
ure to  have  worked  with  him  for  the  past  twelve  years  as 
Board  of  Health  Nurse.  My  thanks  also  to  the  Board  Mem- 
bers, the  school  personnel,  parents  and  all  others  for  their 
help  and  support  during  the  past  year.

Herewith  my  report  on  the  examination  of  the  parochial 
school  children  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  19  68. 


There  were  19  notices  sent  home  to  parents,  advising  them 
that  their  children  had  foot  problems  requiring  early  pro- 
fessional attention.  This  is  a  new  all-time  low  and  we 
find  it  very  gratifying. 

Following  is  a  classification  of  the  conditions  found  in 
the  examinations: 

Skin  disorders  14 
Nail  conditions  7 
Orthopedic  faults  139 

On  the  health  record  cards,  these  problems  are  listed  as 
specific  conditions,  and,  at  the  time  of  the  examination 
recommendations  are  often  made  to  improve  the  foot  health 
of  the  child  involved. 

Parents  were  notified  of  their  children's  foot  problem  on 
the  State  form  provided  and  in  a  few  cases,  personal  con- 
tact by  the  Board  of  Health  nurse,  Mrs.  Jolicoeur,  was 
deemed  advisable. 

It  has  been  very  gratifying  to  note  the  interest  and  re- 
sponse of  both  the  parents  and  the  children.  We  also  are 
pleased  at  the  increased  awareness  of  the  importance  of 
foot  health  to  the  well-being  of  the  child  and  we  take 
every  opportunity  to  educate  the  children  in  the  proper 
care  of  their  feet  in  a  program  of  preventive  podiatry. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  of  the  cooperation  and 
assistance  of  the  Board  of  Health  nurse,  Mrs.  Rachel 
Jolicoeur,  and  the  school  authorities.  I  also  wish  to 
thank  the  parents  of  the  children  for  their  interest  and  co- 
operation in  furthering  the  foot  health  program.

As  Director  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Service  and 
Agent  for  Veterans'  Benefits  Department,  I  hereby  submit 
my  report  of  activities  and  services  rendered  for  the  year 
1968. 

VETERANS'  SERVICES 

This  office  is  located  in  rooms  12  and  14  of  the  Town  Hall 
and  is  open  daily  from  9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  ,  Monday 
through  Friday .  The  office  is  also  open  Monday  night  from 
7:00  to  8:00  p.m.  and  is  available  to  all  veterans  of  South- 
bridge  and  their  dependents  seeking  information  pertain- 
ing to  their  rights  and  benefits  under  Federal  and  State  Laws . 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  department  to  aid  and  inform  all 
eligible  veterans  and  their  dependents  how  to  obtain  bene- 
fits within  the  limits  of  the  laws  governing  each  agency. 

Photostatic  copies  of  discharges  are  being  developed  for 
Southbridge  veterans.  In  addition,  copies  of  marriage, 
birth,  death  and  other  certificates  were  made  for  Veterans' 
Benefits  and  claims  against  the  Veterans'  Administration. 
Necessary  forms  were  filled  out  covering  lost  discharges, 
burial  allowance  and  yearly  income  questionnaires. 

Claims  were  filed  with  the  Veterans  Administration  and 
other  branches  of  the  government  pertaining  to  education, 
training  subsistence  allowance,  insurance  payments,  medi- 
cal treatment,  hospitalization,  compensation  and  pension 
for  veterans  and  their  dependents ,  re-employment  rights, 
employment  difficulties ,  unemployment  compensation,  as 
well  as  numerous  telephone  calls  and  letters. 

The  Vietnam  Bonus  Bill  was  signed  into  law  on  July  17, 
1968.  The  eligibility  dates  are  July  1,  1958  to  the  end  of 
hostilities.  The  amounts  to  be  paid  are  $200  and  $300. 
Combat  area  service  entitles  a  veteran  to  $300.  All 
others  will  be  paid  $200  .  Up  to  the  present  time  this  office 
has  processed  four  hundred  of  these  forms.  We  wish  to 
thank  Representative  Paul  Corriveau  for  his  help  in  obtain- 
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ing  these  forms  and  in  delivering  the  completed  forms  to 
the  State  Treasurer's  Office  in  Boston.

VETERANS'  BENEFITS 

Under  Chapter  115  and  its  amendments,  each  application 
for  Veterans'  Benefits  submitted  to  the  town  after  thorough 
investigation  by  this  office  is  forwarded  to  the  office  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services,  Boston,  Mass- 
achusetts for  approval,  as  under  this  chapter  the  state 
agrees  to  reimburse  the  town  for  one-half  of  all  aid  granted. 

An  investigator  for  the  State  Office  periodically  checks 
the  local  agent's  office  in  addition  to  personally  contact- 
ing the  recipient  of  Veterans'  Benefits. 

Under  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth,  if  a  veteran  or  his 
dependents  meets  all  requirements  of  eligibility,  and  he 
falls  in  need  of  financial  assistance  through  no  fault  of 
his  own,  he  is  granted  Veterans'  Benefits.  The  amount 
varies  and  is  dependent  upon  the  particular  needs  of  the 
individual  case.  Any  amount  received  from  Federal  bene- 
fits or  other  financial  grants  is  deducted  from  the  amount 
that  is  allowed  by  this  department,  therefore  helping  to 
reduce  that  which  must  be  expended  by  the  town. 

As  of  December  31 ,  1968,  there  were  104  active  cases  on 
file,  aiding  178  people.  In  addition,  many  cases  were 
pending  and,  as  a  result,  constant  follow-up  service  is 
maintained  and  reviews  and  appeals  are  requested  where 
awards  are  considered  unfair  or  insufficient. 

For  a  list  of  expenditures  and  reimbursements  of  this  de- 
partment, please  refer  to  report  of  the  Town  Accountant . 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  town  depart- 
ments, officials  at  the  Roxbury  and  Boston  Veterans'  Ad 
ministration  Hospitals,  the  Holyoke  Soldiers  Home  and 
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also  the  Massachusetts  Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services , 
Charles  N.  Collates  and  his  staff  for  their  fine  co-opera- 
tion.

islature may  provide .  The  vacancy  will  terminate  four  days

The  question  will  state  that  the  convention  shall  not  con- 
sider or  propose  any  measure  which  relates  to  the  Mass- 
achusetts Declaration  of  Rights,  the  provisions  of  the 
Massachusetts   constitution  concerning  the  "Judiciary 
Power"  (other  than  provisions  respecting  the  Executive 
Council),  or  any  of  the  excluded  matters  enumerated  in 
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Article  XL VIII,  II,  Section  2  of  the  Massachusetts  constitu- 
tion. The  question  will  fix  the  number  of  delegates  to  the 
convention  at  150 ,  of  whom  20  members  shall  be  members 
of  the  General  Court;  the  remaining  130  members  shall  be 
elected  by  the  voters  in  the  manner  summarized  below. 
The  question  will  also  state  that  the  convention  shall 
conclude  its  business  not  later  than  120  days  from  its 
first  session. 

The  proposed  law  provides  that  if  a  majority  of  the  votes 
on  the  foregoing  question  is  in  the  affirmative,  the  con- 
vention shall  be  held  in  July,  1971,  to  revise,  alter  or 
amend  the  constitution  on  the  matters  enumerated  above 
only.  The  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate  shall 
each  elect  as  delegates  10  of  its  members,  not  more 
than  6  from  each  branch  coming  from  the  same  political 
party.  Of  the  remaining  13  0  delegates,  10  shall  be  elected 
at  large  and  120  shall  be  elected  from  the  40  senatorial 
districts,  3  from  each.  Provision  is  made  for  the  manner 
of  nominating  and  electing  these  130  delegates,  without 
party  or  political  designation,  for  filling  vacancies  occur- 
ring in  the  position  of  any  delegate,  from  whatever  source 
chosen,  and  for  the  conduct  of  the  convention's  business. 

Any  revisions,  alterations  and  amendments  of  the  Mass- 
achusetts constitution  adopted  by  the  convention  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  people  at  the  State  election  in  1972 
for  their  ratification  and  adoption  in  such  manner  as  the 
convention  may  direct.  If  a  majority  of  the  people  voting 
thereon  ratify  and  adopt  such  revision,  alteration  or  amend- 
ment, the  constitution  shall  be  deemed  to  be  changed 
accordingly.

As  charged  in  my  appointment,  by  the  Town  Moderator  on 
Aprils,  1968,  I  met  with  and  became  part  of  the  Southbridge 
Regional  School  District  Planning  Committee. 

After  many  meetings  and  much  deliberation  I  made  the  fol- 
lowing determination. 

1.  I  do  not  subscribe  to  the  progress  report  presented  to 
the  Town  of  Southbridge  by  the  Southbridge  Regional 
School  District  Planning  Committee.  This  report  was 
submitted  without  my  prior  consultation  or  support.  I 
believe  it  beyond  the  charge  given  to  this  Committee 
by  the  Moderator  which  states  that  the  Committee  will 
report  to  the  1969  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

2.  I  believe  that  the  matter  of  regionalization  should  be 
a  matter  left  to  the  voters  to  decide.    In  this  context, 
I  voted  that  we  join  Committees  of  Charlton  and 
Dudley  so  as  to  allow  a  choice  by  the  townspeople  at 
the  1969  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

This  could  have  been  accomplished  by  an  article  inserted 
in  the  warrant  allowing  the  voters  to  decide  whether  or  not 
this  Committee  should  continue  in  existence  and  work  to- 
ward drawing  up  a  regional  agreement  for  future  considera- 
tion by  the  Town. 

Since  the  time  for  making  reports  is  so  short  and  since  the 
Progress  Report  was  so  recently  submitted  without  my  prior 
consultation  or  support,  I  feel  that  I  have  had  to  make  my 
report  in  this  manner  so  that  I  could  perform  the  duties 
given  me  through  Article  56  of  the  1968  Annual  Town  War- 
rant. My  charge  by  the  Town  Moderator  was  to  participate 
in  the  Regional  School  District  Planning  Committee  and 
report  to  the  1969  Annual  Town  Meeting.  This  report  ful- 
fills that  charge .

not  changed  or  repealed  by  this  proposed  By-Law. 
SECTION  1 .  PERSONNEL  BOARD.  There  shall  be  an  unpaid 
Personnel  Board  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  consisting 
of  five  (5)  persons,  one  member  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  a  representative  from  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  three  (3)  other  members    ,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  a  Town  employee. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  adminis- 
tration, and  maintenance  of  the  Classification  and  Pay 
Plan  of  all  town  employees,  excepting  those  employees 
appointed  by  the  School  Committee.    The  Board  shall  es- 
tablish and  interpret  personnel  rules  and  policies  as  de- 
fined in  the  following  sections,  and  such  rules,  policies 
and  interpretations  shall  be  final  and  binding. 

SECTION  2.    CLASSIFICATION.     The  Official  Classifica- 
tion Plan  for  positions  in  the  service  of  the  Town  shall 
consist  of  the  classification  listed  in  the  Griffenhagen  re- 
port and  or  any  other  persons  employed  by  the  Town. 

The  title  of  each  classification  shall  be  the  official  titles 
for  all  purposes  having  to  do  with  the  position  as  such, 
and  shall  be  used  to  designate  the  position  in  all  payrolls, 
budget  estimates,  and  official  records  and  reports,  and  in 
every  other  connection  involving  personnel  and  fiscal 
processes,  but  any  abbreviation  or  code  symbol  approved 
by  the  Personnel  Board  may  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  title  to 
designate  the  classification  in  any  such  connection. 

SECTION  3.  PAY  PLAN.  The  official  pay  plan  shall  con- 
sist of  two  parts: 

A.  The  minimum  and  maximum  salaries  to  be  paid  for 
each  position  included  in  the  classification  plan,  and 

B.  Designated  step-rate  increases  for  each  such  salary 
range  as  such  salary  range  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
be  established  by  vote  of  the  Town. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  establish  the 
salary  schedule  which  shall  be  paid  in  a  new  position 
title  necessary  to  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Town. 

The  following  official  pay  plan  shall  constitute  the  basic 
pay  rates  for  all  appointive  employees  of  the  Town,  except 
those  appointed  by  the  School  Committee. 

(List  of  Positions,   Titles,    and  Rate  Ranges  is  omitted. 
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They  may  be  found  in  the  Finance  Committee  Reports 
The  by-laws  relating  to  the  Employee  Classification  and 
Plan  do  not  include  the  job  classifications  and  salary 
ranges  which  are  constantly  changing.  They  do  not  re 
quire  Attorney  General  approval.) 

SECTION  4.  CONTINUING  REVIEW.  The  Personnel  Board 
from  time  to  time,  shall  initiate  reviews  of  the  work  of 
all  positions  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law 
Such  reviews  shall  be  scheduled  as  often  as  it  finds  nec 
essary  to  reflect  changes  in  the  classifications  as  estab 
lished  or  to  establish  new  classifications  as  conditions 
may  warrant.  It  shall  likewise  make  such  studies  of  pay 
rates  in  effect  in  comparable  positions  outside  of  the  ser 
vice  of  the  Town  as  it  may  deem  appropriate. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Town  for  adjusting  the  Pay  Plan  in  conformance  with  such 
studies.  These  recommendations  shall  be  included  as  an 
appendix  to  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  as  pub 
lished.  The  Pay  Plan  as  last  established  by  vote  of  the 
Town  at  an  Annual  Town  Meeting  shall  be  effective  for 
the  entire  fiscal  year. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  recommend  to  the  Town  such 
amendments  to  the  classification  and  pay  plans,  and  to 
the  provisions  for  administering  such  plans,  as  may  to 
the  Board  appear  necessary. 

Requests  for  changes  of  the  Classification  and  Pay  Plan 
shall  be  made  to  the  Personnel  Board  not  later  than  the 
second  Tuesday  of  September.  The  Personnel  Board  shall 
then  hold  a  meeting  to  consider  such  requests. 

SECTIONS.     JOB  DESCRIPTION.     The  Personnel  Board 
shall  provide,  and  may  amend  from  time  to  time,  a  written 
description  of  the  work  performed  in  each  position  sub- 
ject to  the  classification  plan,    each  such  description 
consisting  of  statements  describing  the  essential  nature 
of  the  work  characteristics  of  such  position  that  distin- 
guish such  position  from  other  positions  in  the  classifica- 
tion plan,  with  such  examples  as  may  be  deemed  appro- 
priate . 

The  job  descriptions  shall  be  interpreted  as  descriptive 
only  and  not  restrictive.  They  shall  be  construed  solely 
as  a  means  of  distinguishing  one  position  from  another 
and  not  as  prescribing  what  the  duties  or  responsibilities 
of  any  administrative  authority,  as  otherwise  existing,  to 
appoint,  to  assign  duties  to,  or  to  direct  and  control  the 
work  of  any  employee  under  the  jurisdiction  of  such  author- 
ity. 
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SECTION  6.  ALLOCATIONS  OF  EMPLOYEES  .  The  Personnel 
Board,  with  the  advise  of  the  Department  Heads,  shall  al- 
locate each  employee  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
classifications  plan,  to  his  appropriate  classification 
The  Personnel  Board,  with  requested  in  writing  shall  afford 
reasonable  opportunity  to  be  heard  to  any  employee  or 
Department  Head  affected  by  the  rulings  of  the  Board. 

SECTION  7.  REQUISITIONS.  All  requisitions  for  persons 
to  fill  positions  or  perform  duties  subject  to  the  Classifi 
cation  Plan  shall  be  submitted  to  and  authorized  by  the 
Personnel  Board. 

All  changes  of  classification,  transfers,  changes  in  sal 
ary  or  other  changes  in  the.  personnel  status  of  employees 
subject  to  the  classification  plan  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Personnel  Board  in  writing  prior  to  the  effective  date 
of  any  such  changes. 

SECTION  8.  RECORDS.  The  Town  Accountant  shall  keep 
such  records  of  all  employees  of  the  Town,  including 
name,  age,  date  of  employment,  classification,  depart 
ment  in  which  employed  and  other  information  as  the  Per 
sonnel  Board  shall  deem  necessary. 

Each  Department  Head  shall  submit  to  the  Town  Accountant 
with  each  weekly  payroll,  on  the  form  prescribed  by  the 
Personnel  Board,  a  report  of  all  full-time  employees  of 
the  department,  including  the  Department  Head,  absent 
from  duty  during  the  payroll  week  immediately  preceding 
specifying  in  each  case  whether  the  employee  or  Depart 
ment  Head  was  absent  on  vacation  leave,  on  leave  of  ab 
sence,  on  occupational  sick  leave,  on  non-occupational 
sick  leave,  or  specifying  the  nature  of  his  absence  if  it 
is  not  for  one  of  the  foregoing  reasons .  A  record  shall 
also  be  submitted  of  the  total  hours  worked  by  each  full 
time  and  part-time  employee,  including  the  Department 
Head. 

SECTION  9.  EMPLOYEES.  A  full-time  employee  is  one 
who  is  scheduled  for  not  less  than  seven  hours  per  diem 
for  fifty-two  (52)  weeks  per  annum  minus  legal  holidays 
and  authorized  leaves. 

A  part-time  employee  is  one  who  is  employed  for  less  than 
a  full-time  employee  as  defined  above,  except  that  a  reg- 
ular part-time  employee  shall  be  defined  as  one  who  works 
for  a  period  of  at  least  thirty  (30)  weeks  in  the  aggregate 
during  the  twelve  (12)  months  preceding  the  first  day  of 
June  each  year. 
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A  temporary  or  seasonal  employee  is  one  who  is  employed 
for  a  period  less  than  defined  in  the  preceding  two  (2) 
paragraphs . 

SECTION  10.  WORK  WEEK.  All  full-time  employees  in- 
cluding the  Classification  Plan  (except  the  Personnel  of 
the  Fire  Department,  Department  Heads ,  and  such  other 
personnel  as  the  Personnel  Board  shall  determine)  shall 
have  hours  of  duty  not  to  exceed  eight  (8)  hours  in  any 
one  day  and  the  scheduled  work  week  shall  not  exceed 
forty  (40)  hours.  Service  in  excess  of  forty  (40)  hours 
actually  worked  in  one  work  week  may  be  authorized,  in 
emergency,  by  an  officer  of  the  Town  whose  duty  it  is  to 
employ,  direct  or  control  such  employees  and  such  addi- 
tional service  shall  be  compensated  for  an  overtime  at 
time  and  one-half  rates. 

The  hours  of  duty  of  the  permanent  members  of  the  uniform- 
ed fire  fighting  force  of  the  Town  shall  be  so  established 
by  the  Selectmen,  acting  through  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, that  the  average  weekly  hours  of  duty  in  any  one 
year,  other  than  hours  during  which  members  may  be  sum- 
moned and  kept  on  duty  because  of  conflagrations  or  emer- 
gencies, shall  be  in  number  with  the 
exception  of  those  personnel  assigned  to  special  duty  by 
the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department. 

SECTION  11:   LEGAL  HOLIDAYS.    Legal  Holidays  shall  in- 
clude: New  Year' s  Day,  Washington' s  Birthday,  Patriot's 
Day,  Memorial  Day,  Independence  Day ,  Labor  Day,  Colum- 
bus Day,  Veterans  Day,  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas. 

Any  full-time  employees  and  regular  part-time  employees, 
all  of  whom  are  included  in  the  Classification  Plan,  shall 
be  paid  for  one  day  at  regular  straight  time  pay  for  the 
legal  holidays  which  fall  on,  or  are  observed  on  regularly 
scheduled  work  days;  provided  that  the  services  of  any 
such  employee  shall  have  been  actually  performed  during 
the  work  day  immediately  preceding  and  the  work  day  ac- 
tually following  any  such  legal  holiday,  unless  duly  au- 
thorized leave  of  absence  shall  have  been  granted  for 
either  of  such  days. 

Legal  holidays  falling  within  a  scheduled  work  week  are 
to  be  considered  as  hours  actually  worked  during  said 
scheduled  work  week. 

In  the  Police  and  Fire  Department  those  employees  per- 
forming their  official  duties  on  such  legal  holidays  shall 
receive  an  extra  day's  pay;  provided  that  if  an  employee 
shall  work  during  periods  inclusive  of  more  than  one  shift, 
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watch  or  tour  of  duty  on  the  same  legal  holiday  he  shall 
receive  an  extra  day's  pay  for  the  first  such  shift,  watch 
or  tour  of  duty  only. 

SECTION  12.   VACATIONS .  All  permanent  regular  employ- 
ees, subject  to  this  plan  shall  be  granted  two  w^eeks  vaca- 
tion with  pay  in  each  calendar  year,  provided  that  any 
such  employee  who  has  been  in  continuous  full-time  ser- 
vice of  the  Town  for  one  year,  next  preceding  July  first 
in  any  one  year,  and  who  has  actually  worked  at  least 
fifteen  weeks  during  such  period,  shall  in  such  year  re- 
ceive one  v/eek's  vacation  with  pay.   After  the  fifth  year 
three  weeks  with  pay  will  be  granted. 

Employees  with  ten  years  of  service  shall  be  granted  four 
weeks  vacation  with  pay.  Except  in  situations  which  are 
declared  unusual  by  the  Personnel  Board,  vacations  of 
more  than  two  weeks  shall  be  split. 

Any  full-time  employee,  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  111  and  Section  I  HE  of  Chapter  41  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws ,  whose  employment  is  terminated  during  a  year 
by  dismissal  through  no  fault  or  delinquency  on  his  part 
or  by  resignation,  retirement,  or  death,  without  his  hav- 
ing been  granted  the  vacation  to  which  he  is  entitled,  he, 
or  in  the  case  of  his  death,  his  estate,  shall  be  paid  at 
the  regular  rate  of  compensation  payable  to  him  at  the 
termination  of  his  employment,  an  amount  in  lieu  of  such 
vacation;  provided  that  no  monetary  or  allowance  has  al- 
ready been  made  therefor.  The  official  head  of  the  depart- 
ment in  which  the  person  was  last  employed  shall  enter 
on  the  departmental  payroll  all  amounts  due  and  payable 
under  above  paragraph. 

SECTION  13.    LEAVES  OF  ABSENCE. 

1 .  SICK  LEAVE.  Any  full-time  employee  (except  for 
those  appointed  by  the  School  Committee)  in  the  employ 
of  the  Town  shall  receive  sick  leave  benefits  subject  to 
the  following  provisions: 

A.  If  an  employee  is  incapacitated  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties  and  is  so  certified  in  writing  by  a  practicing 
physician,  the  term  of  receiving  compensation  shall  be 
based  on  the  following: 

1.  If  such  employee  is  insured  under  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Law,  the  Town,  upon  approval  by 
the  Personnel  Board  of  the  employee's  claim  to 
occupational  sick  leave  payments  shall  make  up 
the  difference  between  the  employee's  regular  com- 
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pensation  and  the  amount  paid  by  the  insurer.  For 
the  purpose  of  calculating  payments  by  the  Town 
under  this  para  graph,  the  phrase  "amount  paid  by 
the  insurer"  shall  mean  the  amount  paid  for  "Wage 
Benefits"  only  and  not  the  amount  paid  for  by  said 
insurer  for  medical  benefits,  hospital  benefits  or 
other  features.  After  payments  by  said  insurer 
have  ceased,  further  payments  by  the  Town  shall 
be  made  only  upon  the  report  of  the  employing  de- 
partment head  supported  by  further  written  medical 
testimony,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Personnel  Board.  As  used  in  this  paragraph, 
the  word  "insured"  shall  have  the  same  meaning 
as  prescribed  in  Sub-Section  7  of  Section  1  of 
Chapter  152  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended. 

2 .      If  an  employee  is  not  insured  under  the  Workmen' s 
Compensation  Law,  full  pay  shall  be  awarded  to 
the  first  three  (3)  days  of  incapacity  upon  the  ap- 
proval of  the  employing  department  head  and  there- 
after further  payments  by  the  Town  shall  be  made 
only  upon  the  specific  recommendation  of  the  em- 
ploying department  head  supported  by  written  med- 
ical testimony,  and  shall  be  subject  to  approval 
of  the  Personnel  Board. 

B.  After  six  (6)  months  full  time  employment,  during  which 
period  no  benefits  shall  accrue  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  paragraph  A  hereof,  employees  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  (1)  day  of  sick  leave  with  pay  for  each  month  of 
full-time  employment.  Employees  may  accumulate  unused 
benefits  up  to  a  total  of  ninety  (90)  days.    Benefits  by 
way  of  accumulated  days  of  sick  leave  for  past  years  of 
service  shall  be  granted  by  the  Personnel  Board  to  full- 
time  employees  at  the  rate  of  two  (2)  days  of  sick  leave 
for  each  year  of  full-time  service  to  the  Town  as  of  the 
effective  date  hereof  but  not  to  exceed  thirty  (30)  days. 

C.  The  granting  of  non-occupational  sick  leave  and  pay- 
ment of  compensation  during  such  period  shall  be  subject 
to  the  following  provisions  : 

1.  An  employing  department  head,  without  prior  ap- 
proval of  the  Personnel  Board  or  medical  evidence, 
may  grant  sick  leave  with  pay  to  any  employee  of 
his  department  for  a  maximum  of  six  (6)  days  in 
any  calendar  year  but  not  more  than  three  (3)  days 
at  any  one  time . 

2.  For  any  period  in  excess  of  three  (3)  days  the  em- 
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ployee  of  his  department  head  after  investigation 
shall  submit  a  report  to  the  Personnel  Board  which 
shall  be  considered  along  with  written  medical 
evidence  submitted  by  the  employee  and  a  deter- 
mination shall  be  made  by  the  Personnel  Board  of 
the  employee's  rights  to  the  benefits  set  forth  in 
paragraph  B  of  this  section. 

3  .  No  sick  leave  benefits  shall  be  granted  to  seasonal, 
part-time  or  temporary  employees  ,  not  shall  any 
benefits  be  granted  for  pregnancy,  excessive  use 
of  alcohol  or  drugs  .  Regular  part-time  employees 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  amount  of  sick  leave  in 
the  same  ratio  as  their  part-time  employment  bears 
to  full-time  employm.ent. 

4.  Full-time  employees  compensated  on  an  hourly 
basis  shall  receive  benefits  hereunder  at  the  rate 
of  the  standard  Town  work  week  hours  times  the 
hourly  rate  of  the  employees  . 

14.  BEREAVEMENT  LEAVE.  Any  regular  full-time  employee 
or  regular  part-time  employee  shall  be  allowed  time  off 
without  loss  of  pay  for  all  scheduled  work  days  falling 
within  the  three-day  period  next  following  the  date  of  a 
death  in  the  immediate  family .  The  immediate  family  shall 
include  parents,  spouse,  parents  of  spouse,  children, 
brother  or  sister. 

Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  construed  to  conflict 
with  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended.  The 
provisions  of  this  by-law  are  hereby  declared  to  be  sever- 
able and  if  any  such  provisions  or  the  application  of  any 
such  provision  to  any  person  or  circumstances  shall  be 
held  to  be  invalid,  illegal,  or  unconstitutional  such  ruling 
shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  the  validity  legality,  or 
constitutionality  of  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or 
the  application  of  said  by-laws  to  persons   or  circum- 
stances other  than  those  as  to  which  it  is  held  invalid, 
illegal  or  unconstitutional. 

SECTION  15.  TEMPORARY  AND  PART-TIME  EMPLOYEES. 
Temporary  and  occasional  employees  shall  be  paid  upon 
that  wage  schedule  which  applies  to  the  position  titles 
to  which  they  are  assigned  in  accordance  with  their  total 
length  of  service  in  those  positions  titles  by  reason  of 
former  employment  by  the  Town. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  establish  at 
any  time,  and  to  withdraw  at  any  time,  temporary  pay 
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differentials  in  excess  of  the  rates  as  set  forth  in  the 
Pay  Plan  required  to  meet  special  situations  arising  from 
seasonal  or  other  temporary  employment  conditions. 

SECTION  16.    PROMOTION  AND  DEMOTION.  Promotion 
is  a  change  from  a  position  of  a  lower  classification  and 
compensation  to  a  position  of  higher  classification  and 
compensation  and  greater  res  pons  iblities  .   When  an  em- 
ployee is  promoted,   he  shall  enter  the  new  position  at 
the  minimum  rate  of  the  range  for  the  appropriate  compen- 
sation grade,   or  at  the  step  rate  above  his  present  rate, 
whichever  is  higher.    He  may  receive  an  additonal  one- 
step  rate  increase  at  the  time  if  the  Department  Head  feels 
that  qualifications  and  performance  warrant  it  and  the 
Personnel  Board  approves. 

If  an  employee  should  be  transferred  to  a  lower  rated  job, 
he  shall  enter  it  at  his  own  rate  or  at  the  maximum  of  the 
job,  whichever  is  the  lower. 

SECTION  17.    MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS.  Every  applicant 
for  permanent  appointive  employment  by  the  Town  (except 
those  appointed  by  the  School  Committee)  shall  be  certi- 
fied by  a  practicing  physician,  designated  by  the  Person- 
nel Board,  as  to  his  or  her  physical  fitness  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  position  to  which  such  applicant  seeks 
appointment.     If  the  Personnel  Board  deems  such  action 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  Town,  it  may  require 
any  applicant  for  temporary  appointive   employment  by 
the  Town,  for  thirty  (30)  days  and  has  not  been  so  certi- 
fied, to  be  certified  by  a  physician,     designated  by 
the  Personnel  Board,  as  to  his  or  her  physical  fitness  to 
do  the  work  required  by  the  Town.     The  certification  re- 
quired hereunder  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  said  Board 
shall  determine.     The  cost  of  any  physical  examination 
required  by  this  section  shall  be  paid  by  the  Town. 

SECTION  18.     CIVIL  SERVICE  LAW.     Nothing  in  this  by- 
law shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with  Chapter  31  of  the 
General  Laws  . 

SECTION  19.    REPEAL  AND  VALIDITY.    All  by-laws ,  sub- 
section, sentence,  clause,  phrase,  or  figure  of  this  by- 
law is  for  anv  reason  held  to  be  unconstitutional  or  invalid, 
such  decision  and  invalidity  or  voidance  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  the  remaining  portions  of  this  by-law.  The 
Town  Meeting  hereby  declares  that  it  would  have  passed 
this  by-law  and  each  section,  sub-section,  sentence, 
clause,  phrase,  or  figure  thereof  even  if  it  had  known 
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that  any  one  or  more  sections,  sub-sections,  sentences, 
clauses,  phrases,  or  figures  shall  be  declared  unconsti- 
tutional or  void. 

This  by-law  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  the  earliest  period  allowed  by  law. 

Article  5  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  borrow  or  transfer  a  sum  of  money  to  the  Per- 
sonnel Board  for  operating  expenses  of  said  Board,  said 
funds  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  funds  duly  trans- 
ferred by  a  vote  of  said  Town  from  the  "Board  of  Review" 
Account  to  said  "Personnel  Board"  Account,  or  act  any- 
thing thereon. 

Article  58:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  borrow  or  transfer  a  sum  of  $500.00  to  the 
Southbridge  By-Laws  Revision  Committee  for  operating  ex- 
penses of  said  Board. 

Article  59:    Article  I:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
amend   its   town  by-laws   by  adding  thereto:  PARKING 
COMMISSION.    Section  I:    Board  —  Establishment;  com- 
position; terms  of  office;  chairman;  compensation.  There 
is  hereby  established  for  the  Town  of  Southbridge  a  park- 
ing commission  whose  membership  shall  consist  of  the 
chief  of  police,  the  town  engineer,  a  member  of  the  plan- 
ning board,   a  member  of  the  retail  trade  Board  of  the  Tri- 
Community  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  three  other  members 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  one  for  a  term 
of  one  year,  one  for  a  term  of  two  years,  one  for  the  term 
of  three  years ,  and  upon  the  expiration  of  such  initial 
terms  subsequent  appointments  shall  be  made  for  the  term 
of  three  years.     The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  designate 
the  chairman  of  the  board.    No  member  shall  receive  com- 
pensation for  services  performed  as  a  member  of  the  board. 

SECTION  II:  Same  —  Powers  and  duties  generally.  The 
parking  commission  shall  have  charge  of  and  be  responsi- 
ble for  all  meters,  parking  and  the  acquiring  of  off-street 
parking  areas  and  facilities  by  purchase,  gift,  eminent 
domain,  by  lease  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five  years,  or 
otherwise;  said  funds  to  be  also  made  available  for  the 
construction,  operation  and  maintenance  of  parking  facil- 
ities acquired  by  the  town,  and  shall  also  have  charge 
and  be  responsible  for  the  acquiring  and  installation  of 
parking  meters  thereon  and  the  purchasing  of  public  liabil- 
ity of  insurance  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  such 
facilities . 

SECTION  III:  Rules  and  regulations.  The  parking  com- 
mission shall  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  operation 
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and  use  of  all  parking  facilities.  One  copy  of  such  rules 
and  regulations  shall  be  deposited  with  the  town  clerk 
and  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection,  and  one 
copy  shall  be  posted  in  some  convenient  place  in  each  off 
street  parking  facility. 

SECTION  IV:     Receipts  and  expenditures.    Receipts  from 
the  use  of  parking  facilities  shall  be  collected  and  de- 
posited with  the  town  treasurer,  who  shall  keep  the  same 
in  a  separate  account  known  as  the  parking  fund  to  be  ex- 
pended at  the  direction  of  the  Parking  Commission  for  the 
purposes  authorized  by  General  Laws,  Chapter  40. 

SECTION  V:   Fees.     The  off-street  parking  commission 
shall  set  the  fees  for  the  use  of  all  parking  facilities  at 
such  rates  that  the  revenue  therefrom  shall  not  exceed  in 
the  aggregate  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  for  the  ac- 
q^disition,  including  debt  incurred  for  such  acquisition 
construction,  reconstruction,  surfacing,  policing  and  op- 
eration of  such  facilities  including  the  purchase  and  in- 
stallation of  parking  meters,  the  purchase  of  additional 
off-street  parking  facilities,  the  purchase  of  public  liabil- 
ity insurance  in  connection  with  the  use  of  such  facilities 
and  and  traffic  control  or  traffic  safety  purposes  in  con- 
nectionwith  the  use  of  such  facilities  provided  that  such 
fee  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  cents  for  any  one  hour 
of  use . 

SECTION  VI:    Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  construed 
to  conflict  with  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  as  amend- 
ed. The  provisions  of  this  by-law  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  severable  and  if  any  such  provisions  or  the  applica- 
tion of  any  such  provision  to  any  person  or  circumstances 
shall  be  held  to  be  invalid,  illegal,  or  unconstitutional 
such  ruling  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  the  validity 
legality,  or  constitutionality  of  any  of  the  remaining  pro- 
visions or  the  application  of  said  by-laws  to  persons  or 
circumstances  other  than  those  as  to  which  it  is  held  in- 
valid, illegal  or  unconstitutional. 

Article  60:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  borrow  or  transfer  a  sum  of  money  for  the  ac- 
quiring of  parking  areas  and  facilities  by  purchase,  gift, 
eminent  domain,  by  lease  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five 
(5)  years  or  otherwise;  said  funds  to  be  also  made  avail- 
able for  the  demolition,  constru.ction,  operation  and  main- 
tenance of  said  parking  facilities  so  acquired  by  the  Town, 
including  the  installation  of  parking  meters  therein  and 
the  purchasing  of  public  liability  insurance  in  the  connec- 
tion with  the  operation  of  such  facilities,  or  act  anything 
thereon. 

Article  61:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate ,  borrow  or  transfer  a  sum  of  money  to  enable 
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the  Town  Clerk  to  obtain  a  vault  to  be  used  exclusively 
by  the  Town  Clerk,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Article  62:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate,   borrow  or  transfer  the  sum  of  ($7,500.00) 
seventy-five  hundred  dollars,  said  money  to  be  used  by 
charter  commission  for  expenses,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Article  63:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate ,  borrow  or  transfer  the  sum  of  forty  two  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  town's  share 
of  the  cost  of  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  Insurance  for 
town  employes  from  50%  to  90%, or  act  anything  thereon.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 


SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

I  hereby  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
the  Southbridge  Public  Schools .  This  is  the  seventy-seventh 
in  a  series  of  such  reports. 

PERSONNEL 

This  year  the  Southbridge  School  System  has  had  the  usual 
number  of  personnel  changes .  Many  of  these  people  served 
the  community  and  the  system  well,  however,  the  contribu- 
tion made  by  five  of  these  individuals  deserve  special 
recognition. 

Mrs.  Kathryn  Beauregard,  Miss  Constance  Coderre,  and 
Miss  Persis  F.  Howe  completed  over  one  hundred  and 
twenty-two  years  of  service  to  the  town  of  Southbridge  this 
past  June.    Every  man  and  woman  between  the  ages  of  fif- 
teen and  sixty  who  attended  Southbridge  High  School  has 
been  influenced  in  some  way  by  these  three  dedicated 
teachers.    They  coached  sports,  supervised  student  activ- 
ities, and  taught  a  variety  of  subjects  while  actively  em- 
ployed in  our  schools.    We  wish  them  every  happiness 
and  longevity  in  their  retirement  years. 

Mr.  John  Conlon,  a  mathematics  teacher  for  some  eight 
years  at  the  high  school,  passed  away  just  before  school 
started  this  year .  He  was  an  outstanding  classroom  teacher; 
however,  he  will  be  long  remembered  by  everyone  concerned 
because  of  his  involvement  and  leadership  with  the  student 
council.  We  extend  our  sincerest  and  deepest  sympathy  to 
his  family. 

Dr.  Lewis  A.  Kyrios  -  known  by  one  and  all  as  "Lou"  -  de- 
parted after  thirty  most  productive  years  teaching,  coaching 
and  guiding  the  youth  of  Southbridge.  His  true  contribution 
to  the  town  and  to  the  area  cannot  be  measured.  But  as 
long  as  there  is  an  educational  system  in  Southbridge  his 
high  ideals,  his  complete  dedication  to  the  profession,  and 
his  unselfish  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  all  will  remain 
apart  of  the  system  forever .  We  join  the  entire  community 
in  extending  our  warmest  sympathy  to  his  wife  and  family. 
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A  retired  teacher  with  over  fourty  years  of  outstanding 
service  to  Southbridge  passed  away  this  past  January. 
Miss  Thecla  Fitzgerald,  a  high  school  teacher,  helped  so 
many  students  over  the  years.  She  was  like  a  second 
mother  to  many.  To  all  who  knew  her,  the  name  of  Miss 
Fitzgerald  stood  for  the  highest  type  of  womanhood,  integ- 
rity, and  loyalty  to  worthy  ideals.  She  will  live  in  the 
memory  of  all  who  share  this  loss. 

IN  SERVICE  PROGRAMS 

This  year  we  sponsored  a  number  ofinservice  programs  for 
the  teachers  in  Southbridge.  In  the  audio  visual  field  we 
offered  both  a  beginning  and  an  advanced  inservice  course 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Francis  Flanagan.  These 
courses  gave  the  teachers  a  better  understanding  of  the 
various  aids  used  in  a  classroom  along  with  the  opportunity 
to  actually  plan  ,  write  ,  and  develop  materials  and  pro- 
grams that  they  could  use  in  their  own  teaching. 

An  inservice  course  was  also  available  in  social  studies 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  James  Forkey.    This  course 
was  primarily  developed  around  the  inductive  teaching 
approach.  The  participants  found  this  course  both  stimulat- 
ing and  rewarding . 

Because  of  the  nature  of  the  continuous  reading  program, 
with  the  major  emphasis  on  the  Spaulding  Reading  Method, 
it  was  necessary  to  offer  an  inservice  reading  course  for 
all  new  teachers  in  Southbridge.  Mrs.  Carrol  Vangel  was 
the  teacher,  and  Mrs.  Camella  Dintini  was  the  coordinator 
of  this  most  successful  inservice  program. 

NEW  PROGRAMS 

This  year  we  continued  our  long  range  educational  improve- 
ment program .  In  the  area  of  new  staff  people  the  follow- 
ing positions  were  filled: 

1.  Art  -  A  new  junior  high  art  teacher  completes  the 
growth  program  in  this  field.  We  now  have  a  full 
time  art  person  at  all  three  levels. 

2.  Guidance  -  Two  new  guidance  counselors  were 
hired  this  year.  One  counselor  works  with  over 
1000  students  at  the  elementary  level  ,  and  the 
other  counselor  works  with  the  boys  at  Cole  Trade 
and  at  Mechanic  Street  Schools.    The  suggested 
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pupil  -  counselor  ratio  is  300  to  1  in  a  school  sys- 
tem.  We  presently  employ  four  counselors  and  one 
director  for  over  2500  students.  We  can  anticipate 
the  need  for  additional  counselors  in  the  future  in 
order  to  reach  the  necessary  state  and  national 
recommended  ratios. 

3 .  Physical  Education  -  Two  new  teachers  were  hired 
at  the  junior  high  this  year.  We  now  have  physical 
education  programs  for  all  students  in  grades  one 
through  twelve  for  the  first  time. 

4 .  Reading  Teacher  -  The  Federal  Government  (Title  I 
program)  has  paid  for  remedial  reading  teachers  in 
the  Charlton  Street,  Pleasant  Street,  and  Junior  or 
Senior  High  Schools  for  the  past  three  years.  How- 
ever, because  of  the  reading  program  in  our  schools 
the  West  Street  and  Eastford  Road  Schools  needed 
extra  reading  help.  This  year  two  reading  teachers 
were  hired  half  time  in  these  schools.    In  all  ele- 
mentary schools  the  development  of  remedial  read- 
ing programs  is  available  jfor  all  students  for  the 
first  time . 

5.  Custodian  -  Last  year  the  head  custodian  was  part- 
time  coordinator  and  part-time  janitor.  The  head 
maintenance  man  resigned,  and  the  custodial  posi- 
tions were  rearranged.  The  head  custodian  became 
a  full  -  time  coordinator  along  with  maintenance 
responsibilities.  Thus  a  new  full-time  custodian 
was  hired  for  Cole  Trade  High  School. 

The  decision  was  also  made  to  hire  a  full-time 
painter  for  one  year  in  order  to  evaluate  the  pos- 
sible savings  to  the  school  system.  This  position 
was  filled  in  April. 

New  pilot  projects  were  started  this  year  in  the  Charlton 
Street,  Mechanic  Street  and  the  Eastford  Road  Schools.  At 
the  Charlton  Street  School,  the  first,  second,  and  third 
grade  students  are  not  receiving  report  cards.  Instead, 
each  boy  or  girl  is  evaluated  in  terms  of  their  own  growth 
factors.  Teachers  discuss  the  strengths  and  weaknesses 
of  the  child  with  parents  at  conferences  held  at  different 
times  during  the  year .  Written  reports  and  individual  letters 
are  sent  home  periodically  during  the  year  to  supplement 
the  conferences. 

Another  pilot  project  was  initiated  at  the  Mechanic  Street 
School  this  year .  The  Special  Needs  Program  for  the  eighth 
grade  boys  was  expanded  to  include  a  program  for  fifteen 
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boys  in  plant  maintenance.  The  program  has  been  so  well 
accepted  by  the  students  and  parents  that  we  have  been 
able  to  operate  all  year  at  full  capacity. 

A  third  pilot  project  finds  the  Eastford  Road  and  Charlton 
Street  Schools  departmentalizing  as  many  of  their  grades 
as  possible.  Thus,  in  the  near  future  these  two  schools 
could  be  organized  on  an  individualized,  non-graded  pro- 
gram. The  other  two  elementary  schools  will  work  toward 
departmentalizing  their  program  before  moving  into  a  non- 
graded  program. 

School  -  aids  were  hired  under  a  federal  grant  this  year  to 
help  supervise  and  support  routine  school  programs.  They 
supervised  playground  activities,  recess  periods,  lunch 
periods  and  helped  with  some  clerical  and  classroom  duties 
These  same  activities  and  responsibilities  were  assumed 
at  the  Eastford  Road  ,  Pleasant  Street  and  West  Street 
Schools  by  volunteer  mothers.  These  paid  aids  and  volun- 
teer aids  made  it  possible  for  teachers  to  have  some  time 
away  from  the  students  to  eat  their  lunches  and  to  prepare 
materials  for  the  afternoon  session.  This  time  also  was 
used  by  the  teachers  to  work  with  bus  students  who  need- 
ed additional  help. 

At  the  Eastford  Road  and  West  Street  Schools  volunteer  aids 
helped  Mrs.  Baker  with  her  perceptually  handicapped  stu- 
dents. This  program  will  be  expanded  under  a  Federal  Title 
VI  Program  this  coming  year. 

The  Band  Instructor,  Mr.  Herbert  Aronoff,  has  started  in- 
dividual instruction  at  the  fourth  grade  level.  This  expan- 
sion program  should  help  both  the  junior  high  and  senior 
high  bands  in  the  future. 

At  the  Junior  High  School,  the  following  changes  and  im- 
provements have  been  made: 

1.  Class  schedule  -  changing  from  an  eighth  period 
to  a  seven  period  day. 

2 .  Art  Program  -  a  full  time  art  teacher  at  the 
school  for  the  first  time. 

3.  Curriculum  Coordinators  -  one  teacher  assigned 
supervising  responsibilities  over  each  major 
subject  area.

4.  Library  program  -  one  person  assigned  library 
responsibilities  for  the  full  seven  period  sched- 
ule instead  of  using  seven  different  teachers . 

5.  School  fairs  -  one  school  fair  to  replace  four 
separate  fairs. 

The  changes  and  improvements  made  in  the  senior  high  pro- 
gram will  be  found  in  the  section  entitled  the  Southbridge 
High  School  Report. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  complete  this  part  of  the  report 
without  thanking  the  Charlton  Street,  Eastford  Road,  and 
the  West  Street  Parent-Teachers  Associations  (PTA) .  These 
groups  purchased  television  sets,  typewriters,  and  over- 
head projectors  to  help  supplement  the  equipment  found  in 
each  school.  This  certainly  helped  the  school  budget,  but 
the  most  important  factor  is  that  it  helped  the  teachers  and 
students  more.     The  elementary  schools  are  using  audio- 
visual aids  more  today  than  ever  before.  Every  member  of 
the  P.T.A.  deserves  a  personal  "thank  you"  for  their  con- 
tribution to  the  Southbridge  Educational  System . 


FUTURE  NEEDS 

Lack  of  necessary  facilities  in  all  our  schools  has  reach- 
ed a  point  that  calls  for  immediate  action.   At  the  elemen- 
tary level  we  have  over  one  thousand  students ,  thirty-three 
teachers,  and  thirty-three  classrooms  for  grades  one  through 
five.     Some  of  these  classrooms  have  over  thirty-eight 
pupils  in  rooms  that  are  too  small  for  the  educational  pro- 
grams of  today.    If  we  reduced  our  pupil-teacher  ratio  to 
the  recommended  maximum  of  twenty-five  to  one,  we  would 
need  nine  additional  classrooms  today.    The  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  has  established  mandatory  kindergarten 
regulations  and  requirements .     With  approximately  four 
hundred  births  in  Southbridge  every  year,  it  would  take 
seven  or  eight  additional  classrooms  (classrooms  that  we 
do  not  presently  have)  to  accommodate  the  necessary 
children  in  a  kindergarten  program .    The  stage ,  remedied 
storage  areas,  shower  rooms,  the  principal's  office,  and 
corridors  are  presently  being  used  for  classroom  purposes. 
Thus,  in  the  elementary  schools  we  need  seventeen  class- 
rooms, one  large  cafeteria,  three  conference -work  areas, 
three  library  rooms,    three  special  classroom  facilities, 
and  increased  office   space  to  take  care  of  our  present 
elementary  needs . 
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The  specific  needs  and  conditions  at  the  Mary  E.  Wells 
Junior  High  School  will  be  found  in  the  junior  high  report. 

The  high  school  report  will  show  how  we  are  utilizing  the 
present  facilities  at  one  hundred  percent  efficiency.  If 
the  trade  school  students  move  to  a  new  regional  vocational 
building,  the  town  could  realize  about  fourteen  additional 
classrooms  for  the  high  school  use.  With  this  possibility 
two  to  three  years  in  the  future,  our  present  need  for  addi- 
tional space  and  facilities  at  the  high  school  would  not  be 
realized. 

The  annual  town  meeting  in  March  should  offer  the  people 
of  Southbridge  an  opportunity  to  make  a  selection  from  a 
variety  of  alternatives.  Some  of  the  possible  alternatives: 

1 .  Vote  to  regionalize  with  Charlton  and  Dudley  on 
a  kindergarten  to  grade  twelve  basis. 

2.  Vote  not  to  regionalize. 

3.  Vote  to  form  a  Southbridge  Building  Committee. 

4 .  Vote  not  to  form  a  Southbridge  Building  Commit- 
tee . 

5.  Take  no  action  what  so  ever. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHBRIDGE  HIGH  SCHOOL 
Edward  J.  Desroches,  Principal 

Secondary  education  inthe60's  isbecoming  more  and  more 
complex  and   concomitantly  more   and    more  meaningful 

Greater  experimentation,  research,  and  federal  aid  have 
brought  about  more  changes  in  this  decade  than  was  per^ 
haps  witnessed  during  the  previous  fifty  years. 

Our  programs  at  Southbridge  High  School  during  the  past 
year  attempted  to  incorporate  the  knowledge  gained  through 
research  in  the  area  of  secondary  education. 

CONDITIONS,  CHANGES,  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 
AT     SOUTHBRIDGE     HIGH  SCHOOL 
BEGINNING     SEPTEMBER,  1968 

In  order  to  appreciate  the  conditions  under  which  educa 
tional  improvements  were  made  in  1968,  a  summary  of 
those  conditions  and  improvements  follows: 

1.     Increased  Enrollment  -  660  students  were  reg 
istered  for  the  opening  of  school.    This  is  an 
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increase  of  73  students  over  the  total  enroll- 
ment we  had  in  June,  1968. 

2.  Plant  Utilization  -  All  classrooms  and  specials 
rooms  were  utilized  every  period  of  the  day. 
This  represents,  of  course,   100%  utilization! 

3.  Increased  Number  Of  Classes  -  A  total  of  189 
classes  were  schedules  for  September  as  com- 
pared to  165  in  September,  1967.    This  repre- 
sents,  of  course,  an  impressive  increase  of  24 
classes . 

4.  New  Courses  -  Whenever  over-crowded  condi- 
tions exist,  many  schools  respond  by  limiting 
or  curtailing   some   curriculum  offerings .  In 
spite  of  our  100%  Plus  plant  utilization,  we 
added  the  following  courses  to  our  curriculum: 

1.  Data  Processing 

2.  Comparative  Political  &  Economic 
Systems 

3.  The  Human  Experience  -  interdisci- 
plinary course    involving  English 
social  studies,  science,  music,  and  art 

4.  Spanish  III 

5.  Public  Speaking  for  all  seniors 

6.  Remedial  and  Developmental  Reading 

7 .  Art  Program  Expanded  -  permitting 
some  students  to  attend  art  classes 
three  times  a  week  instead  of  two 
each  week 

5.  Changes  In  Personnel  -  Eleven  new  teachers , 
three  of  whom  are  department  heads ,  Joined  our 
staff  in  September. 

6.  Changes  In  Bell  Schedule  -  Strategic  changes 
in  our  bell  schedule  added  an  extra  hour  of 
teaching  time  per  week.  We  shortened  the  wait- 
ing period  between  entrance  to  school  and  the 
beginning  of  homeroom  period  by  eight  minutes; 
the  homeroon  period  by  one  minute;  and  sched- 
uled   dismissal  from  the  last  class  period 
instead  of  homerooms  at  the  end  of  the  day  - 
gaining  an  additional  three  minutes.  Total 
gain  per  day  -  12  minutes;  and  total  gain  per 
week  -  one  hour  of  extra  teaching  time. 

7  .    Administration  Of  Preliminary  Scholastic  Apti- 
tude Tests  &  Merit  Exams  -  Both  PSATs  and 
Merit  Exams  originally  administered  during  reg- 
ular school  time  will  be  administered  on  Sat- 
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urdays  during  the  1968-1969  school  year. 
The  main  purpose  of  this  scheduling  is  to  de- 
crease the  classroom  interruptions  by  our  test- 
ing program. 

8.  Change  In  Lunch  Time  -  The  first  lunch  period 
was  scheduled  for  11:32  a.m.  or  approximately 
an  hour  later  than  in  former  years.  Scheduling 
the  lunch  period  an  hour  later  received  universal 
approval  and  acceptance. 

9.  Progress  Reports  -  at  midpoint  of  each  marking 
period  all  students  will  now  be  given  a  progress 
report  which  will  be  signed  by  the  parents  and 
returned  to  school.  This  is  an  extension  of  the 
warning  slips  which  were  issued  only  to  stu- 
dents who  were  either  failing  or  acheiving 
below  certified  grades .  This  is  another  attempt 
at  keeping  parents  better  informed  about  the 
total  progress  of  their  sons  and  daughters 

10.  Make -Up  Sessions  -  All  teachers  are  now 
available  to  students  for  extra  help  every  after- 
noon until  3:00  p.m.  except  Friday.  From  now 
on,  one  day  a  week,  teachers  will  remain  in 
school  at  least  until  3:30  p.m.  to  help  students 
in  making  up  their  work. 

11.  Staff  Handbook  -  This  30-page  handbook  was 
prepared  to  delineate  the  policies,  practices 
and  procedures  of  Southbridge  High  School.  It 
will  provide  the  basis  for  consistency  and  uni- 
formity in  the  general  operation  of  our  school 


LIBRARY 

As  modern  educators  move  away  from  the  single  textbook 
as  the  sole  classroom  authority,  our  teachers  are  encour 
aging  students  toward  the  independent  research  and  study 
which  is  so  important  for  successful  college  work.  The 
high  school  library  supports  the  curriculum  and  provides 
for  auxiliary  reading  in  areas  of  interest  to  young  adults 
Our  collection  totals  over  8 , 000  hardbound  books  and 
other  printed  materials  in  the  following  categories:

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The  average  circulation  in  1968 was  49  books,  magazines, 
or  pamphlets  per  day.    Average  attendance  was  171  stu- 
dents per  day,  all  of  whom  were  engaged  in  assigned 
research  or  were  using  the  facilities  of  the  library  for 
independent  study. 

Our  library,  as  indicated  above,  continues  to  serve  as 
the  hub  of  educational  activities.  Unfortunately,  lack  of 
space  has  now  become  an  acute  problem.  There  is  little 
more  room  for  growth  under  present  conditions  and  unless 
some  expansion  program  is  initiated  in  the  near  future, 
we  will  begin  to  fall  short  of  meeting  the  needs  of  a  con- 
tinuously developing  curriculum. 

I  strongly  suggest,  therefore,  that  a  thorough  study  of 
this   problem  and  its   solution  be   conducted  in  1969. 


SUMMER  SCHOOL 

Our  fourth  Summer  School  Program  was  as  much  of  an  edu- 
cational success  as  our  previous  three.    The  main  objec- 
tives of  the  Program:   make  up  deficiencies,  raise  marks, 
preview  courses,  and  develop  basic  skills  continued  to 
be  met  with  considerable  success  in  1968.   100  students 
from  Southbridge  and  24  from  surrounding  communities 
made  up  our  total  enrollment. 

Plans  are  already  being  formulated  to  expand  our  1969 
Summer  School  by  including  new  courses  such  as:  How  to 
Study,  College  Boards  Preparation,  and  the  Great  Books. 
We  are  also  hoping  to  offer  enrichment  courses  in  the 
major  areas  of  the  curriculum  if  sufficient  student  interest 
exists .

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  GUIDANCE  AND  PLACEMENT 
David  G.  Boudreau,  Director 

The  philosophy  of  the  Department  of  Guidance  and  Place- 
mentisthat  education  encompasses  allaspects  of  the  stu- 
dent's total  living  experience--his  personal  and  social 
development,  together  with  his  educational  and  vocational 
training.  This  approach  means  that  every  effort  should  be 
directed  toward  utilizing  the  total  environment  to  reach  the 
the  goals  set  for  each  individual. 

The  major  objective  of  Guidance  and  Pupil  Personnel  Serv- 
ices placed  the  emphasis  on  recognizing  the  uniqueness 
of  the  student  and  bringing  together  the  total  efforts  of  the 
total  school  staff .  These  services  are  those  individualized 
aspects  which  enable  each  student  to  assume  responsibility 
for  his  decisions  and  grow  in  his  ability  to  understand  and 
accept  the  results  of  his  choices.  This  approach  of  taking 
the  student' s  total  life  experience  while  in  school  requires 
a  highly  intergrated  and  coordinated  program . 

Progressive  steps  in  providing  this  type  of  program  began 
this  past  fall  with  the  addition  of  a  full  time  Elementary 
School  Counselor  and  a  full  time  Vocational  School  Coun- 
selor. 
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The  following  are  summaries  of  the  services  offered  in  the 
program: 

1.  A  flexible  and  extensive  counseling  service  is  offer- 
ed to  all  students  at  every  grade  level.    Parent  and 
teacher  conferences  are  held  as  the  need  arises. 

2.  Testing  and  Evaluation--Administration  and  interpre- 
tation of  tests  and  testresults — intelligence,  achieve- 
ment, scholastic  ability ,  and  interest  inventories 
are  given  at  designated  intervals  in  the  program  of 
study. 

3.  Studies  of  test  results  and  pupil  progress  are  made 
at  each  level  as  an  aid  in  proper  placement  and  pos- 
sible curriculum  revision. 

4.  Maintenance  of  student  records--Separate  forms  are 
used  to  record  test  results,  adding  to  the  systematic 
year-by-year  record  of  the  individual's  educational 
progress.  Attempts  are  made  to  identify  the  learning 
and  school  adjustment  problems  of  pupils.  Evalua- 
gions  are  made  of  pupils  with  acute  problems  of  devel- 
opment in  school,  remedies  are  suggested  and 
referrals  are  made  to  the  proper  agencies. 

5.  Maintenance  of  up-to-date  educational  and  vocation- 
al reference  materials. 

6.  Regularly  scheduled  conferences  with  admission  of- 
ficers from  colleges  and  technical  schools  and  re 
cruiting  personnel  of  the  armed  services. 

7.  Assistance  to  students  desiring  temporary  and 
permanent  employment -  - summer ,  before  and  after 
school  hours,  weekend,  vacation,  and  permanent 
jobs  before  and  after  graduation,  in  cooperation  with 
the  local  Massachusetts  Employment  Security  Office 

8.  Participation  in  cooperative  work  programs  with  local 
business  and  industry. 

9.  Studies  of  graduates  and  school  leavers  are  designed 
to  determine  the  scope  of  the  guidance  program,  the 
needs  of  the  former  students,  and  possible  implica 
tions  for  curriculum  revisions. 

Itis  commendable  to  note  the  foresightedness  of  the  South 
bridge  School  Committee  and  Administration  in  expanding 
the  guidance  services  to  the  Elementary  and  Vocational 
School  levels .

Many  projects  this  year  were  completed  by  the  students 
under  the  guidance  of  their  instructors  at  Cole  Trade  High 
School: 

1.  Christmas  trees  and  lights  were  installed  in  the  center 
of  town  by  the  boys  at  Cole  Trade  and  Mechanic  Street 
Schools . 

2.  New  lighting  was  installed  at  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior 
High  School. 
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3.  Carpet  was  laid  on  front  stairs  at  Cole  Trade  School. 

4.  The  Cabinet  Department  has  worked  on  the  following 
jobs  for  the  following  schools. 

Mechanic  Street  School  -  Remodeling  and  renovating , 
addition  to  front  entrance,  shelter  and  stairs.  Platform 
for  loading  and  shelter  in  rear.  New  office  for  guidance , 
suspended  ceiling,  tile  floors,  built  tool  room  and 
tool  cabinet,  installed  doors  and  made  fire  doors.

REPORT  OF  MECHANIC  STREET  SCHOOL 

The  8th  grade  Pre -Vocational  Exploratory  Program  has  been 
expanded  to  fourty-four  pupils.    This  program  was  in  full 
swing  this  past  September  with  students  from  Southbridge, 
Charlton,  Dudley  and  Sturbridge. 

In  addition  to  introducing  the  youngsters  to  the  basics  of 
Machine,  Sheetmetal,  Electrical  and  Carpentry  trades, 
this  year  a  new  Factory  Maintenance  program  has  been 
added  to  the  program  with  a  teacher  of  factory  maintenance  , 
and  academic  teacher,  a  shop  teacher  and  project  super- 
visor are  part  of  the  teaching  staff. 

Many  repairs  have  been  made  to  Mechanic  Street  building, 
including  repairing  the  porch  roof,  constructing  a  new 
loading  platform,  panelling  the  second  floor  room,  putting 
in  tile  flooring,  a  new  office  for  the  project  supervisor  and 
presently  a  new  reading  room  is  being  built  by  the  students. 
Many  practical  projects  are  being  done  by  the  students. 
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We  have  many  new  types  of  audio  visual  aids  to  enable 
the  pupils  to  better  overcome  some  of  the  problems  they 
may  have  in  academic  subjects.  Many  new  pieces  of  shop 
equipment  have  also  been  purchased.  A  large  portion  of 
the  cost  of  operation  of  this  project  has  come  from  Federal 
and  State  Funds. 

Some  of  the  academic  subjects  are:  Social  Studies,  Math- 
ematics, Science,  English,  Reading  and  Mechanical  Draw- 
ing . 

Field  trips  to  various  industries  to  give  a  first  hand  view 
of  tradesmen  at  work.  This  is  another  way  a  youngster 
maybe  motivated  to  become  a  more  interested  student  and 
to  pursue  a  trade  further.  They  have  their  own  Student 
Council  which  makes  them  feel  part  of  the  school.

REPORT  OF  ADULT  EDUCATION 
David  C.  O'Brien,  Director 

During  the  past  year,  classes  have  been  held  at  Mary  E. 
Wells  Junior  High  School  in  Adult  Basic  and  Adult  Civic 
Education.    These  classes  are  under  the  supervision  of 
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Mr.  David  C.  O'Brien.  A  total  of  five  classes  were  held 
in  Adult  Basic  Education,  and  one  class  in  Adult  Civic, 
with  a  total  enrollment  of  95  students.  Four  students  grad- 
uated form  Adult  Basic  Classes  bringing  the  total  list  of 
graduates  in  this  program  to  six.  These  classes  are  open 
to  anyone  in  the  area  towns,  and  last  year  students  from 
seven  different  towns  attended. 


REPORT  OF  MAKY  E,  WELLS  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 
RaoulO.  Lataille,  Principal 

THE  NEED  IS  YESTERDAY 

The  Wells  Junior  High  School  problems  of  space  due  to 
overcrowdedness ,  the  evident  lack  of  facilities,  and  the 
absence  of  basic  needs  compels  me  to  confine  my  Annual 
Report  this  year  to  this  situation  and  thereby  acquaint  the 
public  with  the  existing  conditions  at  this  school.  Many 
of  these  problems  are  not  unique  to  the  Junior  High  School, 
but  are  more  numerous  at  this  level. 

The  urgency  of  the  situation,  as  indicated  by  the  title, 
indicates  strongly  enough  that  any  more  delay  in  realiz- 
ing and  postponing  action  in  this  area  can  prove  disastrous 
to  our  whole  School  System. 

These  facilities  and  needs  must  be  reckoned  with  now 
before  the  problems  become  insurmountable.    If  not,  we 
will  be  faced  with  these  shortcomings  very  soon  and  con- 
sequently will  be  forced  into  hasty  planning  and  short- 
sighted decisions  that  would  neither  be  wise  nor  adequate. 

Following  is  the  existing  situation  at  Wells  Junior  High 
School: 

At  present,  thirty-three  (33)  rooms  are  used  for  classroom 
purposes   including   Home  Economics,    Industrial  Arts, 
Mechanical  Drawing,  Art,  Vocal  and  Instrumental  Music  , 
and  three  rooms  as  Special  or  Retarded  Classes. 

Four  teachers  are  teaching  their  classes  in  different  rooms 
every  period  of  the  day  because  there  are  not  enough  rooms 
for  all  teachers  to  have  their  respective  classes. 

Physical  Education,  compelled  by  the  State,  must  make 
use  of  the  Auditorium  for  its  classes.  This  limits  the  use 
of  this  area  for  other  essential  purposes  such  as:  assem- 
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blies,  audio-visual  use,  etc.  On  the  other  hand,  certain 
activities  also  interfere  with  the  normal  operation  of  the 
Physical  Education  Program.  Furthermore,  there  are  no 
shower  facilities  at  Wells. 

The  outside  play  area  should  be  resurfaced  with  black-top 
in  order  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  months  when  Physi- 
cal Education  can  be  held  outside  under  more  satisfactory 
conditions. 

There  are  no  Science  Laboratories  which  are  essential  to 
a  modern  Science  Program  at  this  level.  Science  must  be 
laboratory-oriented  rather  than  being  confined  to  teacher 
demonstrations  only. 

The  Language  Laboratory  with  only  five  stations  for  ap- 
proximately two  hundred  and  seventy-five  (275)  students 
is  highly  insufficient  and  inadequate.  If  we  are  to  expose 
Junior  High  pupils  to  another  language,  and  we  definitely 
should,  we  must  make  provisions  for  a  much  more  satis- 
factory program  than  exists  at  present. 

Cafeteria  and  Kitchen  facilities  are  highly  unsatisfactory 
and  inadequate  for  a  Junior  High  School  and  much  more  so 
if  you  consider  and  include  the  preparation  of  hot  lunches 
for  Pleasant  Street  School  in  addition  to  the  preparation 
of  food  for  the  Junior  High  pupils. 

The  space  provided  for  the  expanding  School  Library  is 
much  too  confined  so  that  larger  quarters  must  inevitably 
be  allocated  next  year  to  this  all-important  phase  of 
today's  education  for  this  age  group. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Library,  a  much-needed  instruc- 
tional materials  center  and  learning  center  must  be  pro- 
vided for  teachers  to  avail  themselves  of  needed  class- 
room   materials  and  for  preparation  or  previewing  of 
instructional  materials.     The  learning  center  would  be  a 
place  for  pupils  to  review  subject  matter,  to  makeup  work 
missed  due  to  absence  and  to  do  research  on  personal 
assignments  or  projects. 

Music  Rooms,  especially  Instrumental,  are  a  must  since 
rehearsals  take  place  during  school  hours.   At  present^ 
the  Band  Room  is  so  situated  in  the  basement  floor  that 
it  is  adjacent  to  one  of  the  Special  Classes  and  also 
located  under  8  classrooms  on  the  above  floors.  Needless 
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to  say  that,  during  rehearsals,  teachers  in  these  rooms 
cannot  conduct  classes  properly. 

Conference  Rooms  for  Teacher-Parent,  Pupil-Teacher, 
Principal-Teachers,  or  Departmental  Meetings  are  non- 
existent at  Wells  unless  a  regular  classroom  is  used  for 
that  purpose  after  school  hours.  This  practice,  of  course, 
interferes  with  other  classroom  procedures  such  as  Deten- 
tion, Make-Up  or  Extra-Help. 

The  exposure  to  Industrial  Arts  for  all  7th  and  8th  Grade 
boys  necessitates  the  expansion  of  this  Department.  We 
sincerely  believe  this  Program  to  be  essentially  an  integral 
part  of  our  Junior  High  Program  since  it  gives  all  these 
boys  a  chance  to  explore  the  manual  field  prior  to  making 
their  selection  to  the  Trade  School  or  to  the  academic  High 
School. 

The  three  Special  Classrooms  located  in  the  basement  of 
the  building  are  very  dingy  in  appearance  and  should  not 
generally  be  used  as  classrooms.  However,  I  am  certain 
that  little  extra  work,  maintenance  and  remodeling  would 
make  these  rooms  completely  suitable  and  attractive  as 
classrooms . 

The  lack  of  storage  space  throughout  the  building  makes 
it  imperative  to  store  some  supplies  and  equipmentin  very 
obvious  and  easily  accessible  places  which  do  not  create 
an  appearance  of  neatness  and  cleanliness  about  the 
building . 

Last,  but  certainly  not  least,  the  Administrative  Quarters 
at  the  Junior  High  School  are  entirely  too  small  and  com- 
pletely inadequate  to  conduct  efficiently  the  business  of 
a   school  at  this  level  with  more   than   600  students. 

In  conclusion,  lam  extremely  fortunate  to  have  had  a  very 
competent  staff  and  wish  to  thank  all  of  them  for  the  type 
of  work  they  do,  the  training  they  give  the  pupils,  and  the 
results  they  obtain  against  some  of  the  most  adverse  con- 
ditions which   should  be  remedied  in  the    near  future. 

May  I  also  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  my  immediate 
staff.  Secretary  and  Assistant,  for  their  splendid  help  and 
cooperation;  to  Mr.  Beattie,  our  Superintendent,  I  wish  to 
express  my  appreciation  for  his  understanding  of  our  dif- 
ficulties and  for  his  efforts  to  remedy  these  poor  existing 
conditions.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  PRINCIPALS 
Mrs.  Camella  Dintini  -  Miss  Constance  L'Ecuyer 
Mr.  Vincent  J,  Puracchio 

Public  education  in  the  United  States  is  based  on  the  Dem- 
ocratic conviction  that  every  child  has  a  right  to  be  helped 
through  elementary  and  secondary  education,  to  develop 
his  potentialities  to  the  maximum.  The  national  welfare 
demands  that  every  child  have  such  an  opportunity.  With 
this  in  mind>  and  realizing  The  Philosophy  of  Education  as 
developed  by  our  School  Committee  in  the  spring  of  1968, 
we  in  elementary  education  are  ever  striving  to  meet  the 
educational  needs  of  our  children  in  developing  the  total 
school  program . 

Our  Continuous  Progress  Program  in  Reading  is  in  its  sec- 
ond year.    The  Spalding  Phonics  Program  is  now  in  opera- 
tion throughout  the  elementary  grades  .  With  the  completion 
of  the  Spalding  orientation  course  taught  by  Mrs .  Carroll 
Vangel  at  Charlton  Street  School  this  fall,  every  teacher 
in  the  grades  is  able  to  use  this  valuable  tool  in  the  class- 
room. To  implement  the  Spalding  Program,  we  have  intro- 
duced the  Lippincott  Basic  Readers  in  grades  one  and  two. 
Many  supplementary  reading  books  and  materials  were 
made  available  to  enrich  the  reading  program . 

The  workshops  held  each  month  have  provided  teachers 
with  an  opportunity  to  meet,  discuss,  plan  and  evaluate 
the  curriculum.  These  meetings  are  valuable  because 
teachers  from  grades  one  through  twelve  are  now  meeting 
together  to  develop  a  continuous  and  sequential  curriculum 
in  all  of  the  academic  areas. 

Our  Federal  Programs,  under  Titles  I,  II,  and  III,  have 
directly  benefited  all  our  pupils  with  the  purchase  of 
equipment  and  materials  in  remedial  reading  and  mathe- 
matics and  social  studies.  Two  full  time  Title  I  instruct- 
ors are  working  in  the  remedial  reading.  Some  125  pupils 
from  the  parochial  and  public  schools  participated  in  a 
summer  program  with  eight  teachers  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Camella  Dintini. 

We  were  fortunate  this  year  to  add  a  speech  teacher  to 
our  staff  and  youngsters  requiring  this  help  are  working 
closely  with  him.  The  art,  music,  and  physical  education 
programs  have  also  been  expanded .  Mrs  .  Alfreda  Brousseau 
was  appointed  to  fill  a  vital  need  in  the  area  of  elementary 
guidance . 
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Although  we  are  striving  for  quality  in  our  educational 
program,  we  find  that  each  building  is  operating  at  maxi- 
mum capacity.  There  is  an  urgent  need  for  more  classroom 
space.  Our  physical  facilities  are  lacking  and  each  day 
presents  conflicts  and  problems  in  scheduling  the  lunch 
programs,  physical  education,  instrumental  music,  library 
and  meeting  places  for  parents. 

The  elementary  principals  and  staff  thank  interested  parents, 
our  superintendent  Mr .  Beattie,  the  School  Committee,  and 
the  community  for  their  interest  and  cooperation  this  year. 


REPORT  OF  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

Mrs.  Rosalie  Rubenstein,  Elementary  Supervisor

Mr.  Herbert  M .  Aronoff,  Instrumental  Supervisor 

ELEMENTARY: 

In  grades  one  through  five  the  students  are  exposed  to 
music  through  recordings,  rhythm  band  instruments ,  and 
basic  one  and  two  part  vocal  techniques.  Instrumental 
music  instruction  is  available  for  all  students  in  grades 
four  through  twelve.  At  the  end  of  each  year  all  first  year 
band  students  will  perform  in  a  concert  at  Mary  E.  Wells 
Junior  High  School. 

JUNIOR  HIGH: 

This  year  a  special  chorus  has  been  created  for  the  more 
advanced  student.    The  interest  in  the  program  has  been 
outstanding.     The  major  emphasis  at  the  junior  high  has 
been  placed  on  singing  two  and  three  part  music  and  de- 
veloping vocal  techniques. 

Two  separate  bands  are  in  operation  at  the  junior  high-- 
a  sixth  grade  band  made  up  of  second  year  students,  and 
a  combined  seventh  and  eighth  grade  band. 

SENIOR  HIGH: 

Three  separate  singing  groups  are  organized  at  the  high 
school.  The  Scarlet  Troubadours,  the  Girls'  Glee  Club, 
and  the  Boys'  Glee  Club.  These  groups  perform  at  school 
assemblies .  All  State  and  District  Music  Concerts,  Talent 
Show,  Spring  Concert,  Christmas  Concert,  and  Graduation 
exercises.    The  high  School  band  performs  at  the  above 
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programs  in  addition  to  all  the  football  games,  the  pep 
rallies,  and  various  parades  in  Southbridge. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 
Mrs.  Pauline  Boucher,  Senior  Nurse 

Health  education  is  a  vital  part  of  the  whole  educational 
process  by  which  each  child  in  school  is  guided  and  help- 
ed in  his  efforts  to  become  what  he  is  capable  of  becoming. 
The  provision  of  healthful  living  conditions  has  a  great 
deal  to  do  with  the  physical,  mental  and  emotional  environ- 
ment of  the  child  at  home  as  well  as  while  he  is  in  school. 

The  aim  of  the  School  Health  Department  is  to  help  these 
children  attain  this  goal  and  to  prepare  them  to  be  healthy 
and  useful  citizens. 

A  resume^  of  some  of  the  activities  that  took  place  during 
the  year  are  as  follows: 

The  routine  physicals  were  done  in  grades  one,  four,  sev- 
en and  eleven.     A  total  of  1221  students  were  examined. 
Of  this  total  293  were  seen  by  their  own  family  doctor. 
There  were  ten  notices  mailed  to  report  defects  and  seven 
completed  the  referral.  It  was  noted  that  the  total  number 
examined  shov^^edan  increase  of  120  over  the  previous  year. 

The  vision  and  hearing  program  was  completed  with  2398 
tested.  There  were  97  hearing  failures  and  notices  were 
mailed  to  parents.  Of  this  number  79  received  treatment. 
There  were  170  vision  failures,  notices  were  mailed  and 
160  received  treatment .  Some  of  these  failures  are  already 
under  treatment.  The  total  number  tested  showed  an  in- 
crease of  113  over  the  previous  year. 

The  usual  immunization  clinics  were  held  in  cooperation 
with  the  Board  of  Health.  Clinics  are  held  yearly  for  the 
protection  against  diptheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough. 
A  measles  vaccine  clinic  was  held  some  time  ago  and  the 
nurses  are  now  working  on  a  clinic  for  the  protection 
against  mumps.  The  parents  are  to  be  congratulated  for 
taking  advantage  of  the  clinics.  The  school  population  is 
very  well  immunized. 

The  Tine  Testing  Program  was  held  in  March  for  grades  one 
and  nine.  Only  one  student  has  a  positive  reaction  and  it 
was  followed  thru  with  the  help  of  the  family  doctor.  This 
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was  found  not  to  be  active  tuberculosis.    A  total  of  550 
students  participated  in  the  program . 

A  chest  x-ray  clinic  was  held  in  February  for  the  school 
personnel.    This  was  held  at  the  town  hall. 

The  annual  preschool  registration  clinic  was  held  in  April 
at  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior  High  School  in  the  Nurses'  Office. 
Letters  with  appointments  were  mailed  to  the  parents.  The 
children  who  were  eligible  to  start  school  in  the  fall  were 
interviewed  with  their  parents  present.  Over  300  children 
were  registered  at  this  time. 

Several  students  were  referred  to  the  Central  Youth  Guid- 
ance Clinic  for  evaluations.  With  this  service  available 
more  students  are  receiving  professional  aid  to  help  solve 
some  of  their  problems.  The  follow-up  on  these  cases  is 
done  by  my  meeting  with  Dr.  Goldstein  one  morning  a  week 
in  order  to  review  the  cases.  Mr.  Gouin,  the  attendance 
officer  also  attends  these  meetings. 

Home  tutors  were  provided  for  six  students  who  were  un- 
able to  attend  school  due  to  illness.  This  service  is  avail- 
able only  with  the  consent  of  the  doctor  who  completes  the 
special  forms  which  must  be  mailed  to  the  Department  of 
Education. 

A  program  on  "drugs"  was  held  in  February  at  Mary  E. 
Wells  Junior  High  School,  Southbridge  High  School  and 
Cole  Trade  High  School.  This  program  was  sponsored  by 
the  School  Health  Department  and  the  Police  Department. 
A  program  for  adults  was  held  at  the  Junior  High  School  in 
the  evening.  There  was  a  good  attendance  at  the  evening 
performance . 

Seminars   concerning  the  Mandatory  Immunization  Law, 
Drugs,    Sex   Education,    Alcoholism,  and  Handicapped 
Children  were  attended  by  the  nurses.    Some  of  these  pro- 
grams were  held  on  workshop  days  and  were  all  day  meet- 
ings. The  nurses  also  attended  a  course  on  Sex  Education. 
This  was  held  in  Worcester  on  four  consecutive  Monday 
evenings  in  October.     Professor  Joseph  Burroughs  of  the 
Cooperative  Extension  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
was  in  charge  of  the  program. 

This  office  cared  for  needy  children  by  providing  clothing, 
hot  lunches,  dental  care,  and  lenses.  Six  children  attend- 
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ed  Camp  Wonderland  in  Sharon,  Mass.,  for  a  ten  day- 
period  . 

Many  thanks  to  Mr.  Beattie  and  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee  for  approving  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Mary 
Libuda  as  full  time  nurse.  With  this  appointment  more 
services  are  being  given  to  the  elementary  schools. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  Dr.  Ada  Eccleston  retired  after  many 
years  as  one  of  the  School  Physicians .  She  will  be  missed. 
We  all  wish  her  good  health  and  happiness  in  the  future. 
Dr.  Langevin  is  still  our  School  Physician  and  has  taken 
over  her  duties . 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  helped  this  de- 
partment have  a  successful  year.     Teamwork  made  it  all 
possible.    To  the  parents  a  special  thank  you  for  your  co- 
operation. 

CONCLUSION 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Southbridge  School  Committee 
and  the  complete  staff  of  the  public  schools  for  their  sup- 
port and  dedication.  Further,  I  would  like  to  thank  also 
the  whole  community,  the  various  town  departments  and 
agencies,  and  the  staff  of  the  town's  many  parochial 
schools  for  their  cooperation  during  this  most  successful 
year .

REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 

The  committee  had  its  first  meeting  on  April  15,  1968,  in 
the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  During  the 
next  eight  months  the  committee  met  six  times  either  with 
representatives  from  Charlton,  Dudley,  and/or  the  State 
Department  of  Education.  The  committee  also  met  six 
times  to  study  the  present  educational  problems  in  South- 
bridge  and  to  develop  plans  that  could  help  solve  them  on 
a  regional  basis. 

Meetings  are  presently  being  held  with  representatives 
from  the  towns  of  Charlton  and  Dudley  in  order  to  develop 
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a  regional  agreement  to  present  to  the  voters.  The  agree- 
ment will  include  the  following  items: 

1.  The  list  of  towns  on  the  regional  committee. 

2 .  The  voting  strength  of  each  town  on  the  regional 
committee . 

3.  The  proportional  share  of  each  town  for  the  capital 
costs  for  new  construction. 

4.  The  location  of  any  new  construction. 

5 .  The  procedure  to  follow  to  make  a  change  or  to 
ammend  the  agreement. 

The  final  agreement  will  be  presented  to  the  selectmen  of 
each  town  along  with  a  request  for  a  special  town  meeting 
to  allow  the  voters  to  approve  or  disapprove  of  the  regional 
agreement.  Before  the  special  town  meeting  a  series  of 
open  meetings  will  be  held  in  each  of  the  towns  in  order 
to  answer  questions  about  the  advantages  and  disadvan- 
tages of  regionalizing. 

In  conclusion,  this  is  a  report  of  progress  and  additional 
information  and  reports  will  be  made  by  this  committee 
some  time  in  the  future .

Other  appointments  of  the  Board  may  be  found  in  the  Town 
Report  immediately  following  the  list  of  duly  elected 
officers . 

In  addition  to  regular  meetings,    which  were  held  on 
Monday  evening  of  each  week  at  7:00  P.M.  in  the  Select- 
men's Office,    numerous   conferences,    public  hearings 
and  special  meetings  were  held  as  occasions  demanded. 

The  Board  during  1969  saw  the  appointment  of  a  Personnel 
Board  become  a  reality  for  the  first  time.  A  council  on 
Aging  was  enacted,  A  Drug  Abuse  Council,  consisting 
of  25  interested  citizens  also  became  a  reality  through 
the  efforts  of  Mr.  Bernardone,  the  newly  elected  member 
of  the  Board.  A  Conservation  Commission  was  also  inau- 
urated. 

The  School  Department  offices  were  moved  into  the  Town 
Hall  building  to  make  room  for  more  class  rooms  in  the 
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Mary  E.  Wells  Junior  High  School  building. 

The  State  awarded  to  the  Town  of  Southbridge  a  new 
Olympic  sized  swimming  pool,  which  we  hope  will  be 
in  operation  in  1971. 

Traffic  lights  at  Marcy  and  Main  Streets  should  be  a 
reality  in  the  coming  year  as  all  details  have  been  worked 
out. 

This  has  been,  in  my  opinion,  a  very  active  and  progres- 
sive Board,  of  which  I  am  proud  to  have  been  chairman. 
Much  has  been  done  and  much  more  remains  to  be  done.

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1969  showed  many  gains  at  the  library,  but  one  singular 
loss.  Mary  Anna  Tien  resigned  as  librarian  in  September, 
and  the  loss  is  felt  by  the  trustees,  the  staff  and  the 
entire  community. 

The  Pioppi  Meeting  Room  was  used  regularly  by  the  South- 
bridge  Historical  Society,  Young  Women's  Club,  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees . 

Other  groups  meeting  at  the  library  once  or  more  were 
Catholic  Charities  Executive  Board,  Fresh  Air  Committee, 
League  of  Women  Voters,  and  Southbridge  Garden  Club. 
A  reception  was  held  on  Monday,  July  21st  for  the  young 
people  and  chaperons  of  Operation  Friendship,  the  visitors 
from  Scotland  who  were  staying  in  area  homes  here.  They 
came  with  their  hosts  and  hostesses  and  when  Malcolm 
did  the  Scotish  Sword  Dance,  kilt  and  all,  the  party  was 
a  success. 

A  junior  and  senior  Summer  Reading  Club  was  held  for  six 
weeks  with  "United  Nations"  as  the  theme.  Its  great  suc- 
cess is  due  to  the  kindness  of  our  several  guests  who 
spoke  on  their  childhood   in  Belgium,    England,  Italy 
Poland,    and  Scotland;   Mrs.    Louis   Blanchette,  Mrs. 
Dominic  Licastro,     Mrs.    Zygmund      Damian,  Stanislaw 
Kadziewica,  and  our  Scots  friends  again:  Mari  McKenzie, 
Malcolm  Henderson,  Alaistair  Swan  and  Colin  Cuthell. 
Also  to  Miss  Virginia  Kasmarek  who  spoke  of  her  work  in 
the  Peace  Corps   in  Pakistan.  Not  to  mention  the  fine 
organization  and  work  of  Mrs .  Little,  Children's  Librarian 
and  our  library  pages.  There  was  a  registration  of  116  in 
the  Junior  Club,   and  58  in  the  Senior  Club  and  a  large 
attendance  at  every  meeting. 

The  largest  crowd  of  the  year  was  when  Herbert  Hosmer 
of  the  Toy  Cupboard  Theatre  gave  a  puppet  show  and 
shadow  play  on  November  19,  in  celebration  of  Children's 
Book  Week.  This  program  was  possible  because  of  the 
Robbins  fund  bequest  of  a  year  ago. 

A  weekly  story  hour  for  pre-schoolers  and  grades  one  and 
two  has  been  held  all  year,  and  a  story  hour  for  grades 
three  through  seven  during  the  school  year.  From  February 
through  June,  Samuel  Lambert,  a  teacher  at  Pleasant 
Street  School  volunteered  to  run  the  program,  and  gave 
some  film  showings  as  well.  Mrs.  Little  has  been  in 
charge  this  fall  and  winter.

Bay  Path  Library  Club  met  here  on  May  22.  Registration 
and  a  coffee  hour  were  held  in  the  Children's  Room,  and 
Mrs.  Basil  Michaeles;  Mrs.  Clarence  Miller,  and  Mrs 
Ralph  Miller,  Sr.  of  the  Southbridge  Woman's  Club  graci- 
ously served  about  one  hundred  central  Massachusetts 
librarians  and  trustees.  The  business  meeting  and  pro- 
gram were  held  in  the  Pioppi  Room,  then  luncheon  and 
the  afternoon  program  were  held  at  the  Sturbridge  House 
Many  of  the  librarians  toured  the  library  to  view  our  new 
addition,  and  we  were  grateful  to  the  members  of  the 
Southbridge  Garden  Club  who  lavishly  decorated  with 
flower  arrangements. 

An  Open  House  for  all  the  public  was  held  on  the  first 
Sunday  in  September  to  honor  Mrs.  Tien  upon  her  resigna- 
tion. Many  friends  of  the  library  contributed  to  the  refresh- 
ments and  our  special  thanks  once  again  to  the  Garden 
Club  for  their  contributions.  Everything  was  going  along 
splendidly  until  one  of  the  heaviest  rainfalls  of  recent 
years  overflowed  the  five  below  ground  level  window 
wells,  creating  waterfalls  over  the  window  sills  into 
the  Children's  Room.  The  sight  of  all  our  lovely  guests 
mopping  up  rugs,  rescuing  books,  and  outside  scooping 
out  waste  baskets  of  water  from  the  window  wells  was 
gratifying,  but  disconcerting.  A  sad  ending  for  a  sad 
occasion.  Nearly  one  half  of  the  Children's  Room  carpet' 
ing  was  soaked,  and  the  room  had  to  be  closed  off  for 
eight  days;  but  the  carpet  was  dried  out  and  relaid  with 
hardly  any  noticeable  damage.  Perhaps  we  were  fortunate 
to  have  been  here,  because  if  the  Fire  Department  hadn't 
come  with  their  vacuum  and  pumps,  and  our  friends  hadn't 
all  pitched  in  and  helped,  many  more  books  would  have 
been  lost,  and  the  carpeting  damaged  more  extensively. 

All  in  all,  we  feel  the  Pioppi  Meeting  Room  has  more  than 
proved  its  worth  to  the  library  and  the  community. 

Many  and  varied  school  visits  were  paid  to  the  library 
during  the  year,  from  first  grade  through  eighth,  plus 
a  class  from  the  Center  of  Hope,  Vacation  Bible  School 
and  a  speech  handicapped  class  from  Mary  E.  Wells 
They  were  given  some  instructions  on  the  purpose  of  the 
library,  and  either  a  story  time  or  short  puppet  show. 

Two  mending  workshops  were  held  during  the  year  to 
instruct  new  staff  and  pages;  school  librarians  and  the 
public  were  invited  to  attend.  (A  few  did  at  each  session. ) 
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Special  displays  of  books  and  other  materials  were  ar- 
ranged and  loaned  for  various  groups  who  met  both  here 
in  the  library,  and  at  outside  meetings. 

Mrs.  Tien  reviewed  books  for  Young  Adult  Cooperative 
Book  Review  Group  of  Eastern  Massachusetts,  and  served 
on  the  MLA  Scholarship  Committee.  Mrs.  Tien  also  spoke 
at  the  dedication  of  the  addition  to  the  Nichols  College 
Library  on  Saturday  April  26. 

Mrs.  Little  and  Mrs.  Petrelli  attended  the  M.L.A.  Annual 
Meeting  in  Chicopee  on  May  16;  and  the  staff  attended 
the  morning  session  of  Bay  Path's  fall  meeting  held  at 
the  new  Auburn  Library  on  October  16. 

The  first  books  of  Pioppi  Medical  and  Biology  Collection 
are  now  on  the  shelves,  and  are  being  used.  Others  are 
to  be  added  periodically. 

The  Arctic  and  Whaling  Collection  has  grown  so  that  new 
shelving  space  was  needed.  Our  continued  thanks  to 
Peter  Dirlam.  Early  in  the  year  the  well  known  engraver 
and  lithographer  Rockwell  Kent  gave  Mr.  Dirlam  a  book- 
plate woodblock  that  he  designed  especially  for  Mr. 
Dirlam' s  four  collections  of  Arctic  and  Whaling  books  .  All 
new  additions  to  our  collection  will  have  this  bookplate. 

Another  8  prints  were  given  to  the  library  by  the  Community 
Service  Division  of  the  Southbridge  Woman's  Club.  This 
has  increased  our  collection  to  20  and  the  circulation 
was  163  for  1969  as  compared  to  109  in  1968. 

Two  original  silk  screenprints  were  given  to  the  library 
by  John  L.  Ferrara  of  Sturbridge.  These  are  handsomely 
framed  and  add  a  touch  of  elegance  to  our  decor.  In 
spite  of  requests,  we're  sorry,  they  don't  circulate. 

We  have  received  many  gift  books  during  the  year,  both 
new  and  good  useable  old  ones.  R.C.A.  sent  us  another 
gift  of  recordings.  Local  business    firms    supplied  book- 
marks, cases  for  borrowers  cards,  and  plastic  book  bags 

We  had  an  exhibit  loan  from  the  Worcester  Art  Museum 
from  June  3  until  June  23,  through  arrangements  made  by 
Mrs.  John  N.  Burnham.  Also  a  fascinating  collection  of 
cowbells  from  around  the  world  was  on  display  here  for 
the  month  of  April  through  the  courtesy  of  the  American 
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Dairy  Council.  Both  exhibits  merited  much  comment, 
mostly  favorable. 


In  spite  of  cuts  in  Federal  Aid  to  libraries,  our  library 
services  from  the  Central  Massachusetts  System  have  not 
been  curtailed  as  yet.  We  use  extensively  their  book- 
mobile, the  interlibrary  loan,  reference,  and  film  service. 
All  of  these  services  we  would  be  reluctant  to  do  without, 
or  have  their  efficiency  curtailed. 

We  are  fortunate  that  Nancy  Keel,  experienced  in  library 
work,  has  volunteered  a  number  of  hours  each  week  in 
keeping  our  collection  shelf  read. 

Special  thanks  are  due  to  the  Southbridge  Evening  News, 
the  Worcester  Telegram  and  Gazette  and  Radio  Station 
WESO  for  their  fine  cooperation  and  help  in  our  public 
relations. 

The  wholehearted  support  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
the  staff  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  acting  librarian 
during  this  interim  period.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Personnel  Board,  as  a  result  of  being  created  by  the 
adoption  of  Article  56  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  of  Mar- 
ch 17,  1969,  herewith  submits  its  first  annual  report. 

Members  are  Vincent  Boniface ,  Albert  DiGregorio,  Finance 
Chairman,  Albert  Bishop,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, Raymond  St.  Jean  and  Lillian  Proulx  all  of  whom  had 
been  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  at  their  meeting 
of  July  7,  1969. 

The  Board  held  its  first  meeting  August  7,  1969  with  all 
members  present.  Vincent  Boniface  was  elected  chairman 
and  Lillian  Proulx,  Secretary.  Town  Accountant  Richard 
Genereuxwas  unanimiously  appointed  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Board  at  an  annual  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  Board  was  appointed  so  late  in  the 
year,  through  no  fault  of  local  authorities,  we  had  no 
choice  but  to  make  the  first  order  of  business,  1970  salary 
budget  requests . 

The  Board  did  make  the  following  change  and  decision  as 
to  hiring  practices.  Combined  the  positions  of  clerk  to 
the  Veterans  Agent  and  Engineering  Department,  thus  elim- 
ating  one  full  time  position  and  ruled  that  all  future  open- 
ings for  positions  in  Town  Government  will  be  advertised 
thus  making  it  known  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  when 
vacancies  do  occur. 

Many  hours  of  deliberation,  discussion  and  study  were 
spent  before  the  Board  arrived  at  its  decision  concerning 
1970  salaries.  The  recommendation  of  a  twelve  percent 
across  the  board  increase  in  the  S  and  W  scales  and  a  six 
percent  across  the  board  increase  in  addition  to  the  amounts 
voted  in  1969  for  the  P  and  F  scales  of  the  wage  and  com- 
pensation plan  were  thought  to  be  fair  and  equitable  in 
view  of  recent  past  industry  increases.  The  Board  will 
seek  acceptance  of  its  recommendations  at  the  March, 
1970  annual  Town  Meeting. 

Future  plans  include  the  formation  of  rules  of  procedure 
for  all  phases  of  personnel  administration  and  an  in  depth 
evaluation  of  all  positions  in  Town  government,  possibly 
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done  by  consultants,  with  the  view  of  correcting  all  in- 
equities that  we  know  that  now  exist. 

We,  the  members  of  the  Board,  feel  that  there  are  many 
areas  in  which  we  have  a  great  deal  of  work  to  do  and, 
for  myself  as  chairman  of  the  Board  wish  to  thank  all  the 
members  for  the  time  and  effort  that  they  have  contributed 
to  the  workings  of  the  Board  which  has  the  responsibility 
of  administrating  one  of  the  most  difficult  and  sensitive 
areas  of  municipal  government.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE 


To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Southbridge,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sirs; 

The  Town  of  Southbridge  has  capabilities  which  if  effec- 
tively used  in  event  of  a  nuclear  attack  upon  the  United 
States  or  a  natural  disaster  affecting  Southbridge,  would 
maximize  the  preservation  of  life  and  property.  These  cap- 
abilities include  fallout  protection  existing  in  larger  struc- 
tures and  home  basements;  the  manpower,  equipment  and 
skills  of  Southbridge  town  forces,  of  the  medical,  health, 
and  allied  professions,  and  of  other  governmental  profes- 
sions and  groups;  and  knowledge  of  survival  actions  pos- 
sessed by  the  population .  The  objective  of  the  Southbridge 
Civil  Defense  program  is  to  ensure  effective  use  of  these 
capabilities  should  disaster  affect  Southbridge. 

Should  a  period  of  international  tension  precede  a  nuclear 
attack  upon  the  United  States,  these  capabilities  could 
be  further  increased  by  actions  taken  by  the  government 
of  the  Town  of  Southbridge. 

The  Selectmen  are  responsible  by  law  for  Civil  Defense 
emergency  operations.    The  Civil  Defense  Director  acts 
as  the  Selectmen's  chief  of  staff  during  civil  defense  emer- 
gencies ,  Heads  of  town  departments  and  agencies  are  re- 
sponsible for  emergency  functions.  Emergency  operations 
will  be  conducted  by  town  forces  supplemented  as  neces- 
sary by  trained  auxiliaries  and  by  manpower  available 
within  the  town. 

The  preceding  is  a  basic  outline  of  the  new  operations 
plan  for  the  Southbridge  Civil  Defense  department. 

Through  the  past  year  the  Department  of  Civil  Defense 
has  functioned  as  usual  with  help  from  volunteers  and 
town  employees.  The  Auxiliary  Police  unit  has  logged  a 
total  of  2,783  hours,  a  very  significant  achievement  for 
a  volunteer  unit. 

The  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  has  met  all  training  require- 
ments and  as  an  additional  project,  helped  to  equip  the 
rescue  truck  with  skin-diving  gear  and  have  trained  five 
men  as  divers  .    This  underwater  rescue  unit  is  qualified 
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and  sanctioned  by  the  state  Civil    Defense  Department 
and  was  trained  under  skin  diving  instructor,  Alfred  Morin. 
All  fallout  shelters  have  been  stacked  with  provisions  sup- 
plied by  the  Federal  Government. 

Looking  back  over  the  year,  we  have  had  one  loss.  Mr. 
Alphonse  Mominee  retired  from  Civil  Defense  service  and 
I  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly  express  my  thanks  for 
a  job  well  cone . 

Thanks  to  all  other  town  department  personnel  with  whom 
we  have  worked,  for  the  cooperation  extended  us  over  the 
past  year.

VETERANS'  SERVICES 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Southbridge ,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

As  Director  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and 
Agent  for  Veterans'  Benefits  Department,  I  hereby  submit 
my  report  of  activities  and  services  rendered  for  the  year 
1969. 

VETERANS'  SERVICES 

This  office  is  located  in  rooms  12  and  14  of  the  Town  Hall 
and  is  open  daily  from  9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.,  Monday 
through  Friday,   and  is  available  to  all  veterans  of  South- 
bridge  and  their  dependents  seeking  information  pertain- 
ing to  their  rights    and  benefits  under  Federal  and  State 
Laws . 

This  year  the  Veterans  Services  Department  had  a  personnel 
change.  Mrs.  Loretta  Welch,  who  had  served  this  Depart- 
ment outstandingly  for  sixteen  years,  retired.  To  all  who 
know  her,  Mrs.  Welch  exemplifies  the  highest  type  of 
womanhood,  integrity  and  loyalty  to  worthy  ideals .  We 
wish  her  every  happiness  and  longevity  in  her  retirement 
years . 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  Department  to  aid  and  inform  all 
eligible  veterans  and  their  dependents  how  to  obtain  ben- 
efits within  the  limits  of  the  laws  governing  each  agency. 

I  can't  help  but  add  at  this  point  that  it  has  been  heart- 
warming tome,  "in  this  age  of  dissent  of  a  very  unpopular 
war",  when  talking  with  returning  service  personnel,  and 
observe  their  sense  of  duty  to  the  job  they  have  done,  their 
pride  in  being  needed,   and  their  unselfish  deeds  and  ac- 
tions.    They  have  been  exceptionally  loyal.    I  think  we, 
the  citizens  of  Southbridge,  should  all  be  very  proud  of 
them,  for  the  outstanding  manner  in  which  they  have  per- 
formed their  services  to  us,  and  our  country. 

Photostatic  copies  of  discharges  are  being  developed  for 
Southbridge  veterans.     In  addition,  copies  of  marriage, 
birth,  death  and  other  certificates  were  made  for  Veterans' 
Benefits  and  claims  against  the  Veterans  Administration. 
Necessary  forms  were  filled  out  covering  lost  discharges 
burial  allowance  and  yearly  income  questionnaires. 
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Claims  were  filed  with  the  Veterans  Administration  and 
other  branches  of  the  government  pertaining  to  education, 
training,  subsistence  allowance,  insurance  payments, 
medical  treatment,  hospitalization,  compensation  and  pen- 
sion for  veterans  and  their  dependents,  re-employment 
rights,  employment  difficulties,  unemployment  compensa- 
tion, as  well  as  numerous  telephone  calls  and  letters. 


The  Vietnam  Bonus  Bill  was  signed  into  law  on  July  17,  19  68. 
The  eligibility  dates  are  July  1  ,  1958,  to  the  end  of  the 
hostilities.  The  amounts  to  be  paid  are  $200  and  $300. 
Combat  area  service  entitles  a  veteran  to  $300.  All  others 
will  be  paid  $200.  Up  to  the  present  time  this  office  has 
processed  six  hundred  of  these  forms.  We  wish  to  thank 
Representative  Paul  Corriveau  for  his  help  in  obtaining 
these  forms  and  in  delivering  the  completed  forms  to  the 
State  Treasurer's  Office  in  Boston. 


Under  Chapter  1 15  and  its  amendments,  each  application 
for  Veterans  Benefits  submitted  to  the  Town  after  thorough 
investigation  by  this  office  is  forwarded  to  the  office  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services,  Boston,  Mass- 
achusetts for  approval,  as  under  this  chapter  the  state 
agrees  to  reimburse  the  Town  for  one -half  of  all  aid  granted. 

An  investigator  for  the  State  Office  periodically  checks 
the  local  agent's  office  in  addition  to  personally  contact- 
ing the  recipient  of  Veterans'  Benefits. 

Under  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth,  if  a  veteran  or  his 
dependents,  meet  all  requirements  of  eligibility  and  he 
falls  in  need  of  financial  assistance  through  no  fault  of 
his  own,  he  is  granted  Veterans'  Benefits.  The  amount 
varies  and  is  dependent  upon  the  particular  needs  of  the 
individual  case.  Any  amount  received  from  federal  ben- 
efits or  other  financial  grants  is  deducted  from  the  amount 
that  is  allowed  by  this  department,  therefore  helping  to 
reduce  that  which  must  be  expended  by  the  Town. 

As  of  December  31,  1969,  there  were  110  active  cases  on 
file,  aiding  194  people.  In  addition,  many  cases  were 
pending  and,  as  a  result,  constant  follow-up  service  is

SUMMER  RECREATION  PROGRAM 
FOR  THE  MENTALLY  &  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 


The  annual  summer  recreational  program  for  mentally  and 
physically  handicapped  children  continued  to  be  highly 
successful  in  1969.    This  year  our  staff  was  greatly  aug- 
mented by  the  appointment  of  both  art  and  music  teachers 
and  volunteer  junior  counselors. 

Mr.  William  Johnson,  a  special  class  teacher  in  the 
Leominster  Public  School  System  served  as  director  of 
the  program  for  the  eleventh  consecutive  year.  Appointed 
as  staff  members  were:  Mrs.  Armand  Mayotte,  music; 
Mr.  Paul  Dowgiert,  art;  also  Mrs.  Winnifred  Bernard, 
matron;  Miss  Suzanne  Millette,  assistant  director;  and 
Miss  Paula  Kilian,  counselor. 

Each  Monday  and  Friday  morning  Mr.  Dowgiert  instructed 
the  children  in  an  arts  and  crafts  program.   As  with  any 
child,  experimentation  is  important.    This  was  achieved 
by  allowing  each  child  to  design  his  own  glass  ink  drawing, 
potato  prints,    spray  paint  silhouette,  alu.ninum  foil -cut- 
outs, and  three  dimensional  bird  cages.    During  these 
projects  individual  attention  varied  as  to  need  and  often 
children  cooperated  together  as  a  group.    This  partici- 
pation and  then  identification  is  very  beneficial .  Although 
we  were  fortunate  to  receive  some  materials  from  the 
West  Dudley  Paper  Mill,  the  lack  of  supplies  and  a  sink 
for  cleaning  and  diluting,  made  some  of  the  work  more 
difficult  and  as  a  result,  messy.   Although  this  lack  of 
supplies,    such  as  scissors,    spray  paints,    and  paint 
boxes  could  be  somewhat  overcome  by  improvising,  if 
the  materials  were  on  hand,  this  would  create  more  val- 
uable time  for  the  children  to  design  and  work. 

On  Tuesday  and  Thursday  the  children  benefited  greatly 
and  enjoyed  the  musical  activities  offered  this  year.  They 
learned  many  songs,  both  folk  and  popular,  and  were 
able  to  accompany  themselves  with  the  various  rhythmic 
instruments  which  lent  to  progressive  muscular  control 
and  coordination. 
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The  addition  of  an  autoharpto  the  rhythm  band  enlivened 
their  singing  with  clear  chordal  sounds  for  accompaniment. 
Brief  histories  of  great  composers  were  related  and  the 
children  were  familiarized  with  their  works.  A  puppet 
showatthe  public  library  was  also  arranged,  and  musical 
games  and  animated  stories  were  also  enjoyed. 

Each  Wednesday  we  held  our  weekly  barbecue  of  hot  dogs, 
and  hamburgers  along  with  potato  chips,  ice  cream,  and 
milkortonic.  After  this ,  as  on  every  other  day ,  swimming 
instruction  was  held.  It  is  quite  amazing  to  note  that 
when  the  mileage  of  the  swimming  trips  and  special  tours 
was  compiled  by  our  bus  driver  Mr.  Al  Langevin,  we  had 
traveled  a  grand  total  of  1,153  miles.  Places  that  we 
have  visited  include:

Some  new  features  were  added  to  the  program  this  season. 
A  weekly  newsletter  was  written  by  Miss  Kilian  and  sent 
home  to  parents,  and  the  assistant  director  gave  weekly 
news  items  to  the  Southbridge  News .  We  also  organized 
a  very  successful  parents'  demonstration  night.  At  this 
time  the  children's  parents  were  given  the  opportunity  to 
view  the  art  and  music  classes  in  action  and  to  admire 
the  handiwork  that  was  on  display.  The  staff  was  present 
afterwards  for  an  informal  coffee  hour  to  discuss  the 
progress  of  each  child  with  his  parents. 

Recommendations  to  be  considered  for  future  years  includ- 
ing the  provision  of  necessary  art  materials,  are  that  a 
secure  area  is  established  where  we  can  store  our  supplies 
from  summer  to  summer,  and  most  pressing,  that  we  be 
provided  with  a  small  filing  cabinet  to  place  our  permanent 
state  records  of  attendance  and  our  anecdotal  progress 
reports.

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REPORT  OF  SWIMMING  POOL  DIRECTOR 


The    Southbridge    Swimming    Pool  opened  on  Saturday, 
June  21,  1969,  and  remained  open  for  a  ten-week  period, 
closing  on  Friday,  August  29,  1969.    Weather  permitting, 
the  pool  was  open  to  the  public  between  the  hours  of 
1:00  P.M.  and  8:00  P.M. 

ATTENDANCE:  The  total  number  of  different  people  using 
the  pool  during  this  period  was  rather  difficult  to  estimate, 
as  many  individuals  returned  to  the  pool  two  or  three 
times  during  the  course  of  a  single  day,  or  several  times 
during  any  given  week.  For  some  unknown  reason, 
attendance  on  any  given  day  was  either  exceptionally 
heavy  or  exceptionally  light.  On  very  few  days  did  we 
have  "average  crowds. 

PERSONNEL:   The   pool  was   supervised  by  the  director, 
assistant  director  and  five  guards.    Once  again  the  out- 
standing safety  record  achieved  at  the  pool  gives  testimony 
to  the  alertness  of  the  staff. 

RESCUES:  The  importance  of  proper  supervision  was  well 
demonstrated  during  the  1969  season.  Several  youngsters 
were  helped  to  shore  by  members  of  the  staff.  Some  of 
these  could  well  have  resulted  in  fatalities  had  it  not 
been  for  the  alertness  of  our  personnel.  For  the  first  time 
in  several  years  a  youngster  had  to  be  helped  to  shore 
at  the  beach  end  of  the  pool.  Most  incidents  that  require 
the  attention  of  the  guards  occur  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
tower . 

INSTRUCTION:   The  duties  of  the  staff  are  those  of  super- 
vision and  not  of  instruction.   A  formal  program  in  swim- 
ming instructions  and  water  safety  was  conducted  during 
the  morning  hours  by  the  Southbridge  Chapter  of  American 
Red  Cross.    Two  of  our  guards  did  work  as  instructors  in 
this  program. 


HEALTH  CARE:  The  quality  of  pool  water  was  controlled 
by  a  continuous  flow  of  town  water  into  the  pool  during 
the  hours  that  the  pool  was  in  use.  In  addition  to  this, 
chlorine  was  added  to  the  water  periodically,  especially 
during  those  periods  of  maximum  use.  The  Southbridge 
Board  of  Health,  through  the  cooperation  of  its  agent  and 
the  pool  director,  took  and  sent  water  samples  to  the 
state  biological  laboratories  in  Lawrence,  Mass.,  for 
analysis.  These  samples  were  taken  prior  to  the  opening 
of  the  pool  and  every  other  week  until  closing.  Results 
showed  that  the  pool  water  met  all  requirements  as  set 
by  the  Mass.  Water  Resources  Commission. 

RECOMMENDATIONS:  Include  enough  money  in  the  water 
account  so  that  the  water  can  be  kept  on  at  full  volume 
all  hours  that  the  pool  is  being  used .  The  highest  bacteria 
counts  were  recorded  during  those  times  ,  that  for  economy 
reasons,  the  water  was  turned  down. 

Provide  enough  money  in  the  salary  account  so  as  to  be 
able  to  implement  the  salary  schedule  proposed  by  the 
director  and  approved  by  the  recreation  committee  chairman 
and  the  finance  committee  subcommittee  on  recreation. 

That  an  eight  to  ten  inch  board  be  installed  above  the 
spillway.  This  would  accomplish  the  following:  add 
much  volume  to  the  capacity  of  the  pool,  cover  the  sand 
along  the  wall  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  pool,  increase 
the  area  of  the  pool  at  the  beach  end.

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LASSIE  LEAGUE  1969 


The  Lassie  League  opened  its  twelfth  season  this  year  with 
one  hundred  and  sixty  girls,  between  the  ages  of  ten  and 
sixteen,  participating.  Twenty-six  adults  loaned  their 
efforts  to  make  this  the  most  successful  year  of  Lassie 
ball  in  the  history  of  Southbridge.  Because  of  an  increase 
in  the  funds  allotted  by  the  Recreation  Committee,  it  was 
possible  to  take  care  of  a  larger  enrollment  this  year,  by 
increasing  the  number  of  girls  assigned  to  each  team. 

In  1959  Lassie  ball  became  so  well  accepted  that  it  seem- 
ed unfair  to  restrict  this  program  to  the  daughters  of  mem- 
bers of  the  V.F.W.   Accordingly  the  Town  of  Southbridge 
was  approached  and  agreed  to  have  the  Recreation  Com- 
mittee  take  over  the  Lassie  League  and  work  with  the 
leadership  of  the  V.F.W,     This  proved  to  be  a  happy  ar- 
rangement and  has  resulted  in  a  decade  of  successful 
recreation  for  our  girls . 

It  costs  the  Town  $5.06  for  each  girl  to  play  the  entire 
season.  None  of  the  outside  help  is  paid  for  their  services 
and  at  the  end  of  the  season  the  V.F.W.  furnishes  an  out 
ingand  banquet  for  the  players  and  also  awards,  suitable 
trophies  and  prizes.  They  also  provide  the  AU-Star  Team 
with  a  light  lunch  after  every  game.  Furthermore,  many 
of  the  team  managers  hold  outings  and  arrange  other  types 
of  wholesome  recreation,  with  no  cost  to  the  Town.  This 
year  a  ten  team  Lassie  Bowling  League  has  been  organized 
during  the  winter  months. 

The  Committee  and  Officers  of  the  Lassie  League  wish 
to  thank  the  Southbridge  V.F.W.  and  the  Town  of  South 
bridge  for  providing  this  wonderful  recreation  for  all  of 
these  girls.

PLAYGROUND  PROGRAM 


The  Southbridge  playground  program  officially  opened  on 
Monday,  July  1 ,   1969.     It  closed  on  Friday,  August  18, 
1969.     Four  playgrounds  were  opened  to  the  children  of 
Southbridge.      At  Dresser  Street,  Alumni  Field,  Henry 
Street  and  Morris  Street. 

The  program  was  very  successful,  with  over  500  children 
attending.  The  playground  staff  included  one  director,  who 
also  supervised  Dresser  Street,  two  other  supervisors  and 
eight  counselors .  A  total  of  $2,820  was  spent  for  salaries  . 

The  morning  program  included  softball,  basketball,  volley- 
ball, dodgeball,  horseshoes  and  croquet,plus  group  games 
and  a  story  period.  The  afternoon  was  devoted  to  arts  and 
crafts.  The  articles  produced  in  this  program  included 
belts,  bracelets,  clay  models,  airplane  models ,  hot  plates 
purses  and  many  others. 

OnAugustlS,  1969  the  playground  staff  took  250  children 
on  a  trip  to  Mountain  Park  in  Holyoke,  which  proved  most 
successful .

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REPORT  OF  THE 
CITIZENS  COMMITTEE  ON  DRUG  ABUSE 


The  Citizens'  Committee  On  Drug  Abuse  was  appointed 
by  the  Southbridge  Selectmen  in  early  May,  1969,  and 
it  consisted  of  twenty-five  members  representing  industry, 
government,  the  clergy,  social  agencies  ,  school  depart- 
ment and  police  officials  as  well  as  private  citizens.  The 
first  meeting  was  held  on  May   27,    1969,  at  the  Tri- 
Community  Y.M.C.A.    Donate  Bernardone  was  selected 
Permanent  Chairman,    Thomas  Quinn  was  elected  Vice- 
Chairman  and  Floyd  M.  Baker,  Recording  Secretary, 

The  committee  has  had  the  expert  advice  throughout  its 
life  from  Mr.  Benjamin  Ross  of  the  State  Narcotics 
Rehabilitation  Unit  in  Boston.  At  the  time  of  the  inception 
of  the  Citizens'  Committee  on  Drug  Abuse,  it  was  one  of 
three  or  four  such  committees  in  operation  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts. 

One  of  the  first  major  contributions  to  the  drug  abuse 
education  was  the  holding  of  a  public  seminar  at  the 
Southbridge  High  School  auditorium  at  which  time  three 
experts  from  the  Drug  Rehabilitation  Office  and  the  State 
Department  of  Education  spoke  to  over  four  hundred  people 
about  the  use  of  drugs.  This  program  was  very  well 
received  by  those  in  attendance.  Next  the  committee 
was  able  to  send  from  the  school  department,  two  teachers 
to  a  seminar  at  Northeastern  University  on  drug  abuse. 
These  two  teachers,  Mr.  Donald  Morino  and  Mr.  Tony 
Santilli,  are  now  available  to  the  school  department  to 
offer  courses  in  drug  abuse.  Mr.  Santilli  and  his  wife 
are  presently  offering  classes  in  the  junior  high  school 
in  the  Health-Education  Program,  and  the  high  school  is 
is  planning  shortly  to  start  offering  such  classes. 

The  committee  had  a  second  open  forum  held  in  September, 
again  with  three  experts  from  the  state.    The  audience 
in  this   case,    which  totaled  more  than  four  hundred, 
was  made  up  primarily  of  teenagers  and  unfortunately 
the  program  was  not  keyed  specifically  to  the  teenagers 
and  consequently  some  of  its  effectiveness  was  lost. 
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The  Council,  in  the  opinion  of  most  of  its  members,  has 
made  a  definite  contribution  to  the  education  of  the 
community  in  the  area  of  education  on  the  harmful  effects 
of  drugs.    Some  of  these  contributions  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  holding  of  two  open  forums  in  the  high  school 
auditorium  with  expert  information  distributed  by 
state  officials. 

2.  The  training  of  two  teachers  in  our  school  system 
at  the  Northeastern  University  Seminar  On  Drug 
and  a  consequential  offering  of  classes  in  our 
school  system. 

3.  The  referral  of  several  users  to  medical  treatment. 

4.  The  introduction  of  youth  members  to  the  Drug 
Abuse  Council. 

5.  The  creation  and  execution  of  a  questionnaire 
throughout  the  high  schools  in  Southbridge  giving 
us  an  insight  to  some  of  the  problems. 

6.  The  establishment  of  a  Youth  Council,  which  is 
in  the  process  of  being  formed  now  by  the  young 
people  that  will  not  only  aid  in  the  problem  of  drug 
abuse  but  also  other  youth  problems  with  a  direct 
line  of  communication  to  the  town  government. 

7.  The  distribution  of  a  very  effective  booklet  on 
the  harmful  effect  of  drugs  which  was  financed  by 
some  local  industries. 

8.  The   focusing   of  attention  throughout  the  com- 
munity on  the  problem  as  it  exists  in  the  community 
today. 

9.  The  publishing  of  a  series  of  articles  by  the 
Southbridge  Evening  News  on  the  harmful  effect  of 
drugs . 

10.  The  opening  of  lines  of  communication  between 
the  high  school  youth  and  the  adult  population  of  the 
community  as  it  pertains  to  the  drug  situation. 
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The  committee  feels  that  this  has  been  a  start  in  an  over- 
whelming problem ,    and  that  probably  we  could  not  have 
expected  more  in  the  short  time  in  which  the  committee 
has  been  in  existence. 

The  committee  is  continually  studying  the  situation  and 
preparing  new  programs  and  activities  which  will  further 
the  cause  of  the  committee.  The  plans  presently  call 
for  small  group  discussion  periods  with  knowledgeable 
persons  preferably  of  like  age  as  to  the  drug  situation, 
and  the  publishing  in  the  local  paper  of  the  names  and 
addresses  and  telephone  numbers  of  agencies  and 
individuals  who  are  in  a  position  in  the  Commonwealth 
to  help  a  user  who  is  desirous  of  this  type  of  help. 

We  have  great  anticipation  for  the  future  work  of  this 
committee  and  feel  that  much  more  can  be  accomplished 
in  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 


To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Health: 
Gentlemen: 

in  the  past,  free  monthly  immunization  clinics  were 
held  for  infants  and  preschoolers.  The  following  im- 
munizations were  given:  88  smallpox,  74  measles,  71 
mumps,  146  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough 
boosters  and  40  regular  series  completed;  175  oral  polio 
vaccine  boosters  and  74  initial  series  of  two  drinks.  One 
hundred  and  ninety-four  were  given  a  Tine  test.  No 
positive  reactors.  Clinics  were  held  for  school  children, 
and  479  received  a  diphtheria  and  tetanus  booster,  and  6 
completed  the  regular  series  of  three.  In  March  a  Tine 
testing  program  was  conducted  for  pupils  in  grades  one 
and  nine  of  parochial  and  public  schools.  Of  the  414 
tested,  there  were  no  positive  reactors.  Eleven  teachers 
who  needed  certification  for  school  were  also  included  in 
the  program,  ijn February  the  mumps  vaccine  program  was 
started  with  students  in  grades  7,  8,  and  9  being  given 
priority  as  recommended  by  the  State  Dept.  of  Health. 
Two  hundred  and  fifty  were  immunized.  Records  of  all 
immunizations  given  are  kept  on  file  in  the  office/j 

Permits  have  been  obtained  for  pupils  in  grades  1  through 
9  who  have  not  had  the  mumps  or  the  vaccine  and  these 
pupils  will  be  immunized  during  1970.  Permits  have  also 
been  obtained  for  pupils  in  grades  1  through  3  to  be  given 
the  German  measles  vaccine  in  the  near  future.  This  is 
the  priority  group  recommended  by  the  State  Dept.  of  Health. 

(!c.hest  X-ray  clinics  were  conducted  at  the  Harrington 
Memorial  Hospital  co- sponsored  by  this  Board  and  the 
Worcester  County  Hospital  Three  hundred  and  seventeen 
attended.^ Patients  are  referred  by  their  family  doctor  who 
receives  a'report  of  the  X-ray  findings  and  recommendations  . 
If  prophylaxis  medication  is  necessary,  it  is  provided  by 
the  Worcester  County  Hospital  through  this  office.  Three 
patients  were  served  during  the  year.  Follow-up  of  ex- 
TB  patients  and  contacts  is  also  done  at  this  clinic.  They 
were  reminded  of  time  of  check-up  either  by  phone,  home 
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visit,  or  by  mail.  There  were  no  patients  in  the  Sanatorium 
at  the  close  of  the  year. 

At  the  dental  clinics  held  for  pupils  in  grades  five  and 
four,  203  were  given  prophylaxis  and  topical  fluoride 
application.  Referrals  to  family  dentist  made  whenever 
necessary  for  further  treatment. 

A  resume  of  some  of  the  other  school  health  activities 
follows:  Registration  of  first  graders  was  held  in  April 
at  the  Mary  E.  Wells  Jr.  High  for  public  and  parochial 
school  youngsters.  The  Mass.  Vision  Screening  test 
and  the  Maico  Hearing  test  were  given  to  pupils  in  grades 
1  through  12.  Those  failing  the  first  screening  were  re- 
tested  at  a  later  date,  and  if  again  failing,  parents  were 
notified  by  mail  or  personal  contact,  to  seek  further 
evaluation  and  treatment  if  necessary.  One  thousand 
two  hundred  and  twenty-one  were  screened.  Follow-up 
was  done  on  all  referrals.  Pupils  were  weighed  and 
measured,  this  being  charted  on  the  child's  health  record 
as  well  as  the  vision  and  hearing  and  immunizations 
given  to  them.  Assisted  the  Podiatrist  with  his  exam- 
ination of  pupils  in  grades  2,  4,  6,  and  8.  Parents 
notified  by  mail  when  further  treatment  or  consultation 
was  necessaryc  Reports  of  school  health  services,  pre- 
school immunization  clinics  and  list  of  handicapped 
children  in  the  parochial  schools  compiled  and  sent  to 
the  State  Dept.  of  Health.  Conferences  held  with  school 
personnel,  parents  or  pupils  regarding  health  problems 
in  the  school.  Two  nursery  and  kindergarten  schools 
have  been  licensed  by  the  State  Health  Dept.  and  these 
were  visited  during  the  year. 

Numerous  telephone  calls  made  regarding  follow-up  on 
immunization  clinics,  school  programs,  ex-TB  patients 
or  contacts,  as  well  as  on  other  contagious  diseases 
such  as  hepatitis,  with  epidemiological  report  being 
compiled  and  sent  to  the  District  Health  Office.  It  was 
a  pleasure  to  be  part  of  Santa's  Fund  Committee  again 
this  year  and  help  provide  food  and  toys  for  the  less 
fortunate  during  the  holiday  season. 

The  following  in-service  programs  were  attended:  "Drug 
Abuse  Seminar"  held  at  the  Worcester  Foundation  for 
Experimental  Biology.     Two  afternoon  sessions  were 
held  in  February  and  one  in  April.  "Youth  in  Transition" 
was  a  program  held  in  Worcester  on  four  consecutive 
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Wednesday  evenings  in  September  and  October.  Mr. 
Joseph  D.  Burroughs,  Professor  of  Human  Development 
at  the  University  of  Mass.  ,  was  in  charge.  Afternoon 
sessions  were  held  with  the  Southbridge  Visiting  Nurses 
and  the  Public  School  Nurses  tc  discuss  our  immunization 
programs  and  ways  of  encouraging  parents  to  participate. 
At  another  session  the  role  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  was  the 
topic  of  discussion  with  a  film  on  "Almost  a  Miracle" 
being  shown. 

A  sincere  thank-you  to  the  Board  members ,  school  per- 
sonnel ,  parents  and  all  others  for  their  support  and  co- 
operation during  the  year.

Herewith  my  report  on  the  examination  of  the  Parochial 
School  Children  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1969. 


Total  number  examined  389 

Notre  Dame  School  156 

St.  Mary's  School  123 

St.  Joan  of  Arc  School  110 


There  were  25  notices  sent  home  to  parents,  advising 
them  that  their  children  had  foot  problems  requiring  early 
professional  attention.  This  is  a  small  increase  over 
last  year  for  a  lesser  number  of  children  examined. 

Following  is  a  classification  of  the  conditions  found  in 
the  examinations: 


Skin  disorders  18 

Nail  conditions  9 

Orthopedic  faults  90 

Poor  hygiene  6 
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These  disorders  are  more  specifically  identified  on  the 
health  record  of  each  child  and  at  the  time  of  the  exam- 
ination, recommendations  are  frequently  made  to  educate 
the  child  in  the  proper  care  of  his  feet  to  prevent  future 
difficulties . 

We  note  particularly  the  interest  of  the  children  and  their 
teachers  in  the  examination  of  the  feet  as  manifested  by 
the  questions  asked  and  the  frequency  with  which  parents 
will  send  notes  for  the  examining  doctor  asking  questions 
with  regard  to  some  difficulty  their  child  is  experiencing 
with  his  or  her  feet.  We  find  this  area  gratifying  and 
indicative  of  the  increasing  value  of  this  program  for  the 
betterment  of  the  children's  health. 

I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  assistance  and  whole- 
hearted cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Health  Nurse,  Mrs. 
Rachel  Jolicoeur  and  her  assistants;  also  my  thanks  to 
the  school  authorities  and  teachers  for  their  interest  and 
cooperation.  To  the  parents  also  a  warm  thank-you  for 
their  interest  and  courtesies  in  our  foot  health  education 
program .

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

Your  Board  of  Health  met  on  March  14,  1969,  and  made 
the  following  organizational  appointments: 

Arthur  O.  Ballard,  Agent  and  Sanitary  Inspector 
Mrs.  Rachel  Jolicoeur,  Board  of  Health  Nurse 
Arthur  O.  Ballard,  Plumbing,  Gas,  Food,  and 

Milk  Inspector 
Dr.  Charles  Roy,  Board  of  Health  Physician 
Alcide  Fournier,  Animal  Inspector 

Ten  regular  meetings  were  held  during  the  year.    One  spe- 
cial meeting  was  devoted  to  discussion  of  the  coming  year' s 
budget.  On  June  10,  19  69,    Mr.  George  E.  Parent  kindly 
accepted  appointment  as  Animal  Inspector,  a  change  made 
necessary  by  Mr.  Alcide  Fournier's  illness. 

Immunization  clinics  in  the  Town  Hall  were  attended  by 
628  children  who,  for  the  most  part,  demonstrated  com- 
mendable bravery  under  fire.     A  discouraging  trend  in  at- 
tendance was  noted  during  the  year:  90%  or  slightly  better 
of  eligible  children  appeared  at  the  year's  beginning  for 
their  innoculations  ,  but  by  year's  end,  only  slightly  better 
then  35%  showed  up.  These  figures  indicate  not  only  care- 
lessness on  the  part  of  parents  but  also  that  a  large  number 
of  children  did  not  complete  series  of  innoculations,  in 
spite  of  many  telephone  calls  by  the  Board  Nurse  and  in 
spite  of  good  publicity  from  the  Southbridge  Evening  News 
and  Radio  Station  WESO.  The  mumps  vaccination  program 
began  in  1969  with  susceptible  children  in  grades  7-9  of 
Southbridge  schools.     In  1970,    mumps  vaccine  will  be 
available  for  susceptible  children  in  grades  1-9. 

Dr.  Paul  Berman,  a  newcomer  to  our  area,  accepted  ap- 
pointment as  examining  physician  for  Southbridge' s  par- 
ochial schools . 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  have  been  instrumental  in  action 
which  will  upgrade  dental  health  in  our  town.  Under  the 
terms  of  recent  state  legislation,  a  notice  was  sent  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  published  in  the  Southbridge 
Evening  News,  ordering  that  the  fluoride  content  of  South- 
bridge  drinking  water  be  adjusted  to  one  part  per  million. 
Date  of  the  order  was  February  19,  1969.  The  Southbridge 
Water  Company  has  been  most  co-operative  in  arranging 
for  new  eqaipment  and  supplies  and  monitoring  materials. 
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One  of  the  problems  to  be  tackled  in  the  coming  year  is 
represented  by  our  present  town  dump,  with  its  air  pollu- 
tion, rat-breeding,  and  ever-present  fire  hazard.  Since 
the  Korean  War,  production  of  disposable  items  for  home 
and  industry  has  skyrocketed,  while  planning  for  ultimate 
disposition  of  these  items  has  lagged  far  behind.  The 
Board  feels  that  at  least  a  two-fold  approach  to  this  prob- 
lem should  include  encouragement  of  legislation  to  limit 
introduction  of  disposables  into  the  Commonwealth  and 
exploration  of  regionalization  for  trash  disposal .  The  latter 
might  be  through  complete,  controlled  incineration  with 
smoke  filtering,  or  a  sanitary  land-fill  operation.

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SOUTHERN  WORCESTER  COUNTY 
REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 


The  year  1969,  in  the  annals  of  the  Southern  Worcester 
County  Regional  Vocational  School,  will  go  down  in  his- 
tory as  a  momentous  year.  Many  major  decisions  were 
made — the  most  important  of  which  was  the  affirmative 
vote,  by  all  six  towns,  authorizing  us  to  borrow  seven 
million  dollars  to  construct  and  equip  the  regional  school. 

Our,  educational  specifications  were   approved   and  ac- 
cepted by  the  school  committee,  which  enabled  the  archi- 
tectural firm  of  Korslund,  LeNormand  &  Quann,  Inc.  to 
begin  the  preliminary  drawings. 

The  property  on  Mugget  Hill  in  Charlton  was  purchased 
by  the  school  committee;  an  engineer  was  hired  to  do 
the  topographical  survey;  and,  a  well  contract  was 
awarded  to  the  Olson  Artesian  Well  Company  of  Auburn. 

The  architectural  firm  presented   four  schemes  to  the 
committee  as  possible  design  outlines  of  the  school.  The 
committee  instructed  the  architect  to  proceed  with  the 
development  of  scheme  #  4,  which  is  the  design  so  famil- 
iar to  everyone — the  hexagon  design. 

A  public  relations  committee  was  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  keeping  the  citizens  in  all  six  towns  informed  of  our 
progress . 

Reports  were  submitted  by  Massachusetts  Electric  Com- 
pany and  New  England  Fuel  Institute  on  heating.  After 
an  exhaustive  study,  the  architect  recommended  an  all- 
electric  school. 

The  major  event  of  the  year  occurred  on  August  11  when 
the  committee  voted  to  incur  debt  for  seven  million 
dollars.  During  the  next  four  weeks,  informational  meet- 
ings and  town  meetings  were  held  in  all  six  towns.  It 
was  gratifying  to  note  that  in  five  of  the  towns  the  vote 
was  near  unanimous,  and  in  the  sixth  town  there  was  a 
good  majority  vote. 

The  site  development  contract  was  awarded  to  the  Boston 
Fill  6c  Gravel  Corporation  for  a  low  bid  price  of  $169,  000. 

A  Clerk  of  the  Works  was  hired  to  supervise  the  prepa- 
ration of  the  site. 
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General  observations  of  the  year  1969  would  have  to  indi- 
cate that  Federal,  State  and  Local  authorities  are  applaud- 
ing the  action  taken  by  the  Southern  Worcester  County 
Towns  in  the  development  of  their  regional  vocational 
high  school.  There  are  many  new  concepts  of  vocational 
education  being  considered  for  this  building,  which  is 
being  built  for  twenty  percent  of  the  high  school  popula- 
tion, both,  boys  and  girls. 

The  plans  for  our  school  were  on  display  at  the  annual 
American  Vocational  Association  convention  held  in  Boston 
during  the  month  of  December,  and  there  was  a  great  deal 
of  excitement  generated  by  representatives  throughout  the 
entire  country  over  the  detailed  plans  of  our  school.  You, 
the  citizens  of  the  Southern  Worcester  County  towns, 
should  be  very  proud  of  the  decision  you  made  during  the 
months  of  August  and  September. 

At  this  moment,  we  are  waiting  patiently  for  final  approval 
of  our  shop  layouts  by  the  Bureau  of  Vocational  Education 
so  that  we  may  enter  into  final  working  drawings  in  prepa- 
ration for  a  contract  awarding  sometime  during  the  early 
Spring  of  1970. 

We  had  three  resignations  from  our  committee  during  the 
year — Mr.  Thomas  M.  Bell,  Sr.  from  Oxford;  Mr.  Joseph 
M.  Jolda  from  Webster;  and  Mr.  Mitchell  J.  Walkowicz 
from  Dudley.  We  extend  to  them  the  best  of  luck  in  their 
future  efforts. 

Their  replacements  are  Mr.  Louis  Prunier  from  Oxford; 
Dr.  Francis  W.  Ostrowski  from  Webster;  and  Robert  E. 
Patrowicz  from  Dudley. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  voters  of 
the  Southern  Worcester  County  towns  for  giving  us  the 
go-ahead  signal  to  design,  build  and  equip  the  most  mod- 
ern vocational  school  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  We 
know  it  will  be  a  model  that  many  other  districts  will 
follow.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  Tree  Warden  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1969. 

The  community  which  has  neglected  to  plant  or  care  for 
its  shade  trees  is  depriving  its  citizens  with  the  benefits 
which  will  be  derived  from  them.  In  beauty,  in  comfort, 
and  in  public  health,  the  shade  tree,  is  of  great  importance 
to  the  human  race.  Furthermore,  trees  in  the  process  of 
growth  give  off  oxygen  required  by  man  in  the  air  he 
breathes;  and  by  absorbing  the  carbonic  acid  gas  they  per- 
form a  double  function  in  purifying  the  air.  For  only  the 
few  reasons  above  they  should  be  cared  for  and  adequately 
protected,  against  injury  from  their  enemies .  Expenditures 
for  such  purposes  are  justified,  since  trees  properly  cared 
for  are  not  subject  to  depreciation  but  on  the  contrary  in- 
crease in  value  as  the  years  go  by. 

To  maintain  the  older  trees  in  as  safe  a  condition  as  pos- 
sible, deadwood,  weak  or  damaged  branches  were  removed. 
With  available  funds  much  of  the  dangerous  deadwood  out 
of  trees,  standing  on  various  streets  menacing  both  vehi- 
cles and  passer-by  were  removed.  Seventeen  dead  trees 
were  removed  on  various  town  streets  and  roads.  With  a 
portable  stump-cutter  8  stumps  were  removed  on  the  follow- 
ing streets:  Marcy  St. ,  Park  Ave.  ,  Corner  Main  &  Union 
St.,   Hamilton  St.,   Coombs  St.,  General  tree  maintance 
practices  were  also  carried  out.  A  live  Rock  Maple  tree 
and  stump  lifting  sidewalk  at  2  5  Hartwell  St.,  was  re- 
moved, the  lawn  repaired  after  stump  removal. 

The  May  29th  storm  was  of  a  very  short  duration,  but 
caused  extensive  tree  damage.  Broken  and  hanging  limbs 
were  removed  out  of  storm-damaged  trees,  split  sections 
and  badly  damaged  trees  were  removed  or  topped  for 
safety.  Part  of  this  work  was  done  by  contract. 

Two  methods  must  be  used  to  prevent  Dutch  Elm  Disease, 
a  good  sanitation  program  and  a  spray  program.  No  spray 
program  can  be  successful  without  sanitation.  Elevendead 
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Elm  trees  were  removed  and  destroyed.  Deadwood,  split 
and  broken  limbs  were  removed  out  of  Town  owned  elm 
trees.  A  special  dormant  and  leaf  spray  with  a  substitution 
of  Methoxchlor  forDDT  inDutch  Elm  control  program,  the 
past  year. 

The  Mosquito  Control  program  was  not  completed  the  past 
year,  because  of  no  Contract  Bidders.  Insecticide  was 
applied  to  swamps  and  low  lying  areas  in  the  prehatch 
treatment  only  . 

The  Gypsy  Moth  is  a  serious  pest  of  trees,  it  can  be  con- 
trolled most  effectively  with  insecticide.  The  past  year 
with  a  very  limited  amount  of  funds  as  many  as  possible 
Town  owned  trees   and  wooded  areas  were  sprayed  to 
fight  the  Moth.

Some  assistance  was 
also  given  on  occasion  to  the  Highway  Department  con- 
cerning blocked  storm  drains. 

This  past  yearSlims  Sewer  Service  emptied  553  loads  of 
septic  tank  sewage  at  the  Treatment  Plant.  Of  these,  394 
were  from  out  of  town  and  a  fee  of  three  dollars  per  load 
was  charged,  payable  to  the  collector  of  taxes.  There  is 
no  fee  for  emptying  sewage  from  Southbridge,  nor  is 
sewage  accepted  from  towns  that  have  their  own  treat- 
ment plants. 

As  in  years  past,  Roger  LeBlanc,  the  proprietor  of  Slim's 
Sewer  Service,  has  been  very  cooperative  with  the  depart- 
ment. Several  times  sewer  problems  have  been  solved 
faster  and  easier  due  to  the  assistance  of  Mr.  LeBlanc 
and  his  equipment,  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 

We  also  wish  to  acknowledge  and  thank  Mr.  Leo  Vaillan- 
court.  Acting  Town  Engineer  and  Mr.  James  Young,  High- 
way Superintendent,  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance 
in  the  operation  of  the  Department.

The  Board  of  Appeals  met  and  reorganized  in  April  of  1969. 
Richard  R.  Lapierre  was  re-elected  chairman.  Richard 
Ciesla  was  elected  secretary.  The  third  member  of  the 
Board  is  John  Libera,  being  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  after  the  resignation  of  Edward  Seremet  at  the 
end  of  his  term  in  1969. 

During  the  year  1969,  two  cases  were  submitted  to  and 
heard  by  the  Board. 

On  September  16,  1969,  a  hearing  was  held  on  a  requested

On  October  21,  1969,  a  hearing  was  held  on  a  requested 
special  permit  for  a  nursing  home,  and  a  variance  on 
property  situated  at  the  corner  of  Dresser  and  Chapin 
Streets,  owned  by  Sidney  R.,  Arnold  H.  ,and  David  N.New- 
stadt.  The  request  for  a  variance  was  withdrawn  at  the 
latter  part  of  the  hearing.

SECTION  1 .  PERSONNEL  BOARD.  There  shall  be  an  unpaid 
Personnel  Board  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  consisting 
of  five  (5)  persons,  one  member  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  a  representative  from  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  three  (3)  other  members  , 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  adminis- 
tration, and  maintenance  of  the  Classification  and  Pay 
Plan  of  all  town  employees,  excepting  those  employees 
appointed  by  the  School  Committee.    The  Board  shall  es- 
tablish and  interpret  personnel  rules  and  policies  as  de- 
fined in  the  following  sections,  and  such  rules,  policies 
and  interpretations  shall  be  final  and  binding. 

SECTION  2.    CLASSIFICATION.     The  Official  Classifica- 
tion Plan  for  positions  in  the  service  of  the  Town  shall 
consist  of  the  classification  listed  in  the  Griffenhagen  re- 
port and  or  any  other  persons  employed  by  the  Town. 

The  title  of  each  classification  shall  be  the  official  titles 
for  all  purposes  having  to  do  with  the  position  as  such, 
and  shall  be  used  to  designate  the  position  in  all  payrolls, 
budget  estimates,  and  official  records  and  reports,  and  in 
every  other  connection  involving  personnel  and  fiscal 
processes,  but  any  abbreviation  or  code  symbol  approved 
by  the  Personnel  Board  may  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  title  to 
designate  the  classification  in  any  such  connection. 

SECTION  3.  PAY  PLAN.  The  official  pay  plan  shall  con- 
sist of  two  parts: 

A.  The  minimum  and  maximum  salaries  to  be  paid  for 
each  position  included  in  the  classification  plan,  and 

B.  Designated  step-rate  increases  for  each  such  salary 
range  as  such  salary  range  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
be  established  by  vote  of  the  Town. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  establish  the 
salary  schedule  which  shall  be  paid  in  a  new  position 
title  necessary  to  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Town. 

The  following  official  pay  plan  shall  constitute  the  basic 
pay  rate  s  for  all  appointive  employee  s  of  the  Town ,  except 
those  appointed  by  the  School  Committee. 

(List  of  Positions,   Titles,    and  Rate  Ranges  is  omitted. 
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They  may  be  found  in  the   Finance  Committee  Reports. 
The  by-laws  relating  to  the  Employee  Classification  and 
Plan  do  not  include  the  job  classifications  and  salary 
ranges  which  are  constantly  changing.     They  do  not  re- 
quire Attorney  General  approval.) 

SECTION  4.    CONTINUING  REVIEW.  The  Personnel  Board 
from  time  to  time,  shall  initiate  reviews  of  the  work  of 
all  positions  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law. 
Such  reviews  shall  be  scheduled  as  often  as  it  finds  nec- 
essary to  reflect  changes  in  the  classifications  as  estab- 
lished or  to  establish  new  classifications  as  conditions 
may  warrant.  It  shall  likewise  make  such  studies  of  pay 
rates  in  effect  in  comparable  positions  outside  of  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Town  as  it  may  deem  appropriate. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Town  for  adjusting  the  Pay  Plan  in  conformance  with  such 
studies.  These  recommendations  shall  be  included  as  an 
appendix  to  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  as  pub- 
lished. The  Pay  Plan  as  last  established  by  vote  of  the 
Town  at  an  Annual  Town  Meeting  shall  be  effective  for 
the  entire  fiscal  year. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  recommend  to  the  Town  such 
amendments  to  the  classification  and  pay  plans,  and  to 
the  provisions  for  administering  such  plans,  as  may  to 
the  Board  appear  necessary. 

Requests  for  changes  of  the  Classification  and  Pay  Plan 
shall  be  made  to  the  Personnel  Board  not  later  than  the 
second  Tuesday  of  September.  The  Personnel  Board  shall 
then  hold  a  meeting  to  consider  such  requests. 

SECTIONS.     JOB  DESCRIPTION.     The  Personnel  Board 
shall  provide ,  and  may  amend  from  time  to  time,  a  written 
description  of  the  work  performed  in  each  position  sub- 
ject to  the  classification  plan,    each  such  description 
consisting  of  statements  describing  the  essential  nature 
of  the  work  characteristics  of  such  position  that  distin- 
guish such  position  from  other  positions  in  the  classifica- 
tion plan,  with  such  examples  as  may  be  deemed  appro- 
priate . 

The  job  descriptions  shall  be  interpreted  as  descriptive 
only  and  not  restrictive.  They  shall  be  construed  solely 
as  a  means  of  distinguishing  one  position  from  another 
and  not  as  prescribing  what  the  duties  or  responsibilities 
of  any  administrative  authority,  as  otherwise  existing,  to 
appoint,  to  assign  duties  to,  or  to  direct  and  control  the 
work  of  any  employee  under  the  jurisdiction  of  such  author- 
ity. 
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SECTION  6.  ALLOCATIONS  OF  EMPLOYEES  .  The  Personnel 
Board,  with  the  advise  of  the  Department  Heads,  shall  al- 
locate each  employee  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
classifications  plan,  to  his  appropriate  classification. 
The  Personnel  Board,  with  requested  in  writing  shall  afford 
reasonable  opportunity  to  be  heard  to  any  employee  or 
Department  Head  affected  by  the  rulings  of  the  Board. 

SECTION  7.  REQUISITIONS.   All  requisitions  for  persons 
to  fill  positions  or  perform  duties  subject  to  the  Classifi- 
cation Plan  shall  be  submitted  to  and  authorized  by  the 
Personnel  Board. 

All  changes  of  classification,  transfers,  changes  in  sal- 
ary or  other  changes  in  the. personnel  status  of  employees 
subject  to  the  classification  plan  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Personnel  Board  in  writing  prior  to  the  effective  date 
of  any  such  changes. 

SECTION  8.    RECORDS.    The  Town  Accountant  shall  keep 
such  records   of  all  employees  of  the  Town,  including 
name,  age,  date  of  employment,   classification,  depart- 
ment in  which  employed  and  other  information  as  the  Per- 
sonnel Board  shall  deem  necessary. 

Each  Department  Head  shall  submit  to  the  Town  Accountant 
with   each  weekly  payroll,  on  the  form  prescribed  by  the 
Personnel  Board,  a  report  of  all  full-time  employees  of 
the  department,  including  the  Department  Head,  absent 
from  duty  during  the  payroll  week  immediately  preceding, 
specifying  in  each  case  whether  the  employee  or  Depart- 
ment Head  was  absent  on  vacation  leave,  on  leave  of  ab- 
sence, on  occupational  sick  leave,  on  non-occupational 
sick  leave,  or  specifying  the  nature  of  his  absence  if  it 
is  not  for  one  of  the  foregoing  reasons .   A  record  shall 
also  be  submitted  of  the  total  hours  worked  by  each  full- 
time  and  part-time  employee,  including  the  Department 
Head. 

SECTION  9.  EMPLOYEES.  A  full-time  employee  is  one 
who  is  scheduled  for  not  less  than  seven  hours  per  diem 
for  fifty-two  (52)  weeks  per  annum  minus  legal  holidays 
and  authorized  leaves. 

A  part-time  employee  is  one  who  is  employed  for  less  than 
a  full-time  employee  as  defined  above,  except  that  a  reg- 
ular part-time  employee  shall  be  defined  as  one  who  works 
for  a  period  of  at  least  thirty  (30)  weeks  in  the  aggregate 
during  the  twelve  (12)  months  preceding  the  first  day  of 
June  each  year. 
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A  temporary  or  seasonal  employee  is  one  who  is  employed 
for  a  period  less  than  defined  in  the  preceding  two  (2) 
paragraphs . 

SECTION  10.  WORK  WEEK.  All  full-time  employees  in- 
cluding the  Classification  Plan  (except  the  Personnel  of 
the  Fire  Department,  Department  Heads ,  and  such  other 
personnel  as  the  Personnel  Board  shall  determine)  shall 
have  hours  of  duty  not  to  exceed  eight  (8)  hours  in  any 
one  day  and  the  scheduled  work  week  shall  not  exceed 
forty  (40)  hours.  Service  in  excess  of  forty  (40)  hours 
actually  worked  in  one  work  week  may  be  authorized,  in 
emergency,  by  an  officer  of  the  Town  whose  duty  it  is  to 
employ,  direct  or  control  such  employees  and  such  addi- 
tional service  shall  be  compensated  for  an  overtime  at 
time  and  one-half  rates. 

The  hours  of  duty  of  the  permanent  members  of  the  uniform- 
ed fire  fighting  force  of  the  Town  shall  be  so  established 
by  the  Selectmen,  acting  through  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, that  the  average  weekly  hours  of  duty  in  any  one 
year,  other  than  hours  during  which  members  may  be  sum- 
moned and  kept  on  duty  because  of  conflagrations  or  emer- 
gencies, shall  be  in  number  with  the 
exception  of  those  personnel  assigned  to  special  duty  by 
the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department. 

SECTION  11:   LEGAL  HOLIDAYS.    Legal  Holidays  shall  in- 
clude: New  Year' s  Day,  Washington' s  Birthday,  Patriot's 
Day,  Memorial  Day ,  Independence  Day ,  Labor  Day,  Colum- 
bus Day,  Veterans  Day,  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas. 

Any  full-time  employees  and  regular  part-time  employees, 
all  of  whom  are  included  in  the  Classification  Plan,  shall 
be  paid  for  one  day  at  regular  straight  time  pay  for  the 
legal  holidays  which  fall  on,  or  are  observed  on  regularly 
scheduled  work  days;  provided  that  the  services  of  any 
such  employee  shall  have  been  actually  performed  during 
the  work  day  immediately  preceding  and  the  work  day  ac- 
tually following  any  such  legal  holiday,  unless  duly  au- 
thorized leave  of  absence  shall  have  been  granted  for 
either  of  such  days . 

Legal  holidays  falling  within  a  scheduled  work  week  are 
to  be  considered  as  hours  actually  worked  during  said 
scheduled  work  week. 

In  the  Police  and  Fire  Department  those  employees  per- 
forming their  official  duties  on  such  legal  holidays  shall 
receive  an  extra  day's  pay;  provided  that  if  an  employee 
shall  work  during  periods  inclusive  of  more  than  one  shift. 
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watch  or  tour  of  duty  on  the  same  legal  holiday  he  shall 
receive  an  extra  day's  pay  for  the  first  such  shift,  watch 
or  tour  of  duty  only. 

SECTION  12.   VACATIONS .  All  permanent  regular  employ- 
ees, subject  to  this  plan  shall  be  granted  two  weeks  vaca- 
tion with  pay  in  each  calendar  year,  provided  that  any 
such  employee  who  has  been  in  continuous  full-time  ser- 
vice of  the  Town  for  one  year,  next  preceding  July  first 
in  any  one  year,  and  who  has  actually  worked  at  least 
fifteen  weeks  during  such  period,  shall  in  such  year  re- 
ceive one  week's  vacation  with  pay.   After  thefifth  year 
three  weeks  with  pay  will  be  granted. 

Employees  with  ten  years  of  service  shall  be  granted  four 
weeks  vacation  with  pay.  Except  in  situations  which  are 
declared  unusual  by  the  Personnel  Board,  vacations  of 
more  than  two  weeks  shall  be  split. 

Any  full-time  employee,  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  111  and  Section  11  IE  of  Chapter  41  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  whose  employment  is  terminated  during  a  year 
by  dismissal  through  no  fault  or  delinquency  on  his  part 
or  by  resignation,  retirement,  or  death,  without  his  hav- 
ing been  granted  the  vacation  to  which  he  is  entitled,  he, 
or  in  the  case  of  his  death,  his  estate,  shall  be  paid  at 
the  regular  rate  of  compensation  payable  to  him  at  the 
termination  of  his  employment,  an  amount  in  lieu  of  such 
vacation;  provided  that  no  monetary  or  allowance  has  al- 
ready been  made  therefor.  The  official  head  of  the  depart- 
ment in  which  the  person  was  last  employed  shall  enter 
on  the  departmental  payroll  all  amounts  due  and  payable 
under  above  paragraph. 

SECTION  13.    LEAVES  OF  ABSENCE. 

1 .  SICK  LEAVE.  Any  full-time  employee  (except  for 
those  appointed  by  the  School  Committee)  in  the  employ 
of  the  Town  shall  receive  sick  leave  benefits  subject  to 
the  following  provisions: 

A.  If  an  employee  is  incapacitated  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties  and  is  so  certified  in  writing  by  a  practicing 
physician,  the  term  of  receiving  compensation  shall  be 
based  on  the  following: 

1.  If  such  employee  is  insured  under  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Law,  the  Town,  upon  approval  by 
the  Personnel  Board  of  the  employee's  claim  to 
occupational  sick  leave  payments  shall  make  up 
the  difference  between  the  employee's  regular  com- 
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pensation  and  the  amount  paid  by  the  insurer.  For 
the  purpose  of  calculating  payments  by  the  Town 
under  this  para  graph, the  phrase  "amount  paid  by 
the  insurer"  shall  mean  the  amount  paid  for  "Wage 
Benefits"  only  and  not  the  amount  paid  for  by  said 
insurer  for  medical  benefits,  hospital  benefits  or 
other  features.  After  payments  by  said  insurer 
have  ceased,  further  payments  by  the  Town  shall 
be  made  only  upon  the  report  of  the  employing  de- 
partment head  supported  by  further  written  medical 
testimony,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Personnel  Board.  As  used  in  this  paragraph, 
the  word  "insured"  shall  have  the  same  meaning 
as  prescribed  in  Sub-Section  7  of  Section  1  of 
Chapter  152  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended. 

2 .      If  an  employee  is  not  insured  under  the  Workmen' s 
Compensation  Law,  full  pay  shall  be  awarded  to 
the  first  three  (3)  days  of  incapacity  upon  the  ap- 
proval of  the  employing  department  head  and  there- 
after further  payments  by  the  Town  shall  be  made 
only  upon  the  specific  recommendation  of  the  em- 
ploying department  head  supported  by  written  med- 
ical testimony,  and  shall  be  subject  to  approval 
of  the  Personnel  Board. 

B.  After  six  (6)  months  full  time  employment,  during  which 
period  no  benefits  shall  accrue  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  paragraph  A  hereof,  employees  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  (1)  day  of  sick  leave  with  pay  for  each  month  of 
full-time  employment.  Employees  may  accumulate  unused 
benefits  up  to  a  total  of  ninety  (90)  days.    Benefits  by 
way  of  accumulated  days  of  sick  leave  for  past  years  of 
service  shall  be  granted  by  the  Personnel  Board  to  full- 
time  employees  at  the  rate  of  two  (2)  days  of  sick  leave 
for  each  year  of  full-time  service  to  the  Town  as  of  the 
effective  date  hereof  but  not  to  exceed  thirty  (30)  days. 

C.  The  granting  of  non-occupational  sick  leave  and  pay- 
ment of  compensation  during  such  period  shall  be  subject 
to  the  following  provisions  : 

1.  An  employing  department  head,  without  prior  ap- 
proval of  the  Personnel  Board  or  medical  evidence, 
may  grant  sick  leave  with  pay  to  any  employee  of 
his  department  for  a  maximum  of  six  (6)  days  in 
any  calendar  year  but  not  more  than  three  (3)  days 
at  any  one  time . 

2.  For  any  period  in  excess  of  three  (3)  days  the  em- 
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ployee  of  his  department  head  after  investigation 
shall  submit  a  report  to  the  Personnel  Board  which 
shall  be  considered  along  with  written  medical 
evidence  submitted  by  the  employee  and  a  deter- 
mination shall  be  made  by  the  Personnel  Board  of 
the  employee's  rights  to  the  benefits  set  forth  in 
paragraph  B  of  this  section. 

3  .  No  sick  leave  benefits  shall  be  granted  to  seasonal, 
part-time  or  temporary  employees ,  not  shall  any 
benefits  be  granted  for  pregnancy,  excessive  use 
of  alcohol  or  drugs  .  Regular  part-time  employees 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  amount  of  sick,  leave  in 
the  same  ratio  as  their  part-time  employment  bears 
to  full-time  employment. 

4.  Full-time  employees  compensated  on  an  hourly 
basis  shall  receive  benefits  hereunder  at  the  rate 
of  the  standard  Town  work  week  hours  times  the 
hourly  rate  of  the  employees  . 

11  BEREAVEMENT  LEAVE.  Any  regular  full-time  employee 
or  regular  part-time  employee  shall  be  allowed  time  off 
without  loss  of  pay  for  all  scheduled  work  days  falling 
within  the  three-day  period  next  following  the  date  of  a 
death  in  the  immediate  family .  The  immediate  family  shall 
include  parents,  spouse,  parents  of  spouse,  children, 
brother  or  sister. 

Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  construed  to  conflict 
with  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended.  The 
provisions  of  this  by-law  are  hereby  declared  to  be  sever- 
able and  if  any  such  provisions  or  the  application  of  any 
such  provision  to  any  person  or  circumstances  shall  be 
held  to  be  invalid,  illegal,  or  unconstitutional  such  ruling 
shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  the  validity  legality,  or 
constitutionality  of  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or 
the  application  of  said  by-laws  to  persons  or  circum- 
stances other  than  those  as  to  which  it  is  held  invalid, 
illegal  or  unconstitutional. 

SECTION  14  TEMPORARY  AND  PART-TIME  EMPLOYEES. 
Temporary  emu  occasional  employees  shall  be  paid  upon 
that  wage  schedule  which  applies  to  the  position  titles 
to  which  they  are  assigned  in  accordance  with  their  total 
length  of  service  in  those  positions  titles  by  reason  of 
former  employment  by  the  Town. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  establish  at 
any  time,  and  to  withdraw  at  any  time,  temporary  pay 
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differentials  in  excess  of  the  rates  as  set  forth  in  the 
Pay  Plan  required  to  meet  special  situations  arising  from 
seasonal  or  other  temporary  employment  conditions . 

SECTION  15     PROMOTION  AND  DEMOTION.  Promotion 
is  a  change  from  a  position  of  a  lower  classification  and 
compensation  to  a  position  of  higher  classification  and 
compensation  and  greater  res  pons  iblities  .   When  an  em- 
ployee is  promoted,   he  shall  enter  the  new  position  at 
the  minimum  rate  of  the  range  for  the  appropriate  compen- 
sation grade,   or  at  the  step  rate  above  his  present  rate, 
whichever  is  higher.    He  may  receive  an  additonal  one- 
step  rate  increase  at  the  time  if  the  Department  Head  feels 
that  qualifications  and  performance  warrant  it  and  the 
Personnel  Board  approves . 

If  an  employee  should  be  transferred  to  a  lower  rated  job, 
he  shall  enter  it  at  his  own  rate  or  at  the  maximum  of  the 
job,  whichever  is  the  lower. 

SECTION  16.    MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS.  Every  applicant 
for  permanent  appointive  employment  by  the  Town  (except 
those  appointed  by  the  School  Committee)  shall  be  certi- 
fied by  a  practicing  physician,  designated  by  the  Person- 
nel Board,  as  to  his  or  her  physical  fitness  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  position  to  which  such  applicant  seeks 
appointment.     If  the  Personnel  Board  deems  such  action 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  Town,  it  may  require 
any  applicant  for  temporary  appointive   employment  by 
the  Town,  for  thirty  (30)  days  and  has  not  been  so  certi- 
fied, to  be  certified  by  a  physician,     designated  by 
the  Personnel  Board,  as  to  his  or  her  physical  fitness  to 
do  the  work  required  by  the  Town.     The  certification  re- 
quired hereunder  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  said  Board 
shall  determine.     The  cost  of  any  physical  examination 
required  by  this  section  shall  be  paid  by  the  Town. 

SECTION  17.     CIVIL  SERVICE  LAW.     Nothing  in  this  by- 
law shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with  Chapter  31  of  the 
General  Laws  . 

SECTION  18.   REPLr^L  AND  VALIDITY.    All  by-laws ,  sub- 
section, sentence,  clause,  phrase,  or  figure  of  this  by- 
law is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  unconstitutional  or  invalid, 
such  decision  and  invalidity  or  voidance  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  the  remaining  portions  of  this  by-law.  The 
Town  Meeting  hereby  declares  that  it  would  have  passed 
this  by-law  and  each  section,  sub-section,  sentence, 
clause,  phrase,  or  figure  thereof  even  if  it  had  known 
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that  any  one  or  more  sections,  sub-sections,  sentences, 
clauses,  phrases,  or  figures  shall  be  declared  unconsti- 
tutional or  void. 

This  by-law  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  the  earliest  period  allowed  by  law. 

Article  57:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  borrow  or  transfer  a  sum  of  money  to  the  Per- 
sonnel Board  for  operating  expenses  of  said  Board,  said 
funds  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  funds  duly  trans- 
ferred by  a  vote  of  said  Town  from  the  "Board  of  Review" 
Account  to  said  "Personnel  Board"  Account,  or  act  any- 
thing thereon. 

Article  58:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  borrow  or  transfer  a  sum  of  $500.00  to  the 
Southbridge  By-Laws  Revision  Committee  for  operating  ex- 
penses of  said  Board. 

Article  59:    Article  I:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
amend   its   town  by-laws   by  adding  thereto:  PARKING 
COMMISSION.    Section  I:     Board  --  Establishment;  com- 
position; terms  of  office;  chairman;  compensation.  There 
is  hereby  established  for  the  Town  of  Southbridge  a  park- 
ing commission  whose  membership  shall  consist  of  the 
chief  of  police,  the  town  engineer,  a  member  of  the  plan- 
ning board,    a  member  of  the  retail  trade  Board  of  the  Tri- 
Community  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  three  other  members 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  one  for  a  term 
of  one  year,  one  for  a  term  of  two  years,  one  for  the  term 
of  three  years ,  and  upon  the  expiration  of  such  initial 
terms  subsequent  appointments  shall  be  made  for  the  term 
of  three  years.     The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  designate 
the  chairman  of  the  board.    No  member  shall  receive  com- 
pensation for  services  performed  as  a  member  of  the  board. 

SECTION  II:  Same  —  Powers  and  duties  generally.  The 
parking  commission  shall  have  charge  of  and  be  responsi- 
ble for  all  meters,  parking  and  the  acquiring  of  off-street 
parking  areas  and  facilities  by  purchase,  gift,  eminent 
domain,  by  lease  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five  years,  or 
otherwise;  said  funds  to  be  also  made  available  for  the 
construction,  operation  and  maintenance  of  parking  facil- 
ities acquired  by  the  town,  and  shall  also  have  charge 
and  be  responsible  for  the  acquiring  and  installation  of 
parking  meters  thereon  and  the  purchasing  of  public  liabil- 
ity of  insurance  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  such 
facilities . 

SECTION  III:  Rules  and  regulations.  The  parking  com- 
mission shall  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  operation 
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and  use  of  all  parking  facilities.  One  copy  of  such  rules 
and  regulations  shall  be  deposited  with  the  town  clerk 
and  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection,  and  one 
copy  shall  be  posted  in  some  convenient  place  in  each  off 
street  parking  facility. 

SECTION  IV:  Receipts  and  expenditures  ,  Receipts  from 
the  use  of  parking  facilities  shall  be  collected  and  deposit- 
ed with  the  town  treasurer,  who  shall  keep  the  same  in  a 
separate  account  known  as  the  parkdng  fund  to  be  expend 
ed  for  the  purposes  authorized  by  General  Laws  ,  Chapter  40 

SECTION  V:  Fees.  The  off-street  parking  board  shall  set 
the  fees  for  the  use  of  all  parking  facilities  at  such  rates 
that  the  revenue  therefrom  shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate 
the  necessary  expenses  incurred  for  the  acquisition,  con 
struction,  reconstruction,  surfacing,  policing  and  opera 
tion  of  such  facilities  including  the  purchase  and  installa 
tion  of  parking  meters  ,  the  purchase  of  additional  off-street 
parking  facilities,  the  purchase  of  public  liability  insur 
ance  in  connection  with  the  use  of  such  facilities  and  any 
traffic  control  or  traffic  safety  purposes  in  connection  with 
the  use  of  such  facilities  provided  that  such  fee  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  ten  cents  for  any  one  hour  of  use. 

SECTION  VI:    Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  construed 
to  conflict  with  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  as  amend- 
ed. The  provisions  of  this  by-law  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  severable  and  if  any  such  provisions  or  the  applica- 
tion of  any  such  provision  to  any  person  or  circumstances 
shall  be  held  to  be  invalid,  illegal,  or  unconstitutional 
such  ruling  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  the  validity 
legality,    or  constitutionality  of  the  remaining  provisions 
or  the  application  of  said  by-laws  to  persons  or  circum 
stances  other  than  those  as  to  which  it  is  held  invalid,  il 
legal  or  unconstitutional. 

Article  60:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  borrow  or  transfer  a  sum  of  money  for  the  ac- 
quiring of  parking  areas  and  facilities  by  purchase,  gift, 
eminent  domain,  by  lease  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five 
(5)  years  or  otherwise;  said  funds  to  be  also  made  avail- 
able for  the  construction,  operation  and  maintenance  of 
said  parking  facilities  so  acquired  by  the  Town,  including 
the  installation  pf  parking  meters  therein  and  the  purchas 
ing  of  public  liability  fpisurance  in  the  connection  with 
the  operation  of  such  facilities,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Article  61:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  ana 
appropriate ,  borrow  or  transfer  a  sum  of  money  to  enable 
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the  Town  Clerk  to  obtain  a  vault  to  be  used  exclusively 
by  the  Town  Clerk,  or  act  anything  thereon. 
Article  62 .    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap 
propriate,    borrow  or  transfer  the  sum  of  ($2,000.00)  two 
thousand  dollars  ,    said  money  to  be  used  by  charter  com 
mission  for  expenses,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Article  63:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  ,  borrow  or  transfer  the  sum  of  forty  two  thou- 
sand dollars  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  town's  share 
of  the  cost  of  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  Insurance  for 
town  employes  from  50%  to  90%, or  act  anything  thereon. 

Article  64:  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  assessors  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  the  preparation 
of  assessors'  maps  as  provided  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  4,  of  Chapter  40,  of  the  General  Laws  as  amend- 
ed by  Chapter  63,  of  the  Acts  of  1966,  and  to  vote  for 
the  payment  of  the  charges  incurred  under  this  contract  by 
taxation,  by  transfer  from  available  funds,  or  by  borrow- 
ing as  provided  under  the  provisions  of  Section  7,  of  Chap- 
ter 44,  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  by  Chapter  63, 
of  the  Acts  of  1966" .

Selectman. 

Armand  O.  DeGrenier  has,  for  the  past  (40)  years,  served 
as  Selectman,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  also  a 
member  of  the  School  Committee.

Rev.   Matthew  Metaxas  opened  the  meeting  with  a  prayer. 

Special  guests  of  the  moderator  were  Miss  GailPaquette 
and  her  two  guests  from  Mundelein  College    in  Chicago, 
Miss  Kathy  Nevings  of  Oakriver,  111.,  and  Miss  Barbara 
Shimota  of  Peoria,  Illinois.

VOTED:  To  amend  Article  MCX  and  Article  XCXI  of  the  Town 
By-Laws  by  adding  thereto  the  following  By-Law:  Any  portion 
of  Article  MCX  and  XCXI  now  in  full  force  and  effect  and 
not  contradictory  of,  or  inconsistent  with,  this  proposed 
By-Law  is  not  changed  or  repealed  by  this  proposed  By-Law. 

SECTION  1.  PERSONNEL  BOARD.  There  shall  be  an  unpaid 
Personnel  Board  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  consisting  of 
(5)  persons,  one  member  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  a  representative  from  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  three  (3)  other  members,  one  of  whom  may  be  a  Town 
employee . 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  be  responsible  for  the  administra- 
tion, and  maintenance  of  the  Classification  and  Pay  Plan 
of  all  town  employees,  excepting  those  employees  appointed 
by  the  School  Committee.    The  Board  shall  establish  and 
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interpret  personnel  rules  and  policies  as  defined  in  the 
following  sections,  and  such  rules,  policies  and  interpreta- 
tions shall  be  final  and  binding. 

SECTION  2.  CLASSIFICATION.  The  Official  Classification 
Plan  for  positions  in  the  service  of  the  Town  shall  consist 
of  the  classification  listed  in  the  Griffenhagen  report  and 
or  any  other  persons  employed  by  the  Town.  The  title  of  each 
classification  shall  be  the  official  titles  for  all  purposes 
having  to  do  with  the  position  as  such,  and  shall  be  used 
to  designate  the  position  in  all  payrolls,  budget  estimates, 
and  official  records  and  reports,  and  in  every  other 
connection  involving  personnel  and  fiscal  processes,  but 
any  abbreviation  or  code  symbol  approved  by  the  Personnel 
Board  may  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  title  to  designate  the 
classification  in  any  such  connection. 

SECTION  3.  PAY  PLAN .  The  official  pay  plan  shall  consist 
of  two  parts: 

A.  The  minimum  and  maximum  salaries  to  be  paid  for  each 
position  included  in  the  classification  plan  and 

B.  Designated  step-rate  increases  for  each  such  salary 
range  as  such  salary  range  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
be  established  by  vote  of  the  Town. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  establish  the 
salary  schedule  which  shall  be  paid  in  a  new  position  title 
necessary  to  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Town. 

The  following  official  pay  plan  shall  constitute  the  basic 
pay  rates  for  all  appointive  employees  of  the  Town,  except 
those  appointed  by  the  School  Committee. 

(List  of  Positions,  Titles,  and  Rate  Ranges  is  omitted.  They 
may  be  found  in  the  Finance  Committee  Reports .  The 
by-laws  relating  to  the  Employee  Classification  and  Plan 
do  not  include  the  job  classifications  and  salary  ranges 
which  are  constantly  changing.  They  do  not  require  Attorney 
General  approval.) 

SECTION  4.  CONTINUING  REVIEW.  The  Personnel  Board 
from  time  to  time,  shall  initiate  reviews  of  the  work  of  all 
positions  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law.  Such 
reviews  shall  be  scheduled  as  often  as  it  finds  necessary 
to  reflect  changes  in  the  classifications  as  established  or 
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to  establish  new  classifications  as  conditions  may  warrant. 
It  shall  likewise  make  such  studies  of  pay  rates  in  effect 
in  comparable  positions  outside  of  the  service  of  the  Town 
as  it  may  deem  appropriate. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Town  for  adjusting  the  Pay  Plan  in  conformance  with  such 
studies.  These  recommendations  shall  be  included  as  an 
appendix  to  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  as  published. 
The  Pay  Plan  as  last  established  by  vote  of  the  Town  at  an 
Annual  Town  Meeting  shall  be  effective  for  the  entire  fiscal 
year. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  recommend  to  the  Town  such 
amendments  to  the  classification  and  pay  plans,  and  to  the 
provisions  for  administering  such  plans  ,  as  may  to  the  Board 
appear  necessary. 

Requests  for  changes  of  the  Classification  and  Pay  Plan 
shall  be  made  to  the  Personnel  Board  not  later  than  the 
second  Tuesday  of  September.  The  Personnel  Board  shall 
then  hold  a  m.eeting  to  consider  such  requests. 

SECTION  5  .  JOB  DESCRIPTION.  The  Personnel  Board  shall 
provide,  and  may  amend  from  time  to  time  ,  a  written  descrip- 
tion of  the  work  performed  in  each  position  subject  to  the 
classification  plan,  each  such  description  consisting  of 
statements  describing  the  essential  nature  of  the  work 
characteristics  of  such  position  that  distinguish  such  posi- 
tion from  other  positions  in  the  classification  plan,  with 
such  examples  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate. 

The  job  descriptions  shall  be  interpreted  as  descriptive  only 
and  not  restrictive.  They  shall  be  construed  solely  as  a 
means  of  distinguishing  one  position  from  another  and  not 
as  prescribing  what  the  duties  or  responsibilities  of  any 
position  shall  be ,  or,  as  modifying,  or  in  any  way  affecting 
the  power  of  any  administrative  authority,  as  otherwise 
existing,  to  appoint,  to  assign  duties  to,  or  to  direct  and 
control  the  work  of  any  employee  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
such  authority. 

SECTION  6.  ALLOCATIONS  OF  EMPLOYEES.  The  Personnel 
Board,  with  the  advice  of  the  Department  Heads,  shall 
allocate  each  employee  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
classifications  plan,  to  his  appropriate  classification ,  The 
Personnel  Board,  when  requested  in  writing  shall  afford 
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reasonable  opportunity  to  be  heard  to  any  employee  or  Depart- 
ment Head  affected  by  the  rulings  of  the  Board. 

SECTION  7.  REQUISITIONS .  All  requisitions  for  persons  to 
fill  positions  or  perform  duties  subject  to  the  Classification 
Plan  shall  be  submitted  to  and  authorized  by  the  Personnel 
Board . 

All  changes  of  classification,  transfers,  changes  in  salary 
or  other  changes  in  the  personnel  status  of  employees  sub- 
ject to  the  classification  plan  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Personnel  Board  in  writing  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  any 
such  changes . 

SECTION  8.  RECORDS.  The  Town  Accountant  shall  keep  such 
records  of  all  employees  of  the  Town,  including  name,  age 
date  of  employment,  classification,  department  in  which 
employed  and  other  information  as  the  Personnel  Board  shall 
deem  necessary. 

Each  Department  Head  shall  submit  to  the  Town  Accountant 
with  each  weekly  payroll,  on  the  form  prescribed  by  the 
Personnel  Board,  a  report  of  all  full-time  employees  of  the 
department,  including  the  Department  Head,  absent  from 
duty  during  the  payroll  week  immediately  preceding,  specify 
in  each  case  whether  the  employee  or  Department  Head  was 
absent  on  vacation  leave,  on  leave  of  absence,  on  occupa' 
tional  sick  leave,  on  non-occupational  sick  leave  ,  or  specify 
ingthe  nature  of  his  absence  if  it  is  not  for  one  of  the  fore 
going  reasons .  A  record  shall  also  be  submitted  of  the  total 
hours  worked  by  each  full-time  and  part-time  employee 
including  the  Department  Head. 

SECTION  9.  EMPLOYEES.  A  full-time  employee  is  one  who 
is  scheduled  for  not  less  than  seven  hours  per  diem  for 
fifty-two  (52)  weeks  per  annum  minus  legal  holidays  and 
authorized  leaves. 

A  part-time  employee  is  one  who  is  employed  for  less  than 
a  full-time  employee  as  defined  above,  except  that  regular 
part-time  employee  shall  be  defined  as  one  who  works  for 
a  period  of  at  least  thirty  (30)  weeks  in  the  aggregate  during 
the  twelve  (12)  months  preceding  the  first  day  of  lune  each 
year. 

A  temporary  or  seasonal  employee  is  one  who  is  employed 
for  a  period  less  than  defined  in  the  preceding  two  (2)  para 
graphs . 
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SECTION  10.  WORK  WEEK,  All  full-time  employees  included 
in  the  Classification  Plan  (except  the  Personnel  of  the  Fire 
Department;  Police  Department  and  Department  Heads,  and 
such  other  personnel  as  the  Personnel  Board  shall  determin- 
ed) shall  have  hours  of  duty  not  to  exceed  eight  (8)  hours 
in  any  one  day  and  the  scheduled  work  week  shall  not  exceed 
forty  (40)  hours.  Service  in  excess  of  forty  (40)  hours 
actually  worked  in  one  work  week  may  be  authorized,  in 
emergency,  by  an  officer  of  the  Town  whose  duty  it  is  to 
employ,  direct  or  control  such  employees  and  such  additional 
service  shall  be  compensated  for  an  overtime  at  time  and 
one-half  rates  . 

The  hours  of  duty  of  the  permanent  members  of  the  uniformed 
fire  fighters  force  of  the  Town  shall  be  so  established  by 
the  Selectmen,  acting  through  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, that  the  average  weekly  hours  of  duty  in  any  one  year 
other  than  hours  during  which  members  may  be  summoned 
and  kept  on  duty  because  of  conflagrations  or  emergencies, 
shall  be  fifty-six  (56)  hours  in  number  with  the  exception 
of  those  personnel  assigned  to  special  duty  by  the  Chief  of 
the  Fire  Department. 

SECTION  11.  LEGAL  HOLIDAYS.  Legal  Holidays  shall  include: 
New  Year's   Day,  Washington's   Birthday,  Patriot's  Day, 
Memorial  Day,  Independence  Day,  Labor  Day,  Columbus 
Day,  Veterans  Day,  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas. 

All  full-time  employees  who  are  included  in  the  Classifica- 
tion Plan,  shall  be  paid  for  one  day  at  regular  straight  time 
pay  for  the  legal  holidays  which  fall  on,  or  are  observed  on 
regularly  scheduled  work  days;  provided  that  the  services 
of  any  such  employee  shall  have  been  actually  performed 
during  the  work  day  immediately  preceding  and  the  work  day 
actually  following  any  such  legal  holiday,  unless  duly 
authorized  leave  of  absence  shall  have  been  granted  for 
either  of  such  days. 

Legal  holidays  falling  within  a  scheduled  work  week  are  to 
be  considered  as  hours  actually  worked  during  said  sched- 
uled work  week. 

In  the  Police  and  Fire  Department  those  employees  perform- 
ing their  official  duties  on  such  legal  holidays  shall  receive 
an  extra  day's  pay;  provided  that  if  an  employee  shall  work 
during  periods  inclusive  of  more  than  one  shift,  watch  or 
tour  of  duty  on  the  same  legal  holiday  he  shall  receive  an 
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extra  day's  pay  for  the  first  such  shift,  watch  or  tour  of 
duty  only, 

SECTION  12.  VACATIONS ,  All  full-time  employees  ,  subject 
to  this  plan  shall  be  granted  two  weeks  vacation  with  pay 
in  each  calendar  year,  provided  that  any  such  employee  who 
has  been  in  continuous  full-time  service  of  the  Town  for 
one  year,  next  preceeding  July  first  in  any  one  year,  and 
who  has  actually  worked  at  least  fifteen  weeks  during  such 
period,  shall  in  such  year  receive  one  week's  vacation  with 
pay.  After  the  fifth  year  three  weeks  with  pay  will 
be  granted. 

Employees  with  ten  years  of  service  shall  be  granted  four 
weeks  vacation  with  pay.  Except  in  situations  which  are 
declared  unusual  by  the  Personnel  Board,  vacations  of  more 
than  two  weeks  shall  be  split. 

Any  full-time  employee,  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  III  and  Section  HIE  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General 
Laws, 'whose  employment  is  terminated  during  a  year  by 
dismissal  through  no  fault  or  delinquency  on  his  part  or  by 
resignation,  retirement,  or  death,  without  his  having  been 
granted  the  vacation  to  which  he  is  entitled,  he  or  in  the 
case  of  his  death,  his  estate,  shall  be  paid  at  the  regular 
rate  of  compensation  payable  to  him  at  the  termination  of 
his  employment,  an  amount  in  lieu  of  such  vacation;  pro- 
vided that  no  monetary  or  allowance  has  already  been  made 
therefor.  The  official  head  of  the  department  in  which  the 
person  was  last  employed  shall  enter  on  the  departmental 
payroll  all  amounts  due  and  payable  under  above  paragraph. 

SECTION  13.  LEAVES  OF  ABSENCE. 

1.  SICK  LEAVE ,   Any  full-time  employee  (except  for  those 
appointed  by  the  School  Committee)  in  the  employ  of  the 
Town  shall  receive  sick  leave  benefits  subject  to  the  follow- 
ing provisions: 

A.  If  an  employee  is  incapacitated  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties  and  is  so  certified  in  writing  by  a  practicing  physi- 
cian, the  term  of  receiving  compensation  shall  be  based  on 
the  following: 

1.  If  such  employee  is  insured  under  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Law,  the  Town,  upon  approval  by  the  Personnel 
Board  of  the  employee's  claim  to  occupational  sick  leave 
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payments    shall  make  up  the  difference  between  the 
employee's  regular  compensation  and  the  amount  paid  by 
the  insurer.  For  the  purpose  of  calculating  payments  by 
the  Town  under  this  paragraph,  the  phrase  "amount  paid 
by  the  insurer"  shall  mean  the  amount  paid  for  "Wage 
Benefits"  only  and  not  the  amount  paid  for  by  said  insurer 
for  medical  benefits,  hospital  benefits  or  other  features. 
Afterpayments  by  said  insurer  have  ceased,  further  pay- 
ments by  the  Town  shall  be  made  only  upon  the  report  of 
the    employing  department  head  supported  by  further 
written  medical  testimony,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Personnel  Board.  As  used  in  this  paragraph  , 
the  word  "insured"  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  pre- 
scribed in  Sub-Section  7  of  Section  1  of  Chapter  152  of 
the  General  Laws,  as  amended. 

2.  If  an  employee  is  not  insured  under  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Law,  full  pay  shall  be  awarded  to  the  first 
three  (3)  days  of  incapacity  upon  the  approval  of  the 
employing  department  head  and  thereafter  further  pay- 
ments by  the  Town  shall  be  made  only  upon  the  specific 
recommendation  of  the  employing  department  head  sup- 
ported by  written  medical  testimony,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  approval  of  the  Personnel  Board. 

B.  After  six  (6)  months  full  time  employment,  during  which 
period  no  benefits  shall  accrue  except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  paragraph  A  hereof,  employees  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
(1)  day  of  sick  leave  with  pay  for  each  month  of  full-time 
employment.  Employees  may  accumulate  unused  benefits  up 
to  a  total  of  ninety  (90)  days.  Nothing  in  this  Plan  shall  be 
construed  to  deprive  any  full-time  employee  the  accrued 
sick  leave  allowance  to  which  he  or  she  is  entitled  at  the 
enactment  of  this  By-Law. 

C.  The  granting  of  non-occupational  sick  leave  and  payment 
of  compensation  during  such  period  shall  be  subject  to  the 
following  provisions: 

1.  An  employing  department  head ,  without  prior  approval  of 
the  Personnel  Board  or  medical  evidence,  may  grant  sick 
leave  with  pay  to  any  employee  of  his  department  for  a 
maximum  of  six  (6)  days  in  any  calendar  year  but  not 
more  than  three  (3)  days  at  any  one  time. 

2.  For  any  period  in  excess  of  three  (3)  days  the  employee 
or  department  head  after  investigation,  shall  submit  a 
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report  to  the  Personnel  Board  which  shall  be  considered 
along  with  written  medical  evidence  submitted  by  the 
employee,  and  a  determination  shall  be  made  by  the 
Personnel  Board  of  the  employee's  rights  to  the  benefits 
set  forth  in  paragraph  B  of  this  section. 

3.  No  sick  leave  benefits  shall  be   granted  to  seasonal, 
regular  part-time,  part  time  or  temporary  employees,  nor 
shall  any  benefits  be  granted  for  pregnancy,  excessive 
use  of  alcohol  or  drugs. 

4,  Full-time  employees  compensated  on  an  hourly  basis 
shall  receive  benefits  hereunder  at  the  rate  of  the  stand- 
ard Town  work  week  hours  times  the  hourly  rate  of  the 
employees . 

SECTION  14.  BEREAVEMENT  LEAVE:  Any  regular  full-time 
employee  shall  be  allowed  time  off  without  loss  of  pay  for 
all  scheduled  work  days  falling  within  the  three-day  period 
next  following  the  date  of  a  death  in  the  immediate  family. 
The  immediate  family  shall  include  parents  ,  spouse  ,  parents 
of  the  spouse,  children,  brother  or  sister. 

Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with 
Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended.  The  provisions 
of  this  by-law  are  hereby  declared  to  be  severable  and  if 
any  such  provisions  or  the  application  of  any  such  provision 
to  any  person  or  circumstances  shall  be  held  to  be  invalid, 
illegal,  or  unconstitutional  such  ruling  shall  not  be  construed 
to  affect  the  validity  legality,  or  constitutionality  of  any 
of  the  remaining  provisions  or  the  application  of  said  by- 
laws to  persons  or  circumstances  other  than  those  as  to 
which  it  is  held  invalid,  illegal  or  unconstitutional. 

SECTION  15.  TEMPORARY  AND  PART-TIME  EMPLOYEES. 
Temporary  and  occasional  employees  shall  be  paid  upon 
that  wage  schedule  which  applies  to  the  position  titles  to 
which  they  are  assigned  in  accordance  with  their  total 
length  of  service  in  those  positions  titles  by  reason  of 
former  employment  by  the  Town. 

The  Personnel  Board  shall  have  the  rights  to  establish  at 
any  time,  and  to  withdraw  at  any  time,  temporary  pay  dif- 
ferentials in  excess  of  the  rates  as  set  forth  in  the  Pay  Plan 
required  to  meet  special  situations  arising  from  seasonal 
or  other  temporary  employment  conditions. 

SECTION  16.  PROMOTION  AND  DEMOTION.  Promotion  is  a 
change  from  a  position  of  a  lower  classification  and 
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compensation  to  a  position  of  higher  classification  and  com- 
pensation and  greater  responsibilities.  When  an  employee 
is  promoted,  he  shall  enter  the  new  position  at  the  min- 
imum rate  of  the  range  for  the  appropriate  compensation 
grade,  or  at  the  step  rate  above  his  present  rate,  which- 
ever is  higher.     He  may  receive  an  additional  one-step 
rate  increase  at  the  time  if  the  Department  Head  feels  that 
qualifications  and  performance  warrant  it  and  the  Personnel 
Board  approves . 

If  an  employee  should  be  transferred  to  a  lower  rated  job, 
he  shall  enter  it  at  his  own  rate  or  at  the  maximum  of  the 
job,  whichever  is  the  lower, 

SECTION  17.  MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS  .  Every  applicant  for 
permanent  appointive  employment  by  the  Town  (except  those 
appointed  by  the  School  Committee)  shall  be  certified  by  a 
practicing  physician,  designated  by  the  Personnel  Board, 
as  to  his  or  her  physical  fitness  to  perform  the  duties  of 
the  position  to  which  such  applicant  seeks  appointment.  If 
the  Personnel  Board  deems  such  action  necessary  for  the 
protection  of  the  Town,  it  may  require  any  applicant  for 
temporary  appointive  employment  by  the  Town,  for  thirty  (30) 
days  and  has  not  been  so  certified,  to  be  certified  by  a 
physician,  designated  by  the  Personnel  Board,  as  to  his 
or  her  physical  fitness  to  do  the  work  required  by  the  Town. 
The  certification  required  hereunder  shall  be  in  such  form  as 
the  said  Board  shall  determine.  The  cost  of  any  physical 
examination  required  by  this  section  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Town. 

SECTION  18.  CIVIL  SERVICE  LAW.  Nothing  in  this  by-law 
shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with  Chapter  31  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws. 

SECTION  19.    REPEAL  AND  VALIDITY.     All  by-laws,  sub- 
section, sentence,  clause,  phrase,  or  figure  of  this  by-law 
is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  unconstitutional  or  invalid, 
such  decision  and  invalidity  or  viodance  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  the  remaining  portions  of  this  by-law.  The 
Town  Meeting  hereby  declares  that  it  would  have  passed 
this  by-law  and  each  section,     sub-section,  sentence, 
clause,  phrase,  or  figure  thereof  even  if  it  had  known  that 
any  one  or  more  sections  ,  sub-sections  ,  sentences  ,  clauses  , 
phrases,  or  figures  shall  be  declared  unconstitutional  or 
void. 

This  by-law  shall  take  affect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
the  earliest  period  allowed  by  law. 
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The  amendment  adopted  under  Article  5  6  of  the  warrant,  be- 
inga  comprehensive  personnel  by-law  does  not  require  the 
approval  of  the  Attorney  General,  See  G.L.Chapt.  41,  Sec. 
108-Aand  108-C.    It  is  consequently  returned  without  ac- 
tion.

Discussion  followed. 

Before  action  was  taken  on  the  substitute  motion,  as  mod- 
ified, Atty.

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point  of  order.     That  the  substitute  motion,  as  modified, 
would  cover  main  motion,  as  amended,  and  that  it  would 
require  a  two-thirds  vote.  "   The  Moderator  so  ruled,  and 
agreed  with  Atty.

by  Mr.  Nicola  D'Alessandro's  attorney  at  the  Worcester 
Registry  of  Deeds.  A  voter  requested  that  the  date  of  deed 
and  deletion  be  reviewed  by  the  Town  Counsel.  Atty.  Ernest 
A.  Belforti,  Mr.  Nicola  D'Allessandro's  lawyer  presented 
said  deed  to  the  Town  Counsel,  The  Town  Counsel  verified 
that  the  date  of  the  deed  and  the  deletion  were  as  indicated 
by  Atty.  Belforti. 

Mr.  Paul  Beaudry  presented  the  following  substitute  motion: 
Indefinite  postponement,  and  it  was  duly  seconded. 

Read  by  Moderator. 

Mr.  James  Tiberii  informed  the  moderator  that  he  wished  to 
speak  on  the  substitute  motion  presented  by  the  Planning 
Board . 

Atty.  S.  A.  Caprera  stated:  "Mr.  Moderator,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order. "  The  substitute  motion  submitted  by  Mr.  Paul 
Beaudry  should  not  be  accepted,  there  is  a  substitute  motion 
before  us  now.  If  accepted  it  would  be  contrary  to  proper 
parliamentary  procedure.  The  moderator  so  ruled,  and  agreed 
with  Atty.  Caprera 's  point  of  order. 

Mr.  James  Tiberii  spoke  in  favor  of  the  zoning  amendment 

Atty.  H.  C.  Peterson,  Jr.  addressed  the  chair:  "One  of  the 
previous  speakers  had  stated,  that  if  we  approved  the  zoning 
amendment  it  would  create  a  spot  zoning."  He  pointed  out 
that  this  was  incorrect  and  if  we  voted  for  the  amendment, 
it  would  not  constitute  a  violation  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws.

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Cournoyer  responded  by  informing  the  voters  "I  move  the 
previous  question"  was  to  cut  any  further  debate  on  the  sub- 
stitute motion  of  the  Planning  Board.  The  Moderator  granted 
Mr.  P.  Beaudrythe  privilege  of  five  (5)  more  minutes  speak- 
ing time  to  inform  the  voters  as  to  the  reasons  they  should 
vote  against  the  substitute  motion  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Mr.  G.  Earls,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  on  a 
point  of  information,  informed  the  voters  that  in  his  opinion 
he  did  not  know  all  the  facts  of  this  zone  error,  but  said: 
"This  zone  amendment  has  been  brought  up  for  a  number  of 
years.  I  feel  that  they  are  enough  fairminded  people  present 
here  this  evening  and  that  you  have  heard  the  pros  and  cons 
on  the  amendment.  At  this  time,  let's  vote  for  this  zone 
change  and  end  this  once  and  for  all. " 

Mr.  R.  Pervier  renewed  his  motion:  To  move  the  previous 
question,  and  again  it  was  seconded  by  many. 

The  moderator  informed  the  voters:  "Now  we'll  vote  on  the 
substitute  motion.  "At  this  time,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Town  Counsel,  the  Town  Counsel  informed  the  voters  of  the 
correct  procedure  on  foregoing  action  numerically: 

1.  Vote  on  Mr.  Pervier' s  motion:  to  terminate  debate  on  the 
Planning  Board's  substitute  motion.

Mr.  Leduc  informed  the  moderator  that  he  was  submitting 
said  recommendation  as  a  substitute  motion.

DISCUSSION  FOLLOWS: 

Mr.  Sofoclis  Kollios  of  179  Eastford  Road  stated:  "The 
reasons  why  he  was  opposed  to  this  zoning  amendment. 

1.  The  beauty  of  Main  Street  would  not  be  enhanced  with 
the  addition  of  a  doughnut  shop  near  the  two  churches. 

2.  Traffic  hazzard.  Just  a  few  weeks  ago  Mr.  Sotir  Vangel 
a  pedestrian  was  killed  in  an  automobile  accident,  ap- 
proximately in  front  of  399  Main  Street. 

3.  Stated  the  locale  of  doughnut  shops:   one  in  Sturbridge , 
another  one  on  Worcester  Street  and  the  third  on  Central 
street.  .  another  doughnut  shop  would  hurt  these  businesses. " 
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Mr.  dharles  Peloquinof  419  Main  Street  speaking  in  favor 
of  the  zoning  amendment  stated:      "The  property  at  419 
Main  Street  is  my  home  and  I  own  said  property.  The  Bus- 
iness District  of  Main  Street  to  Foster  Street  on  one  side, 
and  Goddard  Street  to  Everett  Street  on  the  other.  This 
is  no  longer  so  and  should  not  be  so.    Main  Street  is  a 
business  area.  This  town  has  progressed,  a  new  addition 
is  being  added  to  the  hospital,  a  new  YMCA  building  is 
about  to  be  constructed  and  we  do  have  excellent  schools. 
A  new  business  on  Main  Street  would  be  apt  to  change  the 
business  pattern,  in  fact  it  will  slow  it  down.    In  reference 
to  competitive  business  me  ntioned  by  previous  speaker  I 
too,  find  conflicting  business  with  other  stores.    This  ar- 
ticle is  the  only  one  on  the  warrant  that  is  not  costing  you 
money  if  voted  in  the  affirmative  it  will  be  apt  to  lower 
the  tax  rate  because  of  the  tax  revenue." 
"We  must  continue  to  progress!" 

Mr.Lucien  H.  Duff  of  80  Cross  Street  was  in  favor  of  this 
zone  amendment  and  he  informed  the  townspeople  that  the 
town  needs  more  tax  money. 

Mr. Paul  A.  Beaudry  of  45  Main  Street  informed  the  voters 
that  he  was  not  in  favor  of  a  zoning  amendment  that  would 
change  only  one  parcel  of  land  and  stated:  "This  is  the 
reason  why  I  oppose  this  zoning  amendment."

Mr.  Vincent  Boniface,  member  of  the  Southern  Worcester 
County  Regional  Vocational  School  District  praised  the 
achievements  of  Cole  Trade  School  graduates  but  said  the 
town  must  move  forward  to  meet  the  higher  technological 
demands  of  the  future.  Said  school  would  provide  this 
needed  training.  I  strongly  urge  an  affirmative  vote  for 
a  regional  vocational-technical  high  school. 
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Mr.  Albert  J.  Bishop,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
referred  to  the  substitute  motion  submitted  by  Peter  Grant 
and  informed  the  voters  that  any  delay  on  final  action 
would  mean  an  affirmative  vote  for  the  school.  "We  must 
take  action  within  30  days  -  postponement  means  ratifi- 
cation/' Bishop  warned. 

Mr.  Bishop  said:  "Do  we  need  this  school?  Yes,  the 
town  needs  the  skill  personnel  that  a  regional  vocational 
school  could  provide.  We  must  pay  the  money  to  receive 
the  product."  He  concluded  by  saying:  "We  the  voters 
of  Southbridge  let  us  be  the  leader  by  voting  in  the  affirm-

Mr.  Joseph  Vairo,  vice  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
informed  the  voters  that  he  was  in  favor  of  the  selectmen's 
substitute  motion  for  indefinite  postponement.  He  pointed 
out  that  events  subsequent  to  the  first  recommendation  of 
the  Finance  Committee  suggested  indefinite  postponement 
was  the  only  solution. 

Discussion  continued.  Mr.  L.  Duff  believed  that  the 
work  should  be  done  by  the  highway  department  without 
voting  for  any  more  money.  Mr.  Bernard  Haggerty  asked 
whether  the  selectmen's  substitute  motion  was  not  de- 
signed to  facilitate  the  consideration  of  a  third  solution 
to  build  a  storm  drain  which  would  cost  $7 , 500.  00  or 
three  times  the  amount  originally  voted  for  the  project  in 
1968. 

Mr.  Vairo  replied:  "The  most  recent  plan  would  cost 
$7,500.  00.  However,  since  the  abutters  don't  want  the 
sidewalk  raised,  the  work  cannot  be  done." 

Antoni  Ciesla  informed  the  voters  that  he  did  not  grant 
an  easement  for  the  original  plan  to  lay  a  storm  drain 
across  his  property  because  he  still  believed  that  if  the 
existing  drain  were  properly  cleaned  and  a  new  catch 
basin  installed,  there  would  be  no  need  for  a  new  drain. 
Selectman  Donate  Bernardone  moved  the  question.  It  was 
duly  seconded,  and  discussion  was  terminated. 

The  substitute  motion  to  indefinite  postponement  was  re- 
read by  Moderator  Walsh  and  it  was 

VOTED:    (Unanimously)   Indefinite  postponement. 
It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  dissolve  the  warrant.

Mr.  A.  Bishop,  selectman  was  recognized  by  the  moderator . 

Mr.  Bishop  stated:  "lam  not  in  favor  of  the  advancement 
of  this  article  because  it  will  not  enable  parents  that  had 
to  get  their  children  to  bed  to  vote  on  this  article.

The  Cemetery  Committee  met  and  organized  April  15,  1969. 
Stavri  Yanka  was  elected  Chairman,  Le  eta  nee  Landry,  Clerk, 
and  Willard  Stark,  Third  Member.  Richard  Harwood  was  ap- 
pointed Superintendent  by  the  Committee. 

Oakridge  suffered  extensive  damage  from  a  severe  wind 
storm  May  29,  1969.  May  30th,  the  cemetery  was  closed 
to  traffic  other  than  pedestrians  .  The  cemetery  lost  18  trees 
ranging  in  size  from  5  feet  diameter  to  2^  feet. 

In  July  we  started  to  open  graves,  wherever  possible,  with 
mechanized  equipment.  This  trial  period  has  proved  very 
successful  and  we  plan  to  continue.  And,  we  are  providing 
for  it  in  our  budget.

Mr.  Landry  devoted  many  untiring  years  to  the  cemetery  and 
his  passing  will  be  felt  by  this  commission. 

William  Berry  has  been  appointed  by  the  Cemetery  Committee 
and  the  Selectmen  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Landry. 

The  Cemetery  Committee  is  grateful  to  all  who  have  assisted 
us  and  we  are  particularly  grateful  to  Mr.  Benoit  and  Mr. 
Young  of  the  Highway  Department  whose  efforts  save  us 
much  time  and  money.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 


SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

I  hearby 'submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools.    This  is  the  seventy- 
eighth  in  a  series  of  such  reports. 

PERSONNEL 

This  year  the  Southbridge  School  System  lost  about  twenty 
percent  of  its  staff  through  resignations,  retirements, 
leave  of  absences  or  sabbaticals.  All  of  these  people 
contributed  to  our  school  system  in  some  way.  However, 
in  this  report  I  wish  to  describe  some  people  who  have 
retired  after  many  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  town 
of  Southbridge. 

Mrs.  Rosalie  Rubenstein,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Locke  and  Mrs. 
Mary  Skaza  contributed  over  seventy  years  to  educating 
the  youth  of  the  area.  Each  teacher  in  her  own  way  leaves 
a  void  in  the  school  system  that  will  be  difficult  to  fill. 
We  wish  them  every  joy  and  happiness  in  their  retire- 
ment years. 

Mrs.  Barbara  Kyrios  and  Mr.  William  Nickerson  retired 
from  the  high  school  after  collectively  contributing  almost 
sixty  years  of  successful  teaching.  They  both  partici- 
pated in  the  extra-curricular  program  over  the  years.  We 
wish  them  every  happiness  and  longevity  in  the  coming 
years. 

Mr.  Jacob  Gouin  started  working  with  the  schools  in  Feb- 
ruary 1953.    Over  the  years,   as  Safety  and  Attendance 
Officer,   he  has  helped  and  counseled  hundreds  of  boys 
and  girls.    His  duties  also  included  working  with  teach- 
ers, administrators,  health  personnel,  and  parents.  Jake 
has  made  a  real  contribution,  not  only  to  the  school  sys- 
tem, but  to  the  town.   We  wish  him  good  luck  in  the  fu- 
ture. 

Mrs.  Leona  Lavoie  worked  first  as  a  full  time  secretary 
and  then  as  a  regular  part-time  secretary  for  almost  for- 
ty years  in  the  main  office  of  the  school  system.  She 
not  only  trained  many  new  girls,  but  helped  guide  many 
administrators  with  her  quiet  and  effective  manner.  She 
was  pleasant  in  her  dealings  with  the  public  and  always 
had  a  kind  word  to  say  about  everyone.  We  wish  her 
happiness  and  longevity  in  her  retirement  years. 
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Mrs.  Margaret  (Connolly)  Skinyon worked  as  a  secretary 
in  the  school  system  for  forty-seven  years.  She  started 
as  a  secretary  to  the  Cole  Trade  Director  and  for  the  past 
nineteen  years  she  has  been  the  senior  secretary  in  the 
central  office.  It  would  be  impossible  to  describe  the 
many  duties  and  responsibilities  she  has  carried  out  over 
the  years.  However,  there  are  few  teachers,  students 
and  administrators  that  have  served  the  Southbridge  School 
System  over  the  past  half  century  that  has  not  received 
some  help  or  counsel  from  Miss  Connolly.  Margaret  not 
only  had  a  high  moral  and  ethical  standard /but  was  always 
ready  and  willing  to  do  everything  asked  of  her  regard- 
less of  the  time  and  effort  required.  I,  personally  will 
miss  her  dedicated,  self-sacrificing  and  cheerful  person- 
ality. May  she  enjoy  her  retirement  years  as  we  wish 
her  every  happiness  in  her  new  venture. 

FACILITIES 

Over  the  past  one-and-a-half  years  the  Southbridge  Re- 
gional.Planning  Committee  worked  with  two  area  towns  to 
develop  a  three-town  Regional  School  District.    The  Com- 
mittee worked  diligently  to  write  an  agreement  that  would 
be  the  best  for  the  Town  of  Southbridge.    This  agreement 
was  defeated  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  December. 
Realizing  the  Southbridge  still  has  problems,  the  School 
Committee  will  submit  an  article  for  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing in  March  calling  for  the  establishment  of  a  School 
Building  Committee.    It  will  be  the  responsibility  of  this 
new  committee  to  study  and  evaluate  the  present  needs 
of  Southbridge,  and  to  recommend  to  the  voters  a  plan  to 
meet  those  needs. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  almost  seven-hundred  students 
in  the  new  high  school  that  was  built  for  five-hundred 
and  fifty  students.  Cole  Trade  High  School  will  be  avail- 
able for  regular  school  purposes  sometime  after  September 
of  1971.  This  building  could  be  converted  into  classroom 
space  thereby  increasing  the  present  high  school  class- 
room space  from  twenty-five  to  forty  classrooms. 

Grades  five,  six,  seven,  and  eight  are  presently  housed 
in  the  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior  High  School.  Over  eight - 
hundred  students  are  attending  this  over-crowded  build- 
ing. This  building  does  not  have  as  many  facilities  as 
is  found  in  the  average  junior  high  of  today.  Please  read 
the  Junior  High  School  Report  in  order  to  better  understand 
the  problems  at  this  level. 
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The  elementary  schools,  although  built  over  thirty  years 
ago,  are  in  good  physical  condition.  However,  like  the 
other  school  buildings  in  town,  they  are  overcrowded.  Of 
the  thirty  classrooms  being  used,  seventeen  have  thirty 
or  more  students  per  classroom.  The  state  has  suggested 
that  the  Town  of  Southbridge  re-establish  kindergartens 
by  September  1971  and  that  kindergartens  be  required  in 
every  city  and  town  of  Massachusetts  by  September  1973. 
Eight  additional  classrooms  would  be  needed  to  meet  these 
requirements . 

Three  years  ago  a  School  Building  Needs  Committee  con- 
sidered five  separate  propositions  to  provide  additional 
classrooms  and  facilities  forthe  Town  of  Southbridge.  The 
five  areas  were: 

1.  Build  additions  to  the  primary  grades  at 
Eastford,  West  Street  and  Charlton  Street 
Schools. 

2.  Build  an  addition  to  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior 
High  School. 

3.  Build  a  new  Middle  (Junior  High)  School. 

4.  Build  a  new  high  school. 

5.  Regionalize  with  area  towns  to  build  a  new 
high  school. 

As  a  result  of  the  vote  on  Article  XXVI  at  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  on  December  8th,  1969,  it  appears  that  four  al- 
ternatives are  still  open  to  Southbridge.  We  as^  that  the 
voters  support  the  Article  calling  for  the  establishment 
of  the  School  Building  Committee.  We  also  request  that 
the  people  of  Southbridge  let  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee  and  this  new  Building  Committee  (if  approved) 
know  their  ideas  and  suggestions  at  all  times. 

NEW  PROGRAMS 

This  past  year  has  provided  new  programs  that  have  al- 
lowed the  Southbridge  School  System  the  opportunity  to 
reach  new   heights.    The  trainable   and  two  educable 
classes  were  moved  from  the  junior  high  to  the  elementary 
buildings.   With  the   need   for  additional  space  at  the 
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elementary  schools,   the  first  floor  of  the  Mary  E.  Wells 
Junior  High  was  renovated  to  accommodate  the  fifth  grade 
students.  Office  space,   storage  areas,  as  well  as  spe- 
cial classrooms  were  converted  into  classroom  space. 

With  about  two-hundred  and  seventy  students  entering 
first  grade,  it  was  necessary  to  increase  from  seven  to 
nine  the  number  of  classrooms  used  for  the  new  first 
graders.  The  trainable  class  now  meets  at  the  Pleasant 
Street  School.  One  educable  class  meets  at  the  Eastford 
Road  School,  and  the  other  meets  at  the  Charlton  Street 
School.  By  regrouping  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  special 
classes  we  were  able  to  offer  the  girls  additional  home- 
making  activities  and  the  boys  a  new  arts  and  crafts 
experience.  The  Center  of  Hope  deserves  our  sincere 
appreciation  for  making  their  facilities  available  to  our 
boys. 

It  is  this  type  of  cooperation  that  allows  the  boys  and 
girls  inSouthbridge  with  special  problems,  an  opportunity 
to  develop  their  talents  to  the  fullest. 

After  evaluating  the  no  report  card  pilot  program  at  Charlton 
Street  School,  the  School  Committee  voted  to  expand  the 
concept  to  include  all  elementary  schools  from  grades 
one  through  four.  Last  year  the  survey  showed  that  almost 
ail  the  parents  of  Charlton  Street  School  favored  this 
approach  in  reporting  the  progress  of  their  child.  It  is 
too  early  to  project  the  results  of  systemwide  grades  one 
through  four  program,  but  most  of  the  comments  have  been 
favorable. 

Because  of  the  growth  in  the  use  of  Audio-Visual  Aids, 
not  only  in  Southbridge,  but  throughout  the  country,  the 
School  Committee  voted  to  place  the  Audio-Visual  Director 
on  a  full  time  basis.  This  will  allow  Mr.  Flanagan  the 
opportunity  to  assist  all  teachers  and  administrators  in 
planning  additional  programs  with  the  many  audio-visual 
aids  now  available  in  the  system. 

The  School  Committee  also  appointed  Mrs.  Grebb,  the 
high  school  librarian,  the  Director  of  the  Multi-Media 
Program.  She  will  be  responsible  for  all  printed  materials 
available  throughout  the  school  system,  and   also  super- 
vise the  people  working  in  the  Multi-Media  Program. 

The  high  school  started  an  Inter-discipline  Team  Teaching 
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Program  this   past  year.    Teachers   in  the  Art,  Music, 
English  and  the  Social  Science   fields  combined  their 
talents  to  present  a  course  for  the  upper  classmen  in  the 
Humanities.  This  program  has  been  well  received. 

The  West  Street  School  has  the  three  first  grade  teachers 
working  as  a  team  to  help  develop  better  individual  pro- 
grams for  the  students.  This  program  also  has  been  most 
successful. 

All  of  the  elementary  schools  are  now  departmentalized 
in  grades  two,  three,  and  four.  The  students  are  now 
receiving  the  benefits  of  being  taught  by  teachers  with 
special  interests,  abilities  and  training.  Male  teachers 
and  administrators  in  Southbridge  have  been  studying 
programs  to  individualize  instruction.  The  teachers  and 
administrators  will  continue  to  study,  evaluate  and  plan 
as  they  work  toward  a  completely  individualized  approach 
to  teaching. 

This  year  along  with  the  regular  in-service  courses 
offered  in  Southbridge,  two  new  courses  were  offered 
—  a  Family-Living  Course,  and  a  course  for  teachers  of 
the  perceptually  handicapped.  The  school  system  will 
continue  to  offer  in-service  courses  as  required  and  as 
needed.  The  School  Committee  Voted  to  expand  our 
Perceptually  Handicapped  Program.  Over  the  past  two 
years  many  of  these  boys  and  girls  were  receiving  help 
at  the  elementary  level  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Baker. 
However,  because  many  of  these  students  still  needed 
help  and  were  attending  the  junior  high,  the  Committee 
appointed  a  new  teacher  to  meet  the  needs  of  these 
students  as  well  as  students  who  had  not  had  the  benefits 
of  this  program. 

FUTURE  PLANS 

The  Town  of  Southbridge  must  take  some  positive  action 
in  the  near  future  to  provide  additional  classrooms  and 
facilities  forthe  school  system.  We  have  every  confidence 
that  the  citizens  will  accept  this  challenge  and  vote  ap- 
proval of  the  necessary  funds  to  solve  this  dilemma.  As 
we  face  the  1970' s  it  is  evident  that  the  following  areas 
will  need  our  attention  and  supportive  action: 

1.       The  need  for  additional  guidance  people  in  the 
school  system  is  worthy  of  our  serious  consid- 
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eration.    The  state  suggests  one  guidance  coun- 
selor for  every  three -hundred   students.  With 
over  twenty-seven  hundred  students  in  the  South- 
bridge  Public  School  System  that  would  mean  a 
staff  of  nine.   We  presently  have  five  in  the 
school  system.    If  we  could  hire  one  guidance 
counselor  each  year,  over  the  next  four  years, 
even  with  the  future  anticipated  student  growth, 
we  would  be  closer  to  offering  the  students  of 
Southbridge  the  services  they  need  and  require. 

The  need  for  additional  teacher  aids  in  the  system 
has  been  established  by  the  School  Committee. 
We  tried  a  pilot  program  at  the  Eastford  Road 
School  two  years  ago.    This  program  was  con- 
sidered most  successful.    For  the  last  year  and 
one-half  we  have  tried  working  with  non-paid 
volunteers.    Although  they  have  helped  the  sit- 
uation, the  plan  has  not  been  effective.  Teach- 
er aids  are  needed  at  all  levels,  but  in  order  to 
establish  a  four-year- plan  the  following  program 
is*  suggested: 

1.  The  first  year,  three  aids  be  hired  to  work 
at  the  Eastford  Road,  West  Street  and 
Pleasant  Street  Schools. 

2.  The  second  year,  one  aid  be  placed  at  the 
junior  high  and  one  aid  at  the  senior  high. 

3.  The  third  year,    one   additional  aid  be 
placed  at  the  junior  high  and  one  addition- 
al aid  at  the  senior  high. 

4.  The  fourth  year,  a  re-evaluation  of  all  the 
aids  be  made  and  the  aids  be  placed  in  a 
central  pool  and  be  assigned  on  a  priority 
basis. 

Greater  planning  with  the  private  schools  in 
Southbridge  should  be  investigated.  Last  year 
the  possibility  of  one  of  the  parochial  schools 
being  phased  out  received  great  attention.  If 
the  private  schools  decided  to  close  their  doors 
in  the  near  future  the  financial  burden  to  the 
Town  of  Southbridge  would  be  astronomical. 
Therefore,  I  suggest,  that  a  Committee  of  ten 
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be  established  representing  both  private  and  pub- 
lic education  in  order  to  investigate  and  recom- 
mend programs  and  plans  that  would  allow  shared 
facilities,  staff,  and  programs. 

4.  The  possibility  of  establishing  a  new  junior  or 
community  college  in  Southbridge  should  contin- 
ue to  receive  our  cooperation.    The  Tri-Commu- 
nity  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  a  sub-committee 
investigating  the  needs,  the  costs,  and  the  ben- 
efits of  such  a  college.    At  the  present  time,  it 
is  too  early  to  predict  the  final  recommendation 
of  this  sub-committee.    I  hope  that  everyone 
will  attend  the  open  meetings  and  let  members 
of  this  sub-committee  know  their  feelings  about 
this  most  important  addition  to  the  social,  eco- 
nomic,  cultural,  and  educational  growth  of  the 
area. 

5.  The  Southbridge  School  System  will  continue  to 
move  toward  an  individualized  approach  to 
teaching.  For  many  years  educators  and  re- 
searchers have  known  that  every  person  is  unique 
and  different  from  every  other  person.  This  con- 
cept has  been  referred  to  as  individual  differ- 
ences. Teachers  have  tried  to  meet  these  indi 
vidual  differences  over  the  years  and  we  believe 
they  have  succeeded  admirably  when  you  con 
sider  the  overall  working  conditions.  At  the 
elementary  level  teachers  have  been  faced  with 
thirty  or  more  students  in  a  self-contained  class 
room.  At  the  secondary  level  teachers  have 
been  faced  with  an  average  of  one-hundred  and 
fifty  (150)  or  more  students  daily.  The  condi 
tions  must  be  modified,  and  some  new  organiza 
tional  patterns  must  be  established  in  order  to 
reach  our  goal.  The  staff  of  the  Southbridge 
School  System  will  continue  to  evaluate  and  in 
novate  ideas  in  order  to  plan  and  progress  to 
ward  a  completely  individualized  instructional 
program. 

CONCLUSION 

I  would  like  to  describe  briefly  a  few  examples  of  activi 
ties  that  our  dedicated  staff  carry  out  daily. 
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The  administrator  who  gives  of  his  time  freely  to  take 
students  to  meetings,  to  attend  workshops,  and  to  meet 
with  parents. 

The  teacherwho  arrives  early  and  stays  late  to  work  with 
boys  and  girls  that  have  learning  disabilities. 

The  teacher  who  works  with  the  students  day  and  night 
to  raise  funds  to  help  support  programs  for  the  less  for- 
tuate. 

The  teacher  who  spends  his/her  own  money  to  help  indi- 
vidual students  overcome  certain  difficulties. 

The  teacherwho  organizes,  plans,  and  directs  activities 
and  field  trips  that  enrich  the  learning  experiences  of 
the  students. 

The  teacher  who  spends  evenings  and  weekends  meeting 
with  parents  to  discuss  the  progress  of  the  student  he/she 
comes  in  contact  with. 

It  is  this  type  of  dedicated  service  to  the  youth  of  South- 
bridge  that  I  would  like  to  commend.    I  also,  would  like 
to  thank  the  School  Committee,  the  complete  staff  of  the 
school  system,  the  students,   and  the  citizens  for  their 
wonderful  support  and  understanding  this  past  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


Athletics  have  always  played  an  integral  part  of  the  high 
school  program.  In  recent  years  the  growth  and  stature  of 
schoolboy  sports  has  become  increasingly  more  important 
to  a  good  high  school  curriculum.We  at  Southbridge  High, 
as  a  result  of  this  growth,  have  expanded  and  improved 
our  athletic  program  in  many  ways. 

1.  Southbridge  High  School  became  a  member  of  the 
newly  formed  Border  Conference,  which  will  be 
active  in  all  sports  by  September  of  1970. 

2.  A  varsity  golf  team  was  formed,  and  while  in  its 
first  year  of  competition  placed  second  in  the 
Border  Conference. 

3.  The  formation  of  an  Athletic  Council,  which  is 
made  up  of  all  coaches  and  Athletic  Director  at 
Southbridge  High  School. 

In  conclusion,  some  recommendations  are  forthcoming 
if  our  athletic  program  is  to  experience  further  growth. 

1.  The  development  of  an  intra-mural  sports  program. 

2.  The  expansion  into  other  varsity  sports  such  as 
soccer,  and  indoor  track  for  boys;  field  hockey 
and  gymnastics  for  girls. 

3.  The  coaches  of  the  three  major  varsity  sports 
conduct  clinics  so  that  the  youngsters  in  our  town 
will  develop  an  interest  in  the  Southbridge  High 
School  athletic  program.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  AUDIOVISUAL  INSTRUCTION 


Some  say  this  is  the  era  of  the  knowledge  explosion.  In 
some  ways  this  may  be  so.    Each  year  elementary  and  sec- 
condary  teachers  in  most  subjects  are  expected  to  keep 
abreast  of  new  developments  in  content  and  technique  that 
are  occurring  in  unprecedented  number.    Furthermore,  the 
trend  is  toward  an  ever-increasing  degree  of  sophistica- 
tion of  the  subject  matter  provided  for  each  of  the  school 
areas.    Little  wonder  that  demands  upon  both  teachers 
and   students   continue  to  increase  and  that  each  suc- 
ceeding year's  students  face  growing  competition  in  their 
attempts  to  enter  the  better  colleges  and  universities. 

In  order  to  cope  effectively  with  changing  trends  the  teach- 
er of  today,   more  than  ever  before,  needs  to  utilize  the 
most  advanced  techniques  of  classroom  communication  in 
order  to  assure  effective  teaching  and  optimum  student 
understanding  for  whatever  presentation  is  undertaken. 
The  teacher  is,  by  profession,  a  communicator.    His  task 
is  to  communicate  ideas,  concepts,  and  facts.    The  teach- 
er who  is  able  to  communicate  through  many  media  is  apt 
to  be  much  more  successful  than  the  one  who  is  limited 
to  one,  like  the  textbook,  for  example.   While  textbooks 
are  of  primary  value,  it  takes  a  variety  of  devices  to  il- 
lustrate, demonstrate,  clarify,  and  reinforce  basic  infor- 
mation.    This  is  especially  true  now  because  today's 
students  have  been  born  into  a  society  that  relies  heavily 
and  constantly  on  sophisticated  media  of  communication. 

The  aim  of  the  Department  of  Audiovisual  Instruction  is 
to  assist  the  teacher  in  creating  the  best  combination  of 
learning  resources  for  specific  educational  objectives 
through  individual  conferences  and  assistance  and  formal 
in-service  classes  in  audiovisual  technology.  This  year 
51  teachers  spent  over  1000  man-hours  after  school  up- 
grading their  communication  skills  in  these  in-service 
classes.  It  is  unfortunate  that  funds  for  an  adequately 
equipped  work  area  for  these  dedicated  teachers  have 
been  cut  from  the  1970  budget  of  this  department.  The 
establishment  of  an  Instructional  Materials  Center,  a 
facility  that  helps  the  teacher  teach  more  effectively  and 
dramatically,  is  needed  now  and  should  not  be  postponed. 

The  budget  of  this  Department  has  shown  a  steady  in- 
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crease,  especially  during  the   past  three  years.  Even 
with  the  additional  equipment,   materials   and  supplies 
purchased  with  the  funds  appropriated  in  the  1968  school 
budget  this  Department  is  hard  pressed  to  fill  all  requests 
by  our  teachers.    Requests   for  films,  filmstrips,  trans- 
parencies,   tapes   and  records  show  a  striking  increase. 
For  example,    this   Department  filled   requests  for  476 
16mm  films  on  the  elementary  and  junior  high  level  alone, 
an  increase  of  63%   over  1965.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  audiovisual  materials  are  being  used  to  enliven  and 
strengthen         instruction     in  the  Southbridge  public 
schools.   A  budget  cut   in  this  area  will  impede  the  for- 
ward growth  of  this  vitally  important  service  of  providing 
the  teacher  with  an  array  of  tools  for  doing  his  job  well. 

Schools  that  have  a  Department  of  Audiovisual  Instruction 
have  prepared  themselves  for  tomorrows 's  education, for 
technology  is  discovering  education,  and  educators  are 
discovering  technology.    Inventors  have  already  brought 
forth  filmstrips  that  speak,   8-mm  single  concept  films, 
and  wireless  "laboratories",    now   in  use  in  the  South- 
bridge  school  system.  They  promise  more  devices  to  come. 
The  best  of  these  innovative  devices  liberates  the  teacher 
from  drillmaster  functions   and   gives  him  more  time  to 
work  individually  with  pupils .  Nevertheless,  what's  new 
is  not  necessarily  what's  best.  The  department  of  Audio- 
visual Instruction  serves   the   schools  as  an  evaluator 
of  materials  to  be  used  for  for  teaching. 

In  a  statement  of  his  views  on  education  delivered  in 
October  1968,  President  Nixon  declared,  "I  pledge  my 
Administration  to  be  second  to  none  in  its  concern  for 
education.  I  pledge  it  because  we  will  be  second  to  none 
in  our  concern  for  America".  "One  of  the  major  tasks 
specified  by  President  Nixon  is  closely  related  to  the 
intelligent  employment  of  audiovisual  media:".  .  .  to  put 
the  best  educational  equipment  and  ideas  and  innovations 
within  the  reach  of  all  students.  " 

If  this  task  is  accomplished  we  will  be  able  to  bring 
better  education  to  our  students  and  to  provide  motivation 
and  incentives  for  all  those  who  wish  to  learn.

MARY  E.  WELLS  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


ANNUAL  REPORT 
AGAIN  THE  NEED  IS  YESTERDAY 


The  Wells  Junior  High  school  problems  of  space  due  to 
overcrowdedness  have  become  more  prominent  with  the 
addition  of  eight  5th  grade  classes,  nine  teachers,  and 
two-hundred  more  pupils.  The  evident  lack  of  facilities 
is  still  predominant.  The  absence  of  basic  needs  is  still 
very  much  in  evidence.  For  emphasis,  I  am  compelled 
to  confine  my  annual  report  again  this  year  to  the  Wells 
situation  and  thereby  acquaint  the  public  with  the  existing 
conditions  at  this  school.  Many  of  these  problems  are 
not  unique  to  the  Junior  High  School,  but  are  definitely 
much  more  numerous  at  this  level  of  education. 

The  urgency  of  the  situation,  as  indicated  by  the  title 
emphasizes  even  more  strongly  than  last  year  that  any 
further  delay  in  realizing  and  postponing  action  in  this 
area  will  prove  disastrous  to  our  whole  School  System. 

These  facilities  and  needs  must  be  reckoned  with  now 
before  the  problems  become  insurmountable.  Recommenda 
tions  will  be  made  later  in  this  report. 

Following  are  the  existing  situations  at  the  Wells  Junior 
High  School: 

At  present,  forty-one  (41)  spaces  are  used  for  classroom 
purposes  including  the  Language  Handicapped,  the  per 
ceptually  Handicapped,  Home  Economics,  Industrial  Arts 
Mechanical  Drawing,  Art,  Vocal  and  Instrumental  Music 
and  the  auditorium  for  Physical  Education  classes. 

Six  teachers  are  teaching  their  classes  in  different  rooms 
every  period  of  the  day  because  there  are  not  enough 
rooms  for  all  teachers  to  hold  their  respective  classes. 

Physical  Education,  compelled  by  the  State,  must  make 
use  of  the  Auditorium  every  period  daily  for  its  classes 
This  eliminates  the  use  of  this  area  for  other  essential 
school  purposes  such  as:  assemblies,  audio-visual  use 
etc.  On  the  other  hand,  certain  activities  not  related  to 
school  also  interfere  seriously  with  the  normal  operation 
of  the  Physical  Education  Program  such  as  its  use  as  a 
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voting  precinct  which  curtails  the  use  of  the  auditorium 
for  three  days  each  time  voting  takes  place.  Furthermore, 
there  are  no  shower  facilities  at  Wells. 

The  outside  play  area  should  be  re-surfaced  with  black- 
top in  order  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  months  when 
Physical  Education  can  be  held  outside  under  more  sat- 
isfactory conditions. 

There  are  still  no  Science  laboratories  which  are  essential 
to  a  modern  Science  program  at  this  level.  Science  must 
be  more  laboratory  oriented  rather  than  being  confined  to 
teacher  demonstrations. 

The  Language  Laboratory  with  only  five  stations  for 
approximately  two  hundred  seventy-five  (2  75)  students 
is  highly  insufficient  and  inadequate  and  at  present 
obsolete.  If  we  are  to  expose  Junior  High  pupils  to  another 
language,  and  we  definitely  should,  we  must  make  pro- 
visions for  a  much  more  satisfactory  program  than  exists 
at  present. 

Cafeteria  and  kitchen  facilities  have  become  even  more 
inadequate  and  unsatisfactory  with  the  addition  of  two 
hundred  more  pupils  than  last  year;  and  much  more  so 
when  you  consider  and  include  preparation  of  hot  lunches 
for  Pleasant  Street  School  in  addition  to  the  quantity  of 
food  prepared  for  pupils  of  grades  5  thru  8. 

The  limited  space  for  our  expanding  School  Library  has 
been  alleviated  somewhat  with  the  provision  of  larger 
quarters  but  at  the  expense  of  one  classroom  area.  It 
is  essential  however  to  continue  if  not  increase  the 
purchase  of  reference  and  other  good  reading  materials 
to  this  all-important  phase  of  today's  education  for  this 
age  group. 

Spaces  or  rooms  as  learning  centers  must  be  provided 
for  pupils  to  review  subject  matter,  to  make  up  work 
missed  due  to  absence  and  to  do  research  on  personal 
assignments  or  projects. 

The  Instrumental  Music  room  which  has  been  under  repair 
since  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  and  is  just  being 
completed  has  handicapped  severely  the  instrumental  or 
band  program  for  years  to  come.

Conference  rooms  for  Teacher-Parent,  Pupil-Teacher,  Prin- 
cipal-Teachers, or  Departmental  meetings  are  non-exis- 
tent at  Wells  unless  a  regular  classroom  is  used  for  that 
purpose  after  school  hours.  This  practice,  of  course,  in- 
terferes with  other  classroom  procedures  such  as  deten- 
tion, makeup  or  extra  help. 

The  exposure  to  Industrial  Arts  for  all  7th  and  8th  grade 
boys  necessitates  the  expansion  instead  of  the  curtail- 
ment of  this  department.  We  sincerely  believe  this  pro- 
gram to  be  essentially  an  integral  part  of  our  Junior  High 
training  since  it  gives  all  these  boys  a  chance  to  explore 
the  manual  field  prior  to  making  their  selection  of  the 
Trade  School  or  of  the  academic  High  School. 

Eight  regular  classrooms  located  in  the  basement  of  the 
building  for  all  the  5th  grade  classes  have  been  renovated 
and  equipped  since  last  year  so  that  these  rooms  now 
make  very  suitable  quarters  for  classroom  purposes. 

The  lack  of  storage  space  throughout  the  building  is  be- 
coming a  very  serious  problem.  It  has  now  become  imper- 
ative for  us  to  store  some  supplies  and  equipment  in  very 
obvious  and  easily  accessible  places  which  do  not  create 
an  appearance  of  neatness   and  cleanliness    about  the 
building. 

Last,  but  certainly  not  least,  the  Administrative  Quarters 
at  the  Junior  High  School  are  entirely  too  small  and 
completely  inadequate  to  conduct  efficiently  the  business 
of  a  school  at  this  level  with  more  than  800  students  and 
with  promise  of  increase  next  year. 

Reommendations: 

My  recommendation  for  immediate  consideration  would 
^  be  to  formulate  plans  for  a  new  cafeteria,  gymnasium 
auditorium  combination,  and  laboratory  facilities  at 
Wells  Junior  High  School  regardless  of  what  the  future 
plans  might  be  for  that  building. 

Also,  if  plans  for  new  school  expansion  is  too  much  in 
the  distant  future,  I  would  definitely  recommend  an  addi 
tion  of  classroom  spaces  to  house  adequately  the  antic 
ipated  increasing  future  enrollment  of  this  building. 
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In  conclusion,  may  I  take  this  opportunity  to  extend 
publicly  my  grateful  thanks  to  all  the  members  of  the 
Junior  High  School  teaching  staff ,  the  Assistant  Principal 
and  the  Secretary  for  their  understanding  and  for  their 
cooperation  in  working  with  me  under  very  difficult  circum- 
stances. It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  better  conditions  will 
be  provided  during  the  year  1970.

1968-1969 
ADULT  BASIC  EDUCATION 
ADULT  CIVIC  EDUCATION 

During  1968-69,  approximately  100  adults  were  enrolled 
in  these  two  programs.  The  purpose  of  the  Adult  Basic 
Education  program  was  to  give  an  elementary  education 
to  anyone  over  eighteen  years  of  age  who  has  completed 
less  then  the  eighth  grade.  This  was  the  fourth  year  for 
Adult  Basic  Education.  During  this  time  seven  people  have 
received  their  diplomas,  with  many  others  preparing 
toward  this  goal. 

The  purpose  of  the  Adult  Civic  program  was  to  prepare  all 
non-citizens  for  citizenship,  or  to  help  anyone  with 
language  handicaps. 

TITLE  I  MIGRANT  FARM  PROGRAM 

Locally  this  past  summer,  this  program  was  held  for  the 
second  time   under  the  direction  of  David  O'Brien.  It 
provided  a  summer  school  and  related  activities  for  about 
sixty  five  Puerto  Rican  school  age  children  of  the  com- 
munity. 

Classes  were  held  five  days  a  week  and  the  program  was 
staffed  by  a  teacher-supervisor,   four  full  time  teachers, 
two  full  time  aides  and  a  part  time  Guidance  counsellor. 

A  hot  lunch/  along  with  a  mid-morning  snack  was  provided 
every  day.  The  students  also  were  taken  on  cultural  and 
recreational  field  trips.  This  program  was  financed  100% 
by  a  grant  of  the  federal  government. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 


The  basic  goals  of  the  elementary  school  are  concerned 
primarily  with  the  optimum  development — physical,  intel- 
lectual, emotional,  and  moral — of  all  children  of  elemen- 
tary school  age.  Any  effective  school  program  must, 
therefore,  work  toward  these  goals,  taking  into  consider- 
ation the  characteristics  and  needs  of  its  young  people 
for  whom  it  plans  its  curriculum. 

Since  every  child  grows,  matures  and  performs  at  his  own 
rate  of  learning,  it  is  necessary  for  the  schools  of  the 
70's  to  prepare  forthe  training  of  children  by  encouraging 
them  to  work  in  school  programs  that  are  meaningful  and 
stimulating  and  planned  for  their  own  rate  of  growth  and 
development. 

Keeping  in  mind  the  concept  of  continuous  individual 
instruction  the  Southbridge  Elementary  Schools  are  ever 
striving  to  meet  these  challenges. 

The  Special  Education  Classes  are  now  assigned  to 
three  of  the  elementary  schools.  This  is  in  keeping 
with  the  general  accepted  philosphy  that  our  exceptional 
children  take  part  in  and  share  the  facilities  of  the 
children  of  similar  ages  and  interests. 

We  are  still  in  the  process  of  broadening  and  enriching 
the  reading  program  so  that  all  boys  and  girls  might 
work  at  their  own  level  of  ability.  New  reading  materials, 
including  supplementary  books,  listening  stations  and 
other  teaching  aids  are  added  on  a  regular  basis  to 
strenghten  the  reading  progress. 

The  Spalding  Phonics  inservice  course  for  teachers  was 
given  at  Charlton  Street  School  for  the  third  year  by  Mrs. 
Carroll  Vangel  and  Mrs.  Camella  Dintini  as  coordinator. 
Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.    Polly  Baker  our  program 
designed  to  help  children  with  specific  learning  disabil- 
ities has  also  been  expanded  with  three  fulltime  teachers 
at  Eastford  Road  and  West  Street  Schools. 

To  encourage   closer  home/school  cooperation,  parent- 
teacher  conferences  are  scheduled  throughout  the  year. 
In  lieu  of  report  cards,    general  progress   reports  are 
sent  home   quarterly.    It  is   hoped  that  this  innovation 
will  mean  a  better  understanding  of  our  schools  and  .the 
services  we  offer  our  children. 
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Title  programs  are  still  an  important  part  of  our  total 
school  program.  Some  2  00  children  are  enrolled  in  the 
Title  I  reading  and  mathematics  program  offered  at  Charlton 
Street  School  during  the  year.  The  Advisory  Council  of 
Parents  was  initiated  this  year  under  Title  I  so  that  parents 
of  these  children  might  work  closely  with  the  coordinator 
of  the  program.  The  Title  III  program  in  Social  Studies  is 
about  to  enter  Phase  IV,  and  materials  will  be  ordered 
in  this  area  for  Grades  1-8.  It  is  also  expected  that 
supplementary  library  books  will  be  ordered  this  year  for 
classroom  libraries  under  a  continuing  Title  II  program. 

To  increase  their  own  professional  competence,  many 
elementary  teachers  are  enrolled  in  graduate  and  inservice 
courses.  Those  presently  offered  are  in  the  areas  of 
visual  aids  reading,  and  working withthe  perceptually 
handicapped  child. 

We  are  grateful  to  our  School  Administration,  School 
Committee  and  Community  for  their  encouragement  and 
help  as  we  complete  another  year.  We  look  forward  to  the 
challenges  of  1970  .

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


The  ultimate  objective  of  the  school  health  services  is 
to  maintain,   protect  and  promote  the  optimal  health  of 
each  school  age   child.  This  includes  the  mental,  emo- 
tional, social  and  physical  well  being  of  each  individual. 
All  of  this  is  necessary  to  achieve  before  reaching  adult 
life. 

A  short  resume  of  some  of  the  activities  which  took  place 
this  past  year  are  as  follows:  The  routine  physical  exam- 
inations were  done  in  grades  one,  four,  seven,  and  eleven 
Atotal  of  1114  were  done.  Of  this  number  316  were  done 
by  their  own  family  doctor;  6  Notices  were  mailed  to 
parents  for  defects  found  and  all  completed  the  referral. 

The  vision  and  hearing  screening  was  done  on  all  of  the 
students   for  a  total  of  2487.  151  Notices  were  mailed 
for  vision  failures  and  133  were  seen  by  their  optometrists. 
A  total  of  9  0   hearing  failures  were  mailed  and  69  com- 
pleted the  referral 

The  immunization  clinics  were  held  with  the  cooperation 
of  the   Board  of  Health.    The  diphtheria,  tetanus  and 
whooping  cough  clinic  was  held  in  March  for  students 
in  grades  one,   four,   seven,  and  eleven,  a  total  of  3  72 
were  immunized.  The  mumps  clinic  was  held  in  February 
for  students  in  grades  seven,  eight,  and  nine.  A  total  of 
23  5  who   had   not   had  the  mumps  were  immunized.  The 
Tine  testing  program  for  tuberculosis  was  also  held  in 
March  for  grades  one  and  nine.  A  total  of  314  were  tested. 
The  fluoride  dental  clinics  were   held   for  students  in 
grade   five.    176  Students   received  treatment.  The  pre- 
school registration  clinic  was  held  in  April.  283  Children 
were  registered  at  this  time  to  start  school  in  September. 
Those  who  could  not  keep  their  appointments  were  regis- 
tered at  a  later  date. 

Home  tutors  were  provided  for  students  unable  to  attend 
school  due  to  illness. 

Santa's  Fund  again  this  year  was  a  huge  success.  All  of 
our  less  fortunate   families  were   assured  a  Merry Xmas 
thru  this   fund.    Food   and  toys  were  delivered.  Other 
services  given  to  our  needy  children  were  lenses,  dental 
care,  hot  lunches  and  clothing. 
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Seven  children  attended  Camp  Wonderland  in  Sharon, 
Mass.  This  was  made  available  by  The  Salvation  Army. 

Mrs.  Page  and  Mrs.  Libuda  gave  a  few  hours  of  their 
time  to  The  Southbridge  Visiting  Nurses  to  assist  them 
with  the  Diabetic  Detection  Clinic.  This  was  a  community 
project. 

The  nurses  attended  seminars  pertaining  to  the  health  of 
school  children,  also  the  services  that  are  available  for 
them. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Beattie,  the  members  of 
the  school  committee  and  everyone  who  in  anyway  helped 
this  department  have  another  successful  year.  To  the 
parents  a  special  thank  you.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  herewith  submit  the  following  re- 
port of  their  activities  for  the  year  1970. 

The  Board  organized  under  the  date  of  March  9  ,  1970  . 
Donate  D.  Bernardone  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  Raymond  L.  Brousseau,  newly  elected  selectman, 
was  appointed  Clerk  and  Albert  J.  Bishop  was  appointed 
third  member.  Other  appointments  of  the  Board  may  be 
found  in  the  Town  Report  im-mediately  following  the  list  of 
duly  elected  officers . 

In  addition  to  regular  meetings,  which  were  held  on  Mon- 
day evening  of  each  week  at  7:00  p.m.  in  the  Selectmen's 
office,    numerous  conferences,  public  hearings,  and  spe- 
cial meetings  were  held  as  occasions  demanded. 

During  the  year  1970,  the  Board  saw  the  appointment  of  a 
Public  Prosecutor.  In  addition  to  his  duties  as  Public 
Prosecutor  for  the  police  department,  he  is  responsible 
for  conducting  regular  seminars  for  the  purpose  of  instruc- 
tion and  also  will  act  in  the  capacity  of  overseer  in  the 
matters  of  legal  procedure  to  be  followed  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  said  cases . 

Through  the  concern  of  the  citizenry,  the  Board  created  a 
Pollution  Control  Committee.     Mr.  John  Dirlam    was  ap- 
pointed Chairman.  Mr.  Dirlam' s  report  may  be  found  else- 
where in  this  text. 

A  Regional  Council  of  elected  officials  was  also  instituted 
by  the  Board  in  the  year  1970.  Members  of  this  Council 
include  all  elected  officials  from  the  towns  of  Auburn, 
Charlton,  Dudley,  Oxford,  Sturbridge,  Webster  and  South- 
bridge.  This  council  was  initated  to  discuss  all  problems 
of  mutual  interest.  Meetings  were  held  monthly  and  have 
proven  to  be  quite  beneficial  to  all  participants. 

On  September  21  ,  1970  a  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held 
by  which  those  attending  voted  for  the  taking  of  land  for 
the  purpose  of  a  municipal  swimming  pool. 

An  investigation  into  the  police  department  was  made  and 
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a  report  of  the  findings  was  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk. 
This  report  can  be  found  in  another  section  of  this  text. 

In  the  year  1970  the  Board  also  took  steps  to  perfect  snow 
removal  operations  by  creating  stricter  winter  parking  re- 
gulations and  instituting  a  new  winter  parking  ban.  The 
installation  of  two-way  radios  into  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment vehicles  has  also  made  snow  removal  operations 
more  efficient. 

A  new  Youth  Council , also  a  creation  of  the  Board  in  1970, 
was  given  use  of  the  old  Depot  building  which  was  ihhab- 
intable^that  is  no  heat,  improper  plumbing  and  the  roof  in 
very  poor  condition.     Renovations  by  the  Youth  Council 
began  and  the  effort  developed  into  a  Youth  Recreation 
Center  used  by  all  youth. 

The  Board  also  formulated  a  Central  Purchasing  Depart- 
ment. The  guide  lines  for  such  a  department  were  fur- 
nished by  Mr.  Ralph  V.  Miller. 

On  two  occasions,  the  Board  attempted,  but  failed  to 
create  fuUtime  administration.  The  increased  services 
provided  by  the  various  departments  require  a  greater 
amount  of  day-to-day  supervision  and  coordination  than 
it  is  possible  for  elected  members  of  the  Board  to  provide 
on  a  part-time  basis,  however  willing  and  capable  they 
may  be.  The  operating  standards  of  the  various  depart- 
ments should  be  under  reasonable  constant  supervision. 

We  wish  to  express  our  deep  and  sincere  appreciation  to 
those  interested  individuals  for  their  contributions  to  the 
welfare  of  this  community.

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SELECTMEN'S  STUDY  OF  THE  SOUTHBRIDGE  POLICE  DEPT. 

Office  Of  The  Selectmen 
Town  of  Southbridge,  Mass. 
October  12,  1970 


Following  is  a  report  of  the  find- 
ings made  during  a  study  conducted 
by  the  Selectmen  into  the  organiza- 
tion and  activities  of  the  South - 
bridge  Police  Department. 


On  May  5,  1970  the  Board  of  Selectmen  through  an  unan- 
imous vote  decided  to  undertake  a  study  into  the  organiza- 
tion and  activities  of  the  Southbridge  Police  Department. 
The  reasons  for  this  action  were  the  nature  of,  and  the 
large  numbers  of  complaints  about  the  department  received 
by  the  Selectmen.  The  complaints  were  made  by  the  public, 
and  in  most  cases  by  members  of  the  department  itself. 

Complaints  made  by  the  public  were  mainly  about  the 
police  department  service  and  personnel.  Although  this  in 
itself  is  sufficient  to  warrant  a  study,  it  was  the  complaints 
from  police  personnel  that  prompted  the  Board  of  Select- 
men's final  decision  to  proceed. 

Complaints  covered  .... 

.  .  .  .  areas  which  are  essential  to  the  proper  function- 
ing of  any  organization.  However,  in  an  organiza- 
tion dedicated  to  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order, 
and  to  provide  for  the  public's  safety,  these  areas 
grow  in  importance  to  the  point  where  they  become 
not  only  essential  but  vital. 

These  areas  are  .... 

....  communications 
....  opportunities 
....  morale ! 

To  establish  a  basis  from  which  to  recommend  corrective 
procedures,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  proceeded  to  ...  . 
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hold  private  talks  with  all  members  of  the  South- 
bridge  Police  Department  Attending  these  meetings 
individually  were  .... 

....  The  Police  Chief 
....  The  Deputy  Chief 
....  The  Police  Sergeants 
....  The  Patrolmen 

The  information  gained  at 
these  meetings  establish- 
ed not  only  the  existence 
of,  but  details  surround- 
ing the  lack  of  communica- 
tions !      Inadequate  oppor- 
tunities !        Poor  Morale 
Among    Department  Mem- 
bers ! 

On  the  subject  of  ...  . 

LACK  OF  COMMUNICATION,  the  following  informa- 
tion was  provided. 

Patrolmen  claimed  that  the  Chief  of  Police 
was  a  man  insensitive  to  their  everyday  prob- 
lems on  the  police  force. 

They  further  claimed  that  the  Chief  of  Police 
was  frequently  absent  from  his  office  during 
the  day  and  on  certain  shifts,  4  p.m.  to  12 
a.m.  and  12  a.m.  to  7  a.m.,  was  seldom, 
if  ever,  available. 

Complaints  concerning  the  above  centered 
around  the  top  man's  inability  or  lack  of 
desire  to  communicate  with  the  personnel 
under  his  command.  They  also  emphasized 
the  total  lack  of  supervision  of  patrolmen 
and  other  personnel  on  the  late  shifts. 

It  was  ascertained  in  subsequent  conversa- 
tions that  communication  was  somewhat  im- 
proved, but  not  to  the  extent  that  the  problem 
no  longer  exists. 

The  study  as  it  applies  to  ...  . 
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.  .  .  .  INADEQUATE  OPPORTUNITIES  for  advancement  yield- 
ed the  following  information. 

Many  patrolmen  are  concerned  that  favoritism  rather 
than  merit  is  the  criteria  for  advancement  in  the 
Southbridge  Police  Department. 

Patrolmen  claim  that  daytime  beats  were  establish- 
ed as  rewards  for  ones  ability  to  gratify  their 
superiors  rather  than  their  ability  as  policemen. 

Patrolmen  claimed  that  promotions  were  not  based 
on  merit,  but  on  ones  personal  relationships  with 
their  superiors. 

Although  such  claims  might  arouse  suspicions  that 
the  complainant  is  venting  his  own  personal  dis- 
gruntlement,  the  fact  that  they  were  made  in  the 
presence  of  three  witnesses  lends  a  certain  amount 
of  credence.  All  matters  that  might  in  any  way 
mitigate  the  circumstances  as  outlined  here  have 
been  considered  in  the  board's  recommendations. 

These,  and  other  matters  that  came  to  light 
during  the  conversations  with  individuals 
yielded  the  following  information  covering. . . . 

.  .  .  .  The  poor  state  of  MORALE  within  the  Southbridge 
Police  Department. 

Naturally,  lack  of  communications  through  un- 
availability can  seriously  affect  morale.  So,  too, 
can  promotions  and  lack  of  opportunity  as  caused 
by  favoritism  contribute  to  this  morale  factor.  How- 
ever, there  were  specific  problems  cited  by  depart- 
ment members  that  are  within  the  province  of  the 
public  to  correct  without  further  hesitation. 

These  are  .... 

....  modernization  of  the  department's 
organization. 

....  modernization  of  equipment  avail- 
able to  patrolmen. 
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Assuming  the  enclosed  published  figures  are  correct,  the 
following  two  comparisons  are  made  of  Southbridge  and 
other  communities: 

I.  Towns  with  populations  of  10,000  to  20,000. 

II.  Towns  with  populations  of  15,000  to  25,000. 

A.     The  town  of  Webster  is  included  in  this 
group.  (Pop.  14,791).

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Based  on  this  population  ratio  as  published  we  have  more 
police  employees  than  ALL  32  towns  listed  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Gardner ,  Mass.  Why?  We  have  more  police  employ- 
ees, on  a  population  ratio,  than  have  towns  of  Auburn, 
Clinton,  Fitchburg,  Framingham,  Holden,  Leominster,  Marl- 
boro, Millbury,  Northbridge,  Shrewsbury  and  Webster.  Why? 

In  view  of  this  study,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
would  like  to  make  the  following  recommenda- 
tions .... 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That  the  Board  of  Selectmen  seek  professional 
help  from  an  organization  such  as  the  Public 
Administrative  Service  or  International  Association 
of  Chiefs  of  Police  to  redesign  the  complete 
organizational  structure  of  the  Southbridge  Police 
Department  along  modern  lines  to  meet  the  needs 
of  law  enforcement  today. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That  as  part  of,  or  separated  from,  the  proposed 
reorganization,  that  the  individual  patrolmen  on 
beats  be  provided  with  two-way  radios  for  com- 
munication with  headquarters. 

These  radios,  incidentally,  would  not  replace  the 
standard  call  boxes.  However,  they  would  enable 
the  foot  patrolman  to  seek  help  from  any  section 
of  his  beat.  It  would  in  turn,  enable  headquarters 
to  contact  a  foot  patrolman  at  any  time. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That  as  part  of,  or  separate  from,  the  proposed 
reorganization,  that  consideration  be  given  to  the 
formation  of  a  mobile  group  available  to  the  pat- 
rolmen at  all  times. 

Suchaunitis  not  available  now.  As  a  result,  the 
patrolman's  individual  safety,  and  in  fact,  his 
willingness  to  act  in  a  given  situation,  is  serious- 
ly curtailed. 
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IN  CONCLUSION: 


The  Board  of  Selectmen,  in  conducting  the  study  described 
herein,  had  no  desire  to  condemnor  discredit  the  Southbridge 
Police  Department  as  a  whole.  If,  in  fact,  some  doubt  is 
cast  upon  the  department's  leadership  and  organization,  the 
board  regrets  the  necessity  for  doing  so. 

However,  those  in  leading  positions,  within  a  department 
suffering  from  such  obvious  shortcomings,  should  be  pre- 
pared to  accept  responsibility  for  situations  over  which  they 
exercise  complete  control.  We  feel  that  the  investigation 
was  fair  and  without  malice  or  bias.  Everyone  concerned 
had  an  opportunity  to  speak  his  mind,  without  fear  of  re- 
percussions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


The  library  has  been  run  for  the  year  without  the  aid  of 
a  professional  full  time  librarian,  and  the  staff  has  tried 
to  keep  up  the  standards  of  the  past.  With  their  fine 
help  I  think  we  have  done  this.  We  have  had  to  make 
some  slight  cut  backs,  such  as  instructions  to  school 
classes  in  the  library  and  visiting  the  schools.  We  are 
now  looking  forward  to  a  new  librarian  who  will  bring 
about  some  changes  and  additional  services  which  will 
improve  library  service  to  all. 

The  Pioppi  Meeting  Room  was  used  regularly  by  the  South- 
bridge  Historical  Society,  Young  Woman's  Club,  South- 
bridge  Chess  Club,  The  Board  of  Trustees,  and  weekly 
Story  Hours.    Other  groups  to  use  the  room  once  or  more 
were  the  Southbridge-Sturbridge  League  of  Women  Voters, 
Southbridge-Sturbridge  Garden  Club,  Southbridge  Busi- 
ness and  Professional  Women's  Club,   Women  for  St. 
Mary's  Church,  Southbridge  Visiting  Nurse  Association , 
State   Public  Health  Nurses   and  Social  Workers,  Boy 
Scout  Troup  864,  plus  all  the  groups  of  children  visiting 
the  library  for  a  story  time  and  a  tour  of  the  Children's 
Room.    These  included  groups  of  Brownies,  Girl  Scouts, 
first  and  second  graders,    and  nursery  school  children 
from  the  YMCA  Kiddie  Korner,  Southbridge  Nursery,  and 
Hill  Top  House  Nursery  in  Dudley. 

Mrs.  Little,  Children's  Librarian  ran  a  very  successful 
Summer  Reading  Club  for  six  weeks  in  July  and  August , 
with  the  theme  of  Hobbies.  Much  of  its  success  was 
due  to  the  kind  help  we  had  from  several  guest  speakers 
who  told  about  their  hobbies:  Mrs.  Philip  Fairbanks  of 
Sturbridge,  dolls;  Theodore  Savary,  bird  carving;  Mrs. 
Neill  Brandt,  flower  arranging;  Joseph  Theodoss,  coin 
collecting;  and  Miss  Clair  Birtz,  arts  and  crafts.  The 
staff  and  pages  arranged  the  other  interesting  programs 
and  all  were  enthusiasticly  received.  There  were  121 
registered  in  the  Junior  Club  and  95  in  the  Senior.  We 
were  pleased  with  the  publicity  given  us  by  the  Evening 
News . 

Story  hours  have  been  faithfully  attended  all  year  by  pre- 
schoolers, first  and  second  graders.    The  largest  audi- 
ence was  when  two  of  our  pages,  Ann  Kovalewski  and 
Elaine  Apostola   put  on  a  puppet  show  and  over  forty 
children  attended. 
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Two  mending  workshops  were  held  to  which  the  public 
was  invited.  There  were  student  library  assistants  from 
both  Southbridge  High  and  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior  High 
School,  as  well  as  adults  attending. 

Special  displays  of  books  and  other  materials  were  loaned 
to  various  groups  for  outside  meetings,  as  well  as  for 
those  meeting  here. 

Several  of  the  staff  attended  both  the  spring  and  fall  meet- 
ings of  the  Bay  Path  Library  Club. 

We  have  been  the  happy  recipients  of  many  fine  collect- 
ions of  books  during  the  year.  Over  fifty  books  on  the 
theater  were  a  welcome  addition  to  Our  theater  collection. 
We  have  added  a  few  more  books  to  our  Pioppi  Medical 
and  Biological  Collection ,  and  Mr.  Peter  Dirlam  had  been 
continually  generous  with  his  additions  to  the  Dirlam 
Arctic  and  Whaling  Collection. 

In  April  the  Exchange  Club  in  Southbridge  presented  a 
Freedom  Shrine  to  the  Library.  It  consists  of  twenty-eight 
historical  American  documents  photographically  repro- 
duced by  experts  of  the  National  Archives  the  Library  of 
Congress;  and  handsomely  mounted  on  a  free  standing 
case.  This  is  a  fine  addition  to  our  library,  and  of  last- 
ing value. 

During  the  summer  Miss  Etta  Falkner,  librarian  of  Old 
Sturbridge  Village ,  found  in  a  dark  cellar  a  complete  set 
of  the  Southbridge  Herald  from  1887  through  1929,  in 
very  good  condition.  We  already  have  1905  through 
1927  on  microfilm  ,  but  were  delighted  to  receive  the  other 
years  from  her.  We  now  wait  anxiously  to  afford  tc  have 
these  printed  on  microfilm.  History  of  our  town  is  one 
of  our  prized  assets. 

During  the  month  of  July  we  had  a  display  from  the  Perkins 
School  of  the  Blind  with  braille  and  recorded  periodicals, 
plus  talking  books .  Also  instructions  about  how  the  mater- 
ials can  be  obtained  free  of  any  charge,  and  by  whom. 

We  have  been  especially  thankful  this  year  for  the  expe- 
rienced help  of  Mrs.  Richard  Canavan,  a  professional 
librarian,  and  Joanne  Ranslow  who  have  worked  this  in- 
terim period.   Without  their  help  our  regular  staff  would 
not  have  been  able  to  serve  you  so  well.   And  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  who  have  given  me  their  loyal  support, 
I  am  truly  grateful.

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SOUTHERN  WORCESTER  COUNTY 
REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 


The  year  1970  will  go  down  in  history  as  the  year  in  which 
the  construction  of  the  Southern  Worcester  County  Region- 
al Vocational  School  began.     The  actual  construction  be- 
gan in  October  of  1970.  The  construction  firm  of  Granger 
Bros.  ,  Inc.  was  successful  in  getting  most  of  the  founda- 
tion and  footings  into  the  ground  so  that  next  spring,  as 
soon  as  the  weather  breaks,  they  can  start  erecting  the 
steel  and  bricks  over  the  entire  area  of  the  school.  The 
target  date  of  September,  1972  is  a  very  realistic  one. 

The  first  half  of  the  year  1970  was  entirely  concerned  with 
the  final  completion  of  the  working  drawings.  It  was 
hoped  that  these  drawings  would  have  been  completed  at 
an  earlier  date  but  the  size,  complexity  and  magnitude  of 
the  facility  on  top  of  Muggett  Hill  was  such  that  a  great 
deal  of  coordinating  and  planning  had  to  take  place.  The 
floor  area  in  the  school  will  cover  approximately  four  and 
one-half  acres  of  space — one  hundred  and  ninety-four 
thousand  square  feet  is  the  size  of  our  building. 

It  was  also  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  1970  that  the 
town  of  Charlton  was  asked  by  their  sewer  commissioners 
to  approve  a  bond  issue  for  the  construction  of  an  extend- 
ed sewer  system  and  a  redesigned  treatment  plant.  The 
Southern  Worcester  County  Regional  Vocational  School 
agreed  to  contribute  $200,000  towards  the  development  of 
this  sewer  system  but,  unfortunately,  the  town  of  Charlton 
voted  No.     This  necessitated  the  development  of  an  on- 
site  sewerage  treatment  plant  by  the  Regional  Vocational 
School.     The  system  has  been  designed  to  be  perfectly 
safe  and  odor  free,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future, 
the  town  of  Charlton  will  develop  a  sewer  system.  It  then 
will  be  a  matter  of  our  just  hooking  on  to  the  town  system. 
This  is  why  the  committee  decided  to  build  our  treatment 
plant  on  that  side  of  our  property. 

The  final  plans  were  placed  out  to  bid  during  the  month  of 
July  and,  six  weeks  later,  five  contractors  submitted  bids 
on  the  school.  The  committee  felt  it  was  a  very  favorable 
bidding  procedure.  The  first  three  bidders  were  within 
one  hundred  and  five  thousand  dollars  of  each  other.  Con- 
sidering that  the  total  cost  was  six  and  one-half  million 
dollars,  this  was  really  tight  bidding.  The  committee 
awarded  the  bid  to  the  low  bidder — Granger  Bros  . ,  Inc .  of 
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Worcester,  Massachusetts. 


It  was  also  during  the  year  1970  that  the  regional  voca- 
tional school  sold  its  bond  issue.    The  mechanics  were 
put  in  motion  to  sell  a  six-million  dollar  bond  issue  in 
the  month  of  June;  however,  due  to  the  change  in  the  mar- 
ket, the  Worcester  County  National  Bank,  our  fiscal  agent, 
recommended  that  we  cut  back  to  a  two  -million-dollar 
bond  issue  to  cover  the  current  costs  of  our  building,  and 
to  wait  until  the  market  changed  for  the  rest  of  the  bond 
issue.  Interest  rate  on  the  two-million-dollar  bond  issue 
was  6.70%  which,   at  that  time  of  the  year,  was  a  very 
good  rate.     Upon  the  recommendation  of  our  fiscal  agent, 
we  prepared  to  sell  another  five-million-dollar  bond  issue 
during  the  month  of  November.  Here  again,  we  were  very 
fortunate,   the  advice  of  our  fiscal  agent  was  sound,  be- 
cause we  were  able  to  obtain  a  5.50%  interest  rate.  On 
both  issues  we  chose  to  spread  them,  over  a  twenty-year 
payment  period  due  to  the  fact  that  a  payment  period  of 
less  than  twenty  years  would  increase  the  principal  pay- 
ment by  an  appreciable  amount.   Combining  the  two  bond 
is  sues,  the  interest  rate  that  we  are  paying  is  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  5.80%.     The  total  cost  of  the  building  was  about 
one  million  dollars  higher  than  was  estimated  in  June  of 
1969.  Due  to  the  passage  of  a  state  law,  the  school  con- 
struction aid  formula  was  increased  from  45.37%  to  65% 
so  the  net  cost  to  the  towns  will  be  approximately  the 
same  as  it  was  on  the  original  estimate .     We  will  not 
know  definitely  what  the  reimbursement  will  be  until  after 
the  project  has  been  completed  and  the  final  costs  have 
been  computed. 

The  situation  right  now  on  top  of  Muggett  Hill  is  that  Build- 
ing C,  which  houses  the  cafeteria,  is  rapidly  taking  shape 
and  within  a  week  or  two  it  should  be  completed  with  its 
roof  erected.      The  center  core  of  the  building,  which 
houses  the  library  and  the  home  economics  suite  on  the 
second  floor,  will  be  designated  as  Building  A — the  gym- 
nasium, machine  shop  and  metal  fabrication  department, 
to  the  rear  of  Building  A,  will  be  designated  as  Building 
B — the  cafeteria  wing  and  the  autobody-auto  mechanics 
wing  to  the  right  of  the  front  entrance  of  the  building  is 
designated  as  Building  C — on  the  opposite  of  the  build- 
ing,or  the  north  side, will  be  the  carpentry  shop,  graphic 
arts,  and  agriculture  which  will  be  designated  as  Build- 
ing D. 

Plans  for  the  year  1971  include  completion  of  the  major 
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construction  of  the  buildings ,  to  be  followed  by  the  finish 
work  during  the  spring  of  1972.  A  staff  will  be  interviewed 
and  developed.  Course  outlines  and  curriculum  will  also 
be  developed  so  that  in  September  of  1972,  we  can  begin 
to  provide  vocational  occupational  education  for  the  cit- 
izens of  our  six  towns. 

Four  new  members  were  elected  to  the  school  committee 
in  March,  1970.  They  Are:  Mr.  Louis  Prunier,  Oxford;  Dr. 
Francis  W.  Ostrowski,  Webster;  Mr.  Edward  Bur gett.  Dad- 
ley;  Mr.  Laurent  McDonald,  Southbridge. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  people  in 
our  six  towns.  We  feel  that  we  are  giving  them  the  school 
which  will  serve  their  needs.  As  soon  as  the  weather 
breaks,  we  hope  to  take  some  aerial  photographs  that  will 
bring  to  life  the  progress  being  made  on  top  of  Muggett 
Hill. 

The  office  has  been  moved  to  the  town  of  Charlton.  We 
are  now  housed  on  the  property  in  the  farmhouse  that  be- 
longed to  Jasper  Eastman.    Our  telephone  number  is  248- 
5971  and,  as  always,  we  will  be  very  pleased  to  answer 
any  questions  anyone  might  have  from  the  member  towns, 
Feel  free  to  come  over  and  visit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BY-LAWS  COMMITTEE 


The  By-Laws  Committee  met  weekly  from  the  beginning  of 
April  to  the  end  of  December  1970  with  the  exception  of 
holiday  and  vacation  weeks. 

All  Departments  and  Committees  were  contacted  to  submit 
their  recommendation  as  to  changes  to  the  Committee, 
Those  departments  and  officials  that  were  most  concerned 
with  the  town  by-laws,  met  with  the  Committee  and  dis- 
cussed all  aspects.  The  Committee  incorporated  many  of 
the  suggested  changes  into  the  proposed  new  by-laws  and 
also  instituted  many  changes  of  its  own. 

As  of  December  31 ,  1970,  the  majority  of  the  by-laws  have 
been  reviewed  and  proposed  changes  noted.  The  only  re- 
maining major  items  to  be  reviewed  are  the  building  by- 
laws.    It  is  expected  that  the  building  by-laws  will  be 
reviewed  early  in  1971. 

The  By-Laws  Committee  feels  that  the  great  volume  of  work 
involved  and  the  expected  extensive  discussions  would 
make  an  annual  Town  Meeting  excessively  long.    It  is, 
therefi^^e,    expected  that  hearings,   discussions  and  a 
special  Town  Meeting  specifically  for  adoption  of  the  By- 
Laws  would  be  held  after  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.

REPORT  ON  VETERANS'  SERVICES 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Southbridge,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

As  Director  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and 
Agent  for  the  Veterans'  Benefits  Department,  1  hereby  sub- 
mit my  report  of  activities  and  services  rendered  for  the 
year  1970. 

VETERANS'  SERVICES 

This  office  is  located  in  rooms  12  and  14  of  the  Town  Hall 
and  is  open  daily  from  9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  ,  Monday 
through  Friday,  and  is  available  to  all  veterans  of  South- 
bridge  and  their  dependents  seeking  information  pertain- 
ing to  their  rights  and  benefits  under  Federal  and  State 
Laws . 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  DepartL^ent  to  aid  and  inform  all 
eligible  veterans  and  their  dependents  how  to  obtain  bene- 
fits within  the  limits  of  the  laws  governing  each  agency. 

I  can't  help  but  add  at  this  point  that  it  has  been  heart- 
warming to  me,  "in  this  age  of  dissent  of  a  very  unpopular 
war" ,  when  talking  with  returning  service  personnel,  and 
observe  their  sense  of  duty  to  the  job  they  have  done, 
their  pride  in  being  needed , and  their  unselfish  deeds  and 
actions.  They  have  been  exceptionally  loyal.   I  think  we, 
the  citizens  of  Southbridge,    should  all  be  very  proud  of 
them,   for  the  outstanding  manner  in  which  they  have  per- 
formed their  services  to  us,  and  our  country. 

Photostatic  copies  of  discharges  are  being  developed  for 
Southbridge  veterans.     In  addition,  copies  of  marriage, 
birth, death, and  other  certificates  were  made  for  veterans 
benefits  and  claims  against  the  Veterans  Administration. 
Necessary  forms  were  filled  out  covering  lost  discharges, 
burial  allowances  and  yearly  income  questionnaires. 

Claims  were  filed  with  the  Veterans  Administration  and 
other  branches  of  the  Government  pertaining  to  Education, 
training,    subsistence  allowance,     insurance  payments, 
medical  treatment,   hospitalization,    compensation  and 
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pens  ion  for  veterans  and  their  dependents ,  re-employment 
rights,  employment  difficulties,  unemployment  compensa- 
tion, as  well  as  numerous  telephone  calls  and  letters. 


VETERANS  BENEFITS 


The  Vietnam  Bonus  Bill  was  signed  into  law  on  July  17, 
1968.    The  eligibility  dates  are  July  1,  1958,  to  the  end 
of  the  hostilities.     The  amounts  to  be  paid  are  $200  and 
$300.     Combat  area  service  entitles  a  veteran  to  $300. 
All  others  will  be  paid  $200.  Up  to  the  present  time  this 
office  has  processed  seven  hundred  of  these  forms. 


Under  Chapter  115  and  its  amendments ,  each  application 
for  Veterans  benefits  submitted  to  the  Town  after  thorough 
investigation  by  this  office  is  forwarded  to  the  office  of 
the  commissioner  of  Veterans  Services,  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts for  approval,  as  under  this  Chapter  the  State 
agrees  to  reimburse  the  town  for  one -half  of  all  aid  granted. 

An  investigator  for  the  State  Office  periodically  checks 
the  local  agent's  office  in  addition  to  personally  contact- 
ing the  recipient's  of  Veterans'  Benefits. 

Under  the  Law  of  the  Commonwealth,  if  a  veteran  or  his 
dependents,  meet  all  requirements  of  eligibility  and  he 
falls  in  need  of  financial  assistance  through  no  fault  of 
his  own,  he  is  granted  Veterans'  Benefits.  The  amount 
varies  and  is  dependent  upon  the  particular  needs  of  the 
individual  case.  Any  amount  received  from  federal  bene- 
fits grants  is  deducted  from  the  amount  that  is  allowed  by 
this  department,  therefore  helping  to  reduce  that  which 
must  be  expended  by  the  Town. 

As  of  December  31,1970,  there  were  100  active  cases  on 
file,  aiding  194  people.    During  1970,  sixty-two  applica- 
tions were  taken.  In  addition,  many  cases  were  pending 
and,  as  a  result,  constant  follow-up  service  is  maintain- 
ed and  reviews  and  appeals  are  requested  where  awards 
are  considered  unfair  or  insufficient.

The  Planning  Board  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1970,  in  accordance  with  the 
General  Laws . 

PUBLIC  HEARINGS  for  ZONE  CHANGES: 

West  Main  Street,  to  a  General  Business  District 
submitted  by  Richard  Perron,  approved  by  voters  at 
the  Town  Meeting. 

Dennison Lane ,  from  Two  Family,  to  Multiple  Family 
District, submitted  by  Raymond  Lataille,  not  recom' 
mended  by  the  Planning  Board,  and  not  approved  by 
the  voters . 

Off  Plimpton  Street,  extending  the  Existing  Retail 
Business  District,  submitted  by  Clarence  Soper,  ap 
proved  by  the  voters. 

Torrey  Road,  from  single  Family  to  Heavy  Industry 
District ,  submitted  by  Henry  Langlois  ,  not  approved 
by  the  voters . 

PUBLIC  HEARINGS  for  SUBDIVISIONS: 

Two  were  held,  "Armory  Heights  and  Longview  Hills 
Section  5, both  were  approved  by  the  Planning  Board 

"Rules  and  Regulations  Governing  the  Subdivision  of  Land' 
were  adopted  by  the  Planning  Board. 

Work  was  started  on  "Revising  the  Zoning  By-Laws  and 
Zoning  Map,  with  Mr.  Paul  Pisinski  as  Consultant. 

There  were  two  resignations  on  the  Board,  James  J.Marino 
resigned  in  June,  and  Joseph  Tiberii  in  October.  Mr.  Ber 
nard  Sherry,  Jr.  was  appointed  to  replace  Mr.  Marino. 

Numerous  plans  were  signed,  not  requiring  Subdivision 
approval  and  Street  Acceptances  . 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  Regional  Planning  Com 
mission:

The  Central  Massachusetts  Regional  Planning  Commission 
has  had  a  very  active  year  in  1970.     The  Regional  Study 
Development  Plan  was  completed  in  August,  the  culmina- 
tion of  six  years  of  planning  effort.     It  is  now  being  an- 
alyzed by  the  Commission  and  adopted  on  a  section  by 
section  basis.  In  addition,  the  Regional  Sewerage  Study 
and  Plan  was  completed  and  adopted  covering  32  of  the 
member  communities  of  the  region.    Also  an  updated  ver- 
sion of  the  Communities  Facilities  Study  was  released. 
During  the  course  of  the  year,  four  of  the  five  Regional 
Comprehensive  Planning  Assistance  Projects   (701)  that 
had  been  previously  undertaken  were  finished.     In  1970 
the  regional  water  facility  planning  study  was  begun, 
while  the  government  study  and  recreation  and  open  space 
plan  were  nearly  completed. 

As  part  of  its  assigned  responsibility  as  the  regional 
clearinghouse,  the  Regional  Planning  Commission  review- 
ed some  24  Federal-aid  projects  valued  at  over  65  million 
dollars,   while  five  zoning  referrals  near  municipal  boun- 
daries were  commented  upon  as  a  part  of  the  Voluntary 
Zoning  Referral  System.     It  is  expected  that  during  1971 
the  number  of  Federal-aid  programs  requiring  regional  re- 
view will  be  increased  from  4  8  to  96. 

The  Town  of  Southbridge  has  been  a  member  of  the  Cen- 
tral Massachusetts  Regional  Planning  Commission  since 
1967  .  Mr.  Robert  Para  serves  as  its  delegate.   The  Com- 
mission is  composed  of  one  voting  representative  from 
each  of  the  39  member  comm.unities .

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


In  March  1970,  the  Conservation  Commission  met  with  the 
chief  of  the  Fire  Department  and  the  head  of  the  Highway- 
Highway  Department  for  the  purpose  of  seeking  compliance 
by  the  town  with  air  pollution  standards  as  proposed  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health.  At  this  meeting,  recommenda- 
tions were  made  to  the  various  departments  seeking  their 
co-operation  in  reducing  air  pollution  in  Southbridge. 

In  April,  the  Commission  supported  student  activities  for 
earth  week,  and  also  set  up  a  collection  station  for  pesti- 
cides. A  study  of  water  pollution  in  Southbridge  was  made 
with  the  enthusiastic  support  of  the  students  and  the  tech- 
nical advice  of  Dr.  Mathieu.    Mrs.  Linnea  Beck  focused 
attention  on  the  work  being  done  by  the  Massachusetts 
State  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  in  their  effort  to  clean 
up  Boston  harbor , while  the  commission  had  pollution  forms 
printed  and  distributed.  In  July,  certain  recommendations 
were  made  to  the  Planning  Board.     These  designated  cer- 
tain areas  i;or  conservation  purposes,  as  marshlands  and 
flood  control  lands . 

These  recommendations  will  be  included  in  the  new  zoning 
by-laws  now  being  considered.  Mr.  Samuel  T.  Sheard  al- 
so appeared  before  the  commission  to  discuss  the  Corp  of 
Engineers'  plans  for  control  of  flood  plain  areas. 

The  Conservation  Commission  at  the  request  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  appeared  before  the  board  for  the  purpose 
of  recommending  a  tree  planting  and  beautification  program 
for  the  Town  of  "Southbridge.  The  Commission  is  submit- 
ing  an  article  for  the  March  warrant  requesting  funds  for 
implementing  this  purpose. 

The  Commission  is  still  engaged  in  preparing  a  natural  re- 
sources and  open  space  recreation  plan  to  be  submitted  to 
the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  for  state  aid  under 
the  self  help  program. 

This  report  will  also  be  submitted  to  all  town  departments 
to  serve  as  a  guide  line  in  arriving  at  decisions  that  will 
minimize  both  short  and  long  range  adverse  environmen-

In  addition  to  the  above ,  there  were  many  sewer  line  in- 
vestigations along  with  routine  maintenance  of  the  sew- 
rage  system.    Much  of  the  Southbridge  sewerage  system 
is  very  old  and  as  such  requires  constant  preventive  main- 
tenance to  keep  malfunctions  down  to  a  minimum. 

During  the  year  520  loads  of  septic  tank  sewage  were 
emptied  at  the  treatment  plant.  Of  these,  260  were  from 
out  of  town  and  a  fee  of  three  dollars  per  load  was  charged, 
payable  to  the  tax  collector.  There  is  no  fee  for  emptying 
sewage  from  Southbridge,  nor  is  sewage  accepted  from 
towns  that  have  their  own  treatment  plants. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  our  department 
personnel  for  the  excellent  performance  of  their  duties 
and  especially  for  the  rapid  restoration  of  the  River  Street 
main  following  what  proved  to  be  a  major  collapse.

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The  Board  of  Assessors  submitted  an  article  to  be  insert- 
ed in  the  1970  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  requesting 
authority  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  a  mapping  program. 
It  was  explained  then  by  the  assessors  that  this  was  the 
first  step  toward  a  revaluation  program.     The  voters  ap- 
proved an  expenditure  of  $40,000.00  for  the  mapping  pro- 
gram and  the  contract  was  awarded  by  the  assessors  to 
John  E.  O'Donnell  &  Associates  of  Auburn,    Maine  at  a 
bid  price  of  $35  ,000.00.  The  mapping  program  is  well  un- 
der way  and  should  be  completed  in  the  fall  of  1971. 

At  a  subsequent  town  meeting,  held  on  May  18,  1970,  it 
was  voted  to  join  the  State  Assessment  System  at  an  an- 
nual cost  of  $775.  36. 

The  Bureau  of  Local  Assessment,  on  December  31  ,  1970, 
submitted  a  survey  report  in  which  it  recommended  exact- 
ly what  the  assessors  had  recommended,  namely  a  revalua- 
tion. This  report  is  being  incorporated  with  the  assessors' 
annual  report  to  be  published  in  the  Annual  Town  Report 
Book  for  the  benefit  of  the  citizens  of  Southbridge. 

The  Board  of  Assessors,  on  December  21  ,1970,  submitted 
an  article  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  in  March 
1971  requesting  authority  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  an 
expert  appraisal  of  all  taxable  property  within  the  town.

The  Bureau  of  Local  Assessment,  at  the  request  of  the 
citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge,  has  made  a  study  of 
the  assessed  values  for  the  town.  This  study  has  been 
based  on  an  examination  of  assessed  values  during  the 
same  period  of  time .  Field  trips  were  conducted  at  the 
time  of  the  study  to  help  correlate  and  substantiate  this 
office  examination  of  sales . 

For  practical  purposes,  the  Bureau  was  limited  to  the 
sales  ratio  approach  which  has  been  widely  used  and  test- 
ed over  a  long  span  of  years.  Our  standards  and  guide 
lines  are  similar  to  those  set  up  by  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Tax  Administration  when  conducting  this  type  of 
study.  Therefore,  this  bureau  did  not  enter  properties 
and  found  no  need  to  do  so  because  of  this  sales  ratio 
approach  which  we  used. 
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At  all  times  this  bureau  was  well  received  by  the  Board  of 
Assessors  and  their  staff,   who  made  the  records  in  their 
office  available  to  us.  These  records  are  well  maintained 
although  not  up  to  the  standards  set  up  by  this  bureau. 
This  could  be  rectified  through  a  revaluation  program. 

Our  study  is  herewith  set  down  in  general  terms  with  their 
results . 

The  sales  reviewed  were  those  occuring  in  a  fixed  period 
of  time.     The  assessed  value  to  which    these  transfers 
were  related  were  those  placed  on  the  property  both  prev- 
ious to  and  after  the  date  of  transfer. 

The  Assessment  sales  percentage  established  by  the  Board 
of  Assessors  was  30%.  As  sales  were  made,  it  was  their 
policy  to  adjust  the  assessed  value  to  this  percentage 
which  necessitated  a  greater  number  of  changes  through- 
out the  town.  As  these  sales  and  assessed  values  were 
examined,  the  following  patterns  developed. 

1. 

Assessed  values  on  older  properties  tended  to  run  at  a 
lesser  percentage  than  the  norm  of  30%  and  were  therefore 
correspondingly  increased  to  this  percentage  the  year  fol- 
lowing the  sale.  Newer  properties  tended  to  run  closer 
to  the  average  or  slightly  above.  The  field  trips  which 
we  conducted  and  comparisons  which  we  were  able  to 
make  showed  a  marked  variance  in  assessments  of  older 
properties  that  were  sold  and  like  properties  which  were 
not  on  the  market. 

We  do  recognize  that  the  properties  which  we  used  for 
comparisons  were  for  the  most  part  reviewed  from  the  out- 
side only,  but  in  our  considered  opinion,  there  was  an  ap- 
parent difference  in  value  that  could  not  be  justified,  and 
did  lead  to  a  situation  where  the  recent  purchaser  was 
confronted  with  both  an  increase  in  value,  and  an  increase 
in  tax  rate,  while  the  property  which  had  not  changed 
ownerbhip  enjoyed  a  saving  based  on  the  lower  assessed 
value  established  at  some  time  in  the  past. 

We  find  that  the  most  important  question  concerning  use 
of  assessment  sales  ratios  is  the  extent  an  average  ratio 
based  on  sales,  is  likely  to  reflect  accurately  the  relation- 
ship between  assessedand  market  value  at  a  given  period 
of  time.  It  is  apparent  that  all  properties  have  increased 
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in  value  simply  because  of  economic  growth,  which  is  re- 
flected in  market  prices  and  appreciation  due  to  interior 
capital  improvements  that  are  not  reflected  on  building 
permits.  Therefore,  properties  that  have  not  been  sold  in 
recent  years  are  being  carried  at  a  lower  assessment. 

The  obvious  conclusion  is  that  if  this  practice  of  adjust- 
ing the  properties  that  are  sold  continues  to  exist  without 
consideration  given  to  comparable  properties,  which  were 
not  offered  on  the  market,  that  inequality  would  prevail. 

LAND  VALUES  -  RESIDENTIAL  AND  RURAL 

An  examination  of  land  values  within  the  town  based  on  a 
comparative  study,  show  no  uniformity  and  no  pattern  of 
equality. 

Sales  prices  of  land  clearly  indicates  the  need  for  a  more 
definite  classification  of  land  units  within  the  town  based 
on  type  of  land,  location  and  improvements. 

COMMERCIAL  VALUES 

A  field  inspection  and  office  study  was  made  of  commer- 
cial real  estate.     An  examination  of  assessed  values  of 
the  land  indicate  that  uniformity  has  not  been  maintained 
for  comparable  locations  and  areas.     No  consideration 
was  given  to  highest  and  best  use  or  to  the  value  of  im- 
provements to  the  land,  (hot  top,  lighting,  drainage,  etc.) 
and  comparison  clearly  showed  like  parcels,  to  be  assess- 
ed at  different  unit  values. 

The  mapping  program  which  should  be  complete  in  the  fall 
of  1971  will  more  accurately  reflect  square  foot  or  front 
foot  values  and  establish  uniformity  in  assessments  which 
is  desired  by  all. 

BUILDINGS 

A  comparison  of  commercial  properties  also  indicated  no 
uniform  method  of  establishing  building  valuations. 

The  conclusions  and  findings  as  brought  forth  in  this  re- 
port are  not  intended  to,  in  any  way,  cast  any  discredit 
on  the  current  Board  of  Assessors.  On  the  contrary,  they 
are  to  be  highly  commended  for  the  work  they  have  done, 
particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  they  have  been  with- 
out maps  and/or  any  base  from  which  to  establish  the 
uniformity  we  all  desire. 
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The  mapping  program  is  now  under  way  and  the  Board  of 
Assessors  hopes  to  implement  a  revaluation  program  as 
soon  as  possible. 

The  Bureau  of  Local  Assessment  would  also  like  to  point 
out  the  task  in  administering  an  office  that  has  been  be- 
sieged by  many  complex  problems  caused  by  an  extensive 
growth  within  the  town,   and  a  limited  office  staff  is  a 
large  one,   and  in  our  judgement  well  done  under  the  cir- 
cumstances . 

Our  recommendations  based  on  the  assessment  sales-ratio 
studies  point  to  the  following  needs: 

1.  Revaluation: 

A  complete  revaluation  of  all  the  property  within  the  Town 
of  Southbridge  should  be  done  to  effectively  correct  the 
inequities  which  are  evident,  to  classify  and  properly  de- 
termine land  values,  and  to  put  all  property  values  on  an 
equitable  basis.  This  should  be  started  immediately  fol- 
lowing completion  of  mapping  program,  sometime  in  the 
latter  part  of  1971 . 

2. 

In  addition  to  the  present  full  time  Assessor,  we  recom- 
mend that  the  compensation  of  one  of  the  part  time  as- 
sessors should  be  increased  in  order  to  enable  him  to  de- 
vote more  time  with  the  full  time  assessor  in  order  to 
keep  pace  with  the  demand  caused  by  the  new  laws  through- 
out the  Commonwealth,  or  the  town  should  hire  a  full 
time  Deputy  Assessor. 

Recognizing  the  rapid  growth  of  the  town,   the  ever  in- 
creasing duties  and  work  load  of  the  Assessors  office,  it 
is  our  considered  opinion  that  a  qualified  person  be  avail- 
able at  all  times  during  the  revaluation  process  to  in- 
crease his  knowledge  and  to  maintain  the  equalization 
established  through  this  revaluation  program. 

Aid  and  assistance  at  all  times  will  continue  to  be  avail- 
able to  the  Town  of  Southbridge  as  a  subscribing  member 
of  the  State  Assessment  System.

To  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge 

Your  Board  of  Health  met  on  March  17,  1970  and  made  the 
following  organizational  appointments: 

Arthur  O.  Ballard,  Agent  and  Sanitary  Inspector 

Mrs.  Rachel  Jolicoeur,  Board  of  Health  Nurse 

Arthur  O.  Ballard,  Plumbing,  Gas,  Food  and  Milk  Inspector 

Charles  A.  Roy  M.D,  Board  of  Health  Physician 

George  E.  Parent,  Animal  Inspector 

Barbara  Dargie  RDH  Dental  Hygienist 

Ten  regular  meetings  were  held  during  the  year.    Two  spe- 
cial meetings  were  held  to  discuss  solid  waste  disposal. 
This  knotty  problem  is  being  worked  out  by  joint  consulta- 
tions with  the  Citizens  Committee  on  Environmental  Pol- 
lution Control,  so  ably  chaired  by  Mr.  John  Dirlam,  and 
with  various  state  agencies.  Solutions  will  be  expensive 
but  worth  the  expense.     Costs  will  include  engineering 
surveys,  relocating  the  present  dump,  conversion  to  san- 
itary landfill,  rodent  control,  and  finally,  bulldozing  the 
present  dump  to  clean  ground  and  covering  the  residue  in 
a  permanent  fashion  acceptable  to  state  authorities . 

The  Southbridge  Water  Company  has  been  working  diligent- 
ly toward  our  goal  and  hopefully  the  town's  water  supply 
will  be  fluoridated  this  year,  with  careful  local  and  state 
control.     This  advance  will  significantly  improve  dental 
health  of  our  coming  generations  . 

Continuing  active  immunization  program  in  pre-schoolers, 
now  that  school  children  have  been  protected,  will  cause 
German  Measles  and  Mumps  to  join  Smallpox  and  Diphthe- 
ria as  rare  medical  curiosities.  The  clinics  this  year  were 
attended  by  1019  children; 

1026  received  German  Measles  Vaccine  at  the  schools 
75  7  received  Mumps  Vaccine  at  the  schools 
554  received  D.  T.  Vaccine  at  the  schools 

The  Board's  budget  for  1971  includes  two  new  items.  First, 
the  cost  of  maternal  and  child  health  visits  made  by  the 
Southbridge  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  previously  paid 
for  by  the  United  Fund,  but  deleted  from  their  budget  this 
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year.     Second,   the  cost  of  the  town  participation  in  the 
Mental  Health  Clinic  at  Oakes  Ave.  on  a  percapita  basis. 
The  work  of  this  fine  group  fills  a  serious  need  in  our  com- 
munity and  their  expertise  has  already  begun  to  make  itself 
felt.    Future  plans  are  promising  indeed.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Health 
Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for  the 
year  ending  December  31  ,  1970. 

Immunization  clinics  were  organized  for  infants  and  pre- 
schoolers.   Special  clinics  were  organized  for  the  school 
children,  with  concentration  this  year  on  the  German  Mea- 
sles Vaccine  for  pupils  in  grades  1  thru  3;  the  Mumps  Vac- 
cine for  those  in  grades  1  thru  9,   as  recommended  by  the 
State  Dept.  of  Health.     Clinics  were  held  at  the  school 
with  the  help  of  public  school  nurses  and  cooperation  of 
school  personnel.  In  January  clinics  for  German  Measles 
Vaccine  were  held  at  Notre  Dame,  West  Street,  Pleasant 
Street,  and  Eastford  Road  schools,  483  received  the  vac- 
cine. In  February  clinics  were  held  at  Charlton  Street,  St. 
Mary's  and  Sacred  Heart  schools  when  301  received  the 
vaccine.  The  German  Measles  immunization  program  was 
continued  this  fall  to  include  children  of  age  one  thru 
twelve.   A  clinic  was  held  in  December  at  Mary  E.  Wells 
Jr.  High  and  242  were  immunized.    This  program  will  be 
continued  in  1971  in  the  other  schools  and  for  preschoolers 
attending  monthly  clinics. 
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The  Mumps  immunization  program  was  also  conducted  at 
the  schools.    In  March,  clinics  were  held  at  Notre  Dame, 
Charlton  Street,  Eastford  Road  and  Mary  E.  Wells  Jr.  High. 
A  total  of  448  received  the  vaccine.  In  April,  school  clin- 
ics were  completed  by  going  to  St.  Mary's,  West  Street, 
Pleasant  Street  and  Sacred  Heart  with  309  receiving  the 
vaccine.     The  Mumps  program  is  now  completed  in  the 
schools.  Preschoolers  will  receive  it  at  the  monthly  clin- 
ics or  from  their  own  physician  and  will  therefore  be  pro- 
tected on  entering  school. 

The  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  clinics  for  school  children 
were  held  in  the  town  hall  in  May  when  554  received  a 
Rooster  and  9  completed  the  original  series  by  attending 
other  clinics  at  stated  intervals. 

The  monthly  clinics  for  preschoolers  showed  an  improve- 
ment in  attendance  this  year.  During  the  year,  1019  vis- 
its were  made  to  the  clinics  as  compared  with  649  in  1969. 
The  following  immunizations  were  given:  Smallpox  80; 
DPT  171;  Measles  79;  Mumps  282;  German  Measles  195; 
Oral  Polio  185.  Tine  tests  done  128,  no  positive  reactors. 

State  supplied  vaccine  distributed  to  local  physicians  as 
requested.  With  the  expected  German  Measles  increase 
this  winter  the  vaccine  has  been  made  available  to  all  pri- 
vate physicians  sooner  than  expected.  Parents  are  called 
regarding  clinics  and  urged  to  attend  them  or  to  see  their 
own  physician. 

The  T.B,  chest  x-ray  clinic  sponsored  by  this  department 
and  the  Worcester  County  Hospital  was  well  attended. 
Three  hundred  and  thirty-four  were  screened  and  seen  by 
a  physician  from  the  Worcester  Co.  Hospital.  Reports 
and  recommendations  then  forwarded  to  the  referring  M.D. 
Tine  tests  are  done  when  necessary.  Prophylaxis  medica- 
tion provided  when  recommended  by  M.D.  for  positive  re- 
actors or  for  patients  who  have  once  been  in  the  sanator- 
ium.    At  present  four  are  on  medication.     One  resident 
was  admitted  for  treatment  at  Middlesex  Hospital  during 
the  year  and  discharged.     Follow-up  of  this  patient  as 
well  as  x-san  patients  and  contacts  are  done.  Aliens 
entering  this  country  with  stipulation  to  be  checked  out 
at  stated  intervals,  because  of  lung  condition  of  probable 
danger  to  others  are  checked  at  this  clinic.    No  patients 
in  the  sanatorium  at  the  year's  end.    Plans  are  now  being 
made  for  tuberculin  testing  of  school  personnel  for  certifi- 
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cation. 


With  the  appointment  of  a  registered  dental  hygienist,  the 
dental  program  was  expanded  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Bernard  Walkowiak.  She  works  with  4th  graders  at  the 
schools,  an  educational  program  followed  by  a  visit  to 
the  clinic  at  this  office  for  topical  fluoride  application 
Referrals  to  family  dentist  sent  home  at  this  time  for  fol- 
low-up treatment  when  necessary. 

The  school  program  was  followed  thru,  starting  with  regis- 
tration of  all  first  graders  for  public  and  parochial  schools, 
a  joint  project  of  Board  of  Health  and  public  school  nurses. 
Vision  and  Hearing  screening  were  done  on  pupils  in  grades 
1  thru  11.  Retests  and  follow-up  were  done  on  all  failures. 
1094  Vision  Tests  and  1098  Hearing  Tests  were  done.  27 
notices  were  mailed  for  Vision  and  25  followed  through; 
37  Hearing  notices  mailed  and  only  9  were  seen  by  a  doc- 
tor.    All  seen  were  correct  referrals .    Students  weighed 
and  measured,   this  being  chartered  on  school  health  re- 
cords,  as  well  as  the  Vision  and  Hearing  and  all  immuni- 
zations given.     Assisted  Dr.  R.  Dejordy  in  his  examina- 
tion of  pupils  in  grades  2,4,6  and  8.    Notices  mailed  to 
parents  when  further  consultation  and  treatment  was  indi- 
cated. Applications  for  home  teachers  as  well  as  applica- 
tions for  state  supplied  penicillin  for  Rheumatic  Fever  pa- 
tients .  Two  were  provided  with  tutors  and  three  with  peni- 
cillin.    Two  Nursery  and  Kindergarten  schools  were  visit- 
ed during  the  year.    Reports  of  all  school  health  services 
and  pre-school  immunization  clinics  tabulated  and  sent  to 
the  State  Department  of  Health. 

In  closing!  extend  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Board 
Members  and  all  school  personnel  and  parents  for  their  co- 
operation during  the  past  year.    Without  this  cooperation 
and  understanding  the  above  programs  and  those  not  enum- 
erated would  not  have  been  possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CITIZENS'  COMMITTEE  ON  DRUG  ABUSE

Sincethe  eighth  of  June,  1970  we  have  been  working  with 
the  young  people  of  Southbridge  on  behalf  of  the  Citizens' 
Committee  On  Drug  Abuse.    Our  residence  and  base  of 
operations  has  been  the  old  Cutler  house  located  on  the 
Y.  M.C.A.  property  off  Everett  Street. 

Our  approach  with  the  community  has  been  as  free  agents 
not  tied  to  any  particular  institution  or  organization.  We 
employ  the  concept  of  self-help.  Our  job  is  to  support  the 
kid's  ideas,  not  expound  our  ow..  We  seek  to  relate  to 
kids  on  an  informal,  friendly  basis  as  people  who  care 
about  them  and  who  are  available  and  willing  to  listen 
to  their  problems  in  a  non-judgmental  way. 

We  see  as  part  of  our  task  the  facilitation  of  communica- 
tion between  kids  and  kids,  kids  and  adults,  and  adults 
and  adults.  We  understand  drug  usage  to  be  symptomatic 
of  more  fundamental  problems   of  personality,  family, 
school,    community  and   society  and  therefore  feel  that 
the   "drug  problem"   cannot  be  solved  until  these  other 
issues  are  dealt  with.  The  antidote    for  the  kind  of  alien- 
ation from  society  that  many  drug-abusers  feel  is  commit- 
ment to  meaningful  goal  in  all  areas  of  life. 

In  terms  of  services,  this  approach  incorporates  the  follow- 
ing: emergency  and  crisis  intervention,  community  educa- 
tion related  to  drug  abuse,    counseling  and  referral,  and 
consulting  with  other  organizations   in  Southbridge  and 
surrounding  towns  concerned  about  the  drug  issue. 

We  have  worked  closely  with  the  Southbridge  Youth  Coun- 
cil and  the  Depot  Drop-In  Center.  Presently  we  are  help- 
ing to  organize  a  Hotline  telephone  emergency  service  and 
a  regional  drug  information  clearinghouse.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SWIMMING  POOL  DIRECTOR 


The  Southbridge  Swimming  Pool  opened  on  Saturday,  June 
27,  1970,  and  remained  open  for  a  ten  week  period,  clos- 
ing on  Friday,  September 4,  1970.   Weather  permitting 
the  pool  was  open  to  the  public  between  the  hours  of  1:00 
and  8:00  P.M. 

Attendance:  Attendance  at  the  pool  remained  normal  for 
the  first  eight  weeks,  averaging  about  six  hundred  persons 
in  the  afternoon  and  one  hundred  fifty  in  the  evening. 
These  figures  refer  to  the  total  number  of  people  using 
the  pool  in  a  certain  period  and  not  the  number  using  the 
pool  at  any  one  time.  The  last  two  weeks  the  weather 
turned  cool  and  attendance  dropped  considerably. 

Personnel:  The  pool  was  supervised  by  the  Director  and 
and  six  guards.  Once  again  the  safety  record  achieved 
at  the  pool  gives  testimony  to  the  outstanding  job  per- 
formed by  the  staff. 

Rescues:  During  the  1970  season  several  youngsters  were 
helped  to  shore  by  members  of  the  staff.  The  most  serious 
incident  occurred  the    first  week  that  the  pool  was  open. 
Two  young  girls  were  observed  in  trouble  in  front  of  the 
tower.  Kathy  Peloquin,  who  was  on  duty  in  that  area,  went 
in  after  the  girls,  who  immediately  grabbed  her  and  at- 
tempted to  pull  her  under.  In  a  very  few  seconds,  Karen 
Szugda,  who  was  on  duty  at  the  next  station,  was  at  her 
side  and  together  they  brought  the  two  girls  to  shore.  The 
girls  were  brought  to  the  hospital  by  the  fire  department, 
where  they  were  examined  and  released. 

Instruction:  The  duties   of  the   staff  are  those  of  super- 
vision and  not  of  instruction.  A  formal  program  in  swim- 
ming instructions  and  water  safety  was  conducted  during 
the  morning  hours"  by  the  Southbridge  Chapter  of  the 
American  Red  Cross. 

Health  Care:  The  quality  of  pool  water  was  controlled  by 
a  continuous  flow  of  town  water  into  the  pool  during  the 
hours  that  the  pool  was  in  use.  In  addition  to  this,  chlo- 
rine was  added  to  the  water  periodically.  Examination  of 
pool  water  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health 
found  the  water  to  be  well  within  the  limits  acceptable 
for  use  as  a  pool.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DIRECTOR 


The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Department  of  Civil  Defense  has  carried  out  its  normal 
routine  of  training  schedules,  repair,  replacement,  and 
maintenance  of  equipm^ent .  The  programs  of  Civil  Defense 
are  for  the  most  part,  planned  and  executed  by  volunteers. 
It  is  to  these  people  that  Civil  Defense  owes  its  existence, 
these  people  are  the  backbone,  infact  the  very  heart  of 
Civil  Defense,  without  whose  help  it  would  be  impossible 
to  implement  the  Civil  Defense  program. 

We  constantly  try  to  improve  our  standards  and  familiarize 
ourselves  withthe  latest  techniques  in  rescue,  communica- 
tion, first  aid,   radiological  monitoring,  fallout  shelter 
management,  fire  and  police  work.  All  of  these  skills  may 
be  necessary  in  the  event  of  emergency. 

Civil  Defense  is  not  of  a  primary  nature;  this  is  to  say, 
we  do  not  deal  with  the  everyday  emergency.  These  are 
adequately  handled  by  the  Police,  Fire,  and  any  other 
Town  Departments  that  may  be  required.  The  Civil  Defense 
volunteer  is  called  on  to  help  when  there  is  a  disaster 
which  requires  more  equipment,  manpower,  and  money 
than  regular  Town  Departments  normally  have.  Civil 
Defense  then  serves  as  a  coordinator  between  all  Town 
Departments  and,  if  necessary,  to  declare  a  state  of 
emergency,  coordinate  all  communication  with  State  and 
Federal  agencies,  to  bring  all  assistance  to  the  town  that 
is  obtainable. 

We  wise  to  thank  all  persons  connected  with  Civil  Defense 
for  their  help  over  the  past  year,  and  thanks  to  those  town 
employees  who  do  so  much  to  make  our  Civil  Defense  De- 
partment one  of  the  finest  in  the  state.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  Tree  Warden  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1970. 

When  trees  are  so  damaged  as  to  no  longer  be  useful,  it 
takes  much  effort  and  often  many  years  to  replace  them. 
High  winds  at  any  season  may  break  the  tops  and  branches. 
In  winter   deposits   of  glaze,   sleet,  and  wet  snow  may 
so  burden  the  trees  by  their  weight  as  to  cause  failure  of 
limbs,  tops  and  crotches. 

Road  salt  is  very  injurious  to  trees,  the  splash  and  spray 
help  to  build  up  the  salt  in  the  soil  around  the  roots  of 
many  trees  and  a  great  number  have  died.  Road  salt 
applied  to  roads  is  also  frequently  the  cause  of  damage 
to  foliage.  Trucks,  busses  and  todays  automobiles  with 
their  tire  treads  pick  up  water  from  the  road  surface  and 
throw  it  into  the  air  in  unbelievable,  quantities. 

Deadwood,  storm-damaged  and  low  limbs  were  removed 
out  of  trees.  To  maintain  the  older  trees  in  a  safe  condi- 
tion as  possible  general  tree  maintenance  practices  were 
carried  out.  Twenty  two  dead  trees  on  Town  streets  and 
roads  were  removed.  Deadwood  out  of  19  trees  in  Dresser 
Park  was  removed.  Under  my  supervision,  also  29  tree 
butts  and  stumps,  on  Town  streets  and  roads. 
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There  is  no  guarantee  :ha:  a  healthy  tree  will  not  succumb 
toDutchElm  Disease.  However,  a  weak  tree  is  more  sus- 
ceptible to  beetle  invasion.  Storms,  drought,  construction 
that  interferes  with  the  tree's  root  system  or  deflects  its 
w^ater  supply,    ravages  by  leaf-destroying  insects,  and 
old  age  provide  the  dying  elm  wood  that  the  beetles  seek. 
Two  methods  must  be  used  to  prevent  Dutch  Elm  Disease, 
a  good  sanitation  program  and  a  spray  program.  No  spray 
program  can  be  successful  without  sanitation.  Deadwood, 
split  and  broken  limbs  were  removed  out  of  Town  owned 
elm  trees  and  destroyed.  Thirty  six  dead  elm  trees  were 
removed.  Town  elm  street  trees  were  sprayed.  Our  Town 
received  both  State  and  County  Aid  for  Dutch  Elm  Disease 
control  work. 

Insecticide  was  applied  to  swamps  and  low  lying  areas 
as  available  funds  would  allow  for  Mosquito  Control.

We  also  repaired 
sidewalks . 


All  Chapter  90  Maintenance  streets  and  roads  were  patch- 
ed, drains  cleaned  and  brush  cut  where  necessary.  Also 
Dresser  Hill  Road  was  resurfaced  with  Type  I  approx- 
imately 500  feet,  and  Hamilton  Street  was  resurfaced  with 
Type  I  from  Main  Street  to  Pine  Street.

The  twelfth  annual  summer  recreational  program  for  the 
mentally  and  physically  handicapped  children  continued 
with  success  this  summer.  The  staff  was  increased  this 
year  and  included:

Approximately  23  individuals  attended  the  program  which 
started  on  July  6th.  In  order  to  comply  with  the  state  reg- 
ulations for  reimbursement ,  daily  attendance  and  anecdotal 
records  were  submitted. 

Each  Monday  and  Wednesday  mornings  ,  the  art  and  music 
teachers  instructed  the  children.  Through  both  programs, 
the  children  learn  how  to  cooperate  and  function  in  a  group 
atmosphere.  Also,  rhythm  band  sessions  and  art  projects 
helped  them  to  improve  their  manipulative  skills .  This 
participation  and  identification  is  very  important  to  each 
individual  child. 

Thanks  to  the  courtesy  of  Mrs.  Little  at  the  Southbridge 
Library,  many  animated  and  musical  films  were  made  avail- 
able for  our  use  on  rainy  days.    A  summer  loan  of  many 
picture  and  simple  story  books  was  greatly  appreciated  too. 

Each  Thursday,  we  held  our  weekly  cookouts  .    A  typical 
menu  consisted  of  hot  dogs,  fish  burgers,  potato  chips, 
ice  cream,   watermelon  and  the  milk  that  was  provided 
daily. 

Supervised  swimming  periods  and  water  play  was  an  im- 
portant feature  of  our  program.    Many  children  made  prog- 
ress in  swimming  and  floating;  muscular  coordination  was 
increased  and  many  children   succeeded  in  overcoming 
their  fear  of  water.

The  establishment  of  a  secure  area  on  the  premises 
to  store  art  supplies  and  field  games  equipment.

Moderator  Walsh  at  this  time  introduced  Albert  J.  Di- 
Gregorio,  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee: 

Mr.  DiGregorio  was  recognized  by  the  moderator. 

"Mr.  Moderator,  ladies  and  gentlemen:  There  are  many 
of  you  who  have  not  had  time  to  read  our  annual  report. 
Therefore,  I  would  like  to  make  a  few  brief  remarks  that 
might  be  helpful  to  you. 

The  total  requests  for  departmental  budgets  and  special 
articles  were  more  than  One  Million  Dollars  in  excess  of 
last  year's  expenditures  .  We  felt  that  in  view  of  the  total 
impact  on  the  tax  rate  (approximately  $50.00)  certain  re- 
quests should  be  deferred,  based  on  relative  priorities . 
During  our  discussions  this  evening,  we  suggest  the  tax- 
payer guide  himself  by  the  "rule  of  thumb"  that  approxi- 
mately $23  ,  000 .  00  expenditure  will  affect  the  tax  rate  by 
$1.00. 

It  has  been  said  that  some  11th  hour  cuts  were  made  .  .  . 
ladies  and  gentlemen  during  our  many  weeks  of  study  with 
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the  various  department  heads  regarding  the  budgets  and 
special  articles,  many  items  were  tentatively  approved, 
until  such  time  as  we  could  determine  what  the  final  im- 
pact on  the  tax  rate  would  be . 

Our  first  effort  resulted  in  a  tax  impact  on  the  taxpayers 
of  this  community  of  some  $26.00.  It  was  unanimously 
agreed  by  the  Finance  Committee  that  this  increase  was 
not  only  confiscatory,  but  also  unrealistic.  Fully  realiz- 
ing the  serious  responsibilities  we  have  to  the  people  of 
this  community,  each  subcommittee  was  asked  to  again 
review  all  items,  tentatively  approved  that  could  be  cut 
without  seriously  hampering  the  efficient  and  sound  opera- 
tion of  our  community. 

These  studies  were  made  during  the  final  week  and  a  half 
before  sending  our  recommendations  to  the  printer.  On 
our  final  meeting,  the  day  before  press  time,  approximate- 
ly $150,000.00  was  removed  from  the  original  requests. 
These  items  were  mostly  those  which  were  only  tentative- 
ly approved  and  at  all  times  the  department  heads  were 
aware  of  what  these  items  were  .  The  record  will  show  that 
no  department  was  singled  out  to  be  cut. 

Our  final  result  produced  an  impact  on  the  tax  rate  of  ap- 
proximately $16.00  .   .   .    $7.00  for  School  Department 

2.5  0  for  Vocational  School 
5.00  for  Salaries  in  other 

town  departments 
1.75  resulting  from  special 
articles  in  the  warrant. 
This  does  not  reflect  the  additional  increase  that  may  re- 
sult from  the   decreased  revenue  on  the  Cherry  Sheet. 

Yes,  ladies  and  gnetlemen,  we  did  take  some  11th  hour 
action  and  we  respectfully  submit  our  recommendations  to 
you  for  your  consideration  and  support  tonight. "

Mr.  Charles  Beattie  ,  superintendent  of  schools  explained 
to  the  townspeople  the  reason  why  this  substitute  motion 
is  before  you.  Our  budget  this  year  is  a  tight  one  and  if 
an  unforseen  problem  arises  we  would  have  to  come  before 
you  at  a  special  town  meeting  seeking  additional  funds. 
The  Finance  Committee  did  request  that  we  cut  the  amount 
of  $10 ,000 .  00  we  agreed  but  we  feel  at  this  time  that  the 
amount  of  $10,000.00  should  be  re-instated." 

School  committeeman  Quinn  also  spoke  in  favor  of  the  re- 
instatement. 


Again  Messrs.  Poirier  and  DiGregorio,  members  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  urged  that  said  fund  of  $10,000.00 
not  be  acted  upon  in  the  affirmative.

"Chapter  59,  Section  38..  Valuation  of  Property  Subject 
to  Taxation.  The  assessors  of  each  city  and  town  shall 
at  the  time  appointed  therefor  make  a  fair  cash  valuation 
of  all  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  subject  to  taxation 
therein,  and,  in  cities,  the  assessors  may,  in  any  year 
divide  the  city  into  convenient  assessment  districts  . "  Mr. 
Moreno  also  informed  the  townspeople  that  revaluation 
will  be  cheaper  with  the  use  of  the  aerial  maps.  These 
maps  would  be  most  useful  in  the  daily  operation  of  the 
assessors' department.  It  will  take  about  eighteen  months 
before  these  maps  are  completed. 

Mr.  R.  Arpin,  assessor  informed  the  voters  that  he  had 
spoken  with  different  ones  in  reference  to  Federal  Funds 
and  State  Grants.    These  were  not  applicable  to  the  map, 
or  available.  Let  us  not  postpone  the  Finance  Committee's 
•motion  this  evening.  Mr.  Davis  is  requesting  revaluation. 
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Map  is  a  requisite  for  fair  revaluation.     This  map  could 
be  used  by  other  departments.    It  is  a  necessary  tool  and 
not  a  luxury.     Revaluation  is  not  the  question  it  is  the 
map.     The  moderator  has  allowed  the  substitute  motion 
and  Mr,  Davis's  request  of  revaluation.     We  could  mul- 
tiply it  by  3  and  that  would  be  your  valuation.    The  mod- 
erator asked  Mr.  Arpin  "How  do  you  feel  about  the  substi- 
tute motion?"  Mr.  Arpin  responded  "Vote  against  the  sub- 
stitute motion  and  vote  for  the  Finance  Committee's  motion. 
Mr.Gatti  was  acknowledged  by  the  moderator.    Mr.  Gatti  ' 
informed  the  townspeople  that  the  assessors'  clerical  staff 
in  Town  was  three  times  more  than  Webster's.    We  were 
told  we  would  receive  Federal  Funds.    The  moderator  re- 
quested Mr.  Gatti  to  be  seated  because  of  irrelevant  mat-| 
ters .  '

Robert  B.  Johnson  of  51  Bruce  Lane  asked  this  question  if 
we  disapproved  Article  9  and  approved  Article  8  "Where 
would  that  leave  us?"  Town  Counsel  Walter  R.  Snyder, 
Jr.  said  "One  position  is  not  contingent  on  another."  It's 
a  "matter  of  expediency,  and  economics"  to  hav^  one 
man  act  as  both  central  purchaser  and  executive  secre- 
tary. " 

Roland Pontbriand  of  83  Lebanon  Hill  asked  this  question. 
"How  much  is  it  going  to  cost?"  Mr.  Joseph  Vairo  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Finance  Committee  informed  the  townspeople 
there  is  no  money  involved  and  no  appropriations  request- 
ed in  these  two  articles.  We  are  only  accepting  different 
sections  of  Chapter  41. 

Mrs.  Malcolm  Allen  president  of  League  of  Women  Voters 
stated:  "Our  group  had  studied  various  forms  of  govern- 
ment" and  concluded:   "It  would  be  impossible  for  one 
person  to  handle  both  jobs." 

Selectman  Bernardone  informed  the  townspeople  that  forty 
towns  had  chosen  executive -secretary  and  for  an  example 
stated  the  town  of  Brooklineand  that  their  executive- sec- 
retary performed  many  duties  and  read  other  data  relevant 
to  the  town. 
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Selectman  Bishop  stated;  "We  are  in  need  of  an  executive- 
secretary.    The  Selectmen  would  have  to  give  up  some 
authority  and  extend  said  authority  to  him.    The  duties 
are  all  spelled  out  in  Section  23-A  Chapter  41  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  Massachusetts.    Later  on  at  a  meeting  we 
will  be  requesting  an  appropriation  for  a  salary." 

Norman  Cook  of  21  Pine  Ridge  Road  asked  for  a  ruling  on 
whether  the  executive- secretary  article  would  be  broad 
enough  to  have  the  secretary  act  as  purchasing  agent. 
Town  Counsel  said:  "No." 

Re.  Termination  of  discussion. 
In  both  instances,  a  motion  was  made,  duly  seconded, 
and  it  was 

VOTED:   To  move  the  previous  question. 

Article  9.  (Continued)  Moderator  Walsh  re-read  the 
substitute  motion  after  discussion  had  ceased  and  asked 
for  a  vote  by  a  show  of  hands.  He  doubted  his  count  and 
asked  the  counters  (which  he  had  appointed  prior  to  the 
meeting)  members  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters  to  count 
the  votes.  Town  Counsel  Snyder  challenged  the  counters 
and  stated:  "All  the  women  were  against  this  motion  and 
the  Moderator  should  appoint  other  tellers."  The  Moder- 
ator appointed  the  following:  Joseph  Benoit,  Bernard 
Sherry,  Gerald Gregoire ,  Albert  Maramo,  Mrs.  Daveyand 
Mrs.  Fredberg. 

On  a  standing  count  with  146  in  favor  and  153  opposed 
the  substitute  motion  was  not  approved.

And  furthermore 
lam  not  in  favor  of  the  swimming  pool  and  I  want  to  know 
how  much  it  is  going  to  cost.  " 

All  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  informed  the  towns- 
people of  the  different  procedures,  etc.  relevant  to  acquir- 
ing land,  the  construction  of  the  pool,  sewerage  lines 
and  waterlines.  It  was  also  stressed  that  all  state  require- 
ments would  have  to  be  met  and  carried  out.  It  was  nec- 
essary for  the  Town  to  deed  over  the  land  to  the  state. 
The  $12,000.00  figure  is  only  the  appraisal  fee. 

Mr.  Joseph  Vairo,  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
pointed  out  that  the  money  for  the  pool  has  been  appro- 
propriated  by  the  state  and  it  will  be  spent.  "It's  a  matter 
of  who  gets  it"  Mr.  Vairo  said.

The  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  amends  the 
existing  constitutional  provisions  whichdirect  the  division 
of  the  Commonwealth  into  240  representative  districts  and 
40  senatorial  districts.  It  provides  for  a  census  of  the 
inhabitants  of  each  city  and  town  in  the  Commonwealth 
in  the  year  1971  and  in  every  tenth  year  thereafter.  The 
census  in  1971  is  to  be  the  basis  for  determining  the 
representative  and  senatorial  districts  for  the  ten-year 
period  beginning  January  1,  1975.  Each  subsequent  census 
shall  be  the  basis  for  determining  the  districts  for  each 
ten-year  period  beginning  the  fourth  of  January  following 
each  census,  so  that  the  census  in  1981  will  determine 
the  districts  as  of  January,  1985,  etc. 

The  amendment  provides  that  the  house  of  representatives 
shall  consist  of  two  hundred  and  forty  members  and  the 
senate  of  forty  members .  In  its  first  regular  session  follow- 
ing each  census,  the  legislature  shall  divide  the  Common- 
wealth into  two  hundred  and  forty  representative  districts 
of  contiguous  territory  and  forty  senatorial  districts  also 
of  contiguous  territory.  Each  representative  district  shall 
contain,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of  inhabi- 
tants  according  to  the  census.  Each  senatorial  district 
shall  also  contain  as  nearly  as  may  be  an  equal  number 
of  inhabitants  according  to  the  census.  A  representative 
district  shall  not  unite  two  or  more  counties,  towns,  or 
cities,    or  parts  thereof,  or  a  city  and  a  town,  or  parts 
thereof,  in  one  district  unless  the  same  is  unavoidable. 
Further,    no  town  of  less  than  six  thousand  inhabitants 
shall  be  divided   in  forming  representative  districts.  It 
is  also  provided  that  the  County  of  Dukes  County  and 
Nantucket  County  shall  each  be  a  representative  district, 
notwithstanding  the  foregoing.    The  senatorial  districts, 
each  of  which  shall  elect  one  Senator,  shall  be  formed 
without  uniting  two  counties  or  parts  of  two  or  more  coun- 
ties, unless  the  same  is  unavoidable. 

Each  representative  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  district 
for  which  he  is  chosen  at  least  one  year  immediately 
preceding  his  election,  and  each  senator  shall  be  an  inhabi- 
tant of  the  district  for  which  he  is  chosen  at  the  time  of 
his  election  and  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  the 
Commonwealth  for  at  least  five  years  immediately  pre- 
ceding his   election.   Any  representative  or  senator  who 
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ceases  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  Commonwealth  shall 
cease  to  represent  his  district. 

The  amendment  also  provides  that  the  Legislature  (l)  may 
by  law  limit  the  time  within  which  judicial  proceedings 
may  be  instituted  calling  in  question  any  such  division 
and  (2)  shall  prescribe  by  law  the  manner  of  calling  and 
conducting  elections  forthe  choice  of  representatives  and 
of  ascertaining  their  election. 

Finally,  the  amendment  annuls  the  existing  constitutional 
provisions  with  respect  to  apportionment  of  representative 
and  senatorial  districts,  although  those  provisions  will 
remain  in  effect  until  January  1,  1975.

Rev.  Edward  J,  Cobden,  Jr.  rector  of  Holy  Trinity  Episcopal 
Church  delivered  the  invocation  at  the  pre-hieeting  cere- 
mony. 

Moderator  Walsh  declared  the  meeting  open  at  7:30  P.M. 

Moderator  Walsh  welcomed  the  club  members  of  the  Social 
Studies  Club  of  the  Mary  E.Wells  Jr.  High  School,  and 
their  advisor,  Raymond  Renaud.  Moderator  Walsh  gave 
a  short  summary  of  procedures  relevant  to  a  town  meeting 
and  instructed  them  to  follow  the  warrant.  Each  member 
had  procured  a  copy  of  the  warrant.  He  then  added  "I 
hope  this  meeting  will  be  meaningful  and  applicable  to 
your  studies .  "

00  with  work  to  be  done  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Southbridge  Airport  Committee  from 
funds  totaling  $1,  377.38   from  the  Charter  Commission 
Expense  Account  and  $122.62  from  the  Excess  and  De- 
ficiency Account. 
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After  the   moderator  had  completed  the  reading  of  the  fi- 
nance Committee's  motion,  Mr.  L.  Morin  requested  that 
the   sponsor  of  this  article  enlighten  the  townspeople  on 
the   subject.    Mr.  Albert  DiGregorio  of  8  Jacobs  Road,  a 
member  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  also  a  member  of  the 
Airport  Committee  was  recognized  by  the  moderator,  Mr. 
DiGregorio   stated:    "That   he   had  been  informed  by  the 
Aeronautic  Com.  of  Boston  that  a  Master  Plan  Study  of  the 
Southbridge  Airport  and  its  facilities  was  necessary  and 
that  the  sum  of  $1500.  00  should  be  appropriated  at  this 
time  because  we  must  have  that  sum  in  hand  and  said  sum 
will  be   carried   over  for  1971.  Also  the  $1500.  00  to  be 
used  in  conjunction  with  Federal  and  State  Aid  Grants 
which  would  amount  to  $15  ,  000  .  00  which  would  be  used 
by  the  Southbridge  Airport  Committee.    "A  voter  asked  Mr. 
D  Gregorio  "Could  the  cost  be  borne  by  other  industries 
in  town?"  Mr.  DiGregorio  replied:    "It  would  be  presump- 
tuous of  me  to  reply  for  the  other  concerns  . " 

Mr.  Edmund  Ryan  of  153  Marcy  Street  was  recognized  by 
the  moderator.  Mr.  Ryan  stated:  "I  was  a  former  chairman 
of  the  airport  committee  and  we  were  informed  to  make  a 
study  and  its  facilities .  The  study  was  made  and  we  spent 
over  $200,  000.  00  feeding  the  White  Elephant  on  the  Hill. 
The  1945  population  was  17,561.  In  1946  the  airport  was 
opened.  Twenty-five  years  later  the  Southbridge  popula- 
tion is  16,  847,  a  loss  of  seven  hundred  forty-eight  persons. 
During  these  years  the  airport  did  not  increase  revenues 
for  our  industries  because  of  the  use  of  the  airport.  It  had 
been  predicted  that  our  industries  would  benefit  from  this 
airport.  Recently  I  have  observed  that  our  airport  is  being 
used  by  private  individuals  living  in  the  towns  of  Stur- 
bridge,  Dudley  and  Webster  .  We  need  money  for  Housing 
for  the  Aged,  a  kindergarten,  and  let  me  remind  you  that 
you  are  facing  the  amount  of  between  eight  and  nine  million 
dollars  for  our  new  trade  school."  Mr.  Ryan  informed  the 
townspeople  that  he  had  a  photostat  copy  of  Chapter  73 
of  1880  which  was  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Southbridge 
Water  Supply  Co.  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Southbridge  with  pure  water,  etc.  He  then  quoted 
Section  7  of  the  Act.  "The  Town  of  Southbridge  and  any 
Fire  District  that  may  be  established,  shall  have  the 
right  at  any  time  during  the  continuance  of  the  charter 
hereby  granted,  to  purchase  the  corporate  property  and 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  said  company  at  the  actual 
cost  of  the  same  or  if  mutually  agreed  upon  between  said 
corporation  and  said  Town  or  any  Fire  District  which  may  be 
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hereafter  established  in  said  Town, at  a  set  price;  and  said 
corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  sale  of  the  same 
to  said  Town  or  such  Fire  District;  but  such  authority  to 
purchase  said  franchise  and  property  is  granted  to  said 
Town  upon  the  condition  that  the  same  is  assented  to  by 
said  Town  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  voters  present  and 
voting  thereon  at  any  annual  meeting  or  at  a  legal  meeting 
called  to  act  on  that  subject. "  Then  Mr.  Ryan  emphatically 
stated:  "I  don't  want  any  more  money  appropriated  so  that 
we  can  spend  it  on  the  airport.  We  must  keep  our  money 
for  water,  and  the  other  pressing  projects  that  I  have  previ- 
ously mentioned.  " 

Mrs.  Jane  Bergman  of  171  Lebanon  Hill  was  recognized  by 
the  moderator  and  she  questioned  the  procedure  of  trans- 
fers from  one  account  to  another  by  the  Finance  Committee 
at  this  special  meeting. 

Mr.  Joseph  Vairo  of  9  Judith  Avenue  and  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee  explained  the  procedure  by  stating 
"During  the  course  of  the  year  some  budgets  are  too  high 
or  too  low.  During  the  month  of  December  the  Town  Accoun- 
tant submits  to  the  Finance  Committee  the  names  of 
accounts  that  have  unused  balances  and  these  balances 
are  transferred  to  the  accounts  that  do  require  money  to 
end  the  fiscal  year.  " 

Mr.  Louis  Morinof  12  Mary  Ellen  Lane  was  again  recogniz- 
ed by  the  moderator  and   he  stated:  "Let's  stick  to  the 
article.  " 

Mr.  E.  Ryan  was  again  recognized  by  the  moderator  and 
he  stated:  "Mr.  Moderator  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order".  The 
moderator  said:  "Please   state  your  point  of  order.  "  Mr. 
Ryan  stated:  "I  wasn't  wandering.  What  I  was  discussing 
was  relevant  to  the  subject.  " 

Mr.    J.  Vairo  was  again  recognized  by  the  moderator  and 
he  stated:  "We  are  amateurs  in  this  field.  We  are  in  favor 
of  the  Master  Plan  Study  of  the  airport  and  its  facilities. 
We  sincerely  believe  that  expert  knowledge  is  necessary. 
In  order  to  acquire  this  knowledge  we  urge  you  to  appor- 
priate  the  sum  of  $1500.  00." 

There  being  no  further  discussion  the  moderator  re-read 
Article  4  and  also  the  Finance  Committee's  motion  (for 
copy  of  Article  4   &  motion  see  pages  211-212)  and  an- 
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nounced:  "Ready  for  a  vote  by  a  show  of  hands."  The 
voters  did  vote  and  the  chair  is  in  doubt.  The  moderator 
did  announce;  "That  the  chair  was  in  doubt  and  a  standing 
vote  would  be  taken  and  the  count  would  be  taken  by 
tellers.  He  requested  that  the  standees  be  seated  if  they 
wished  to  vote.  " 

On  a  standing  count,  87  in  favor  and  9  7  opposed  the  motion 
was  not  adopted.

A  voter  questioned:  "What  does  Chapter  132  deal  with?" 
Mr.  Edward  Martin  of  100  Cole  and  a  member  of  the 
Finance  Committee  replied:  "Chapter  132  deals  with 
Forestry  and  in  1970  we  appropriated  $3600.  00  in  March 
for  Dutch  Elm  Disease  and  now  the  amount  of  $291.26 
must  be  transferred  as  mentioned  in  the  article.  " 

On  motion  of  Finance  Committee,  duly  seconded,  it  was 
VOTED:  (Unanimously)  In  the  affirmative  for  $291.26 
from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  the 
sumof  $12  0o  00  fromthe  Southbridge  School  Budget  Salary 
Account  to  a  Rental  Account,    or  act  anything  thereon. 

Mr.  Robert  Bergman  of  171  Lebanon  Hill  asked  the  ques- 
tion: "What  does  a  Rental  Account  mean?  " 

Charles  A  Be attie.  Ph. D.Superintendent  of  Schools  replied: 
"We  have  a  class  of  special  education  students  at  Charlton 
Street  School.    Because  of  our  over-crowded  conditions. 
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we  opened  the  school  year  with  this  class  in  the  basement 
with  only  one  exit.  Early  this  fall  the  piece  of  property 
next  to  the  school  became  available  at  the  extremely  low 
figure  of  $60  per  month.  Because  we  do  not  have  a  rental 
account  in  our  present  budget,  it  was  necessary  for  the 
School  Committee  to  submit  an  article  requesting  a  trans- 
fer of  $12  0  from  our  salary  account  to  cover  the  months 
of  November  and  December."

Mr.  Yanka  spoke  on  his  substitute  motion  and  urged  the 
voters  to  go  along  with  the  request  of  the  Cemetery  Com- 
mittee and  vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Members  of  different  committees,  namely;  Finance  Com- 
mittee and  Personnel  Board  stated  their  reasons  for  op- 
posing the  pay  increase  of  Mr.  Normandin.

We  of  the  Cemetery  Committee  concur 
that  Mr.  Normandin  is  a  foreman,  and  that  he  has  done 
an  outstanding  job  for  the  committee  and  the  town.  How- 
ever, the  Personnel  Board  claims  he  is  not  a  foreman  and 
he  received  a  cut  of  18<!i  per  hour.  Mr.  Ryan  stated:  "Give 
the  man  his  money  and  correct  the  error.  " 
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Mr.  Robert  B.  Johnson  of  51  Bruce  Lane,  a  member  of  the 
Personnel  Board  was  recognized  by  the  moderator.  Mr. 
Johnson  stated:  "That  the  Personnel  Board  concurred  that 
the  rating  of  Mr.  Normandin's  work  had  been  ascertained, 
and  at  this  time,  I  am  not  questioning  Mr.  Normandin's 
calibre   of  work,  I  would  like  to  move  the  previous  ques- 
tion. "  Said  motion  was  duly  seconded  by  many,  and  so 
voted  overwhelmingly  in  the  affirmative.

The  moderator's  count 
onashow  of  hands  for  reconsideration  was  10  in  the  affir- 
mative and  100  in  the  negative.    Reconsideration  was  de- 
feated.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Personnel  Board  herewith  submits  its  second  annual 
report: 

We  wish  to  thank  Vincent  B.  Boniface  for  his  worthy  con- 
tributions to  the  function  of  the  board  since  its  inception 
in  1969.     Unable  to  continue  as  a  member  of  the  board, 
he  was  succeeded  by  Robert  B.  Johnson  of  51  Bruce  Lane. 

Reorganization  of  the  Personnel  Board  was  as  follows: 

Albert  J. Bishop,  Selectman,  Chairman;  Albert  J.DiGregorio , 
Finance  Committeeman,  Vice  Chairman;  Lillian  G.  Proulx, 
three  year  term;     Raymond  A.  St.  Jean,    two  year  term; 
Robert B.  Johnson,.one  year  term  ; 
and  Richard  H.  Genereux,  Executive  Secretary. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Board  and  the  Parking 
Commission  were  very  successful  in  filling  the  newly 
created  positions  of  Meter  Maids  and  also  through  the 
cooperation  of  the  Acting  Town  Engineer  providing  office 
space  for  them  in  the  Engineer's  office. 

The  Personnel  Board  was  charged  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men of  recommending  to  them  future  applicants   for  the 
Fire  Fighting  force.     Up  to  now  these  appointments  had 
been  the  sole  perogative  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

At  the  December  1970  Special  Town  Meeting,  the  Board 
opposed  an  article  arbitrarily  raising  the  hourly  rate  of 
pay  of  the  Cemetery  Foreman.  The  Board  felt  his  then 
current  rate  of  pay  had  been  fairly  arrived  at  and  that  an 
increase  asked  for  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  was  unjus- 
tified. 

For  1971,  the  Personnel  Board  is  recommending  an  across 
the  board  five  percent  cost  of  living  increase  for  all  em- 
ployees falling  within  the  "S",  "W",  "P"  and  "F-6"  scales. 
It  has   been  established  that  employees   in  the  "F-1" 
through  "F-5"  pay  scales  are  to  remain  at  the  1970  levels. 
The  reason  being,  that  the  Board  is  recommending  that 
the  Fire  Departments  normal  work  week  be  reduced  from 
fifty-six  hours  to  forty-eight  hours.     In  order  not  to  re- 
duce the  Fire  Department's  effectiveness  by  this  reduc- 
tion, the  Board  is  also  recommending  that  three  additional 
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permanent  firemen  be  added  to  the  force  . 

Future  plans  still  include  an  in-depth  study  of  responsibil- 
ities concerning  all  classifications  of  the  pay  plan  with 
view  of  eliminating  inequities  that  may  exist. 

The  Board  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  de- 
partment heads  and  employees  for  their  excellent  coopera- 
tion during  the  past  year.  We  realize  that  not  all  the 
Boards  decisions  were  made  to  the  satisfaction  of  those 
involved  but  the  spirit  exhibited  in  accepting  these  de- 
cisions was  most  gratifying. 

The  Personnel  Board  has  and  will  continue  to  act  in  such 
a  manner  that  will  be  most  advantageous  to  both  the  em^ 
ployees  and  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge .

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

I  hereby  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools.  This  is  the  seventy- 
ninth  in  a  series  of  such  reports. 

PERSONNEL 

During  the  year  we  again  found  a  number  of  staff  people 
leaving  or  retiring  after  serving  the  community  and  the 
school  system  with  distinction.  Some  of  the  positions 
were   filled  without  any  difficulty  due  to  the  increase  in 
the  availability  of  qualified  applicants .  However,  science, 
mathematics,  physical  education,  industrial  arts,  music, 
and  art  were  areas  in  which  we  found  few  if  any  available 
qualified  candidates. 

The  universities  and  colleges  are  training  more  students 
for  the  teaching  profession. 

This  situation  (referring  to  colleges  and  students)  will 
help  to  improve  the  quality  of  our  education  program  as 
better  prepared  teachers  fill  our  vacancies  in  the  future. 
Withthe  exception  of  the  special  areas  listed  above,  we 
can  anticipate  an  ever  increasing  number  of  candidates 
applying  for  each  opening  we  have  in  the  school  system. 

Mr.  Wilfred  M.  Forcier  retired  this  year  after  six  years 
of  fine  service  to  the  school  system  in  general  and  to  the 
Charlton  St.  School  in  particular.  For  the  past  two  years 
he  served  as  president  of  the  Southbridge  Custodial  Asso- 
ciation. He  also  was  active  in  the  State  Association  as 
a  Director,  and  this  past  year  he  was  chairman  at  the 
Annual  State  Meeting.  We  wish  him  good  health  and  lon- 
gevity in  his  retirement  years. 

Mrs.  Edith  Freeman  retired  as  Cafeteria  Manager  after 
serving  the  school  system  for  seventeen  years.  When  she 
first  assumed  the  responsibilities  of  manager,  the  hot 
lunch  program  was  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  red.  How 
ever,  through  her  dedicated  approach  to  the  problem,  the 
program  made  up  the  deficit  and  has  been  operating  in 
the  black  year  after  year.  A  few  years  ago,  she  helped 
expand  the  lunch  schedule  so  that  hot  lunches  could  be 
offered  to  the  students  in  two  of  the  elementary  schools. 
Thus,    over  the  years  she  has  helped  the  project  almost 
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double  in  size,  and  yet,  the  quality  of  the  program  meets 
the  needs  of  the  students.  She  will  be  missed  by  her  many 
friends  and  colleagues.  We  wish  her  every  happiness  in 
her  retirement  years. 

Mrs.  Alice  Dion,  a  junior  high  English  teacher,  and  Miss 
Patricia  Callahan,  a  junior  high  Social  Studies  teacher 
retired  after  eighty-two  years  of  dedicated  service  to 
education  with  almost  all  of  that  time  spent  teaching  the 
youth  of  Southbridge.  We  wish  these  devoted  teachers 
every  success  in  their  retirement  years. 

Mrs.  Helen  R.  Golden  a  fourth  grade  teacher  at  the  West 
Street  schooldied  in  1970,  during  her  twenty-third  year  of 
outstanding  service  to  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  elementary 
schools.  Her  happy  personality  and  her  understanding 
nature  will  live  in  our  hearts  for  many  years.  We  extend 
our  sincere  sympathy  to  her  family  and  friends. 

This  year  found  a  continueu  improvement  in  the  curriculum 
and  an  expansion  of  services  to  the  youth  of  the  community. 
ADirector  of  Athletics  and  Physical  Education  Coordinator 
was  hired  in  order  to  allow  the  vice-principal  of  the  high 
school  time  to  help  improve  the  total  school  program  at 
the  secondary  level.  Mr.  James  Kroll  has  assumed  the 
responsibilities  of  the  position  with  confidence.  He  brings 
with  him  a  great  deal  of  experience  and  professional 
knowledge  that  should  result  in  upgrading  both  areas  of 
concern.  Although  the  results  of  his  involvement  will  not 
be  completely  evident  for  some  time,  we  can  honestly 
say,  that  the  overall  improvement  in  both  the  Athletic 
Department  and  the  Physical  Education  areas  is  greater 
than  we  anticipated. 

Dr.    Robert   Mueller,    a  school  psychiatrist,  was  hirsd 
on  a  part-time  basis  to  help  teachers  and  students  with 
problems  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  handle  in  the  past. 
He   meets  with  the  teachers,  administrators,  counselors, 
nurses,    and   students   on  a  monthly  schedule  set  up  by 
Mr.  Boudreau,    Director  of  Guidance.   Again,   it  is  too 
early  to  evaluate  the   contribution  he  is  making  to  the 
school  system.    Nevertheless,    many  individuals  have 
been  helped  over  this  short  period  of  time.  We  hope  that 
this   success  will  continue  so  that  the  possibility  of  ex- 
pandingthis  program  will  receive  support  in  the  near  future. 

The  School  Committee  appointed  coordinators  at  the  junior 
high  school.  These  coordinators  now  have  the  responsi- 
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bility  to  work  with  the  teachers  in  the  major  subject  matter 
areas  in  grades  five  through  eight.  In  the  past,  the  respon- 
sibility has  been  squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  the  principal. 
But,  with  a  student  enrollment  of  over  eight  hundred  and 
a  professional  staff  approaching  fifty,  some  other  solution 
had  to  be  found.  We  believe  that  with  department  chairmen 
at  the  high  school,  coodinators  at  the  middle  school,  and 
principals  at  the  elementary  school  that  increased  activity 
will  result  in  a  better  curriculum  from  grades  one  through 
twelve. 


NEW  PROGRAMS 


The  high  school  initiated  many  new  programs  even  though 
the  enrollment  has  increased  nearly  two-hundred  students 
beyond  the  five-hundred  and  fifty  the  school  was  built  to 
accommodate. 

1.  New  courses  were  introduced  offering  more  choices 
within  specific  disciplines  -  English  Composition 
Dialectics,  Drama,  Humanities  and  Spanish  IV. 

2.  Orientation  evening  meetings  were  held  for  parents 
of  new  students. 

3.  New  clubs  were  formed  -  Chefs'  Club  and  Girls'  In- 
dustrial Arts. 

4.  Evening  programs  were  initiated  in  the  guidance  area 
for  parents  of  seniors. 

5.  Small  groups  of  students  meet  periodically  with  the 
administration  to  discuss  problems. 

A  Committee   consisting  of  parents,  teachers,  and  admin- 
istrators has  been  meeting  to  study  and  develop  a  program 
that  will  improve  the  reporting  of  students'  progress  to 
parents.  Areport  will  be  submitted  to  the  School  Committee 
in  the  near  future  for  their  consideration. 
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A  Private-Public  School  Council  has  been  formed  to  study 
the  possibility  of  shared  programs  and  staff.  Every  school 
in  Southbridge  has  representation  on  the  council.  Members 
of  the  council  visited  Northboro  to  study  the  successful 
mutual  program  they  have  in  operation.  Representatives 
of  the  Building  Committee  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  met  with  Bishop  Flanagan  and  Father  Thomas  to 
discuss  the  future  of  parochial  education  in  Southbridge 
As  a  result  of  these  meetings  and  conferences,  a  better 
understanding  has  developed  between  the  private  and 
public  school  sectors  of  our  society.  This  council  will 
continue  to  meet  and  explore  areas  of  concern  and  develop 
programs  that  will  benefit  all  students  in  Southbridge. 

Inservice  Courses  were  offered  again  in  Audio-visual  Aids 
and  the  Spaulding  Reading  Method  for  teachers  and  parents 
in  Southbridge.  Courses  to  help  teachers  in  the  testing 
and  the  programming  of  boys  and  girls  with  learning  dis- 
abilities were  offered  locally  through  Americam  Interna- 
tional College  and  Quins igamond  Community  College.  A 
new   course,  "The  Teacher  Today",  was  offered  this  fall. 

The  addition  of  a  branch  of  Quinsigamond  Community  Col- 
lege in  our  high  school  building  has  opened  a  new  chapter 
in  the  educational  field  for  the  town  of  Southbridge.  This 
fall  nearly  150  students  enrolled  in  a  degree  program  or 
enrolled  for  enrichment  purposes.  As  more  people  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity,  we  can  anticipate  the  state 
constructing  a  facility  in  Southbridge  to  accommodate  an 
ever  increasing  enrollment. 

The  Guidance  Department  increased  its  testing  program  in 
the  areas  of  reading  readiness  for  all  first  grade  students 
and  modern  math  for  students  in  grades  five  through  eight. 
In  January  all  fourth  grade  students  in  Massachusetts  will 
take  achievement  tests.  This  will  be  the  first  state-wide 
testing  program  in  recent  history  in  the  Commonwealth. 

A  work-study  program  instructed  by  Mr.  Anthony  Chlapow 
ski  was  initiated  this  past  summer.  The  amount  of  work 
accomplished  by  the  boys  saved  the  town  thousands  of 
dollars . 

Mrs.  Camella  Dintini  directed  both  a  summer  and  a  year 
round  Title  1  Reading  program.  During  the  summer  months 
a  booklet  entitled,  "Learning-Doing-Living",  was  devel- 
oped by  Mrs.  Dintini  and  her  staff.  If  you  have  not  had 
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an  opportunity  to  read  this   most   informative  booklet, 
please  contact  her  at  the  Charlton  Street  School. 

Title  11,  Library  Funds,  and  Title  111,  new  curriculum 
studies,  were  continued  this  year.  Mr.  V.  James  Puracchio 
developed  his  fourth  of  a  five  year  program  to  expand  the 
geography  and  social  studies  curriculum  for  grades  one 
through  eight. 

Mr.  Francis  Flanagan  again  supervised  the  summer  Head 
Start  Program.  This  program  has  been  most  successful 
over  the  past  five  years,  but  due  to  a  cut  back  in  Federal 
funds,  a  Head  Start  Program  will  not  operate  this  coming 
year. 

The  Supertintendents  of  theTri-Communitv  area  developed 
a  Title  VI  Project  to  expand  our  Perceptually  Handicapped 
Program.  Although  the  money  was  slow  in  arriving,  it  did 
help  to  supplement  the  salary  of  our  teachers. 

FACILITIES 

During  the  past  four  years ,  the  School  Committee,  a  school 
Planning  Committee,  and  a  School  Building  Committee  has 
been  studying  the  present  and  future  building  needs  of  the 
town  of  Southbridge.  Three  reports  have  been  submitted 
to  the  voters.  A  fourth  report  will  be  issued  in  the  near 
future  by  the  Building  Committee  with  specific  recommen- 
dations. This  review  will  be  just  an  outline  of  the  Building 
Committee' s  activities  over  the  past  year. 

1.  The  Committee  studied  all  previous  reports  to  familiar- 
ize themselves  with  the  problem. 

2.  They  visited  every  school  in  Southbridge  to  see  at  first 
hand  the   actual  condition  of  the  building,  the  utiliz- 
ation of  space,  and  to  discuss  the  needs  as  visualized 
by  the  principals. 

3 .  Enrollment  figures  and  projections  were  studied  in  order 
to  analyze  the  minimum  needs  of  the  school  system. 

4.  The  Committee  met  with  a  representative  from  the  school 
Building  Assistance  Commission  to  explore  our  needs 
in  terms  of  State  requirements. 
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5.  They  evaluated  the  credentials  and  interviewed  a  num- 
ber of  architects.  During  this  period  they  also  visited 
schools  built  by  the  architects  and  talked  to  the  admin- 
istrators and  staff  regarding  the  functional  aspects  of 
the  building. 

6.  A  number  of  plans  were  developed  that  would  solve  the 
building  needs  of  Southbridge.  Following  a  great  deal 
of  study  they  agreed  to  two  possible  solutions  to 
present  to  the  voters. 

7.  Educational  specifications  were  developed  by  the 
Building  Committee  to  present  to  the  architects  so  that 
rough  plans  could  be  drawn  enabling  the  architects  to 
arrive  at  some  dollar  value. 

8.  Three  articles  will  be  presented  to  the  voters  in  March 
The  first  two  articles  will  request  funds  to  carry  the 
Building  Committee  through  final  plans.  If  the 
voters  approve  one  of  the  two  articles,  the  Building 
Committee  will  return  to  the  voters  sometime  in  the 
future  requesting  the  town  to  approve  an  exact  cost 
figure  to  alleviate  the  school  building  problems  of 
Southbridge.  The  third  article  will  request  funds  to 
purchase  land  so  that  any  new  building  will  have  space 
for  construction. 

The  Building  Committee  will  discuss  its  plans  with  the 
School  Committee,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Finance 
Committee,  Parent-Teachers'  Organizations,  Service 
Organizations  and  at  open  hearings  for  all  interested 
voters.  During  the  next  few  months,  please  take  every 
opportunity  to  familiarize  yourself  with  the  school  Build- 
ing Committee  plans.  The  need  for  additional  classroom 
space  is  acute  in  all  buildings  and  in  all  areas.  This 
year  one  of  our  Basic  Education  Classes  had  to  meet  in  the 
basement  of  the  Charlton  Street  School.  Since  the  room 
had  only  one  exit,  some  other  accommodation  had  to  be 
found  for  the  classes.  The  building  next  to  the  Charlton 
Street  School  was  vacated,  and  Mr.  George,  the  owner, 
offered  the  building  to  the  school  department  for  $60  per 
month.  He  also  agreed  to  sell  the  property  for  $8,  000 
with  the  monthly  rental  cost  being  deducted  from  the  pur 
chase  price. 

We  have  checked  with  the  State  Department-Special  Edu 
cation     Division  and  they  have  agreed  to  reimburse  the 
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town  5  0%  of  the  cost  if  the  building  is  purchased  by  the 
town.  Since  the  building  is  in  good  condition,  and  is 
convenient  to  the  Charlton  Street  School,  as  well  as  being 
inexpensive,  the  School  Committee  has  submitted  an 
article  requesting  that  the  town  purchase  the  building. 


CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion  let  me  summarize  the  report  by  stating  that: 

1.  The  schools  have  continued  to  improve,  first,  in  terms 
of  the  curriculum  and  better  learning  opportunities  for 
the  students,  and  second  in  overall  maintenance  and 
utilization  of  plant. 

2.  A  new  era  has  started  in  the  town  with  the  establish- 
ment of  a  branch  of  Quinsigamond  Community  College 
in  the  Southbridge  High  School. 

3.  The  School  Building  Committee  has  worked  diligently 
to  derive  the  best  plan  for  solving  our  school  building 
needs  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  to  the  town. 

4.  The  School  Committee   has   continued  to  support  im- 
proved education  for  the  community  always  keeping  in 
mind  the  town's  overall  ability  to  pay. 

5.  The   administrators  and  staff  have  continued  to  study 
and  improve  the  educational  climate  with  a  total  com- 
mitment to  meet  the  needs  of  every  child  in  our  schools . 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Committee,  the  Building 
Committee,  the  staff,  the  students,  and  the  citizens  for 
their  support  and  encouragement  this  past  year.

Increased  enrollment,  overcrowdedness ,  expansion  of  the 
curriculum  and  co-curricular  activities,  greaterteacher 
and  student  involvement  in  the  total  school  program  were 
all  features  of  the  year  1970  at  Southbridge  High  School. 

CURRICULUM 

In  spite  of  serious   overcrowdedness,  we  continued  to 
broaden  our  curriculum  by  adding  five  new  courses:  Eng- 
lish Composition,    Debating,    Drama,  Humanities ,  and 
Spanish  IV. 

Considerable  research  in  curriculum  development  was 
conducted  in  1970.  Our  English  Department,  after  months 
of  investigation  and  evaluation,  developed  an  Elective 
English  Program  that  will  be  ready  for  our  students  in 
September,  1971.  This  will  be  one  of  the  most  compre- 
hensive elective  programs  found  in  the  high  schools  of 
the  Commonwealth.  Mr.  Boyle,  our  English  Department 
Head,  and  his  staff  deserve  the  highest  commendation 
for  their  exellent  contribution. 

Three  other  courses  were  developed  and  will  also  be  ready 
for  our  students  in  September,  1971:  Harvard  Project  Phys- 
ics, Health,  and  Personal  Typewriting.  Mr.  Byron  and 
Mrs.  Cross,  Heads  of  Science  and  Business  Departments 
respectively  and  their  staffs,  developed  these  three 
courses  and  they,  too,  deserve  our  commendations  for  their 
exellent  work. 

An  interesting  development  in  1970  was  the  tremendous 
growth  noted  in  our  Home  Economics  Department.  The 
student  demand  for  home  economics  courses  more  than 
tripled  in  1970.  The  teacher  completely  responsible  for 
this  phenomenal  growth  was  Mrs.  Linton  who  came  to  us 
in  September,  1969.  The  whole  Home  Economics  Program 
really  became  "alive"  and  relevant  under  her  direction. 
In  fact,  her  tremendous  success  in  stimulating  interest 
in  home  economics  necessitated  the  addition  of  another 
home  economics  teacher  to  meet  the  high  student  demand 
for  courses  in  this  department. 
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CO-CURRICULAR  PROGRAM 


The  Co-curricular  Program  at  Southbridge  High  School  at- 
tempts to  serve  the  special  interests  of  individual  students. 
The  Program  is  now  broad  enough  to  meet  the  needs  of  most 
of  our  students.  It  includes  the  following  clubs:  Art,  Biol- 
ogy, Chefs,  Chemistry,  Debate,  Drama,  French,  Future 
Nurses,  Future  Secretaries ,  Future  Teachers,  Girls'  Indus- 
trial Arts,  Gym,  Instructional  Materials,  Math,  Pep, 
Science,  Ski,  Spanish,  Varsity. 

NEW  CONSTRUCTION 

Three  classrooms  were  subdivided  in  order  to  provide  three 
additional  teaching  stations.  These  subdivisions  made  it 
possible  for  us  to  take  care  of  21  more  sections  during 
each  school  day.  Had  we  not  subdivided  in  this  manner, 
we  would  have  been  unable  to  provide  the  necessary  space 
for  our  increased  enrollment  and  expanded  curriculum.  In 
fact,  when  school  opened  in  September,  1970,  our  plant 
utilization  was  at  100%. 

SUMMER  SCHOOL 

The  total  enrollment  in  our  1970  Summer  School  was  167: 
132  from  Southbridge  and  3  5  from  the  communities  of 
Charlton,  Dudley,  Webster,  Oxford,  and  Sturbridge. 

The  following  objectives  of  our  Summer  Program  were  met 
with  considerable  success  by  those  in  attendance:  helped 
make   up  credits  lost  during  the  year,  raised  grades,  pro- 
vided  a  preview  of  courses  to  be  taken  in  the  Fall,  and 
strenthened  foundations  in  specific  subjects. 

The  continued  success  of  our  Summer  School  Programs  in 
meeting  the  needs  of  our  students  is  most  encouraging.  We 
hope  to  broaden  our  Program  next  year  by  offering  more  en- 
richment courses. 
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GRADUATION

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DEPARTMENT  OF  GUIDANCE  AND  PLACEMENT 


SOUTHBRIDGE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 
David  G.  Bourdreau,  Director 

In  1970  Guidance  services  continued  to  become  an  integral 
part  of  the  total  educational  program  at  all  grade  levels. 
The  main  function  of  the  department  is  to  assist  each  indi- 
vidual student  to  achieve  his  maximum  personal  and  edu- 
cational development. 

For  many  varied  reasons  growing  up  and  going  to  school 
is  not  the  same  experience  for  all  children  today.  Under- 
standing this,  the  Department  of  Guidance  strives  to  help 
the  student  to  know  himself,  to  make  suitable  decisions 
regarding  his  educational  and  vocational  plans,  to  over- 
come personality  defects,  and  to  develop  strengths  that 
will  enable  him  to  live  with  himself  and  others  in  positive, 
constructive  ways .  To  this  end  the  basic  services  of  the 
department  remain  as  stated  in  previous  reports.  However, 
the  following  new  programs  were  added  this  year  in  order 
to  provide  some  of  the  services  so  necessary  to  help  young 
people  today. 

1.  Southbridge  Schools  have  engaged  the  services  of  a 
Child  Psychiatrist  for  one  evening  per  week. 

2.  The  testing  program  was  expanded  in  two  areas .  Read- 
ing Readiness   Tests  were  administered  to  all  first 
graders,  and  Modern  Math  testing  of  pupils  in  grades 

5  through  8.  Both  of  these  programs  lead  to  the  tail- 
oring of  programs  to  meet  student  needs. 

3.  The  department  cooperated  in  the  International 
Achievement  Study  in  conjunction  with  Columbia 
University.  Ten-year  olds,  fourteen-year  olds  and 
twelfth  graders  were  tested  in  Science  and  Reading. 

4.  Counselors  worked  closely  with  the  Mass.  Dept.  of 
Mental  Health,  through  monthly  conferences  with  the 
staff  at  the  local  clinic. 

5.  An  evening  program  was  started  at  the  High  School 
to  enable  parents  of  Seniors  to  meet  with  Counselors, 
to  discuss  College  plans  and  financial  aid  programs. 

6.  Counselors  on  all  levels  became  more  involved  with 
curriculum,  in  order  to  be  more  helpful  to  the  children 
they  counsel. 
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With  the  expansion  of  new  programs  and  the  increase  in 
enrollment,  the  major  need  of  the  department  is  additional 
counselors.  An  increase  in  the  counseling  staff  would 
insure  that  more  youngsters  could  benefit  from  the  pupil 
services  that  we  provide.

COLE  TRADE  HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT 


Frank  P.  Skinyon,  Director 

The  Christmas  decorations  and  lights  which  were  erected 
and  wired  by  the  Electrical  Department  of  the  Cole  Trade 
School  were  gayly  lighting  the  down  town  section  of 
Southbridge  as  we  turned  into  the  New  Year  of  19  70. 

We  approached  the  New  Year  enthusiastically  and  con- 
fidently as  we  swung  into  our  first  big  job  of  taking  the 
decorations  down,  packing  and  storing  them  carefully  so 
they  would  be  ready  for  use  again  a  year  hence. 
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The  Electrical  Department  engaged  itself  immediately  by 
installing  all  new  receptacles  for  school  machines,  new 
circuit  breakers  and  reinforced  9  0%  of  the  wiring  in  the 
Junior  High  School.  They  also  renewed  the  fire  alarm  and 
bell  system  in  the  entire  building. 

In  the  Senior  High  School  ten  new  air  conditioners  were 
installed,  all  hall  fixtures  were  replaced  to  mention  only 
a  couple  of  jobs  among  the  hundreds  of  small  jobs. 

In  the  Eastford   Road  School  extensive  wiring  was  done 
including  three  new  outlets  for  each  room. 

New  fixtures  were   installed   at  Pleasant  Street  School, 
while  Eastford  Road  School  had  all  clocks  replaced  and 
wiredby  the  hardworking  boys  of  the  Electrical  Department. 

The  Sheet  Metal  Fabrication  Department  was  busy  during 
the   year  putting  in  new  ducts,  blower  systems,  welding, 
soldering,  and  metal  fabrication.  The  department  entered 
the  Lincoln  Arc  Welding  National  Contest  and  again  won 
prizes  and  awards  for  the  school  and  the  boys  involved. 

The  Cabinet  Carpentry  Department  was  again  loaded  to 
over  capacitywith  boys  busily  making  cabinets,  building 
rooms,  counters,  floors,  stairs,  renovating  here,  repairing 
there,  and  building  new  additions  which  take  the  Cab- 
inet boys  into  every  school  building  many  times  during 
the  year. 

The  Drafting   and   Machine  departments  were  busy  doing 
their  phases  of  work  all  year. 

As   June  rolled   around  39  boys  were  graduated  from  our 
school  in  five  trades.  All  of  these  boys  went  immediately 
to  higher  education,  the  military  service  or  to  a  well  pay- 
ing job. 

September  came  and  65  new  freshmen  were  entered  in  the 
different  trades  and  started  their  training  for  their  life 
work. 

They  are  again  performing  the  jobs  that  need  to  be  done 
in  the  school  buildings  and  the  public  buildings  of  South- 
bridge.    They  are  doing  the  carpentry,  sheet  metal, mac- 
chine  and  electrical  jobs  which  will  improve  and  maintain 
the  school  and  public  property  as  they  learn  their  trades. 
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As  this  annual  report  covers  the  time  from  January  to  the 
last  of  December,  I  again  report  to  you  that  now  the  19  70 
lights  and  decorations  constructed  and  wired  by  the  Trade 
School  are  again  gayly  decorating  the  business  section 
of  our  town.

The   Pre-Vocational  program  in  Southbridge  is  now  an  ac- 
cepted  part  of  the  total  educational  system  in  this  area. 
The  boys   get  a  good  background  to  prepare  themselves 
for  whatever  trade  they  choose.   We   have  boys  from 
Charlton,    Dudley,    Southbridge   and  Webster  continuing 
our  regional  concept  of  Vocational  Education. 

The  following  projects  were  completed  by  the  boys:  Made 
and  installed  radiator  covers  for  Pre-School  Program,  made 
and  installed  bell  cover  for  Charlton  St.  School,  decora- 
tions  for  Mechanic  St.  School,  constructed  stairway  at 
Mechanic  St.  School. 

Also  the   following  projects:   Built  an  office  for  the  A.  V. 
director,    also  storage  area,  and  painted  A.V.  director's 
quarters.  Built  a  15  x  15'  storage  room  at  the  Town  Hall 
for  Dr.  Beattie's  office  supplies,  book  case  for  West  St. 
School,  four  tables  for  the  A.  V.  director's  quarters,  black- 
board  for  West  St.  School,  portable  blackboard  for  High 
School,    coat  rack  for  Charlton  St.  School,   coat  rack  for 
the  High  School. 

Also  the   following  projects:   Students  worked  at  Y  Day 
Camp  tore  down  porch  at  the  Southern  Worcester  County 
Vocational  Office,    repaired  stands  at  Dresser  St.  Field, 
resurfaced  scoreboard  with  sheet  metal  at  Dresser  St.  Field, 
fastened  screens   more  securely  over  window  at  Charlton 
St.  School,    made    six    storage    cabinets  for  storage  of 
athletic  equipment  at  the  High  School,  built  an  area  for 
a  special  class  at  Pleasant  St.  School,  made  2  book  cab- 
inets, blackboard,  bulletin  board,  tore  down  stands  that 
were  in  the  way  and  repanelled  a  wall.  Poles  were  put  up 
for  Xmas  trees  for  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.

During  1969-1970,  classes  were  held  again  for  those 
adults  interested  in  these  two  programs. 

Classes  in  both  programs  are  held  at  Mary  E.  Wells  Jr. 
High  School  from  September  through  April. 

The  purpose  of  these  classes  is  to  assist  adults  who 
either  wish  to  obtain  an  elementary  education  or  prepare 
themselves  to  become  citizens. 
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Specifically,  Adult  Basic  Education  prepares  anyone  six- 
teen years  of  age  or  over  to  complete  their  elementary 
education  or  to  give  them  a  review  of  subjects  obtained 
in  this  area.  The  purpose  of  Adult  Civic  Education  is  to 
prepare  all  non-citizens  for  citizenship,  or  to  help  any 
one  with  language  handicaps. 

ANNUAL  REPORT 
DEPARTMENT  OF  AUDIOVISUAL  INSTRUCTION 

Francis  B.  Flannagan,  Director 

The  school  exists  to  provide  an  educational  environment 
inwhich  each  child  can  develop  to  his  full  potential,  .on 
that  we  can  pretty  well  agree. 

If  there  is  to  be  effective  instruction:  and  learning,  the 
teacher  and  the  learner  must  be  able  to  use  appropriate 
materials  at  the  right  time;  availability  is  the  key  to 
utilization. 

But  the  Complexities  of  our  modern  world  reflect  a  singular 
and  remarkable  range  and  depth  and  breadth  of  resource 
materials  which  must  be  utilized  to  reach  the  levels  of 
learning  we  know  we  must  have. 

The  selection,  evaluation,  organization,  distribution,  ap- 
plicationand  storage  of  these  materials,  and  the  essential 
equipment  for  their  effective  utilization,  presents  prob- 
lems of  increasing  significance  for  the  Department  of 
Audiovisual  Instruction. 

We  have  developed,  however,  certain  guiding  principles 
to  determine  the  directions  for  planning  and  organization 
to  meet  and  answer  these  problems: 

First:  The  wide  variety  of  instructional  materials  avail- 
able makes  it  mandatory  that  teachers  be  selective;  learn- 
ing goals  should  determine  both  choice  and  functional  use 
of  instructional  materials. 

Second:  Many  materials  and  media,  both  print  and  non- 
printed,  when  used  in  combination,  greatly  increase  the 
probability  of  achieving  desired  learning  goals. 

Third:  The  instructional  process  can  be  greatly  strength- 
ened, enriched  and  improved  by  using  much  more  exten- 
sive materials  which  are,  or  can  be,  made  truly  available. 
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Fourth:  The  increasing  number  of  instructional  materials 
and  techniques  for  both  group  and  individual  learning  ex- 
periences offers  many  new  possibilities  for  creativity  and 
experimentation  in  teaching  and  learning. 

Fifth:  Teachers  need  to  achieve  greater  proficency  in  their 
abilities  to  evaluate,  select  and  use  various  instructional 
materials.  Increased  teacher  skills  and  performance  must 
depend  not  only  on  stronger  pre-  and  in-service  education 
but  also  on  proper  logistics  and  personal  support. 

Of  course,  if  principles  are  to  guide  practice,  they  must 
be  translated  into  working  functions.  Therefore,  this 
Department  has  determined  that  we  have  four  functions 
which  must  be  served: 

1.  A  poolof  basic  and  specialized  instructional  materials 
must  be  readily  available  for  teacher  and  learner  use. 

2.  Teacher-in-service  experiences,  must  be  supplied  lead- 
ing to  improved  selection,  utilization  and  broad  ap- 
plication of  instructional  materials. 

3.  Supporting  services  for  maintenance,  distribution  and 
application  must  be  available. 

4.  Local  production  of  unique   materials  demanded  for 
effective  and  efficient  instruction  must  be  carried  on. 

Winston  Churchill  once  said,  "Out  of  intense  complex- 
ities, intense  simplicities  emerge,  " 

From  the  intense  complexities  of  instructional  needs,  an 
intense  simplicity  has  emerged:  The  Instructional  Materi- 
als Center  concept.  This  department  is  firmly  committed 
to  this   concept.    However,    in  order  to  implement  these 
four  functions  proper  budget   support,  at  least  at  the  level 
of  the  1970  appropriation,  must  be  maintained.  There  can 
be   no  doubt  that  audiovisual  materials  are  being  used 
extensively  to  enliven  and  strengthen  instruction  in  the 
Southbridge  public  schools.  Only  adequate  funding  will 
insure  the  forward  growth  of  this  vitally  important  service 
of  providing  the  teacher  with  an  array  of  tools  for  doing 
his  job  well. 
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REPORT  OF  MARY  E.  WELLS  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


POSSIBLE  SOLUTION  TO  "THE  NEED  IS  YESTERDAY" 


For  the  past  two  years,  my  annual  reports  have  consisted 
mainly  in  stressing  the  overcrowdedness,  the  needs  and 
the  lack  of  facilities  atMary  E.  Wells  Junior  High  School 
under  the  titles  of  "The  Need  is  Yesterday"  and  "Again, 
the  Need  is  Yesterday". 

There  are  just  so  many  ways  of  saying  that  a  school  is 
overcrowded,  that  many  of  the  basic  needs  and  facilities 
are  lacking. 

It  is  also  very  easy  to  point  out  these  shortcomings  and  to 
criticize  the  present  setup,  but  to  offer  remedial  measures 
and  their  impact  on  our  school  system  is  not  so  easy  and 
I      leaves  one  so  vulnerable  for  general  criticism. 

My  interest  in  my  home  town,  my  affiliation  with  the 
Southbridge  School  Department  for  32  years,  my  concern 
for  the  taxpayers,  and  my  major  and  prime  consideration 
for  an  adequate  and  sensible  preparedness  of  today's 
youth  for  tomorrow's  world  prompt  me  to  "stick  my  neck 
out"  and  offer  a  solution  to  our  present  needs  with  some 
foresight  to  the  solution  of  possible  future  school  problems . 

Due  to  the  lack  of  space  for  this  report ,  it  is  impossible  to 
present  a  complete  plan.  Herein  I  will  confine  myself 
only  to  the  major  ideas  with  a  much  more  comprehensive 
detailed  report  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

First,  the  present  Wells  Junior  High  School  would  house 
fci  Grades  4-5-6.  This  move  would  eliminate  the  Grade  4 
W  classrooms  from  the  elementary  schools  and  would  provide 

some  space  in  the  neighborhood  schools  for  Kindergarten 

Classes.    The   present   elementary   schools  would  then 

cater  to  Grades  K  to  3. 


The  educational  setup  of  these  middle  grades  at  the  pre- 
sent Wells  Junior  High  is  sound  and  would  provide  ample 
classroom  space   and  rooms   to  establish  more  modern 
educational  facilities. 

Second,    construct  a  sizeable  addition  of  18  to  2  0  class- 
rooms for  Grades  7  and  8  to  the  present  Junior  High  with 
a  divisible  gymnasium  and  a  modern  cafeteria,  the  gym- 
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nasium  (with  shower  facilities)  is  a  must  for  a  required 
physical  education  program  and  could  also  serve  as  a 
general  meeting  place  for  Grades  4  through  8  for  assemblies 
and  various  programs. 

The  modern  cafeteria  would  be  used  to  provide  meals  for 
all  pupils   in  Grades   4  through  8  and  also  serve  as  a 
central  distributing  center  for  all  elementary  schools.  The 
location  of  this  building  places  all  these  schools  approx- 
imately the  same  distance  from  Wells  Junior  High. 

Consideration  must  also  be  given  to  the  fact  that  this 
suggested  plan  on  Marcy  Street  would  be  in  close  proximity 
to  Notre  Dame  and  even  St.  Mary  schools  not  only  in  the 
probability  of  Parochial  School  phase-out,  but  especially 
in  the  eventuality  of  a  school  sharing  plan  between  Public 
and  Parochial  Schools  that  might  prevent  phase-out  and 
thereby  alleviate  the  taxpayers'  burden. 

Third,  the  purchase  of  the  Baker  property  at  the  corner 
of  Edwards  and  Marcy  Streets  would  add  considerable 
land  to  the  school  property  while  giving  more  direct  access 
to  Notre  Dame  School  for  purposes  mentioned  previously. 
The  Baker  property  buildings  would  provide  suitable 
quarters  for  the  Superintendent  of  Schools ,  for  other  central 
school  agencies,  and  for  central  school  storage. 

Fourth,  the  possibilities  of  modernizing  and  supplementing 
the   curriculum,    of  grouping   pupils,  or  introducing  pro- 
grams  and   activities   geared  to  the  level  of  the  pupils 
would  finally  become  a  reality  for  Grades  4-5-6  as  well 
as  for  Grades  7-8. 

Fifth,  the  expansion  of  Southbridge  High  School  into  the 
Cole  Trade  High  School  as  soon  as  the  Regional  Vocational 
School  is  completed  will  alleviate  the  overcrowded  condi 
tions  there  also. 

Before  criticizing  this  plan  immediately,  a  little  deliber 
at  ion  and  analysis  of  all  its  aspects  and  its  complexities 
plus  foresight  could  go  a  long  way  to  remedy  our  school 
situation  in  Southbridge  in  a  way  that  is  best  for  South 
bridge  and  not  for  the  State  Building  Commission, 

In  conclusion,  I  certainly  would  be  remiss  in  my  duties 
if  I  did  not  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  members 
of  my  teaching  staff ,  my  Assistant,  my  Guidance  Counselor 
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and  Secretaries  for  their  understanding  and  for  their  coop- 
eration  in  working  with  me  under  very  difficult  circum- 
stances.   It   is   my  sincere   hope  that  the  future  will  be 
much  brighter.

REPORT  OF  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 


Of  all  our  commitments  there  are  none  more  important  to 
the  elementary  schools   than  the  physical,  intellectual, 
emotional  and  moral  growth  of  all  our  children.  Our  elemen- 
tary school  program  strives  constantly  to  meet  these  goals. 

Our  curriculum   continues   to  change   as   needs  arise. Im- 
proved instruction  and  physical  facilities  are  in  evidence 
inourSpecialEducation  classes.  There  are  now  four  classes 
in  session.   A  primary  trainable  group  is  housed  at  East- 
ford  Road  School,    and  a  primary  educable  group  and  an 
Intermediate  educable  group  are    located    at  Pleasant 
Street  School.   An  intermediate   educable  group  of  older 
boys   moved   into  a  rented  facility  with  Charlton  Street 
school.  It  is  hoped  that  as  our  Special  Education  program 
continues  to  expand   in  the  future  that  a  coordinator  be 
appointed  to  work  on  curriculum  in  this  important  area. 
This  will  become  more  evident  in  the  very  near  future  when 
a  class  for  emotionally  disturbed  children  must  be  started 
under  state  law. 

The  Title  1  program  in  reading  and  mathematics  is  still 
active  throughout  the  town.  Ten  classes  involving  children 
from  both  public  and  parochial  schools  in  grades  1-4  were 
held  at  Pleasant  and  Charlton  Street  Schools  this  past 
summer.  For  the  first  time  this  year  elementary  guidance 
counseling  was  initiated  on  a  full  time  basis  under  Title 
1,  with  Mrs.  Alfreda  Brousseau,  elementary  guidance 
counselor  for  the  Southbridge  schools  as  advisor  and 
consultant.  Year  round  classes  in  reading  are  also  held 
at  Charlton  and  Pleasant  Street  schools  with  Mrs.  Camella 
Dintini  as  Title  1  coordinator. 
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Once  again,  the  Spalding  Phonics  in-service  course  for 
all  new  teachers,  teacher  aides  and  parents  was  held  at 
Eastford  Road  school  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Josette 
Dupius  and  Mr.  C.  Joseph  Montigny  as  coordinator. 

The  Title  111  program   in  Social  Studies  is  about  to  enter 
Phase  5,    with  Mr.    V.    James   Puracchio  as  coordinator. 
Supplementary  materials   in  geography  and  history  will 
be  added  to  all  grades  1-8,  thereby  adding  to  more  effec- 
tive teaching  techniques  in  these  areas. 

In  order  to  encourage   closer  home-school  cooperation, 
scheduled   parent -teacher  conferences  will  be  continued. 
A  committee  of  administrators,  teachers  and  parents  has 
been  formed  to  evaluate  and  recommend  an  effective  type 
of  reporting  pupil  progress  during  the  school  year. 

The  elementary  teachers  are  looking  forward  to  working 
with  Mr.  Francis  Flanagan  as  he  expands  our  Audio  Visual 
Aids  program.  The  instructional  media  center  at  Mechanic 
Street  School  will  be  a  valuable  reference  resource  center 
to  classroom  teachers,  offering  more  diversified  materials 
in  this  important  area  of  instruction. 

The  elementary  principals  strongly  recommend  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  full-time  elementary  school  curriculum  supervi 
sor.  Since  our  elementary  schools  are  working  in  the 
direction  of  individualized  instruction,  it  is  becoming  more 
and  more  apparent  that  coordination  in  curriculum  planning 
among  the  schools  be  initiated.

The  personnel  of  the  Southbridge  Elementary  Schools  would 
like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  parents  of  the 
children  for  their  interest  and  cooperation  during  the  school 
year,  and  to  Dr.  Beattie  and  the  Southbridge  School  Com- 
mittee for  their  support  and  encouragement.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  herewith  submit  the  following  re- 
port of  its  activities  for  the  year  1971, 

The  Board  organized  on  March  8,  1971. 
Raymond  L.  Brousseau  was   appointed  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  Donate  D.  Bernardone,  was  appointed  Clerk,  and 
newly  elected  Charles  E.  Peloquin,  third  member. 

In  addition  to  regular  meetings,  which  were  held  on  Mon- 
day evening  of  each  week  at  7:00  p.m.  in  the  Selectmen's 
office,  numerous  conferences,  public  hearings,  and  spec- 
ial meetings  were  held  as  occasions  demanded. 

The  year  1971  has  produced  many  advances  that  we  believe 
will  be  to  the  ultimate  benefit  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge. 

1.  We  received  the  study  made  by  the  International  Asso- 
ciation of  Chiefs  of  Police  which  has  made  many  specific 
recommendations  for  re-organization  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. It  is  our  earnest  hope  that  these  recommendations 
will  be  implemented  as  soon  as  possible. 

2.  The  month  of  May  saw  the  beginning  of  remodeling  of 
certain  Town  Hall  offices.  Through  the  cooperation  of  Mr, 
Knight,  Mr.Manchuk  and  Cole  Trade  High  Students,  much 
has  been  accomplished  in  this  area  at  very  minor  cost  to 
the  Taxpayers .  It  is  our  hope  that  within  the  next  two 
years,  we  will  be  able  to  remodel  all  Town  Hall  offices 
and  the  building  at  a  fraction  of  what  it  would  cost  to  e- 
rect  a  new  facility.  Along  with  this  project  we  have  re- 
located the  Engineering  Dept .  in  the  Highway  Dept.  Garage 
as  a  prelude  to  the  eventual  formation  of  a  Department  of 
Public  Works . 

3.  In  1971  a  tree  planting  program  was  started  that  we 
hope  will  continue  in  succeeding  years. 

4.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  study  the  feasibility  of 
the  Town  purchasing  the  Southbridge  Water  Supply  Co. 
This  committee  is  to  report  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  of 
1972. 
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5.  An  agreement  was  reached  with  the  Town  of  Sturbridge 
whereby  both  the  Towns  of  Southbridge  and  Sturbridge  will 
operate  a  joint  landfill  on  Southbridge  property  located  in 
Sturbridge.  This  should  eliminate  our  rubbish  and  garbage 
disposal  problems  for  years  to  come. 

6.  An  unfortunate  calamity  that  befell  the  Town  in  the 
Maci  Building  fire  was  culminated  by  an  urban  redevelop- 
ment grant  from  the  State  to  provide  the  Town  with  a  long 
needed  program  for  the  renewal  of  the  core  area  of  the 
business  district.  It  is  hoped  that  this  project  will  pro- 
vide the  Town  with  a  greatly  expanded  tax  base  and  en- 
courage many  new  retail  businesses  to  locate  in  the  core 
area . 

7.  The  Selectmen,  late  in  1971,  authorized  the  institu- 
tion of  Emergency  Line  911  to  provide  an  avenue  whereby 
all  citizens  in  emergency  need  have  help  immediately  a- 
vailable . 

8.  Last  but  not  least,  the  Federal  Emergency  Employment 
Act  has  provided  federally  funded  job  opportunities  with 
the  Town  for  many  of  our  unemployed  and  disadvantaged 
citizens . 

We  wish  to  express  our  deep  and  sincere  appreciation  to 
those  interested  individuals  for  their  contributions  to  the 
welfare  of  our  community ,  and  also  to  all  department  heads 
and  employees  for  their  efforts  in  bringing  all  the  needed 
services  that  a  Town  such  as  Southbridge  expects  and 
should  receive .

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We  have  made  a  few  steps  forward  this  year  through  in- 
creased use  of  the  services  of  the  Central  Massachusetts 
Regional  Library  System.!  regularly  attended  the  Central 
Massachusetts  Advisory  Council  Meetings  and  served  on 
one  sub-committee  to  draw  up  a  plan  for  the  region  to  ap- 
ply for  a  Federal  Grant  under  the  Library  Service  and  Con- 
struction Act,  Title  I  for  1972  ,  for  service  to  the  foreign 
speaking  people  of  the  region.  A  second,  and  separate 
grant  for  service  to  the  blind  and  the  handicapped  has  been 
applied  for  also.  A  Federal  Grant  given  last  year  has 
been  used  by  the  Region  for  promotion  and  publicity.  The 
Regional  System  would  like  more  people  in  all  seventy  of 
the  area's  cities  and  towns  to  be  more  aware  of  the  ser- 
vices available,  all  through  your  home  town  library.  We 
continue  to  use  their  bookmobile,  film,  inter-library  loan 
and  reference  services. 

The  Regional  office  also  sponsored  a  Reference  Workshop 
of  four  sessions  in  the  fall  to  which  about  one  hundred 
librarians  attended.  With  this  help  and  some  judicious 
weeding  in  our  reference  collection,  counterbalanced  by 
some  new  additions,  we  hope  to  be  better  able  to  serve 
our  patrons  in  reference  work. 

A  complete  inventory  of  the  adult  collection  was  taken  in 
April,  with  a  second  and  third  check  made  during  the  sum- 
mer. Most  of  the  important  missing  books  that  are  still 
in  print  have  already  been  replaced.  Our  records  have 
been  cleared,  and  we  now  have  a  more  accurate  record  of 
our  holdings . 

The  Pioppi  Meeting  Room  has  had  continued  use  by  library 
programs  and  outside  groups  of  the  community.  We  espe- 
cially enjoy  class  visits  from  the  children,  even  down  to 
the  kindergarten  and  nursery  age.  Our  pre-school  story 
hour  continues  year  round,  and  many  of  these  non-readers 
are  our  more  faithful  patrons.  Mrs.  Little,  Children's 
Librarian,  conducts  the  program  but  we  were  pleased  to 
have  Mrs.  Robert  McMaster  as  guest  "Story  Lady"  this 
last  summer.  From  the  fine  attendance  you  wouldn't  be- 
lieve it  was  vacation  time. 

Summer  Reading  Club  kept  Mrs.  Little  and  all  the  Child- 
ren's Room  staff  busy  during  the  summer.  With  the  help 
of  the  Evening  News  and  some  very  talented  children  we 
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have  acquired  a  mural  panel  that  decorates  our  Children's 
Room.  A  chalk-in,  film  program  collages,  and  a  drawing 
contest  were  other  highlights  that  sparked  a  Junior  Club 
on  Mythical  Beats  and  a  Senior  Club  on  Art. 

We  have  been  happy  to  receive  many,  many  gifts  of  books 
this  year.  Some  of  these,  from  a  dozen  books  to  nearly  a 
hundred,  have  helped  us  greatly  in  replacing  or  duplicat- 
ing our  old  standards.  And  lovely  new  books  given  in 
memory  of  loved  ones  on  a  favorite  subject  have  added 
some  choice  volumes.  The  Southbridge  Woman's  Club 
has  done  this  for  many  years,  and  all  are  gratefully  re- 
ceived. A  file  on  the  memorial  books  we  have  been  given 
is  at  the  library  if  anyone  should  care  to  use  it. 

In  the  fall  we  received  a  fine  display  of  stuffed  animals 
and  birds  native  to  our  area  from  Mr.  Eugene  G.  Gregoire  , 
given  in  memory  of  his  father,  Mr.  Eugene  G.  Gregoire. 
It  will  be  on  display  in  the  Children's  Room  as  soon  as  a 
suitable  display  case  has  been  built. 

Two  mending  workshops  were  held  at  the  library  to  which 
the  public  was  invited.  Student  library  assistants  from 
the  schools  attended,  but  adults  are  also  welcome. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  been  ac- 
tively engaged  in  searching  for  a  qualified  candidate  for 
Head  Librarian.  Although  no  one  has  been  located  as  yet, 
the  Board  is  continuing  its  search  and  is  hopeful  of  reach- 
ing its  goal  in  the  near  future . 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  and  all  the  staff  for  their  con- 
tinued support.

And,  to  add  its  judgement, 
weight,  and  support  to  all  other  Boards  and  Committees 
and  Commissions  efforts  to  improve,  expand,  and  main- 
tain the  total.  Economic  status  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge . 

During  1971  communication  has  been  established  with  the 
following:  United  States  Senator  Edward  M.  Kennedy, 
United  States  Senator  Edward  W.  Brooks,  State  Senator 
Edward  P.  Boland,  State  Senator  James  A.  Kelly,  Jr.  ,  State 
Representative  Paul  J.  Corrivieau,  The  Department  of  Com- 
munity Affairs  State  of  Massachusetts,  United  States 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  United 
States  Community  Economic  Development  Division,  Small 
Business  Administration,  United  States  District  3' Planning 
Commission  and  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency. 
In  many  instances  personal  contact  was  made  with  staff 
members  of,  or  officals  of,  the  above  offices  or  agencies 
by  various  individual  members  of  this  Committee.

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BY-LAWS  COMMITTEE 


Meetings  of  the  By-Laws  Committee  were  limited  during 
1971.  Two  events  were  responsible  for  this  slowdown  in 
activity . 

1.  The  state-proposed  change  in  fiscal  periods  to 
July  1  through  June  30  was  scheduled  to  go  into  effect 
as  of  January  1  ,  1972.  This  change  would  require 
major  revisions  in  the  town  by-laws  and  it  was  neces- 
sary to  wait  until  the  full  details  of  the  change  were 
available  so  that  these  revisions  could  be  made  prior 
to  acting  on  any  new  by-law. 

2.  It  was  reported  that  the  state  was  working  on  a 
common  Building  By-law  for  towns  and  the  imminence 
of  such  a  by-law  would  make  any  revisions  of  our  pre- 
sent by-laws  superfluous  . 

As  it  happened,  the  state  postponed  the  installation  of 
the  new  fiscal  period  until  1973.  This  announcement  was 
made  in  late  1971.  The  committee  feels  that  this  post- 
ponement might  well  be  repeated  in  the  future  and  it  has 
therefore  decided  to  go  ahead  and  start  action  on  the  re- 
vised by-laws  based  on  the  present  fiscal  period  of  Jan- 
uary 1  through  December  31. 

It  was  also  reported  to  the  committee,  in  late  1971,  that 
the  common  building  by-laws  would  probably  not  be  avail- 
able for  some  time.  It  was  therefore  decided  that  we 
should  not  wait,  but  rather  take  an  interim  step.  The 
state  has  adopted  the  BOCA  Building  Code  with  some  re- 
visions and  the  committee  is  presently  contemplating 
adopting  this  same  state  code. 

It  is  expected  that  the  committee  will  have  the  prelim- 
inary draft  of  the  revised  by-laws  during  the  first  quarter 
of  1972  and  if  this  draft  is  received  well  by  the  town 
departments  ,  we  will  then  proceed  with  the  action  neces- 
sary to  have  hearings  and  town  voting  after  the  annual 
town  meeting.

Twenty-five  people  registered  for  the  program  on  July  6. 
Daily  attendance  and  anectdotal  records  were  submitted 
to  comply  with  state  regulations  for  reimbursement. 

Each  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  the  art  teacher  held 
lessons.  Craft  work  is  always  of  value  to  improve  man- 
ual dexterity  and  group  participation.  But  with  the  in- 
clusion of  uncommon  materials  and  introduction  of  artis- 
tic merit  by  Mr.  Dowgiert,  the  benefit  was  greater  to  all 
involved.  Major  projects  included  a  group  sculpture 
that  will  be  left  on  display  at  the  Center  of  Hope,  clay 
animal  figures  and  spray  paint  silhouettes  of  each  in- 
dividual. Through  the  introduction  of  various  new  media, 
this  program  was  an  outstanding  success. 

On  the  remaining  days,  activities  included  supervised 
play  and  special  exercises  to  improve  coordination  and 
posture.  Each  afternoon,  weather  permitting,  swimming 
excursions  to  Bigelow  Hollow  were  made.  Many  child- 
ren progressed  in  swimming  and  floating  through  indi- 
vidual and  group  instruction. 

EachWednesday ,  we  held  our  weekly  barbecues.  A  typ- 
ical menu  included  hot  dogs,  potato  chips,  ice  cream, 
watermelon  and  cookies.  We  thank  all  parents  for  their 
generous  contributions  .

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SOUTHERN  WORCESTER  COUNTY 
REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

The  major  areas  of  concentration  at  the  regional  vocational 
school  in  the  year  1971  were,  the  physical  construction, 
equipping  of  the  building,  the  staffing  of  the  building  and 
the  development  of  financial  and  board  policies  .  The  status 
of  the  physical  construction  of  the  building  to  date  is  that 
it  is  entirely  closed  in.  It  is  being  heated  with  our  per- 
manent heating  system  and  the  finishing  touches  are  being 
put  on  for,  both,  the  shop  areas  and  the  center  core  area 
which  houses  the  classrooms.  We  have  gone  out  for  bid 
as  far  as  our  equipment  is  concerned.  We  are  waiting  now 
for  meetings  to  be  held  with  our  Craft  Committees,  from 
the  various  towns,  so  that  recommendations  can  be  made 
to  the  full  committee  as  to  which  pieces  of  equipment  we 
should  purchase. 

Landscaping  and  development  of  the  outer  part  of  the  build- 
ing has  been  mostly  completed.  The  first  course  of  the 
hardtop  driveway  is  in  around  the  perimeter  of  the  building, 
the  slopes  have  been  seeded,  and  there  is  no  question  but 
what  it  will  be  completed  in  time  for  a  September  1972 
opening. 

As  far  as  the  staffing  is  concerned,  we  have  hired  an 
Assistant  Superintendent-Director,  a  Guidance  Coordinator 
and  a  Data  Processing  Coordinator.  The  decision  was  made 
by  the  regional  committee  in  September  that  we  would  open 
ourdoorsin  September  of  1972  to  maximum  capacity.  This 
means  that  we  will  welcome  transfer  students  from,  both, 
other  vocational  high  schools  and  academic  high  schools 
in  the  district.  As  you  can  readily  see,  the  magnitude  of 
this  program  necessitated  the  hiring  of  additional  person- 
nel. We,  in  fact^  are  committed  to  develop  programs  that 
will  not  only  meet  the  needs  of  our  regular  four  year  stu- 
dents, but  we  also  must  guarantee  that  a  student  who  is 
with  us  for  only  one  year  will  have  a  saleable  skill  upon 
graduation.  It  is  our  fervent  hope  that  those  students  who 
do  transfer  as  seniors  from  one  of  our  academic  high  schools 
will  come  back  to  us  for  a  post-graduate  program  so  that 
they  can  complete  their  occupational  objectives.  The  rea- 
sons for  opening  the  doors  to  full  capacity  are  many  and 
varied — the  most  important  of  which  are  1)  greater  utiliza- 
tion of  our  building,  2)  the  ability,  with  a  full  complement 
of  students,  to  conduct  a  full  extra-curricular  activity  pro- 
gram, and  3)  the  ability  to  hire  a  full  staff  so  that  we  can 
set  the  philosophical  tone  of  our  school  at  its  beginning 
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stages  instead  of  bringing  people  in  for  the  next  four  years. 
We  feel  we  have  a  new  concept  in  vocational  education — 
we  want  our  staff  on  board  at  the  beginning  so  that  we  can 
grow  together. 

As  I  stated  before ,  the  Southern  Worcester  County  Region- 
al Vocational  School  has  been  designed  and  constructed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  all  people  in  our  six  towns,  whether 
they  be  in  school  or  out  of  school.  We  are  hoping  that 
we  can  develop  a  post  graduate  and  adult  education  pro- 
gram during  the  late  afternoon  and  early  evening  so  that, 
again,  we  can  get  maximum  utilization  out  of  our  building. 

We  also  feel  that  with  a  late-afternoon  early-evening  post 
graduate  program,  we  can  coordinate  a  work  experience 
with  those  students  who  are  taking  post  graduate  educa- 
tion and  thereby  enhance  their  educational  experience  o 

The  Associated  Educational  Consultants,  Inc.  has  been 
hired  by  our  committee  to  develop  board  and  school  pol- 
icies. As  you  well  know  the  intricacies  of  running  an  ed- 
ucational institution  in  these  times  are  many  and  varied, 
and  they  most  often  end  up  with  the  need  for  a  legal  opin- 
ion. It  was  the  feeling  of  our  board  that  if  we  start  out 
with  board  policies  that  are  thoroughly  reviewed  from  the 
legal  point  of  view,  we  can  provide  a  much  better  atmos- 
phere for,  both,  students  and  teachers. 

From  a  legislative  point  of  view,  we  have  been  very  for- 
tunate this  year  in  our  dealings  with  the  General  Court  of 
Massachusetts  .  Two  outstanding  pieces  of  legislation  were 
engineered  by  Senator  Kelly,  Senator  Quinn,  Represent- 
atives Corriveau,  Dwinell,  Nash,  and  Ivascyn,  dealing 
with  a  payment  of  additional  state  aid  due  member  towns 
of  a  regional  school  district.  As  you  recall,  there  was 
some  question  as  to  the  loss  of  additional  aid  for  fiscal 
year  1970.  When  this  original  decision  was  made  that  we 
were  not  entitled  to  it,  we  asked  for  special  legislation 
and  we  were  successful.  A  big  vote  of  thanks  should  go 
to  our  area  senators  and  representatives  for  a  tremendous 
job  done  in  cooperation  with  our  school  committee  in  get- 
ing  this  law  passed.  Another  law  that  these  gentlemen 
were  also  successful  in  assisting  us  with  was  a  law  that 
gives  regional  school  districts  the  right  to  lease  equip- 
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ment  for  periods  not  to  exceed  five  years.  Up  until  now, 
we  have  been  allowed  to  lease  equipment  for  only  one 
year,  and  from  a  leasing  company's  point  of  view,  it  was 
not  economical  to  enter  into  such  a  short -time  lease .  How- 
ever, we  now  have  the  opportunity  to  lease  that  equip- 
ment which  might  change  in  the  near  future,  and  we  will 
be  able  to  constantly  upgrade  our  equipment  so  that  we 
may  truly  do  what  we  are  suppose  to  do,  which  is,  to  pro- 
vide an  educational  atmosphere  that  our  graduates  will 
find  when  they  go  out  into  the  world  of  work.  One  weak- 
ness of  many  vocational  schools  is  that  they  do  have  equip- 
ment that  has  outlived  its  usefulness.  Again,  a  big  vote 
of  thanks  should  go  to  the  senators  and  representatives 
from  our  district  and  also  to  the  regional  school  committee 
for  their  efforts  in  this  cause.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
this  will  revolutionize  our  ability  to  provide  on-going  vo- 
cational education  to  our  citizens. 

A  contract  was  awarded  in  September  for  the  construction 
of  an  on-site  sewage  treatment  facility.  Granger  Bros., 
Inc.  also  got  this  contract  so  they  are  better  able  to  coor- 
dinate the  development  of  these  two  activities. 

A  school  contest  was  held  in  our  six  towns  for  the  purpose 
of  choosing  a  new  name  for  our  school.  All  of  the  stu- 
dents in  grades  1-12  in  our  six  towns  were  invited  to  en- 
ter nominations.  Four  were  considered  to  be  outstanding 
by  our  board  of  judges,  made  up  of  one  person  from  each 
of  the  six  towns.  The  names  chosen  were  Buffumville, 
Nipmuck,  Bay  Path,  and  Panorama.  After  much  discussion 
at  the  committee  level,  the  name  Bay  Path  was  chosen. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Regional  Vocational  School  Committee, 
I  again  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  people  in  our  six 
towns  for  the  assistance  they  have  given  us  in  the  past 
and  for  the  assistance  we  know  we  will  receive  in  the  fu- 
ture. We  hope  that  sometime  in  late  spring,  we  will  be 
able  to  conduct  tours  of  the  building  so  that  you  can  ac- 
tually see  what  we  have  accomplished.  Our  office  is  still 
in  the  farm  house  on  the  MuggettHill  property  and  our  tele- 
phone number  is  248-5971.  Mr.  Learned  or  Mr.  Sampson 
will  be  very  glad  to  answer  any  questions  that  you  citizens 
might  have .

Activity: 

The  School  Building  Committee  presented  three  articles  to 
the  voters  at  the  March  1971  Annual  Town  Meeting  giving 
the  voters  alternative  solutions  to  the  school  building  pro- 
blems in  Southbridge.    It  was  voted  to  appropriate  a  sum 
of  $60,000  to  be  raised  from  the  1971  Tax  Levy,  with 
money  to  be  spent  under  the  supervision  of  the  School 
Building  Committee  for  preparation  of  final  plans  and  spec- 
ifications for  the  construction  of  additions  to  the  Charlton 
Street,  Eastford  Road ,  and  West  Street  Elementary  Schools, 
to  provide  classroom  space  for  Kindergarten,  and  for  the 
preparation  of  final  plans  and  specifications  for  the  reno- 
vation of  the  Cole  Trade  building  to  provide  a  useful  expan- 
sion to  the  Southbridge  High  School. 

The  School  Building  Committee ,  after  hiring  and  signing  a 
contract  with  Doak  Martin  &  Associates  ,  Architects,  start- 
ed negotiations  with  the  Massachusetts  School  Building 
Assistance  Bureau  in  order  to  obtain  financial  assistance 
for  the  proposed  construction  and  renovations. 

Since  no  financial  assistance  could  be  obtained  for  the 
minimum  construction  and  renovations  proposals,  plans 
required  to  obtain  financial  assistance  were  studied  in 
depth.  Although  the  requirements  to  obtain  financial  assis- 
tance were  substantially  greater  than  the  original  proposal , 
the  School  Building  Committee  voted  in  favor  of  the  so 
called  "State  Plans"  since  the  cost  to  the  Town  of  South- 
bridge  would  be  no  greater  than  the  lesser  plans  without 
financial  assistance  and  since  the  School  Building  Com- 
mittee responsibility  is  to  obtain  the  most  physical  plant 
facilities  for  the  least  cost  to  the  Town. 
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Three  Articles  will  be  presented  to  the  voters  at  the  March 
1972  Annual  Town  Meeting  requesting  appropriations  for 
construction  and  renovation  of  three  separate  schools: 
Charlton  Street,  Eastford  Road,  and  West  Street. 

During  1972  activity  will  continue  on  final  plans  and  spec- 
ifications for  renovations  of  the  Cole  Trade  building  to 
provide  a  useful  expansion  to  the  Southbridge  High  School.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Southbridge ,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  Tree  Warden  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1971. 

The  care  of  trees  is  a  never  ending  obligation,  more  in- 
sistent each  year  because  appreciation  of  them  is  increas- 
ing. The  owner  of  the  tree  carries  the  responsibility  of 
his  own  account  and  he  then  naturally  extends  his  con- 
cern to  trees  that  stand  on  public  property  and  need  the 
interest  of  citizens. 

General  tree  maintenance  practices  were  carried  out.  High 
winds  from  the  north-easter  on  April  6  and  7th.  caused 
a  great  deal  of  damage  and  the  broken  and  hanging  limbs 
were  removed.  On  August  27  hurricane  Doria  felled  trees 
on  Columbia,  Charlton  and  Highland  streets.  These  trees 
were  removed.  So  the  school  light  would  be  easily  vis- 
ible, a  large  tree  section,  and  limbs  out  of  five  trees 
were  removed  on  Guelphwood  Road.  The  same  condition 
existed  on  Eastford  Road  and  steps  were  taken  to  correct 
it.  Limbs  and  branches  around  stop  signs  were  removed, 
as  well  as  two  stumps  and  six  dead  trees. 

A  good  sanitation  and  spray  program  must  be  used  to  pre- 
vent spread  of  dutch  elm  disease.    No  spray  program  can 
be  successful  without  sanitation.    Eight  dead  elm  trees 
were  removed  and  destroyed.  From  town-owned  elm  trees, 
deadwood,  split  and  broken  limbs  were  removed. 

A  dormant  spray  and  a  leaf  spray  was  applied  to  the  elm 
street  trees.  Forty  eight  dead  elm  trees  and  seven  elm 
stumps  were  removed.  This  past  year  our  town  received 
both  County  and  State  aid.    This  was  a  big  help. 

For  mosquito  control,  insecticide  was  applied  to  known 
breeding  sites  such  as  catch  basins  and  low  lying  areas. 
I  have  been  having  very  good  results  with  our  mosquito 
control  program.  However,  with  a  very  limited  amount  of 
funds,  spraying  operations  are  limited. 

The  Gypsy  Moth  is  a  defoliator  of  hardwood  and  softwood 
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forests  and  is  capable  of  killing  hardwood  trees  in  two  to 
three  defoliations  and  softwoods  in  a  single  defoliation. 
There  is  a  growing  difficulty  in  preventing  the  spread  of 
the  gypsy  moth  because  of  the  mobility  of  Americans  .  The 
egg  masses  are  found  attached  to  underparts  of  camper 
trailers ,  boxes  ,  crates  and  any  equipment  left  in  the  woods 
for  sometime,  frequently  harbor  these  eggs.  The  eggs  are 
then  transported  to  other  areas.  During  the  past  year  the 
airport  areas  were  heavily  infested  with  gypsy  moth.  Spray 
operations  were  then  carried  out.  Tent  caterpiller  nests 
were  cut  out  of  trees  infested  with  the  insects.

As  Director  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  and 
Agent  for  the  Veterans'  Benefits  Department,  I  hereby  sub- 
mit my  report  of  activities  and  services  rendered  for  the 
year  1971. 

VETERANS'  SERVICES 

This  office  is  located  inRooms  12  and  14  of  the  Town  Hall 
and  is  open  daily  from  9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.,  Monday 
through  Friday,  and  is  available  to  all  veterans  of  South- 
bridge  and  their  dependents  seeking  information  pertaining 
to  their  rights  and  benefits  under  Federal  and  State  Laws . 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  department  to  aid  and  inform  all 
eligible  veterans  and  their  dependents  how  to  obtain  bene- 
fits within  the  limits  of  the  laws  governing  each  agency. 

I  can't  help  but  add  at  this  point  that  it  has  been  heart- 
warming tome,  "in  this  age  of  dissent  of  a  very  unpopular 
war",  when  talking  with  returning  service  personnel,  and 
observe  their  sense  of  duty  to  the  job  they  have  done, 
their  pride  in  being  needed,  and  their  unselfish  deeds  and 
actions.  They  have  been  exceptionally  loyal.  I  think  we, 
the  citizens  of  Southbridge,  should  all  be  very  proud  of 
them  for  the  outstanding  manner  in  which  they  have  per- 
formed their  services  to  us  and  our  country. 

Photostatic  copies  of  discharges  are  being  developed  for 
Southbridge  veterans.  In  addition,  copies  of  marriage, 
birth,  death  and  other  certificates  were  made  for  veterans 
benefits  and  claims  against  the  Veterans'  Administration. 
Necessary  forms  were  filled  out  covering  lost  discharges, 
burial  allowances  and  yearly  income  questionnaires. 

Claims  were  filed  with  the  Veterans'  Administration  and 
other  branches  of  the  Government  pertaining  to  education, 
training,  subsistence  allowance ,  insurance  payments  ,  med- 
ical treatment,  hospitalization,  compensation  and  pension 
for  veterans  and  their  dependents,  re-employment  rights, 
employment  difficulties,  unemployment  compensation,  as 
well  as  numerous  telephone  calls  and  letters. 
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VETERANS'  BENEFITS 


The  Vietnam  Bonus  Bill  was  signed  into  law  on  July  17, 
1968.  The  eligibility  dates  are  luly  1,  1958  to  the  end  of 
hostilities.  The  amounts  to  be  paid  are  $200  and  $300. 
Combat  area  service  entitles  a  veteran  to  $300.  All  others 
will  be  paid  $200.  Up  to  the  present  time,  this  office  has 
processed  eight  hundred  and  twenty  of  these  forms. 


Under  Chapter  115  and  its  amendments,  each  application 
for  Veterans'  Benefits  submitted  to  the  Town,  after  thor- 
ough investigation  by  this  office ,  is  forwarded  to  the  Office 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services,  Boston,  Mass- 
achusetts for  approval,  as  under  this  Chapter  the  State 
agrees  to  reimburse  the  Town  for  one -half  of  all  aid  granted . 

An  investigator  for  the  State  Office  periodically  checks 
the  local  agent's  office  in  addition  to  personally  contact- 
ing the  recipients  of  Veterans'  Benefits.    Under  the  Law 
of  the  Commonwealth,  if  a  veteran  or  his  dependents  meet 
all  requirements  of  eligibility  and  he  falls  in  need  of  fi- 
nancial assistance  through  no  fault  of  his  own,  he  is  grant- 
ed Veterans'  Benefits.  The  amount  varies  and  is  dependent 
upon  the  particular  needs  of  the  individual  case.  Any 
amount  received  from  federal  benefit  grants  is  deducted 
from  the  amount  that  is  allowed  by  this  department,  there- 
fore helping  to  reduce  that  which  must  be  expended  by  the 
Town. 

As  of  December  31,  1971,  there  were  85  active  cases  on 
file,  aiding  180  people.    During  1971,  seventy-eight  ap- 
plications were  taken.  In  addition,  many  cases  were  pend- 
ing and,  as  a  result,  constant  follow-up  service  is  main- 
tained and  reviews  and  appeals  are  requested  where  awards 
are  considered  unfair  or  insufficient.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PURCHASING  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  creation  of  the  position  of  "Purchasing  Agent"  was  ap- 
proved at  a  special  Town  Meeting  May  18,  1970  in  accord- 
ance with  Section  103  -  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws 
of  Massachusetts.  No  specific  action  was  taken  on  this 
until  my  appointment  to  this  office  was  made  by  the  Se- 
lectmen on  April  5 ,  1971.  The  designation  of  the  position 
was  changed  to  "Purchasing  Co-ordinator . "  I  respectfully 
suggest  at  this  time  that  the  title  be  changed  at  the  annual 
1972  Town  Meeting  to  "Purchasing  Agent"  and  would  ap- 
preciate the  Selectmen  inserting  such  an  article  in  the 
Town  Warrant.  In  no  other  community  have  I  found  this 
function  described  as  a  "Co-ordinator. " 

Purchasing  Policies  and  Procedures  were  drawn  up  and 
specimens  of  the  forms  to  be  used  and  complete  instruc- 
tions were  given  to  all  Town  officials,  committees,  etc. 
at  a  meeting  called  by  the  Selectmen  on  April  26,  1971. 
Like  anything  new,  the  program  was  a  little  slow  in  de- 
veloping but  I  am  glad  to  report  that  as  of  today  we  have 
a  smooth  operation.  Co-operation  from  all  Town  Depart- 
ments has  been  good  to  excellent  and  is  continuing  to  im- 
prove . 

Revisions  have  been  made  in  the  original  procedures 
which  have  streamlined  the  paper  work  and  accelerated 
the  payment  of  invoices  to  insure  our  receiving  cash  dis- 
counts which  otherwise  might  be  lost. 

It  is  difficult  to  put  a  figure  on  savings  on  1971  over  1970 
because  of  inflation.  However,  "Requests  for  Quotations" 
are  used  extensively  even  when  under  the  figure  required 
by  law.  We  are  certain  the  best  price  is  obtained  com- 
mensurate with  the  desired  quality. 

On  bids  required  by  law  for  major  items  purchased,  the 
low  bidder  has  always  been  the  successful  one,  with  one 
exception.  This  resulted  in  a  complaint  against  the  Town 
to  the  Attorney  General's  office.  However,  we  were  able 
to  convince  the  unsuccessful  bidder  that  his  quality  was 
inferior.  After  an  exchange  of  correspondence,  conversa- 
tions, etc.,  the  unsuccessful  bidder  withdrew  his  com- 
plaint and  apologized  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  Attorney 
General. 
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During  1971,  from  the  organization  of  this  department, 
2600  orders  were  processed  and  are  on  file  in  the  Pur- 
chasing Department. 

Since  September  of  1971,  much  of  the  Purchasing  Co-or- 
dinator's  time  has  been  spent  in  procuring  materials  and 
supervising  the  renovation  of  the  Town  Hall.  Special 
thanks  should  be  given  to  the  School  Department  for  the 
help  we  received  from  the  Cole  Trade  School  instructors 
and  students  of  the  Electrical  and  Woodworking  Depart- 
ments .

To  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

The  Board  held  10  regular  meetings.  Special  meetings 
were  held  as  follows: 

1  A  public  hearing  concerning  Mobile  Homes. 

2  A  public  hearing  regarding  the  A,  O.  Company's 
liquid  waste  incinerator. 

3  Four  meetings  with  other  departments  about  solid 
waste  disposal. 

4  Three  meetings  with  Sturbridge  Officials  to  discuss 
regional  sanitary  landfill. 

5  One  public  hearing  in  Sturbridge  for  acceptance  of 
the  landfill  site. 

Immunization  clinics  (15), were  held  at  the  Schools  and 
Town  Hall.  Approximately  877  children  received  immun- 
izations against  smallpox,  diphteria,  tetanus,  mumps, 
measles,  german measles,  polio,  and  pertussis,  as  well 
as  tine  tests. 

Dr.  Paul  M.  Steen  accepted  appointment  as  Parochial 
School  physician  a  position  which  had  been  vacant  for 
some  time  and  parochial  school  examinations  were  com- 
pleted before  the  year's  end. 

Dental  health  of  Southbridge  youngsters  continues  to  be 
protected,  now  that  floridation  of  Town  water  is  accom- 
plished. 

1971  marked  the  end  of  a  search  for  a  suitable  sanitary 
landfill  site  and  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  intertown 
cooperation  when  Sturbridge  and  Southbridge  agreed  to 
enter  into  a  joint  landfill  operation  on  an  11.1  acre  tract 
off  Mashapaug  Road  in  Sturbridge,  Southbridge  will  ad- 
minister the  project  with  charges  to  Sturbridge  adjusted 
according  to  use,  contracts  are  being  readied  for  bids 
and  operation  will  begin  when  Co.  C,  18lst  Engineer 
Battalion  commanded  by  Lt.  Vernon  Walker  completes 
preparation  of  the  road  to  State  specifications.  Plans 
also  include  collection  of  both  garba  ge  and  rubbish  weekly 
by  private  contractor.  Eventually  the  Board  hopes  to  pre- 
pare a  substation  for  collection  and  compacting,  when 
the  operation  of  the  landfill  becomes  stabilized.  The 
Board   is   most   interested  in  providing  arrangements  for 
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recycling  of  newspapers   and  glass  and  for  preparation 
of  compost  from  leaves. 

Special  thanks  are  due  those  who  gave  their  time  and 
expertise  to  guide  the  Board  in  the  matter  of  landfill, 
especially  the  Sturbridge  Board  of  Health  and  members  of 
the  Boards  of  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committees  of  both 
Towns.

There  were  22  notices  sent  to  parents,  advising  them  that 
their  children  had  foot  problems  requiring  early  profession- 
al attention.  We  also  had  personal  contact  with  several 
parents  who  requested  information  regarding  problems  ex- 
perienced by  their  children.  The  Board  of  Health  Nurse, 
Mrs.  Jolicoeur,  also  was  given  information  to  relay  to 
parents  in  specific  cases  of  trouble. 

Following  is  a  classification  of  the  conditions  found  in 
the  examinations: 


These  disorders  are  more  specifically  identified  on  the 
health  record  of  each  child.  At  the  time  of  the  examina- 
tion, recommendations  are  frequently  made  to  educate  the 
child  in  the  proper  care  of  his  feet  and  how  to  prevent 
future  difficulties.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1971. 

Monthly  immunization  clinics  were  organized  for  infants 
and  pre-schoolers.  Attendance  was  877  -  slightly  lower 
than  1970.  Parents  were  called  regarding  clinic  dates  and 
needed  immunizations  prior  to  the  clinics.  The  following 
immunizations  were  given:  smallpox  55;  measles  76;  mumps 
148;  German  measles  241;  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whoop- 
ing cough  220;  oral  polio  174  and  128  Tine  tests  were 
done.  Clinics  for  school  children  were  held  at  the  schools 
where  599  were  given  diphtheria  and  tetanus  vaccine.  Also 
held  at  the  schools  were  the  German  measles  vaccine  clin- 
ics and  555  received  the  vaccine.  This  completed  our 
German  measles  vaccine  programs  for  the  school  children 
which  had  been  started  last  year.  Children  will  now  be 
immunized  before  entering  first  grade. 

The  school  program  started  with  the  registration  of  all 
first  graders,  either  public  or  parochial.  This  is  a  joint 
project  of  this  department  and  the  school  health  depart 
ment.  Other  school  activities  included  doing  the  vision 
and  hearing  tests  of  the  parochial  school  children;  weigh 
ing  and  measuring  same;  assisting  the  school  physician 
with  his  examinations  of  pupils  in  Grades  2,4,6  and  8; 
also  assisting  the  podiatrist  when  he  examined  these  same 
pupils;  notices  mailed  to  parents  when  further  consultation 
or  treatment  was  indicated.  Applications  for  home  teachers 
were  processed.  Two  were  provided  with  tutors  during  the 
year  because  of  illness  requiring  too  long  an  absence  from 
school.  Two  nursery  schools  were  visited  during  the  year. 
Reports  of  all  school  health  services  and  immunization 
clinics  were  tabulated  and  sent  to  the  Massachusetts  De 
partment  of  Public  Health. 

Dental  clinics  for  the  application  of  topical  fluoride  were 
terminated  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  due  to  the  addi 
tion  of  fluoride  to  our  local  water  supply.  The  dental  pro 
gram  now  conducted  in  the  schools  by  the  dental  hygienist 
appears  as  a  separate  report.

State-supplied  vaccines  and  diagnostic  containers  for  mail- 
ing specimens  to  the  State  Laboratories  for  testing  were 
ordered  and  distributed  to  the  local  physicians  on  request. 

Chest  x-ray  clinics  sponsored  by  the  Worcester  County 
Hospital  and  this  department  were  conducted  at  the  Har- 
rington Hospital  X-ray  Department .  Two  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  patients  were  seen,  referred  by  the  family  doctor  or 
as  an  ex-san  patient  or  contact  for  periodic  checkup.  This 
year  a  Tine  testing  program  was  conducted  in  the  public 
and  parochial  schools  for  the  purpose  of  certifying  that 
school  personnel  are  free  of  active  tuberculosis,  as  re- 
quired by  State  Law  every  three  years .    Two  hundred  and 
thirty-five  were  done  and  thirty-four  were  followed  through 
with  a  chest  x-ray  because  of  a  positive  reaction.  None 
were  found  to  have  active  tuberculosis.  Prophylactic  med- 
ication was  provided,  free  of  charge,  to  three  patients 
being  followed  at  these  clinics. 

In-service  programs  sponsored  by  the  District  Health  Office 
for  public  health  nurses  were  attended.  Two  were  on  the 
new  trends  in  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  and  another 
related  to  the  new  Massachusetts  Laws  regarding  the  care 
and  admission  of  the  mentally  ill. 

In  closing,  I  extend  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the 
Board  members  and  all  school  personnel  and  parents  for 
their  cooperation  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Southbridge,  Massachusetts 

The  Planning  Board  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1971,  in  accordance  with  the 
General  Laws. 

A  New  Zoning  By-Law  and  Map  was  prepared,  together 
with  a  consultant  and  the  Planning  Board,  whichwas  re- 
jected at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  We  have  worked  to 
revise  these,  hoping  they  will  be  acceptable.  The  maxi- 
mum existing  lot  size  is  now  7,  500  square  feet,  and  the 
minimum  size  is  5,  000  square  feet,  and  have  been  this 
way  since  1941,  when  zoning  went  into  effect.  If  sizes 
and  antiquated  regulations  are  not  brought  up  to  date,  the 
Town  could  suffer,  by  having  a  developer  take  advantage 
of  these  conditions.  We  are  hoping  to  present  the  new 
package  at  the  Annual  or  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  1972. 

We  invite  other  Town  Departments  and  individuals  to 
submit  their  views  on  any  matter. 

There  were  three  Public  Hearings  for  Zone  Changes: 

1.  Lebanon  Street,  area  from  Single  Family  to  Multiple 
Family  District,  submitted  by  T  A  G  Associates  for 
housing  for  the  elderly.  This  was  passed  at  the 
August  16,  Special  Town  Meeting. 

2.  Guelphwood  Road,  establishing  a  Light  Industrial 
District.  Passed  at  the  August  16,  Special  Town 
Meeting. 

3.  Clemence  Hill  Road,  from  Single  Family  to  Multiple 
Family  District,  submitted  by  T  A  G  Associates  for 
low  cost  housing.  This  was  passed  at  the  August 
16,  Special  Town  Meeting. 

No  Subdivisions  were  presented  to  the  Planning  Board, 

Numerous  plans  were  signed  "Not  requiring  subdivision 
approval"  and  Road  acceptances. 

Paul  Rape,  elected  to  the  Board  in  March,  resigned  in 
October,  for  personal  reasons.  N.  Richard  Leduc  was 
named  to  replace  him  until  the  March  elections. 
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The  following  is  a  report  of  the  Regional  Planning  Commis- 
sion: 

The  Central  Massachusetts  Regional  Planning  Commission 
had  a  very  active  year  in  1971 .  Five  plans  or  studies  were 
completed  o  These  were  the  "Governmental  Reorganization 
Study",  the  "Statistical  Data  Book"  for  Central  Mass- 
achusetts, the  "Housing  Element"  for  197 1," the  Dudley- 
Webster  Sewer  Plan"  Update  and  the  "Impact  of  Chapter 
774"  the  anti-snob  zoning  law.  In  March  of  1971  the 
Commission  unanimously  adopted  a  slightly  revised  form 
of  the  "Regional  Study  Development  Plan"  after  seven 
months  of  review.  During  1971  three  of  the  four  Compre- 
hensive Planning  Assistance  Projects  that  had  previously 
been  undertaken  were  completed.  In  1971  water  facility 
planning  was  underway,  a  recreation  and  open  space 
plan  was  being  completed,  and  a  portion  of  a  housing 
market  analysis  was  started. 

As  part  of  its  assigned  responsibility  as  the  regional 
clearing-house,  the  Commission  reviewed  and  comment- 
ed on  some  23  Federal  aid  projects  and  2  State  programs. 
These  programs  were  valued  at  over  36  million  dollars. 
6  zoning  referrals  near  municipal  boundries  were  also 
processedas  part  of  the  Voluntary  Zoning  Referral  System. 
The  number  of  Federal  and  State  aid  programs  requiring 
regional  review  has  now  increased  to  113. 

The  Commission  is  comprised  of  39  member  communities 
and  meets  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month.  It  had  a 
technical  staff  of  9  in  1971.  The  Town  of  Southbridge 
has  been  a  member  since  1967.  Mr.  Robert  Para  serves 
as  its  delegate  and  Mr.  Roland  Pontbriand  as  its  alter- 
nate. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Southbridge  and  other 
Town  Officials  for  their  co-operation  during  1971.

The  Department  of  Civil  Defense  has  completed  its  train- 
ing schedule  for  1971.  The  Fallout  Shelter  program  has 
been  updated  and  is  near  completion,  and  with  the  train- 
ing of  shelter  managers  in  19  72,  should  be  complete. 

The  Civil  Defense  program,  while  maintaining  its  original 
intent  of  being  prepared  for  war  caused  disaster,  had  also 
become  an  agency  fully  competent  to  assist  in  natural 
disaster. 

The  local  Civil  Defense  agency,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Sector  3C  office,  has  completed  a  new  operations 
plan  and  is  presently  attempting  to  complete  the  service 
annex  plans  for  the  Police,  Fire,  and  Highway  Depart- 
ments to  enable  the  Town  to  become  eligible  for  the  new 
Surplus  and  Excess  Property  Program.

Ten  meetings  were  held  in  Fellowship  Hall  of  the  Con- 
gregational Church  and  at  the  Y.M.C.A. 

The  following  officers  were  elected: 


The  three  principal  objectives  of  the  Council  on  Aging 
for  1971  were  the  following,  which  had  been  top  priority 
by  the  elderly  themselves  in  the  questionnaire  sent  to 
them  in  1970: 

1.  Housing  for  the  Elderly 

Our  Senior  Citizens  worked  most  effectively  with 
the  Council  on  Aging  in  highlighting  the  need  for 
Housing  for  the  Elderly  in  Southbridge  and  their 
voices  began  to  be  heard  with  much  vigor  and 
strength.  Their  efforts,  in  large  measure,  carried 
the  day  in  the  face  of  some  organized  opposition 
at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  on  August  16,  1970, 
when  zoning  variances  were  granted  for  two  sites 
upon  which  Housing  for  the  Elderly  will  be  con- 
structed. 

IIo    Senior  Citizen  Center 

After  some  difficulty,  the  Council  located  a  site 
for  a  Senior  Citizen  Center  through  generous  ar- 
rangements with  the  Italian-American  Associates . 
The  Center  opened  on  June  1,  1971  with  approx- 
imately 75  senior  citizens  and  town  officials  in 
attendance.  The  Center  has  been  open  every  Tues- 
day afternoon  since  then,  and  in  November  more 
spacious  quarters  were  offered  gratis  by  the 
Y.M.C.A.  Occasional  educational  and  informa- 
tional programs  have  been  held. 

III.    Hot  Meal  Program

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Hot  Meal  Program  once  a  week  for  the  elderly.  An 
application  has  been  submitted  to  the  State  to 
supplement  the  cost  of  the  food,  above  the  nominal 
fee  the  elderly  will  pay  for  the  meals.  Productive 
discussions  have  been  held  with  the  School  De- 
partment and  the  High  School  Cafeteria  personnel 
concerning  the  implementation  of  this  program. 
It  is  hoped  bus  transportation  will  be  provided  to 
those  in  need  of  it.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Personnel  Board  herewith  submits  its  annual  report. 

Reorganization  of  the  Personnel  Board  was  as  follows: 
Albert  Jo    Bishop,    Chairman,    Robert  Bo  Johnson,  Vice 
Chairman.  Other  members  are  Lillian  G.  Proulx,  Albert  J. 
DiGregorio  and  Selectmen  Charles  E.  Peloquin,  Richard 
M.  Genereux  was  named  Executive  Secretary. 

The  Board  held  meetings  on  a  regular  basis  to  make  de- 
cisions concerning  policy  matters  and  in  consultation 
with  Department  Heads,  filled  vacancies  as  they  occured 
in  Town  departments.  Positions  were  filled  in  Town  Hall 
departments.    Police,  Fire,  Highway,  Sewer  and  others. 

The  Board  has  long  sought  to  fill  the  vacant  position  of 
Town  Engineer.  Unfortunately,  even  though  the  salary 
for  the  position  was  substantially  raised  this  year,  we 
still  haven't  been  able  to  find  a  qualified  applicant.  We 
will  continue  our  efforts  to  that  end. 

The  Boards  recommendations  of  a  5%  across  the  board 
increase  in  19  71  wage  scales  and  a  reduction  in  the  work 
week  of  the  Fire  Department  personnel  met  with  approval 
at  the  Town  Meeting. 

In  a  meeting  held  in  September  between  members  of  the 
Board,  Selectmen,  members  of  the  Finance  Committee 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee  resulted  in  a 
consensus  of  opinion  that  there  be  no  general  increase 
inwage  scales  for  1972.  Because  of  economic  conditions 
and  the  large  expenditures  that  face  the  Town  in  1972, 
the  Board  had  no  alternative  but  to  agree  with  this  opinion. 
This  decision  was  foremost  in  discussion  held  with  all 
department  heads,  and  the  police  and  fire  bargaining 
committees . 

Under  the  Emergency  Employment  Act  (E.E.Ao),  the  Town 
created  and  filled  or  will  fill  twenty-five  positions,  with 
unemployed,  disadvantaged  or  minority  group  citizens  at 
no  cost  to  the  taxpayer.  The  positions  are  all  paid  for 
by  the  Federal  Government, 
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The  Board  has  felt  since  its  inception  that  a  professional 
review  of  the  Towns  wage  and  classification  plan,  de- 
partment organization  and  all  other  personnel  related 
problems  is  long  overdue.  The  last  time  this  was  done 
was  in  19  54.  To  that  end,  the  Board  is  inserting  an 
article  in  the  19  72  warrant  requesting  an  appropriation  to: 
1.  Review  of  and  Revision  of  the  Town's  Personnel  By 
Law,  including  Classification  and  Compensation  Plans, 
Fringe  Benefits  and  Working  Conditions.  2.  Staffing 
Study  of  Town  Hall  offices  with  proposed  organization 
structure  for  the  most  effective  assignment  of  clerical 
personnel.  3.  Feasibility  of  Public  Works  Consolidation. 
We  hope  the  citizens  of  this  community  will  support  this 
article  which  would  provide  the  Board  with  an  effective 
tool  to  better  serve  the  Town  in  its  most  arduous  talk 
of  personnel  administration. 

The  Board  would  like  to  express  a  public  debt  of  gratitude 
to  Mr.  Robert  B.  Johnson  who  had  to  resign  from  the 
Board  because  of  his  relocation  to  Pennsylvania.  We  have 
truly  lost  a  most  competent  member  of  this  committee. 

The  Board  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all 
department  heads  and  employees  for  their  excellent 
cooperation  during  the  year. 

The  Personnel  Board  has  and  will  continue  to  act  in  such 
a  manner  that  will  be  most  advantageous  to  both  the  em- 
ployees and  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


Last  year,  the  Southbridge Conservation  Commission  with 
the  approval  of  our  townspeople,  promoted  a  very  success- 
ful tree  planting  and  town  beautification  program. 

This  was  a  united  effort  with  members  of  the  Southbridge 
Conservation  Commission,  Selectmen,  Tree  Warden  and 
Troop  864  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America  all  working  together. 

So  many  applications  were  received  for  the  trees,  that  we 
still  have  a  waiting  list. 

The  Commission  hopes  to  continue  the  program  this  year. 

The  Commission  would  also  like  to  see  a  Conservation 
district  or  Environmental  study  area  close  to  schools.  New 
laws  already  in  effect  in  some  states,  will  soon  make  it 
mandatory  that  Environmental  Education  be  taught  in  all 
elementary  schools.  The  Town  of  Southbridge  should  be 
looking  ahead  and  planning  for  such  rulings , 

There  are  still  three  areas  in  Southbridge  that  could  be 
preserved  for  Environmental  Education,  and  for  all  of  the 
people  of  Southbridge.  The  beautiful  Quineboag  river 
which  flows  through  the  town  should  be  cleaned  and  saved 
in  its  natural  state.  There  is  no  lovelier  spot  than  the 
falls  by  Central  Street  bridge.  Fishing  could  be  enjoyed, 
foot  paths  could  follow  the  river  and  the  old  grand  trunk 
line  become  a  bridle  path. 

The  town  of  Southbridge  owns  approximately  19.65  acres 
in  back  ofWest  Street  school.  There  are  many  foot  paths 
criss-crossing  through  large  groves  of  pine  trees,  and 
wild  plants  and  shrubs  make  it  a  haven  for  birds  and  wild 
life.  It  should  be  preserved  for  environmental  studies 
and  nature  walks.  Unfortunately,  the  pond  bed  with  its 
lovely  sandy  beaches  is  owned  by  a  realtor, 

McKinstry's  brook  which  starts  at  the  side  of  Route  20, 
flows  through  Southbridge  for  a  distance  of  two  and  a  quar- 
ter miles,  Southbridge  already  has  an  access  road  to  this 
area,  a  continuation  of  Plimpton  Street,  which  ends  in 
Sturbridge . 
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The  brook  has  many  pools  and  fast  moving  water,  conduc- 
tive to  excellent  fishing  conditions  if  properly  stocked. 
Because  of  the  steep  slopes  and  cliffs  on  the  westerly 
side,  and  large  extent  of  water  shed,  changes  in  the  top- 
ography and  severe  cutting  could  result  in  serious  flood- 
ing in  the  Globe  section  of  town. 

The  brook  needs  its  wild  state  for  water  shed  control. 

The  Southbridge  Conservation  Commission  is  presently 
engaged  in  preparing  a  series  of  lectures,  and  a  collec- 
tion of  slides  relating  to  these  three  areas.  We  hope  that 
by  presenting  the  facts  to  different  organizations  in  town, 
some  of  the  groups  will  unite  with  town  officials  and  the 
Commission  to  protect  and  save  the  little  wilderness  that 
is  still  within  walking  distance  of  the  people  of  South- 
bridge  .

ADJOURNED  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  .  .  .March  15,  1971 

Place  of  Meeting:   Southbridge  High  School  Auditorium. 

The  voting  list  was  used  and  931  voters  were  admitted  to 
the  meeting . 

The  moderator  announced:  "Provisions  have  been  made 
available  in  the  gymnasium.  The  public  system  has  been 
connected  and  you  may  participate  if  you  wish  to  speak." 

Moderator  Walsh  introduced  Rev.  J.  Paul  Charpentier  of 
Sacred  Heart  Parish,  who  invoked  blessings. 

The  meeting  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Walsh  at  7:00 
P.M.    The  first  order  of  business. 

Moderator  Walsh  announced:  "I  have  appointed  Frederick 
Morin  as  assistant  moderator  and  Mrs.  Claire  Coughlin 
as  clerk. " 

The  public  system  was  tested  and  it  was  not  clear.  It 
was  necessary  for  the  moderator  to  announce  a  short  re- 
cess. The  recess  was  terminated  after  the  system  had 
been  corrected. 
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The  moderator's  guests  were  asked  to  be  seated  on  the 
stage . 

Moderator  Walsh  announced:  "That  the  warrant  and  the 
constable's  return  become  part  of  record  of  this  meeting." 
So  recorded . 

Moderator  Walsh  read  the  following:  Rules  of  Procedure. 
PURPOSE: 

1.  To  preserve  order,  decency  and  regularity  in  this 
meeting . 

2.  To  protect  the  rights  of  individuals  and  minorities 
against  encroachment  by  the  majority. 

1.  Regulated  by  State  Laws  and  Town  By-Laws,  regard- 
ing Town  Meetings. 

2.  Voting:   by  a  show  of  hands. 

3.  Order  of  business:  As  established  by  our  selectmen , 
in  By-Laws:  Article  #3,  Section  #8  preparing  the 
Warrant  and  directing  the  constable  to  post  warrant. 

4.  Main  motions:  Finance  Committee  Recommendations 
will  be  considered  as  motions;  duly  made  and  sec- 
onded (which  is  our  local  custom) . 

5.  Substitute  motions:  Will  be  accepted  (in  writing) 
from  the  voters  on  all  of  the  Articles  contained  in 
the  warrant. 

6.  Courtesy  to  other  Voters:  Rise  to  speak,  state  name 
and  address. 

7.  Any  speaker  who  refers  to  personalities,  or  reflects 
upon  the  motives  of  another  will  be  ruled  "out-of- 
order.  " 

8.  Town  By-Laws:  Article  #3,  Section  #13.  .reference 
is  made  to  the  "unanimous  consent  of  the  registered 
voters  at  the  meeting,"  as  a  requisite  for  "any  per- 
son not  a  registered  voter,"  being  admitted  to,  or, 
addressing  a  town  meeting,  etc. 

9.  The  Moderator  be  empowered  to  declare  a  unanimous 
vote  when  there  is  no  discussion  on  any  motions. 

LO.  This  meeting  to  be  governed,  according  to  the  rules 
of  "Town  Meeting  Time" ,  a  guidebook  approved  by 
the  Massachusetts  Moderators  Association. 

Moderator  Walsh  requested  that  the  foregoing  be  accepted 
by  the  voters.  The  voters  unanimously  voted  in  the  affir- 
mative to  accept  the  Moderator's  Rules  of  Procedure. 
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The  moderator  asked  the  townspeople ,  "If  they  had  copies 
of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee;  if  not,  to 
please  raise  their  hands  and  a  page  would  deliver  one  to 
them . " 

Moderator  Walsh  instructed  the  assistant  moderator  to  an- 
nounce the  action  taken  on  each  article  of  the  warrant 
after  he  had  made  his  in  the  auditorium. 

Moderator  Walsh  introduced  Mr .  Joseph  R.  Vairo,  Chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Mr.  Vairo  was  recognized  by  the  moderator. 

"Mr.  Moderator,  ladies  and  gentlemen:  Before  we  start 
our  meeting  on  the  warrant  articles,  I  would  like  to  cover 
a  few  points: 

As  most  of  you  know,  the  Finance  Committee  has  a  rela- 
tively short  time  to  go  over  all  the  budgets  and  articles  - 
about  six  weeks  from  January  1  to  February  15.  We  do  as 
thorough  a  job  as  is  possible  during  this  time  always  bear- 
ing in  mind  that  we  are  acting  as  an  extension  of  the  tax- 
payer to  analyze  from  a  factual  and  financial  basis  the 
requests  of  various  town  departments  and  other  towns- 
people . 

This  year,  we  approached  the  budgets  and  articles  very 
cautiously  to  keep  the  tax  rate  increase  as  low  as  possible 
while  at  the  same  time  not  curtailing  or  impairing  any  town 
services. 

As  is  stated  in  our  report,  our  total  expenditures  this  year 
are  budgeted  tentatively  at  $4,502,277.  This  is  a  great 
amount  of  money.  Our  estimate  as  to  net  effect  on  the  tax 
rate,  considering  school  reimbursement  as  given  by  the 
School  Committee,  is  a  $12.00  increase.  This  figure  will 
be  affected  either  up  or  down  depending  on  what  the  famous 
"Cherry  Sheet"  will  show.  We  do  not  have  any  indication 
of  the  Cherry  Sheet  items  as  of  now,  with  the  exception 
of  what  has  been  reported  by  the  School  Committee. 

However,  we  should  all  realize  that  there  is  a  possibility 
of  a  "hooker"  that  we  must  recognize.  The  status  of  pa- 
rochial schools  may  require  some  readjustments  of  budgets 
before  the  tax  rate  is  set. 
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So  we  have  to  say  that  the  estimated  1971  tax  rate  is  far 
from  firm . 

Over  and  above  all  this,  we  have  all  read  about  the  inde- 
cision of  the  State  property  tax  relief  program  which  is 
presently  in  the  legislature  with  its  outcome  unknown.  If 
applicable  to  this  year,  the  effect  on  the  tax  rate  might  be 
substantial . 

We  have  heard  a  lot  about  "bankrupt"  possibilities  in  some 
Massachusetts  towns.  I  would  guess  that  the  word  bank- 
rupt is  probably  not  used  in  its  correct  meaning  here,  but 
it  does  boil  down  to  the  fact  that  taxpayers  in  some  towns 
cannot  afford  to  pay  for  the  services  and  capital  costs  that 
they  have  committed  to. 

It  has  been  reported  that  those  towns  with  large  amounts 
of  fixed  debt  are  hit  the  hardest  in  this  respect.  Towns 
can  cut  down  expense  spending  by  reducing  budgets  and 
curtailing  services,  but  fixed  debt  must  continue  to  be 
paid  once  committed  regardless  of  conditions. 

With  this  in  mind,  it  would  be  a  good  idea  for  us  to  look 
at  our  present  debt  position. 

As  of  now,  we  have  a  total  long  term  debt  of  $735,000. 
This  is  made  up  of:  $72,000.00  for  the  East  Main  Street 
Sewer,  $60,000.00  for  the  Library  Addition 

$600,000.00  for  the  High  School. 
Included  in  this  year' s  budget  is  $  1 25  ,  000 .  00  for  the  pay- 
ment of  principal  and  interest  on  this  debt. 

We  must  also  consider  long  term  debt  that  we  have  com- 
mitted to  but  not  yet  used.  We  have  two  such  items  that 
will  affect  us  sho'rtly.  These  items  are  the  large  Lebanon 
Hill  -  Treatment  Plant  Expansion  Sewer  Project  and  the 
Regional  Vocational  School. 

According  to  the  latest  estimates  provided  by  the  Regional 
Vocational  School  officials,  Southbridge' s  share  of  the 
capital  costs  will  amount  to  $1,347,000,  including  prin- 
cipal, government  reimbursements  and  interest.  This  will 
be  paid  over  a  20-year  period  starting  at  approximately 
$110,000.00  per  year  and  then  going  down  to  $21,000.00 
per  year  on  the  20th  year. 
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The  sewer  project  was  voted  at  $825,000.00  town  cost 
with  payments  estimated  to  start  at  $85,000.00  per  year 
and  ending  at  approximately  $43,000.00  per  year  over  a 
20 -year  period. 

Therefore,  we  can  look  to  another  $  130 ,  000 .  00  average 
annual  debt  service  cost  that  will  last  approximately  20 
years.  This  debt  service  cost  will  be  much  higher,  pro- 
bably around  $195,000.00,  during  the  first  year  and  then 
going  way  down  in  the  20th  year. 

We  all  know  that  debt  is  an  indispensable  tool  to  promote 
growth  and  progress  for  government,  commerce  and  for  us 
individuals.  The  judicious  use  of  debt  allows  us  to  enjoy 
the  benefits  of  an  expenditure  before  the  total  expenditure 
is  paid  for. 

The  imprudent  use  of  debt  can  become  a  stifling  burden. 

It  is  imperative  that  we  all  consider  and  closely  scrutinize 
any  commitment  that  we  are  asked  to  make  which  requires 
long  term  debt.  We  must  make  sure  that  there  is  a  defi- 
nite, clearly  defined  need  -  that  we  know  exactly  what 
we  are  committing  to  -  that  the  investment  is  sound  and 
will  have  long  utility  -  that  we  can  afford  to  pay  the  ex- 
pense . 

Looking  to  the  future  as  to  expenses,  we  can  only  say 
that  it  would  appear  that  inflation  will  continue  and  we 
cannot  foresee  anything  much  different  than  the  past  as  to 
year  to  year  increases.  The  only  other  major  expense  item 
that  can  be  predicted  as  additional  is  the  expected  town 
share  of  Regional  Vocational  School  operating  expense. 
This  has  been  reported  to  be  $140,000.00  per  year.  This 
year,  we  have  $74 ,  000 .  00  approximately  in  our  budget  for 
the  Regional  Vocational  School. 

The  role  of  the  Finance  Committee  here  tonight  is  to  advise 
using  the  best  information  we  have  had  available  to  form 
our  opinions .  We  have  no  axe  to  grind  with  any  person  or 
group  and  we  are  not  a  political  body.  We  are  very  con- 
cerned with  the  overall  effects  of  the  town's  decisions. 

So  please  bear  this  in  mind;  we  are  merely  acting  as  ad- 
visors to  you  considering  factual  and  unemotional  finan- 
cial information.  The  final  and  most  important  decision 
is  up  to  you,  the  voters.  It's  your  vote  that  counts,  not 
the  Finance  Committee's. 
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The  Finance  Committee  will  use  its  own  discretion  to  speak 
only  on  those  articles  or  budgets  of  major  concern.  We 
will  not  prolong  the  meeting  or  bore  you  with  details  on 
the  routing  or  otherwise  well  known  items.  However, 
please  feel  free  to  ask  any  questions  at  all.  We  will  at- 
tempt to  answer  them  or  get  them  answered. 

Thank  you  for  your  attention  and  let's  have  a  good  meet- 
ing . "

be  applied  to  the  cost  of  the  project  and  the  authorized 
amount  of  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  reduced  accordingly . 

Mr.  Joseph  R.  Vairo  of  9  Judith  Avenue ,  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee's 
motion  (as  printed  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, .pp.  26.)  The  motion  was  for  indefinite  postpone- 
ment.

VOTED:  That  the  Town  authorize  the  Sewer  Commissioners 
to  construct  a  sewerage  system  in  the  Dennison  Hill  Dis- 
trict of  the  Town  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $795,000.00 
therefore,  and  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  borrow  the  sum  of  $795,000.00  at  one  time  or

He  read  Section  7 
of  said  charter.  Excerpts  from  said  Section  7.  .  .there  was 
an  option  for  the  Town  to  buy  the  company.  A  two-thirds 
vote  of  an  annual  town  meeting  was  all  that  was  required 
to  buy  the  company  for  its  face  value  or  less.  This  would 
probably  be  cheaper  than  buying  the  company  by  means  of 
eminent  domain,  in  which  proceedings  the  price  is  set  at 
the  average  value  of  the  company  over  three  years ,  plus 
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25%.  Mr.  Ryan  noted,  $4,600,440.00  is  what  the  company 
claims  as  the  value  of  their  land.  Mr.  Ryan  urged  the 
townspeople  to  vote  for  this  study  committee. 

Selectman  Bernardone  urged  an  affirmative  vote  for  this 
study  committee .

Final  report  of  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Laws  and  Zoning 
Map  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge: 

A  Public  Hearing  was  held  on  Wednesday,  February  17, 
1971  at  8:00  P.M.  to  hear  anyone  interested  in  the  pro- 
posed amendments  to  "Zoning  By-Laws  and  Zoning  Map" . 

The  Hearing  was  attended  by  ten  (10)  interested  parties. 
Changes  were  discussed  and  there  was  no  direct  opposi- 
tion. There  was  some  concern  over  the  sizes  of  the  lots, 
especially  in  Residence  I  (40,000  square  feet),  therefore, 
the  sizes  were  reduced. 

It  was  voted  unanimously  by  the  Planning  Board  to  amend 
the  Zoning  Map  and  By-Laws.

***Attorney  Morrill  announced:  "I  am  employed  as  an 
attorney.  I'm  representing  homeowners  on  Lebanon  Hill 
and  adjacent  areas  of  Lebanon  Hill .  These  homeowners 
had  their  homes  constructed  in  a  Single  Family  District. 
The  proposed  Garden  Apartment  District  is  too  close  to 
the  existing  Single  Family  District  zone.  The  Garden 
Apartments  are  different  from  Multiple  Family  Districts 
only  in  the  number  of  stories  of  the  buildings,  being  plan- 
ned for  three  rather  than  a  maximum  of  four  stories.  The 
homeowners  were  not  notified  in  advance  of  this  zone 
change;  this  was  unfair  and  not  legal.  " 

Attorney  Caprera  of  80  Country  Club  Place  asked  the  mod- 
erator if  the  entire  article  could  be  indefinitely  postponed 
rather  than  just  a  portion  of  it.  Attorney  Morrill  withdrew 
his  substitute  motion.

Attorney  Caprera  informed  the  townspeople  that  the  argu- 
ments presented  by  Attorney  Morrill  were  apropos  with  his 
thinking .

"Mr.  Ryan,  please  state 
your  point  of  order."  Mr.  Ryan  stated:  "Mr.  Moderator, 
the  Planning  Board's  motion  is  illegally  before  this  meet- 
ing. It  is  contrary  to  proper  procedure."  He  referred  to 
Chapter  40A,  Section  6  of  the  General  Laws  and  also  men- 
tioned Article  #55  of  the  Adjourned  Annual  Town  Meeting 
of  1965.  He  said:  "Article  #55  was  not  approved  by  the 
Attorney  General  because  sufficient  information  was  not 
available  at  the  hearing  at  that  time . " 

Mr.  Ryan  objected  to  the  provisions  of  the  Zoning  Changes 
that  would  allow  retail  businesses  to  locate  on  either  side 
of  Oak  Ridge  Cemetery. 

Mr.  Bernard  W.  Walkowiak  of  167  Hamilton  Street,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Planning  Board,  stated:  "The  Planning  Board 
must  lookout  for  the  best  interest  of  the  town,  rather  than 
for  any  specific  area.  The  Zoning  By-Laws  can  always  be 
amended. " 

Mr.  Raymond  L.  Brousseau,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen, concurred  with  the  Planning  Board's  proposed 
zoning  changes . 
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Mr.  Roland  Pontbriand  of  83  Lebanon  Hill,  also  a  member 
of  the  Planning  Board,  informed  the  townspeople  that  the 
Board  had  spent  one  year  compiling  the  proposed  revision 
to  our  Zoning  By-Laws  and  Zoning  Map.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

I  hereby  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools.  This  is  the  eightieth 
in  a  series  of  such  reports. 

PERSONNEL 

Only  one  member  of  the  professional  staff  retired  this 
year  -  Mr.  Frank  P.  Skinyon.  During  his  thirty-seven 
years  of  service  to  the  youth  of  Southbridge,  Mr.  Skinyon 
had  a  great  influence  over  hundreds  of  boys  interested  in 
developing  educational  skills  or  learning  a  trade.  He 
started  as  a  teacher  of  related  subjects  at  Cole  Trade  High 
School  and  then  moved  into  a  woodworking  shop,  assumed 
the  responsibilities  of  Assistant  Director ,  Acting  Director, 
and  finished  his  career  as  Director  of  Cole  Trade  High 
School.  His  influence  will  be  felt  in  this  community  for 
many  years  to  come.  We  wish  him  many  years  of  enjoy- 
ment in  his  retirement. 

Many  new  teachers  were  hired  during  1971  due  to  the  in- 
creased enrollment  in  the  Southbridge  school  system.  The 
addition  of  teachers  to  the  various  faculties  allows  this 
community  to  offer  more  academic  opportunity  and  cultural 
enrichment  to  the  youth  in  our  public  schools.  Eleven 
teachers,  a  secretarial-aid,  a  custodian,  and  an  adminis- 
trator were  added  to  provide  a  sound  educational  program 
for  over  two  hundred  eighty-five  fifth  grade  students  at 
Notre  Dame  Annex.  At  the  elementary  level,  a  new  guid- 
ance counselor,  a  physical  education  teacher,  a  speech 
teacher,  a  perceptually  handicapped  teacher ,  and  a  special 
education  teacher  were  employed  to  improve  the  educational 
opportunities  for  students. 

The  junior  high  school  curriculum  and  schedule  required 
additional  staff  in  three  areas  -  home  economics,  indus- 
trial arts,  and  music.  Although  these  teachers  have  six 
teaching  periods,  the  students  in  grades  six,  seven,  and 
eight  now  have  a  full  program  in  these  areas. 

The  high  school  added  an  industrial  arts  teacher  to  assist 
with  the  increased  student  load  in  this  field.  A  new  pro- 
gram was  started  in  the  Cole  Trade  Division  of  the  high 
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school  -  Plant  Maintenance.  Although  this  program  will 
move  to  the  new  Regional  Vocational  School  in  September, 
we  have  had  many  projects  completed  by  the  students  in 
our  schools  this  year  that  saved  the  community  hundreds 
of  dollars . 

To  help  with  the  student  health  and  guidance  services  a 
school  psychologist,  on  a  part-time  basis,  was  added  to 
the  staff. 

FACILITIES 

At  the  Pleasant  Street  School  part  of  the  open  basement 
area,  used  for  indoor  recess  and  inside  physical  educa- 
tion classes,  has  been  converted  to  a  primary  level  spe- 
cial class.  Under  the  stairways  at  Pleasant  Street  School, 
we  have  set  up  chairs  and  a  wall  blackboard  to  allow  our 
perceptually  handicapped  teacher  an  area  to  work  with 
children  with  learning  disabilities. 

The  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior  High  School  has  converted  a 
classroom  in  the  basement  to  a  science  laboratory  to  im- 
prove our  science  program.  Part  of  the  cafeteria  has  been 
used  for  storage  of  science  supplies  and  equipment.  This 
building  needs  remodeling  and  refurbishing  in  order  to 
assure  the  community  a  facility  with  the  flexibility  and 
safety  features  necessary  to  carry  out  an  educational  pro- 
gram . 

The  Southbridge  High  School  facilities  have  been  changed 
again  this  year.  The  vice  principal's  office  has  been 
moved  from  the  storage  area  next  to  the  front  entrance  to 
a  section  of  the  health  unit.  The  administration  section 
now  includes:  the  student  and  secretarial  area,  the  prin- 
cipal's office,  the  vice  principal's  office,  the  guidance 
offices  and  the  student  area,  and  the  central  filing  and 
storage  area.  This  change  now  allows  all  of  the  student 
records  and  administrative  functions  to  be  in  one  central 
area  of  the  school  building.  This  past  summer  we  divided 
another  large  classroom  into  small  and  large  study  areas 
in  order  to  increase  the  effectiveness  of  our  teaching. 

Over  the  past  few  years  we  have  been  doing  everything 
possible  to  utilize  every  available  space  in  our  school 
building.  For  example,  we  are  using  storage  areas,  stair- 
wells, shower  rooms,  stages,  and  small  closets  in  order 
to  offer  the  students  a  better  educational  program . 
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The  School  Building  Committee  has  been  working  with  the 
architects  to  plan  additions  to  the  three  elementary  build- 
ings. At  last  year's  annual  meeting  they  were  instructed 
by  the  voters  to  draw  up  plans  for  additions  in  order  to  re- 
introduce kindergartens  into  the  Southbridge  School  Sys- 
tem .  The  plans  will  not  only  allow  seven  new  kindergar- 
ten spaces  but  will  offer  the  community  the  opportunity  to 
renovate  these  three  buildings  so  that  they  will  become 
the  equivalent  of  newly  constructed  school  buildings.  We 
hope  that  the  citizens  of  Southbridge  will  study  and  dis- 
cuss these  plans  with  the  members  of  the  School  Building 
Committee  before  attending  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in 
1972. 

The  School  Building  Committee  will  soon  start  concentra- 
ting on  the  renovation  of  the  Cole  Trade  High  School. 
These  new  accommodations  will  be  added  to  the  high  school 
complex  in  order  to  relieve  the  overcrowded  conditions 
found  in  this  building  constructed  in  1961.  After  reading 
this  report,  if  any  resident  of  the  community  has  any 
thoughts  on  this  plan,  please  feel  free  to  communicate 
your  ideas  to  any  member  of  the  Building  Committee. 

This  year  we  rented  ten  classrooms,  a  library,  a  reading 
room,  an  office,  and  a  gymnasium  from  the  Notre  Dame 
Church  to  house  our  fifth  grade  students.  These  class- 
rooms are  excellent,  and  we  are  proud  of  the  program  we 
are  offering  our  students  in  this  rented  school. 

PROGRAMS 

Again,  this  year,  we  continued  to  offer  a  number  of  fed- 
eral and  local  programs  to  the  students  and  the  adults  of 
Southbridge.  The  Title  I  -  Remedial  Reading  Program  was 
offered  year  round.  For  the  first  time,  we  added  an  adult- 
parents  advisory  group  that  meets  frequently  to  help  Mrs. 
Dintini,  the  Coordinator,  in  developing  plans  for  the  fu- 
ture . 

The  Summer  Head  Start  Program  under  the  leadership  of 
Mr.  Flanagan  inaugurated  a  most  successful  hot  lunch 
program  for  the  students  at  the  Pleasant  Street  School.  He 
also  used  an  advisory  council  to  help  plan  and  develop 
the  Head  Start  Program  . 
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Over  400  adults  attended  our  Adult  Education  Program  un- 
der the  guidance  of  Mr.  Chlapowski.  Starting  in  January, 
Mr.  Forkey  will  succeed  Mr.  Chlapowski.  Since  the  trade 
school  will  be  moving  to  Charlton  next  fall,  Mr.  Forkey 
has  plans  to  modify  our  program  to  include  not  only  en- 
richment courses  but  projects  that  will  allow  adults  to 
receive  a  high  school  equivalency  diploma. 

Mr.  O'Brien  directed  both  our  Adult  Civic  and  our  Adult 
Basic  Program.  The  first  course  places  the  emphasis  on 
adults  that  need  help  in  obtaining  an  eight  grade  educa- 
tion. The  Adult  Basic  Program  concentrates  on  people  that 
have  difficulty  with  the  English  language.  Both  of  these 
programs  were  successful  in  the  past,  and  we  hope  to 
continue  these  programs  in  the  future. 

At  the  elementary  level  the  main  thrust  has  been  to  indi- 
vidualize our  program  as  soon  as  possible.  However, 
implementing  this  concept  takes  a  great  deal  of  planning 
and  support  from  teachers  and  parents  before  we  can  hope 
to  reach  a  point  that  we  can  honestly  say,  "Southbridge 
is  now  offering  children  individualized  instruction  at  all 
levels."  To  help  in  the  planning  stages  a  number  of  in- 
service  courses  have  been  offered  at  the  local  level  - 
Courses  in  Audio  Visual  Aids,  Making  Individual  Study 
Packets  Using  Audio  Visual  Aids  ,  Spauling  Reading  Course, 
First-Aid  Course,  Internship  in  Administration,  Under- 
standing the  Perceptually  Handicapped  Child ,  and  Courses 
to  Individualize  Your  Program.  All  of  these  courses  are 
offered  at  the  local  level  for  teachers  and  adults  in  the 
Community  at  no  cost  to  the  town.  Teachers  and  parents 
have  taken  advantage  of  these  courses  and  we  find  that 
more  and  more  teachers  are  using  these  new  approaches 
in  their  classroom  .  For  example,  we  have  three  first  grade 
teachers  at  the  West  Street  School  working  together  as  a 
team.  Students  work  in  small  and  large  groups  depending 
upon  their  individual  needs  and  abilities.  At  the  junior 
high  level,  many  teachers  are  using  individual  study  pack- 
ets that  they  made  in  their  inservice  course .  At  the  high 
school,  teachers  are  working  with  students  on  their  free 
time  to  explore  ideas  and  concepts  developed  together. 

The  new  rotating  schedule  introduced  at  the  junior  high 
level  has  allowed  many  things  to  happen  that  we  feel  help 
students  and  teachers  become  more  effective  and  produc- 
tive .  Students  have  the  opportunity  to  work  with  teachers 
on  a  one-to-one  basis  for  special  help  and  enrichment 
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work.  Students  have  assumed  new  responsibilities  at  the 
junior  high.  They  are  active  in  student  government;  they 
present  short  assemblies  in  the  auditorium  during  the  win- 
ter months;  they  requested  and  received  permission  to  in- 
itiate many  new  clubs  and  organizations.  The  teachers 
have  also  contributed  in  many  ways.  They  sit  in  on  ad- 
ministrative councils;  they  participate  in  teacher-student 
advisory  groups,  and  they  are  preparing  for  an  extensive 
self-evaluation  of  the  school  and  the  program  this  spring. 
Most  of  these  changes  received  the  support  and  leadership 
of  the  administration,  (Mr.  Raoul  Lataille  and  Mr.  Raymond 
Renaud . ) 

The  high  school  also  instituted  a  rotating  schedule  this 
year.  Mr.  Edward  Desroches,  Mr.  Paul  Sturgis,  and  Mr. 
David  Boudreau  worked  with  teachers  and  students  to  im- 
prove the  educational  program  at  the  high  school .  Some 
of  the  activities  and  courses  initiated  under  their  leader- 
ship will  be  briefly  outlined. 

An  elective  English  program  with  thirty-two  different  cour- 
ses started  in  September.  Mr.  Boyle,  head  of  the  English 
Department,  worked  with  his  teachers  and  students  in  de- 
veloping these  courses  around  areas  of  interest.  In  the 
Social  Studies  Department,  Mr.  Forkey,  with  the  help  of 
his  staff  and  the  students,  initiated  an  elective  program 
around  twenty-six  topics  that  will  be  ready  for  September 
1972.  A  number  of  Mini  courses  in  various  science  areas 
will  also  be  ready  in  the  fall  of  1972. 

The  extra-curricular  activities  program  at  the  high  school 
attempts  to  meet  the  special  interests  of  individual  stu- 
dents. The  following  clubs  or  organizations  were  avail- 
able: Biology  Club,  Cheerleading  ,  Chemistry  Club,  Debate 
Club,  Drama  Club,  French  Club,  Future  Nurses,  Future 
Secretaries,  Future  Teachers,  Math  Teams,  Pep  Club, 
Reading  Club,  School  Newspaper,  Instructional  Materials 
Club,  Chefs  Club,  Industrial  Arts  Club,  Spanish  Club, 
Student  Council,  and  Student  Yearbook. 

The  Open  Campus  Program  was  initiated  last  spring  for 
juniors  and  seniors .  In  September  the  plan  was  introduced 
again,  only  for  seniors.  The  main  objective  of  the  plan 
was  to  provide  students  an  opportunity  to  assume  more 
responsibility  for  their  education.  It  is  too  early  to  eval- 
uate the  strengths  and/or  weaknesses  of  this  program. 
However,  at  the  end  of  this  year  we  should  be  in  position 
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to  make  some  specific  recommendations  regarding  the 
effectiveness  of  the  Open  Campus. 

Another  innovative  program  initiated  in  1971  was  the  Early 
Graduation  Plan.  Under  this  plan,  a  qualified  student 
may  select  one  of  many  options.  He  may  remain  in  school 
and  take  advance  placement  courses,  do  independent 
study,  or  take  other  courses  for  enrichment.  He  may  also 
choose  to  work  to  earn  money  for  college  expenses,  en- 
roll immediately  in  college,  work  part-time  and  earn  col- 
lege credit,  or  enter  the  business  world.  The  State  De- 
partment of  Education  has  demonstrated  a  strong  interest 
in  this  program  and  has  commended  Southbridge  High  School 
by  designating  it  as  the  pilot  school  in  Massachusetts 
for  this  kind  of  educational  experimentation. 

The  students  are  becoming  more  and  more  involved  in  the 
decision-making  process  at  the  high  school.  They  are 
serving  on  committees  with  teachers,  operate  in  an  advi- 
sory capacity  in  some  areas,  and  make  final  decisions  in 
other  areas.  In  the  near  future,  they  will  be  represented 
on  the  School  Committee  by  students  elected  by  the  full 
student  body. 

This  year  brought  some  changes  on  a  school-wide  basis. 
In  the  field  of  physical  education,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  James  Kroll ,  six  grade  students  have  been  involved 
in  swimming  lessionsat  theY.  M.C.A.  Students  in  grades 
one  through  four  receive  instruction  in  two  physical  edu- 
cation classes  each  week .  The  Director  of  Athletics  helped 
to  organize  a  Girls'  Basketball  Tournament,  a  Junior  High 
Boys'  Basketball  Tournament,  and  introduced  Boys'  Soccer 
for  the  first  time . 

Under  Mr.  David  Boudreau' s  leadership,  several  meetings 
were  held  with  the  members  of  the  following  community 
agencies:  Employment  Security  Office,  The  Family  Coun- 
seling Service,  Mental  Health  Clinic,  Public  Welfare, 
Rehabilitation  Commission,  and  Tri-Link,  Inc.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  meetings  was  to  provide  the  flexibility  to 
study  topics  of  immediate  relevance  to  practicing  profes- 
sionals, and  also  to  introduce  new  developments  that 
would  establish  a  total  pupil  service  program  for  the  South- 
bridge  School  System. 
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We  recently  introduced  our  first  video  tape  units,  through 
our  Audio  Visual  Director,  Mr.  Flanagan,  into  the  junior 
and  senior  high  schools.  The  educational  potential  of 
this  type  of  equipment  is  now  being  explored  in  these 
areas.  The  enthusiasm  of  the  staff  and  students  alike 
during  this  period  has  been  tremendous.  The  units  are 
continuously  in  service  and  teachers  and  students  are  re- 
cording field  trips,  music  rehearsals,  student  projects, 
and  student  oral  presentations.  Teachers  are  analyzing 
their  own  performance  "in  front  of  the  camera"  for  the  pur- 
poses of  self-evaluation. 

In  the  music  area  a  high  level  of  interest  and  performance 
by  the  staff  and  the  students  has  been  displayed  this  year. 
The  elementary  students  presented  the  opera  "Hansel  and 
Gretel" .  The  citizens  had  the  opportunity  to  see  and  hear 
an  outstanding  Christmas  Concert,  and  an  All-Town  music 
festival  last  spring. 

This  year  will  bring  an  end  to  over  sixty  years  of  voca- 
tional education  in  the  Southbridge  School  System  .  During 
this  period  of  time  many  outstanding  citizens  have  received 
their  education  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  out- 
standing tradesmen  and  teachers  at  Cole  Trade.  The  town 
will  still  have  an  opportunity  to  send  students  to  a  new 
Regional  Vocational  School  in  Charlton.  However,  we 
will  miss  this  most  necessary  part  to  our  total  educational 
system  in  Southbridge. 

FINANCIAL  REPORT 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting,  it  was  voted  to  accept 
the  1971  school  budget  with  the  request  that  in  the  future 
the  school  budget  be  presented  in  an  annual  warrant  in  as 
comparative  detailed  form  as  all  other  town  departments. 
As  a  result  of  that  vote,  the  following  budget  will  be  pre- 
sented in  this  report. 

A  recent  (November  1971)  Massachusetts  Research  Bulletin 
comparing  school  districts  with  between  1800  to  3399  stu- 
dents in  their  school  system  reported  the  following  infor- 
mation: 

1.  Southbridge  had  $19,529  equalized  valuation  per 
child  which  placed  the  town  at  the  49  percent  level 
or  25th  out  of  48  cities  and  towns  listed  in  our 
classification.  (The  range  was  from  $11,246  to 
$36,925.) 
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2.  Southbridge  had  an  equalized  tax  rate  of  $46.75 
per  $  1000  which  placed  the  town  at  the  34  percent 
level  or  32nd  out  of  the  48  cities  and  towns  listed. 
(The  range  was  from  $29.25  to  $81.60.) 

3.  Southbridge  had  an  equalized  tax  rate  of  $17.44 
per  $1000  for  schools  which  placed  the  town  at  the 
4  percent  level  or  46th  out  of  the  48  cities  and 
towns  listed.  (The  range  was  from  $13.59  to 
$41.77.) 

4.  Southbridge  spent  thirty-seven  percent  of  their  tax 
dollar  on  public  schools  which  placed  them  at  the 
bottom  of  the  list  of  48  cities  and  towns.  (The 
range  was  from  37%  to  75%.) 

5  .    Southbridge  spent  $6  88  on  each  student  which  plac- 
ed the  town  at  the  4  percent  level  or  46th  out  of 
48  cities  and  towns  listed.    (The  range  was  from 
$653  to  $1,438.) 

With  a  tax  base  of  $19,529  per  child,  (which  is  about  the 
average  for  the  forty-eight  cities  and  towns  listed)  ,  the 
Town  of  Southbridge  spends  less  on  education,  dollar  wise 
and  percentage  wise,  than  almost  all  of  the  cities  and 
towns  listed. 

The  cost  of  operating  each  school  building  has  been  pre- 
sented to  the  School  Committee  and  the  Finance  Committee 
for  the  first  time  this  year.  We  hope  in  the  future  to  break 
the  budgets  down  even  further  so  we  can  develop  the  cost 
of  educating  each  child  by  subjects  and  by  programs. 

In  order  to  submit  reports  to  the  State  and  Federal  Govern- 
ments, a  school  budget  must  be  divided  into  specific  cat- 
egories. The  budget  presented  in  this  report  follows  the 
above  stated  guidelines.
